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INTRODUCTION. 



SwiTzsRLAMD (the land of the Switzen; QermtLU Sehwtiz ; French, Z43 jSuttre ; 
Itidian, La Svizzera) is the culminating ridge of the mountains bordering on France, 
Qermany, Austria, and Italy ; including the head water-systems of the Bh6ne, Khine, 
Aar, and Inn. Into these all the oth^r streams run ; except the Ticino, which falls 
into Lake Maggiore. 

SuRVACBw — ^About 220 miles by 110 miles, or an area of 10,720 square miles ; equal 
to about half of Scotland. From Bftle to Monte Rosa (about 100 miles) there is a 
total rise of 14,000 feet — a rise divided by naturalists into seven Regions, or more 
generally into four: 1. — ^The Jura region, mostly on the west and north-west or French 
border, extending in parallel ridges throueh Neuch&tel and Soleure to B&le and 
Aargau, about 150 miles. They are clothed with pine and other timber. 2. — The 
JRCbm, so called, though covered with hills, 150 miles by 50 miles, extending from the 
Lake of Geneva through Fribonrg and Bern, to the river Aar. 3. — ^The Hilfy regum 
of north and central Switzerland, having the Rigi and Li^es for its centre. 4. — ^llie 
Alpine or MounUtva region, south of Interlaken and Brienz, consisting of deep valleys, 
between high mountains, marked by coniferous trees, and by corresponding differ- 
ences of dimate, so that winter and summer are seen close together. 

The great ridge of the High Alps in Switzerland extends from Mont Blanc akmg 
the Italian frontier, to the Tyrol, having its centre at St. Gothard, near the sources 
of the Rhdne and Rhine. From here the Lower Alps of the Oberland strike ofl' 
west past the JungfraiL &c., along the north side of the Rh6ne. Wheifct and oats 
grow to the height of 4,300 feet; barley grows to 5,100 feet; oaks grow \<r 
8,500 feet ; pine to 6,500 or 7,000 feet ; pasture is found at 6.000 to 8,000 feet ; 
snow line at 8,000 to 8,500 feet. Timber forests are estimated to cover l-6th of 
the surface. Among the wild animals are the chamois and lammergeyer, ger- 
falcon, lynx, wild cat, brown bear, weasel, polecat, and hog or wild pig. The last 
Ummergeyer was said to have been killed in 1887, but it has been seen since. Yellow 
and blue flowers predmninate. Those near the snow and glaciers belong to the 
rote, campanula, saxifrage, ranunculus, and gentian families. 

The Swiss High Alps are classified into— 1st, Pennine Alpe, from Mont Blane to 
the Matterhom and Monte Rosa, including the Passes of Great St. Bernard and St. 
Th^odule. 2nd, Helvetic Alps, fcom Monte Rosa to the Bemhardin, or Bernardino 
Pass, in the Grisons ; taking in the Passes of the Simplon, St. Gothard, and Lukmanier. 
9rd, MkaiUc Alpe, from the Bemhardin eastward ; taking in the Passes of the Splilgen, 
Septimer, Maloya, Julier, Albula, Fluda, Stelvio, and Wormser Joch. Highest 

Stmts are the Mischabelhomer (Dom and T&sch) and the Matterhom or Mont Cervin. 
ont Blanc is outside Switzerland proper, on the border line of French Savoy and 
Italy. The hiffhest point of the Alps, actually within Swiss territory, is the Dom, 
one of the Misdiabelhomer, near Monte Rosa, 14^85 feet high. Rhododendrons are 
seen in summer on the Col de Balme, 6,000 feet high.

They form an icy sea of 1,000 square miles, and are the great feeders of th« 
rirers. They are marked by lines of rubbish and stones, called moraines, which fall 
from the rocks above and are gradually transported to the lowlands by the stream of 
ice. On the Lake of Garda is a moraine 35 miles long. For a Tery complete 
account of the GEOLoaT of this couatry refer* to the^introduftioa to Ball's Alpine 
Guide. A sort of anthracite coal is.fouifd at Chandolin, near Sion; Coupeau, near 
Chamonix ; at Yemayaz and in the Valley of the Aar ; but no true coal is found 
ini Swittferljtnd; Asphalta is found at Yal de TraTers* 

Switzerland is also pre-eminently a land of Lakes, the principal of which are the 
Lake of Constance ; Lake of Geneva, or Lake Leman, 50 miles by 9 miles ; Lake of 
Ziirich, 25'mile8 by 3 miles; Vicrwaldstatter See, or Lake of Lucerne, 23 miles by 12 
miles; and the Lake of Neuch&tel, 27 miles by 6 miles ; with the Lakes of Bienne, 
Thun^Brienz, Zug, Waltenstadt, tmd some imaller ones, as Morat, Sempach, Samen^ 
Egeri, - Greiffen, Fftffikon, &c. On the Italian side are Lakes Maggiore, Lugano, 
and Conio.- Most of them are traversed by steamboats. On many are found traces 
of -andent Lak^^ Habitations ; remains of which in the museums at Geneva, Bern, 
Zfirieh) &c., include articles in stone, bones of the bison and elk, portions of nets, 
fishing implements, garments, &c. Remains of pile houses have been discovered At 
Concbe, in Lake NeuchAtel ; Nidau, in Lake Bienne ; Gnevaux, in Lake Morat ; 
Merges and >Hermance, in the Lake' of Geneva, and also opposite the city; Ban- 
schaaz. Lake of Zurich; Robenhauscn, Lake Pfdffikon; Nussdorf and Wangen, in 
Lak» Constance. — See Dr. Keller's Lake Dwellings of Switzerland^ 1856. 

Watebfalls. — Some of the most striking are, the Rhine, at Schaifhausen, SO^fieet 
dowiyand 300 feet broad; Aar, at Handeck; Staubbach and Pietschbach, at 
Laut^^hrunnen ; Schmadribach, at Miirren; Reichenbach, nt Moiringen; Giess- 
baeh,.iat Brienz; Seerenbach and Baierbach, in Lake Wallenstadt ; Schreienbach, 
near Stacl^elberg; Saane, near Gstcig ; Peierin, in Bossons Glacier, near Chamonix;. 
PissenMche, near Martigny ; Pianazzo, near the Spliigen; Toccia or Tosa, in Yal 
Formazza, near the Simplon ; and the Ache, in the-U]»per Plnzgau. As regards the 
heights^ the on/y reliable autliority is the *^ Eidgenossische Karte " of the district, on 
which the heights above sea at top and bottom are given.

TouKS IN Switzeblakd. — The most common approaches are by way of Basle and 
Schaffhausen, through Germany to the Lake of Constance, and Geneva or Nen- 
ch&tel.= The Round should begin with Basle, &c. ; thence to Ziirich, Lucerne, and 
the Oberland, &c., ending with Mont Blnnc and Geneva. In this way the scale of 
magilitnde increases to the end ; whereas, if you begin with Mont Blanc, all the rest 
is dwMed bv It. A Direct Rofiite from London through France is now open viA Calais, 
Boniogne, Amiens, Laon, Reims, Belfort, to Basle, for Geneva, Berne, Lucerne, &e. 
A favourite Boute is vid Paris to Dijon, Macon, Bourg, Amb^rieu, Culoz, Belle«iirde, 
fotipea^^it.

Ayebaoe Cost of Liviyo. — ^In Switzerland the traveller can manage to live for 
from 8 francs to 10 francs per day, excluding all charges for conveyances, horses, 
guides, &c. A pedestrian tourist can travel for about 7 francs, provided he knows 
German and French. 

Hotel Expsvses. — ^At the best hotels, Table d'Hote Dinner, at 1 o'clock, costs 
3 to 4 francs. Second Dinner at 5 o'clock, 4 to 5 francs. Breakfast or Tea, 1 \ 
francs. Bed, 1 to 2 francs. Sitting room 4 to 8 francs. Attendance, i franc per 
head for a party. Pension (board at hotels) from 6 francs a day. If possible, tourists 
should travel in parties (two or four are the best numbers, as they exactly fill either 
a one-horse or two-horse voiture) and make all their arrangements over night. 

TiMB POB Travelling. — The latter part of June, July, August, and September, 
are the best months for a tour. June is very pleasant ;' the flowers are in bloom, 
but the snow is unsafe. For the mountains, August is certainly the best. The three 
months from July to September are sufficient to explore the country, allowing three 
or four weeks of doubtful weather. Switzerland, the traveller must remember, is a 
mountainous country and therefore subject to much cloud, rain, and snow. It i^ 
pre-eminently a pedestrian country — a country to be walked over by him who wishes 
to make anything like a real acquaintance with it. He should train himself at first 
by short walks, gradually lengthening. Winter visitors spesit csl>2s^ ^'^5?' ^^^

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A tfiacUr without a ffuide, to whom he is attached by a stout rope, and who in all cases 
nhonld take the lead. An alpemtock is indispensable upon a mountain journey. Take 
414 little luggage as possible, but do not omit a good water-proof coat or a plaid. 
Other useful articles are light woollen clothes, half-boots, canras gaiters, doeskin 
kloTes, dark spectacles and a gauze veil, as protectors against the snow. For froat- 
"liite, rub the part with snow, not with anything warm ; the pain, if any, shows that 
' the flesh is not dead. The pedestrian will find it a great refreshment to give himself 
a thoronjth wash with soap and water. Butter is a good antidote to thirst ; a lump 
can be carried in your bread (Ball's Alpine Guide), Cold tea and chocolate cakes 
are useful. 

A small phial of cold cream or glycerine is useful for rubbing the face and hands 
when sunburnt*, or for the feet when blistered. Rowland's Kalydor is also good. 
Tincture of Arnica is a yaluable remedy for any sprain or bruise, and a small bottle 
is a desirable addition to the tourist's equipments, but rest is the safest treatment for \ 
these. For sore feet, rub in a little brandy mixed with a few drops of grease; or 
put a bit of greased paper next the skin. 

Tbanspobt of Luggaos. — Luggage conveyed to any part of Switzerland or the 
neighbourin^r countries. All luggage is charged for ; tne charge is by weight, at a 
low rate. This mode of transit is the safest and speediest. Heavy articles should 
be sent, if time be no object, by '* Traia commerce" on Railways. 

CoNVBTANCBS. — Diligences, belonging to Government, and generally carrying the 
mails, traverse all the chief roads. There is a printed official tariil and table of the 
<liligence and poet service for every '^ Post-Kreis," which is put up conspicuously for 
puMic information at every post station, and frequently at the hotels. This contains 
the following information : — 

A list of the routes, with the passenger service. 

The kind of vehicle and number of places. 

The distances from one station to another. 

The tarifif of fares. 

Details respecting additional vehicles and the terms on which they are supplied. 

Regulations (the book can be obtained for 1 franc) are in force respecting non- 
admission of epileptic or insane persons, or invalids suffering from infectious disorders, 
blind people (except undercharge of others), riotous, drunken, or dirty people, those 
carrying loaded fire-arms or explosires, dogs and other animals. 

Smoking is only allowed by consent of all the passengers. 

' Owing to regulations as to providing additional vehicles, it is advisable to be at the 
post station to secure places, say an hour and a quarter before the time of starting, and 
in case of large markets, annual festivals, Sec, at least two hours beforehand. Children 
are free under two years, and pay half price from two to seven. Return tickets (not 
transferable) are good for two days, and are about 10 per cent, lower than two aingle 
fares. They do not confer any right of precedence over single tickets on the return 
journey.. If places have been taken, and the travellers are prevented from going, 
notice must be given two hours before starting time, so as to get the date altered, or 
(in case of sudden illness) the fare returned. Precedence is given according to the 
number oi the ticket.

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With regtrA- to extra-post vehicles there are some special regulations which ahoald 
be carefalij atudied. Swin officials are punctilioas in small matters. Especial care 
miMt be taken not to detain drivers beyond the time allowed, as in such case they are 
entitled to an extra payment, and will certainly demand it. 

Three or four travelling together will find it more convenient to hire a private 
conveyance (voitmre, einspSnner, zwetspSnnerf vettura); charge, with one horse (two 
persons), 15 francs adav;two horses (five persons) 25 francs, besides 1 franc per 
horse to driver. Return fare must also be paid. The hiring should be done through 
the hotel-keeper. A voiturier will do 30 to 40 miles a day. The traveller should 
Ascertain whether a return carriage may not be in the town, before hiring one 
belonging to the place; but in the height of the season return carriages are charged 
higher. Usual prices for a horse or mule, 10 francs ; sometimes more, and 
pay for the return journey. Muleteers, ordinarily 2 francs a-day; and the same for 
return, but in some parts as much as the animal. Steamers navigate all the chief lakes. 

Railwats.— The country is now well provided with Railways (2,800 miles in 1897). 
The carriages are excellent. The 1st class carriages are most luxuriously fitted up 
with every convenience; and the 2nd class are roomy, and comfortable. Mid- 
Europe time (which is 56 minutes before Paris, and 1 hour before Greenwich) on all 
lines. Geneva time is \b\ minutes before French time; Berne time, 20} minutes. 
Short lines run to the Rigl from Lakes Lucerne and Zug. An extension is projected 
from Coire to the St. Gothard line near Bellinzona. The line from B&le and Ztirich 
to Milan runs via Altorf, through the St. Gk)thard, by a tunnel of 9^ miles. Another 
is projected under the Simplon. Luggage, such as a portmanteau, can be forwarded 
l>y *^ grande vitesse" at a cheap and expeditious rate ; but the traveller should not send 
anything valuable this way. Return tickets, saving 20 to 40 per cent, are granted on 
many lines. On the principal lines circular tickets (see Bradsnato^s Continental Guide, 
page 381), available as a rule for 40 days, are issued at most stations, four hours notice 
being required and full information ailorded. 

Guides. — As a general rule, they are absolutely necessary in mountain excursions 
At any other times than the months named for a tour, since the paths are liable to be 
obliterated by snow. Their almost invariable honesty and good temper render them 
on all occasions useful. Travellers should always make a bargain beforehand with 
|[^uides for such excursions. Average pay, 6 francs a-day, and half the same for the 
return journey, if dismissed at a distance from home. In many cases there is a fixed 
tariff. They will carry 20 lbs. of luggage. Porters, 3 to 5 francs a-day. 

MoMBT.— Same name and value as French. English sovereigns are taken at the 
Swiss towns at a value of 25 francs. English circular notes are exchanged at all the 
chief places of resoit in the country. Therd is little Swiss gold coin ; French, 
Italian, and Belgian pieces are taken. Silver : Swiss, French, and Belgian. Of 
Italian silver coins, only 5-franc pieces are accepted. 

Wkights and Mbasures. — Kilometre = 5-8ths mile = nearly 5 furlongs. Stunde, 
or hour*s journey = 2^ to 3 miles =r a league. Post = 3 stunden. Paris foot = 
1*066 English foot ; Swiss foot = 1 1 in. 10 lines. Swiss lb. (P/undJ = i kilogramme 
= 1 lb. 1} oz. English.

Lettbrs should be addressed **Po8tc Restante" (to be called for), or through a 
banker or hotel. It is better to leave out **£sq./' which is not understood abroad, 
and to be styled "Monsieur "or "Mr." 

Oaktonb. — ^Twentj-two ; three being diyided into two sections each. Berne, Valais, 
Orisons, are bj far the largest; Yalais, deneva. Vaud, Neueh&tel, Berne, BUe, are 
on the French border ; B&le, Aarau, Ziirich, Schaffhaufien, Thurgau, on the German 
borders of Baden, Wiirtemberg, and Bavaria; St. Gnll, and Orisons, on' the borders 
of Austrian Tyrol ; Valai?, Tessiu (or Ticino), and Orisons, on the Italian border. 

The provinces or Cantons now constituting the Federation were formerly hield'bj 
the neighbouring Sovereigns of Austria, Germany, Burgundy, &c. In IsiOT^three 
Forest Cantons rose against Austria, and after defeating her at Morgarten, 1315, were 
joined by other Cantons. The oldest are the first ten in the list below ; which, when 
they formed a Confederation, were styled the League of Upper Swabia or Grermany^ 
owning the Emperor as their Lord. They utterly defeated Charles the Bold, 1476-7, 
and the Duke of Savoy, 1602; and were finally declared independent by the' Treaty 
ofWestphalia, 1648. In 1815, the Confederation was revised, and the Cantons were 
increased to their present number. Each in itself is an independent state, subject to 
the central authority in war and religious matters. Another revision of the 
Constitution took place 1874; when the Papal Nuncio received his passport in 
consequence of the Encyclical.

This mixture increases the difficulty of tracing back the skull Imiiis of tkeiDodern 
pi>pnlation. Dr. Stnder sufrges s that the Rhntian short-headed type may be relmed 
to the old lake dwellers of the Stone period, in which case the pnralent ^rk hair, 
eyes, and skin of the present natives of the Grifons may recall the aepect (f the 
older prehistoric race.

Fortifications, originally by 
Yauban, now materially strengrthened.

CASVt on the left, with Gutenf els CUMtle.above.— 
On an ialMAiBk*bftT^»«tSs^>iSBA ^J»is. ^v»saBw'^^^^3^ 
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Baohak^ch, oa the right, ao called from the 
Altar of Bacchus, a stone in the river. Werner 
Gothic Chapel, in ruhis. Old Gothic walls. 
Stahleck Castle. Famous for wine. 

LoRCH, on the left, at the mouth of the Wisper- 
bach. Devil's Ladder and Nolliugen Castle. Fiir- 
ttenburg Castle. Castles and vineyards stand 
thick in the Rheingau, as this part of the river is 
called. Heimburg and Sonneck Castles opposite. 

AsSMANNSHAUSKN, on the left. Mineral waters. 
Vineyards on the terraces, some 1,000 feet high. 
Rossel Tower and view. Ilheinstein Castle 
opposite. Bingcr Loch Rocks in the river, and 
Ehrenfels on the left. 

The Mauskthurk, on the right, near the mouth 
of the Nahe, scene of Southey's ballad. 

BikorbbbUck, on the north bank of ihe Nahe. 
(Time will be saved by taking the train here for 
Mayence.) Notice the colossal statute of Oermania 
on the opposite hills. 

BiHOBN, on the right, at the mouth of the Nahe. 
Great place for com and wine. Fine points of 
▼iew. Branch line to Kreuznach watering-place, 
up the Nahe. 

RCossHBiK, on the left, noted for wine. Four or 
five old castles. 

Grisbnheiic, on the left. A charming spot. 
Many islands in the river. Johannisbei^ Castle 
and vineyards on the left, belonging to Prince 
Mettemich. 

BiBBRRicH, on the left. Duke of Nassau's Palace. 
Short branch line to Wiesbaden, a beautiful 
, watering-place. 

Mayence, or MaUiz. 

A strong fortress, garrisoned by 8,000 troops. 
Old cathedral with remarkable tombs and mural 
paintings. A portion (the eastern Round Towers) 
dates from the 11th century. Thorwaldsen's statue 
of Gutenberg, a native. Paintings in the eld 
Electoral Castle. New stone bridge to Castel, 
opposite, near the mouth of the Main. Railway 
to Frankfort, 28| miles. 

From Mayence the traveller can proceed either 
by MAmffHBiM, or by Darmstadt, to Hbidblbero. 

MAmrHKiM, capital of Grand Duchy of Baden, 
an important city ; handsome railway station. 

ZfAXMfTADT, J^ miles. Capital of Duchy. Ducal 
J'M/mee. Stat ate in tAe Lottinn-platz, 



ZwiNGXNBUBO, lOf milcs; Bkksheim, 3) miles. 

Hkppknukik, 3 miles. To the right across the 
Rhine, Wobms and its Cathedral. Luther before 
the Diet, 1521. Wkisheim, Cf miles. 

Fbiedbichsfeld, 8| miles. Branch turns off to 
Mannheim on the Rhine. 

Heidelberg, 6i miles. Delightful town on the 
Neckar. Large and picturesque ruined castle. 
University. Wiesloch, 7^ miles. OntheRhlne,tothe 
right, Spire or Speyer, and its ancient Cathedral. 

Bbuchsal, \Z\ miles, a buffet. Here we leave 
the direct line between Carlsruhe (the capital of 
Baden) and Basle, to follow the line to Stuttgardt. 
We pass Heidelsheim, Maulbrons, and six other 
stations, to 

BiETiGHEiK, 35 miles from Bruchsal, from which 
there is a branch of 18 miles to Heilbronn. The 
next station is Aspebg and its old castle; then 
Ludwiosburg, 4i miles from Bletigheim ; followed 
by three more stations, and then 

Stnttgart, or Stuttgard, 10 miles. Capital of 
Wiirttemberg. Very beautifully situated, sur- 
rounded by wooded and vine-clad heights; of com- 
paratively modern origin, and noted for famous 
architects. 

Modem houses, large palace and gardens, in 
KSnigs-strasse, and stud of Arabians; old palace 
near it. Theatre and Jubilee Pillar. Houses of 
Parliament, old Gothic Church, Schiller's Statue, 
Museum, Roscnstein Country Seat. Leave for 
Friedrichshafen, 131 miles in 7^ hours. 

Tunnel of 400 yards. 

Cannstadt, a suburb of the capital, on the 
Neckar. Good mineral waters; public garden •«, &c. 

Esslikobn, 8 miles, a small town, with an old 
castle; Gothic spire church; Romanesque church, 
with two towers. 

Plochingen, 7 miles, on the Neckar. Wooden 
bridge across the Nils. 

G^ppixGEN, 10} miles, a small place on the Fils. 

HoHENsrAUFEN, to the left, old castle of the 
Swabian Emperors of Germany, on a mountain 
2,250 feet high. 

Gbissltngbn, llf miles, in a deep pass of the 
Rauhe Alps. Wooden toys made. 

Ulk, 19i miles. Ancient town and fortress, on 
the Danube. Great trade in snails. Fine Gothic 
Protestant Minster, one of the largest in Germany, 
4M f«et long; tower, 580 feet high. (Gothic Town 
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House. Hack surrendered to the French here, 
1805. Here the route to Munich and the Tyrol 
breaks off. 

BiBBRACH, 36f miles. Old castle on the right, 
abore the Russ, where toys are made. The most 
direct route to the Tyrol is hence through Mem- 
mingen, Kcmpten, FUssen, and Telf, about »0 
miles. 

EssBNDOBF, 3^ miles. Hilly prospects. 

ScHUSSBNBiED, 9 milcs. Pretty valley of the 
Schussen. 

AlTLBKDORF, 8| milcS. 

DuRLESBAGH and MoBHENTTAKGEK, in the Altdor 
Forest. 

NiEDEBBi»GEN.— Weingartcn, old abbey to the 
left, in the forest. 

Ravbksburo, 18f miles. An old decayed town, 
with Gothic Kathhaus; Mehlsack Castle; view 
of Constance Lake from the Veitsberg; Wald- 
burg Castle, and prospect to the right. 

Mbckbitbbuebk, 5f miles. Tettnang Castle to 
the right. 

Fribdrichsh AFEK, 5f mllcs. On Lake Constance. 
Summer seat of Wiirttemburg Court. Fine Tiew of 
the Lake and the Swiss Mountains. Hotel: D'Alle- 
magne. Steamers to Bregenz, where Tyrol begins.

London to Frankfort, Stuttgart, Mnnlch, 
and Innsbruck in the Tyrol.

AnotBUBO.— 

On tho Lech. Many old-fashioned houses. 
The Palace where the famous Protestant Con- 
fession of Augsburg was banded to Charles Y., 
1435. Town Hall, Byzantine Cathedral bronze 
fountain in the main street; Fugger tombs in 
Ulrich's Church. 

By Munich the route from Augsburg is, by rail, 
3J miles in about an hour. 

MnnlclL— 

Capital of BaTaria, on the high plain of the Isar. 
Several old gates and houses; many fine modem 



houses. Brick-built cathedral. St. Peter's old 
church. Thorwaldsen's statue of Eugene 
Beauhamois in Jesuit Church. New Oothic 
Maria-hill Church. St. Boniface new (brick) 
church, in Byzantfaie style, and its frescoes. New 
Palace, Glyptothek and Egina Marbles; Pina- 
cothek and Schools of Painting; both built by 
Von- Klenze, at cost of King Ludwig. Hall of 
Marshals. Royal Library. Uniyersity. Statue of 
King Max. Joseph. Ruhmeshalle. English gar- 
don, laid out by Count Rumford. 

By rail from' Munich to Innsbruck, now opened 
throughout, passing Rosenheim and Kuf stein, about 
100 miles. 

From Munich to Rosenheim the express trains 
run by Zomeding, Grafing, and Assling, about 
40 miles. The country is uninteresting The 
other route, by Holz Kirchen, 6 miles longer, is 
only traversed by slow trains, but the scenery is 
finer. 

RosBNHBiM, at the confluence of the Mangfall 
and the Inn. Junction of the Innsbruck, Salzburg, 
and other lines. The rail runs by the left bank of 
the Inn to 

RAUBLiMa. On the opposite bank of the river is 
Neubeuem, with a castle crowning the heights. 

BbXnkenberg. Here the line enters the moun- 
tains. 

FiscHBACH. Above the station, the ruins of 
Falkenstein (on the right) and Kirstein. 

Kibfebsfelden, the last Bavarian place. On 
the right, the Memorial Chapel to King Otho, of 
Greece. 

KuFSTBiv, a frontier fortress on the Inn, finely 
placed at the foot of the Kaisergebirge chain. 
Lnggage examined here. Across the Inn to 

W6RGL. Town is 10 minutes from the station, 
and is often visite<l fiirthe ascent of the Hohe Salve^ 
6,980 feet, f rum which is a grand view of mountain 
scenery. 

The line now passes through a district abounding 
with old ruins. Tunnel under the Schlossberg to 

Brixlbgg. To the north, the Sonnenwendjoch ; 
I left, the Oetzthal heights; right, the Kaiserge- 
birge. Between here and the next station, 

Jrnbaoh, is the opening of the beautiful Ziller- 
thal, which few tourists omit to visit. 

Schwaz, on the right bank of the Inn ; Gothic 
church, 16th century. 

Hall, a busy salt manufacturing place, as the 
name indicat es. Hence in 20 minutes to 

Innsbbuck.

it the same time, a little has been borrowed from 
Ml of their neighbours, and the people who flock

Vith good principles of education and moral 
AUning ; from Italy, traditions of art ; from Gcr- 
my, a love of books and philosophy. Moore, the 
Mt, in his ''Journals, '* speaks of it as a little 



mlerbcMm, a o(nip«et'«|rttMke of Hint Is gefng oa 
on a larger loale to the irerld; with an hiflueaoe 
utterly disproportioned to the slae of its territMy, 
which is a mere speck of 10 miles square. It has 
been a noted centre of etvil And rel^ous activity; 
and is still looked on as the capital of the Re- 
formed faith on the continent, though ttiany of the 
Presbyterian clergy, as In England and America, 
formerly distinguished (or high Calvinistic tenets, 
are now no longer so. The evangelical party, 
however, is large, active, and enei^tic. One 
of them. Merle D'AuMgni, the Historian of the 
Reformation, died 1872, at Baux-Vives, over- 
looking the lake. 

The city, about 1,900 fe« above the sea. 
stands on both sides of thre RhOne, as it 
issues out of the lower end of I«ake Leman, or 
Lake of Geneva; it is built on two low hills, the 
highest being only 100 feet above the river on the 
south banlc, where the largest and oldest porti<Mi of 
the town, called la Cit^, stands. This Is chiefly 
occupied by the aristocracy, while the tradespeople 
and professionals reside mostly at St. Gervais, on 
the north bank. As many capitalists and bankers 
live at Geneva, it is, next to BAle, the wealthiest 
town of the Confederation. Alfout a seventh part 
of the population is employed in making watches, 
of which above 100,000 are exported in the year. 
They arc small and cheap compared with those (>f 
English construction, but not so Intrinsically good 
or lasting. It has, besides, manufactures of hat8. 
cloth, cotton, velvet, leather, jewellery, A;c., and a 
very considerable trade in collections of plants and 
minerals, butterflies, md such like. 

The neighbourhood of G«ieva is unrivalled. The 
blue lake, and yet bluer river; the watering-places 
on the lake ; the Jura Hills in front ; Mont Salbve 
behind, with the mountains of Savoy, and Mont 
Blanc rising above all, in the background, combine 
to form a panorama of remarkable grandeur. But 
in itself Geneva is rather tame. On approaching it, 
the wide quays, and the stately houses which line 
them, give it the air of a largo town. In its clean- 
liness also it offers an agreeable contrast to most 
cities abroad, but the interior is made up of narrow 
streets of tall, dark-looking houses^ sevftT«A.%\w*«^'*. 
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Tandois dialect of the twelfth century, which Sir 
S. Morland translated in Cromwell's time; many- 
letters and sermons of Calrin and Bexa; homilies 
of St. Angnstine, on an ancient papyrus ; Philippe le 
Berswaxtablet8(ld08); portraitsof illustrious men. 

The. Museum^ chiefly one of Natural History, is a 
riob eollection, begun 1818, by the gift of the cabi- 
net of M. Boissier, Professor Necker's ornithology, 
Ac It contains specimens of nearly every Swiss 
animal, especially of the lake fish; with the vegeta- 
ble fossils gathered by Brongniart and De CandoUe; 
the original geological cabinets of De Saussure and 
Jurine; Mayor's preparations of anatomy; Pictet's 
cabinet of physical objects; and a room of antiqui- 
ties. Dame Royaume's iron pot and ring, which 
figured at the Escalade, is In the Historical section. 
Open to strangers daily, Tuesdays and Saturdays 
free. 

Not far from the University is an Alpine Jardin 
d'Acclimatation, where specimens may be bouglit. 

At Promenade de St. Antolne stand the Poudrlfere 
and the Observatory; the latter a domed building, 
with a zenith sector, Ac. Near the Port de Rive, 
further on, is the Gymnasium. The Mus^e Fol, a 
handsome collection of statuary, frescoes, porcelain, 
antiquities, Ac, is in Grande Rue, the building 
being mainly occupied by the Soci^t^ de Lecture. 

The Mus^ Rath, founded by General Rath (a 
Russian by adoption), is close to the Porte Neuve, 
and to the Grand Theatre. It occupies a hand- 
some building by Yaucher, which, till 1826, was 
called the Academy of Design. Beside plaster 
casts and models, it Includes a gallery of paintings 
by native and other artists. Amohg the best are 
Homung's Last Moments of Calvin, a Sea Piece by 
Van der Hals, Scene in Winter by Tiipfer, the Story 
Teller by Calame, the DeliTerance of Bonivard by 
Lugardon, Landscapes by Dutch Masters. Mon- 
days, Wednesdays, Thursdays, and Fridays, free; 
other days, | franc. The Porte Neuve just men- 
tioned, was the scene of the Escalade of Uth Dec, 
1602, when the Duke of Savoy unsuccessfully tried 
to take the town by surprise. 

The SocUU de Lecture, or Reading Club, founded 
1818, has an extensive library, to which straagera 
may be admitted by card, or introduction of m^n- 
bers. There are many other societiea; Medical, 
Spieoiific^ ArtiBtiMl; with naxDMoas elemoitoxy

and hifant Schools. The large Batiment Electoral, 
and the Ath€n6e on the Bastions Promenade, are 
used for concerts, Ac. In the Ath^n^e is a per- 
manent ejchibiticn by Genevese artists. Mns^e 
Ariana, a fine private collection (open Tuesdays, 
Thursdays, and Fridays, after 1 p.m.), is at 
Pregny, 20 minutes distance. Steam tramway. 

The handsome new Theatre, built for £200t,000, 
out of the Brunswick bequest, by Goss, is in Place 
Neuve, near the Conservatoire de Musiqne and its 
Club. Orphan Asylum, near the station. Can' 
tonal Hospital, built 1856, at Champel Hill, where 
Servetus was burnt. At Champel are also a 
Hydropathic Establishment and the Tour de 
Champel, with a fine view. 

Provisions and house rent are moderate at 
Geneva; the shops are good, and the articles cheap. 

Geneva was, in the time of Caesar, a town of 
the Allobroges. In the fifth century it became 
Burgundian, and in the sixth, Prankish; once 
more Burgundian in the ninth century, and Ger- 
man in 1033. 

Before the Reformation, Geneva was republican 
under its bishop, who styled himself Prince of 
Geneva. Napoleon I. made it the capital of the 
new department of Leman. It is now surrounded by 
French territory, acquired by the cession of Bavey. 

Calvin lived, or rather reigned, here from 1536 to 
1664. His House was No. 11, Rue de Calvin. 

It wasby his influence that the atrocious crime of 
roasting Servetus to death for his opinions was com>- 
mitted, 1553. In 1558, he received John Knox here. 
His grave is said to be in the Plainpalais Ceme-< 
tery, near the Arve, where are the graves of Sir H. 
Davy (died here, 1829) and De Candolle. Other 
residents were Beza, Yemet, Romilly, Sanssuier 
De Luc, Bonnet, Jurine, Huber, De Candolle, the 
naturalist; J. Causabon, Diodati, De Lolme, Pictet; 
Abauzit, the learned scholar, of Arabic blood; 
Lefort, the tutor of Peter the Great ; Necker, and 
his daughter, the celebrated Madame de Stael; 
Dnmont and J. B. Jay; De la Rive, the chemist; 
Rousseau and Sismondi. The Centenary of Rous- 
seau was observed, 1878. The late eccentric Duke 
of Bnmtwlck, who died here 18th August, 1878v 
bequeathed hi* Inrtr f ott^ijaj^ \Si Mbr^ ^^ifi«?i-^ Tc^a.s^ 
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Monument at Verona, and is of rich white marble, 
including figures of the Duke and his ancestors, 
flanked by two red Lions. 

New Kursaal on the Quai dcs Pftqnis. 

PotntB of "ViOW In and round the town— 
llie bastion of Chante Ponlet, with a prospect 
of theSAvoy Alps and of Mont Blanc; laTreille 
at the IJotanic Gardens, a view of La Salfevo; the 
Quai on the harbour; B&tie and St. Jean Hills; the 
Grottos d* Obcrjet and do Balme at Coin. Splen- 
did views from the Hills of Buisy, Bessinges, 
Cologny (where Byron lived, 1818), Champel, 
Baroness Rothschild's VlUa (Tues. & Fri. aft). Dis- 
tant excursions to the Salfevc and Les Pitons, 4,200 
feet to 4,500 feet high ; to Caronge, and its Roman 
antiquities. Femey, which was Voltaire's country 
aeat, has near it, at Grand Saccoimex, one of the 
finest views of Mont Blanc ; corresponding to the 
one at the turn of the Jura road from Poligrny, de- 
scribod by Moore in his Wtyme* on the Road— 

" TwM l«te, the mm had almost ahoue 
His last and best, when I ran on 
Anxious to reach that splendid view," fto. 

Direct railway communication exists with Aix 

and Chamb^ry, in Savoy; and with the south of 

France by way of Lyons. Arallway along the south 

side of the lake, connecting France aud Geneva 

with the line up the Valnis, was opened, 1886. 

Thcure is a complete system of steam tramway.-*, 

facilitating the visiting of all the best places near 

Geneva. See page 14. 

THE LAKE OF GENEVA, 

Or Genfer See of the Germans, otherwise Lake 

Leman (Lac Leman, as it is more usually called 

by tjiose not natives of Geneva), after its Roman 

name, Lacus Lemanus, is a crescent-shaped piece 

of water, about 56 miles long; of which 15 

belong to the lower end near the city, which is 

a comparatively narrow channel 1 mile to 8 miles 

broad, sometimes dlsthiguished as the Little 

Lake, or Lake of Geneva proper; here the greatest 

depth is about 135 feet. But in the other part of 

the lake the depth Increases to about 1,150 feet 

(near Evlan); at ChiUon Castle it is 500, not the 

^^thousand feet" of the poet. The breadth of this 

portion Is 8 to 9 miles. It is 1,320 feet above sea 

on the average; in summer, from the meltbig of 

^j>^ MioirMt the bead of its feeders, it is a few feet

seldom freezes over. The Rhone is the principal 
feeder— others are the Drance and Venoge. It 
abounds with fine fish; as large salmon trout 
(sometimes 20 to 401b. weight), pike, carp, ombre, 
chevalier (salmo salvelinus), &c. Boats with wide 
lateen sails are used in all parts of it; the rivers 
rise high with cast and north-east winds, but the 
most dangerous is the Boomand or south wind, 
wliich ni«»hes down from the Chablais Mountains, 
4,000 to 5,000 feet high, on the Savoy side. Here 
tlie cliffs are highest, and the scenery is imposing. 
The opposite, or Swiss side, is a deliglitful picture 
of hills covered with vineyards, gardens, and small 
watering-places, at most of which the steamers 
touch between Geneva and Villeneuvc. The upper 
end is tlie most beautiful and romantic, especially 
about Vevey, Montreux, ChiUon, MeiUerie, Ac. The 
circuit of 100 miles was done, 1880, by Mr. Levier, 
a 1 Bnglish bicyclist, in 18 hours. 

Altogether this lake is a sort of mean between tlie 
grander mountain lakes of this country and the 
delicious softness of those in Italy. A swell, called 
seiche, sometliing like the egre at the mouth of 
large rivers, and perhaps occasioned by the same 
cause, viz., the pressure of the air, takes place at 
times, by which the surface is suddenly raised a 
few feet for half an hour together. Klopstock and 
many other poets hare made this beautiful lake the 
subject of verse; but the best description is to be 
foiuid in Rousseau's H^lolse. Steamers toucli at 
places on both sides, and round it winds a carriage 
road close to the shore. That on the north side 
is accompanied by the rail; while the newer line, 
called Ligne d'ltalie, follows the road along the 
south shore. Traces of former lake settlements are 
seen at Thonon, Morgues, Noyon, &c. 

GENEVA TO CHAMONEX. 

Rail to Anncmnsse, Bonvilic, and Cluscs; thence 

diligence to Chamonix, in about 8 hours alto- 
gether. It is intended eventually to extend the 
rail from Cluses to St. Gervais and Chamonix; 
meanwhile steam trams are projected. 

By diligence from Grand Quai, to Chamonix, 
in 9 hours, daily, at 7 a.m., 1st May to 15th Octo- 
ber. Fare, 19 francs; 34 francs for returr 
ticket, but it is better to return by another route. 
Secure a place in the banquet. 

Leaving Geneva by the Grande Place, yon come 
by a pleasant io«d\o (3hctne^<iEA^'lVDA\«x«.«\\^«Ma 
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in the Geneva terrltor}-. Annemasse, now a sta- 
tion on tlie ETian-Valais line, is on a little stream 
dividing tlie canton from Frencli Savoy, and has a 
Custom House. Then come VArcus^ Arthaz (on the 
Menoge), Ifangy, and Contamines-9ur-Arve ; the 
Latter at the foot of the Mdle, whose rugged sides 
line the road all the way to Bonneville. The points 
of view are intcresthig. In descending the valley of 
the Menoge you see to the left the VoironSj 4,900 feet 
high (Hotel at top) ; Mdle in the middle, 6,150 
feet, and Brezon to the right, 6,185 feet. To the 
left of Moulins, which is beyond Contamines, is 
the Castle of Faucigny, to which family the pro- 
vince once belonged. 

BONNEVILLE (Station). 
Inn : La Gouronne ; des Balances. 

A small town of 2,200 souls, capital of the former 

province of Faucigrny, in a pleasant spot on the 

Arve, which rises in the Glacier of Bois, in the 

Valley of Chamounix. It has some manufactures. 

The Borne joins the Arve here. On the handsome 

bridge, outside the town, is a pillar 72 feet high, 

with statute of Charles Felix of Savoy (1824X to 

commemorate the embankments he built against the 

inundations of the ^'vastantem Arvam." The level 

of this unsettled stream was raised 20 feet in some 

parts of its course, in the inundations of 1852. 

CTo aseend Mont Brezon, leave Bonneville 

by the stone bridge on the Arve, and turn 

off to the right, to the village of Thult, at 

the foot of the Brezon. Most of the people 

are afiUcted with goitre. The mule path which 

begins here is very picturesque in some parts. 

Near the first cottages you come to is a torrent 

which descends to the village below. A rocky 

gorge leads hence to the village of Brezon, 

above which are f reen pastures and chalets, 

called the Granges de Solaison, and frequented 

in summer. The summit of the mountain 

commands a magnificent view, especially from 

a point which, being rather hazardous, must 

be approaclied by lying on your breast, and 

sliding in this way to the edge ul the precipice. 

It is rich in specimens of dowers and minerals. 

From Brezon yon may proceed to the Saxon- 

nex, another peak, 5,570 feet high; descending 

thence, by the village, to Siongy, you will 

find fossil oystMT sheUs in the limestone, neu 

the path J 



Vongy, with its rushing mountain stream, 
the Oiffre^ is the next place, at a part of the 
road where it becomes hilly and winding. Then 
comes Sciongier, in a plain covered with luxu- 
riant vegetation, the chestnuts, walnuts, oaks, 
Ac, growing to a great size. Before reaching 
Cluses the road crosses the Arve again. The 
Valley of Bonneville is narrow at its entrance 
between the Mdle and the Brezon, then grows 
wider, and at last so narrow again that the trees 
on both sides of the pass touch each other, and 
there is only room left for the river and the little 
village. 

CLUSES (Stotion). 
Inns: National; Union. 

It is but a long street of houses shut up (dausa) 
in the narrow pass, and having a population of 
1,770, mostly watch and clockmakers. Many fine 
points of view. It stands 1,600 feet above sea. 
On the right are the picturesque ruins of Ch&teatt 
de Mussel, on a peak of Mont Douron, which is a 
rugged limestone mass. All the hills round this 
pass are limestone, and as such are scarped and 
broken, and twisted in every imaginable form : 
but waterfalls, patches of verdure, and trees are 
numerous. Cluses has two free schools for 
teaching watchmaking. Here the railway ends 
at present, and tickets should at once be exchanged 
at the omnibus office, close to the station, and a 
seat secured in the omnibus for Chamonix. 
^ About a league from Cluses is Balme. and its 
cavern, a little above it, with an entrance about 20 
feet wide — it is about 640 paces long, but the 
height varies; about half-way in is a deep pit, 
where a grenade being fired produces a remarkable 
echo. It is 770 feet above the Arve, and is like 
most other caves all the world over. Beyond 
Balme is a spring of pure water, which runs into 
the Arve, and is supposed to flow out of the Lake 
of Flaine, which lies above it. 

Maglan, in a charming valley, among woods, 
meadows, groves, and springs of waters. The p-^ople 
are industrious and well to do. Several echoes 
may be noticed here. A little beyond it, at CEx, ia 
the Fall called 

Nant d'Arpenaz, best seen after rain, ic 
tumbles over enormoua t«5.%A^«aKiAw v^>ss<a^^«».'««sf«=» 
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the Col de Bonhomme, that ^a, a breadth of twenty 
teagUM, wi^ its ranges of thirty glaciers. The 
Trtflatftte Glacier, seen from this point, is equal to 
the Mer de Glace, at Chamonny. What makes the 
▼lew fl*ora Mont Joli so superior is the majestic 
panorama on all sides, which some think exceeds 
the fismons one from the Rigi. 

From Les CoiltainlneB, about 5 miles from St. 
C^nraia, there is a mule path up Val Montjoie, past 
Notre Dame de la Gorg«, where a f6te is held in 
August, and Nant Borrant Inn, over the desolate 
Pass of Col de Bonhomme (at the west shoulder 
of Mont Blanc), 8,195 feet above the sea, down to 
Ghapiu. Here there is a path to St. Maurice, on 
the Little St. Bernard road; and another turns 
round the back of the mountain to Motet, and over 
the Col de la Seigne (with a noble view of Mont 
Blanc, Ac), to Courmayeur, in the Val d'Aosta, 
14f hours from Nant Borrant ; 18 hours from Col 
du Bonhomme for good pedestrians.] 

RetumiDg from St. Genrais to Le F4yet, the 
direct road to Chamouuy is resumed. The old 
route was longer, and passed through Chbde, 
Serros, and Bouchet. The diligence here rarely 
gets beyond foot-pace, and good walkers will do 
well to walk to Le ChAtelard. The Arre, on the 
left, is now hidden, the road rising rapidly and 
being occasionally through the rock. Opposite 
Le Fayet is an iron bridge of 110 feet span, 
forming a communication between the new road 
and the old route by Serroz, &c., which are yisible 
across fhe Arre. The backward view over the 
heights of St. Gervais and the valley of Sallenches 
is magnificent. At 45 minutes from Le Fayet, a 
sharp turn leads into a wooded gorge. In a few 
minutes Le Chfttelard (the last relay) is reached. 
Near iiere the road passes through a tunnel, 
approaciiing the Arre; on the left is the old romt«, 
with a notice respecting the Ctorges of the Diosa. 
These are worth seeing; two hours are required 
to go and return. Beyond the village of Fouilly, 
the road pastes to the right bank of the Arve by 
the Pont de Marie, returning to the left bank above 
L0t H0lldll6ti near the embouchure of the Gria. 

The valley of Chamonny Is now entered. The 
Arve le egain creased by the bridge of Pereolatz, 
whence ft ia half an hour to Chamonny. The 
valley ezteada to the Col de Balme ; to tbft \etl^^% 



rugged brown sides of the Brtfvent, overtopped by 
the Aiguilles Rouges; to the right, the nnmerone 
glaciers flowing down from the summits of the 
huge mass surmounted by the Ddme du Gotlter 
and the rounded head of Mont Blanc. The nearest 
glaciers are those of La Grlaz and Taconay, further 
on those of Les Bossons and the F^lerin; still 
further on is dimly descried the Glacier des Bois, 
at the base of the Merde Glace; the white streaka 
in all cases being fi-amed in greyish morainea, 
whence rise a multitude of bare granite peaks, the 
principal of which are the Grands Mulcts, the 
Aiguilles du Midi, des Grandes Joraasea, de 
Charmoz, du Druz, and the Aiguille Verte.

(Diligence to Droussard whence steamer up the 
Lac d'Annecy to Annecy in 1| hour). 

Chamonny is now on French territory. Much of 
it has been rebuilt since the disastrous fire of 1865. 
When Saussure first came here, 1760, and even 
for several years after, there were only one or two 
miserable cabarets, such as are seen in the moit 
unfrequented villages. During the twenty-five 
years subsequent to his visit, the few strangen 
who arrived were lodged at the cur^s. The first 
Englishmen who ever paid it a visit were Pocock 
and Wyndham, in 1744; at which time the Monts 
Maudits, or accursed Mountains of Mont Blanc, 
had such a bad name (with no reason as it seems), 
that the visitors came armed, and accompanied by 
a strong escort, and pitched their tents by day and 
night, not trusting themselves to live vrtOs. ^!ga 
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the north foot of Mont Blanc, the peaks of which, 
from Col de Balme to Col des Fours, are best seen 
from the Brieent or La Fl^ire, the latter being 
the easier ascent, and the prospect nearly as fine. 
This isolated valley, cut off as it were from the 
rest of the world, is about 3,440 feet above the sea, 
in a splendid situation, and is almost unequalled 
for the grandeur of its mountain scenery, combined 
"With great accessibility. The view comprises the 
four great Glaciers of Mont Blanc, called the 
Bossons, Bois, Argenti^re, and Tour, and the Cols 
de Balme and du G€ant, the Aiguille Vert and 
the majestic Mont Blanc. 

A plan of the Talley and of Mont Rosa, and the 
Museum of Mont Blanc may be seen. The 
Church of St. Michael is in the Public Square, 
under the Br^vent ; it has a splendid altar, set up 
by the old Company of Guides. 

"The foreshortening effect of the close prox- 
imity of the mountain creates curious deceptions. 
For instance, one sees a cabin up beside the glacier, 
and just beyond it the spot where that red light, 
which the night before seemed so near, was loca< 
ted; one thinics a stone might be thrown from 
one place to the other, but the difference between 
the altitudes is over 3,000 feet. This seems impos- 
sible from below; it is, nevertheless, true." 

Chamouny was at first a Benedictine Convent or 
Priory, founded at the end of the eleventh century, 
when Count Aynion settled the valley on that 
Order, by a deci in which it is called Campus 
munitus (fortified field), whence comes the present 
name. Captain Sherwill, in his brief Historical 
Sketch of the Vale of Chamouny^ relates the visit 
paid by two or three Bishops of Geneva to this 
part of their diocese; one was St. Francis de Sales, 
in July, 1606. But it was the account which 
Messrs. Wyndham and Pocock published of their 
travels in this part which brought Mont Blanc into 
notice amongst tourists. 

MONT BLANC, 
15,780 feet above the sea, the highest point in 
Europe, is surrounded by enormous glaciers, fields 
of snow, and abysses, on which account its ascent 
is always attended with great danger and fatigue. 
On the Italian side it descends almost perpendicu- 
larly to the valley. It was first ascended by two 
^Ml/res, Jhcqaes BjiJmAt and Dr. Paccard, 8th 
^u^aet, izsg, Mt 6 m.m. They stayed up lialf-an.- 



honr, with the thermometer 14* l>elow f reezingpoint . 
The provisions froze in their pockets: their faces 
were frostbitten, and their lips swollen, and the 
sight was much weakened; but they ioon recovered 
upon their descent. This guide, Balmat, lost his life 
in a crevice, 1835, " gold hunthig"; his descendants 
are now in America. M. de Saussure, and a party of 
seventeen climbed it for scientific purposes, 1787, and 
remained up 3| hours making observations. From 
that date to 1827, eighteen travellers ascended it, 
of whom nine were Englishmen. At Dr. Hamel's 
ascent, 1820, three guides were lost in a storm, 
remains of whose dress, Ac, were found in 1863, 
at a spot five miles distant, to which they had 
been transported by glaciers. Tlie first French- 
man was Comte de Tilly, 1835. Maria de Paradis, 
a guide's wife, was the first woman to surmount 
it, in 1838; she was carried from the Grand 
Plateau. A Frenchwoman, Mademoiselle d'Ange.- 
ville, ascended, 3rd to 5th September, 1840, 
being dragged up the last 1,200 feet by the 
guides, and crying out, "If I die, carry me 
to the top." When there, she made them 
lift her up, that she might boast she had 
been higher than any man in Europe. Captain 
Sherwill ascended in 1825; Messrs. Fellowes 
and Hawes in 1827; Dr. M. Barry i:i 1834; 
Albert Smith in 1851; Mr. J. D. Brown, the 
artist, and Lieut. Godall, R.E., in July, 185*2. 
On 21 st and 22nd July, 18.53, it was surmounted by 
Mr Salraond, and Lieut. Walsham (killed at the 
battle of the Alma, 1854.) Mr. J. Macgregor 
(Rob Roy) and Mr Shuldham went up, on 22nd 
September of the same year, being " Nos. 33 and 
34" of those who have ascended. In 1854, Mr. 
and Mrs. Hamilton (the first Englishwoman) made 
the ascent with nine guides. Professor Tyndall 
spent 20 hours on the top, 1859. 

The ascent is now an annual occurrence, only 
remarkable as being a work of excessive fatigue 
and some danger; but " within the reach " (says Rob 
Roy) "of every one who has good weather, good 
guides, a good head, and sufficient energy for a 
walk of 24 hours, chiefly over deep snow, and with- 
out sleep.'* Mr. Morshead went up alone, in one 
day, 1866. In 1870, eight persons lost their lives 
in trying the ascent. In 1872, a French lady made 
it in safety. On 81st January, 1876, in the midst 
of winter, tVve lop wsi* tewiXxft^Xi's «cci'^xv^VSa.Vv Vwl-^ . 
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It WM ascended by four Italians from the Italian 
side, 1878. The difficulty of the attempt is no 
doubt exaggerated by the guides; butthesoiitary 
traveller should remember that he does it at the 
risk of frost and sudden snow storms. Novices 
should try the Jnrdin, or Mer do Glncc, before 
Mont BInnc. In July, 1886, two members of the 
Swiss Alpine Club ascended by starting curly from 
Les Houchcs, staying at the Aiguille du Goftter 
all night, whence the summit was readied in 4f 
hours. They recommend this route as shorter and 
less laborious, avoiding tlie great plateau. 

The Ascent of Mont Blanc takes two days ; 
two guides are required for one person, besides 
a porter to carry provisions. The first stage is 
the Grands Mulcts, 10,010 feet high, in 7 hours; 
sleep in the hotel; and the next day up the Mont 
tJid back to Chamouni, 1-1 hours, though some stay 
at the Grands Mulcts, and return the third day. 
There arc about 40 registered guides under a Chef. 
There is a fixed tariff. Visitors go to the top of the 
Br^vent, opposite, to watch the ascent of the party. 

First Bay. — Being provided with warm cloth- 
ing, green crape veils for the face, stout shoes, 
armed with crampons, alpenstocks, ladders, ropes, 
Ac, you set out at 8 a.m., cross the Arvc, round 
the foot of Montanvert to the Cascade des Pdlerins. 
Leave Glacier des Bossons and ascend the fir forest, 
called Bois des Pterins, over a bare mountain to 
Chalet dc la Para, once occupied by Jacques Bal- 
mat, the guide, who ascended 1786. Beyond this, 
2 hours from Chamouny, is the Pierre Pointue, a 
great i-ock, where you must dismount from mule 
back and perform the rest of the journey on foot. 
A difficult track along an unsafe ledge, a foot wide 
in some parts, by ravines 500 feet deep, and among 
blocks of stone, brings you in three-quarters-of-an- 
hour to a halt at the Pierre k rEchelle, a square 
prranite stone, where the ladder begrins to be required 
for passing the crevasses (crevices or deep gaps). A 
shotfired here produces a remarkable echo. Nothing 
but a few hardy rhododendrons and mountain plants 
are seen, being the last signs of vegetation; the 
height being 4,000 feet above Chamouny, with a 
fine view of the whole valley, the Col de Balme, 
Aiguille da Midi, &e. In forty minutes you reach 
the Glacier des Bossons, where the porters and other 
supernumeraries part company; some, however^ go 
on as far as the Gnmda Mulcts to sleep. A\\ V& Vc« 



or snow from this. It is best to traverse the glacier 
early, before the sun softens the outer crust. The 
way is among a labyrinth of icebergs, and deep 
crevices, liidden by the snow. These arc crossed 
by means of ladders with a rope railing fitted on, 
or by cutting steps in the ice; the party being tied 
to each other by ropes, so that if one slips he may 
be held up by the rest, and keeping silence lest the 
vibration caused by talking should dislodge the 
avalanches of the Aiguille du Midi. 

The Glader des Bossons is only half a mile 
wide, yet it takes three hours* walking to cross it, 
such are the diflicultics of the way. About 3 o'clock, 
you come by a steep ascent to the GrandS Millets, 
two broken naked peaks rising out of the snow like 
islands, 10,010 feet above the sea; here part of the 
night is passed. On the edge of the highest one is a 
narrow platform, 20 feet by 6, where the guides have 
built a small Hotel to hold about twenty persons 
closely packed. A few hours' repose arc a necessary 
preparation for the fatigue to come; but the excite- 
ment is usually so great that sleep is out of the 
question. Little sliould be e^iten, or it will spoil 
the rest of the journey. After sunset the keen air 
at this great height makes a fire agreeable, and it 
serves also as a signal to the spectators below, who 
answer it by another. The view is extremely im- 
posing ; " the sky becomes clear and cloudless, the 
mist disappears from the valleys, and the stars 
shed on the mountains a weak pale light, sufficient 
to bring out their masses and distances. The re- 
pose and profound silence fill the imagination with 
reverential awe." A few white mice and perhaps 
an eagle may be seen. 

Second Day.— From Grands Mulcts the way is 
west-south-west to Dome du Gofit^, across the 
Glacier de TaCOnnaz or Tacconny, which is 
intersected by vast crevices, overhung by t lie ava 
lanches of the Aiguille du Midi. It is advisable to 
be on foot shortly after midnight.

On the awcnl fWin ArnenlLferc to the Col de 
Balms (7.230 reel high), before yon reach the

mounUins, at the height of 1,460 feet above the sea, 
close to the Lake Of AimeC7i which is 9 miles bj 
3 miles, and nearly 200 feet deep in some parts. 
Sereral canals, said to hare been cut by the Romans, 
pass through the town, and unite in the Thion, 
which flows into the Fier, a branch of the Rh6ne, 
with some romantic scenery at the Gorge de Fier^ 
a pass 4 mile long. 

Among the curiosities arc the old Ch&tean of the 
QeneTois Nemours family, its former counts ; the 
Bishop's Palace; and the Cathedral, this town being 
the bishop's see ever since the Reformation drove 
them out of Geneva. Among its prelates was St. 
Francis de Sales, who died at Lyons 1622, but was 
buried at Annecy. In the middle of the Jardin 
Public stands Marochetti's statue of Berthollet, the 
chemist, a native. 

A fine prospect, embracing the Lake and its sur- 
roundings, will be obtained by taking a stroll on 
the Promenade du P&quicr, in which is situated 
the Prefecture, with a monument to one of the 
Engineers of the Mont Cenls Tunnel. 

At Old Annecy, on the north side of a tower, 
there is a Roman inscription beginning, "/or<...0... 
Maximo. L. Fidntiw Severus..,,'' which may in- 
terest the "painful antiquary." 

Steamer to Droussard, whence diligence to

There are various pretty spots on the Lake; 
as Chateau Duindt, on a point on its north side ; 
Chateau de Menthon, where St. Bernard, of Men- 
thon,wasbom; andthe VaUey of Thones. From 
Duindt Castle, the road leads to Fayerges, with 
2,000 souls, and a large old castle, among wooded 
heights and cultivated pastures. It was formerly 
noted for irou and copper forges, which gave it 
the name Fabricariwn. 

The Rail from Annecy to Aix-les*Bains (26 
miles) passes Lovagny, RumiUy, JUoye, Athens, and 
Or6$v-eur-Aix. The road from Annecy threads a 
mountain vaUey past St. Donat d'Alby, a viUage 
of 800 souls, on the Charon, here crossed by a fine 
stone bridge. Remains of castles are seen, which 
formerly defended the passage.

Population, 4,800. This watering-place, which 
the Romans called Aqu« GratianK, is much 
frequented by visitors for its sulphur Springs, 
which are useful in cases of indigestion, rheu- 
matism, diseases of the skin, &c. Temperature, 
100* to 117* Fahr. There is a good Bath House, 
built by a King of Sardinia; also a Casino and 
Reading Room. It stands near Lac de Bourget, 
and offers many attractive excursions; such 
as Haute Combe and its Cistercian Monastery 
(founded 1225), restored by the Sardinian kings, 
and Bourdeau, under Mont Chat and Dent du Chat 
(5,300 feet). 

A few Roman remains exist at Alx ; these are 
a triumphal arch of the third or fourth century. 
In the Doric style ; a part of an Ionic temple to 
Venus or Diana; and frag^nents of baths. 

Leaving Alx, the rail follows a beautiful road, 
past Bourget Castle, at the Lake's head, to 
diamb^ry. Thence to St. Jean de Maurlenne, 
on the Turin route. 

Another route, equal to 12^ posts, is by way of 
St. Julien, Frangy, and Rumilly, to Albois, a road 
nearer the RhOne. Leaving St. Julien, It strikes 
orer the Mont Blou itdge^ into the Usses Valley, to 
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Frangy, whence It ascends and descends the Valley 
of the Chtfron, to Rumllly (Stat.) This was the 
Boman RwndHaetan, and has a population of i,000. 
Fnrther on is AlbenB (Stat.), on the road and 
rail mentioned abore. 

Chambery to Oraade Cliartreafle.— On 

foot about 9 hours; but horses and char-i-bancs 
may be hired part of the way. You pass St. 
Thibauld de Cour, IJ post, and Les Echelles, 
U post; hence to St. Laurent, it takes IJ hour. 
This place is at the foot of high rugged peaks, 
which at a distance look like irregular forti- 
fications. At half-an-hour from it, you come 
to Fourvolries Tillage, a picturesque spot. Here 
the mountains appear to be impenetrable, but at 
length a little narrow opening comes in sight, the 
entrance intoa deep rarine, where the sky is scarcely 
visible; the road, such as It is, is cut in the face of 
the cliff, and supported below by a thick wall. 
Great blocks are set up as a parapet where the path 
is most dangerous. At about 8 miles from St. Lau- 
rent, the road crosses the Pont de St. Bruno to the 
other side of the torrent, where the new road 
begins; It displays great engineering skill and has 
three tunnels, but has considerably changed the 
character of the approach as described in the 
old accounts. Hence the way, learlng the Guiers, 
ascends the steep side of the mountain by sereral 
zig-zags; the rirer soon ceases to be heard, and 
the most profound silence reigns; and after 2 hours* 
walking, the Cliartrease comes hi sight. (See 
Bradthaw's Traveller's Hmd-Book to France.) 

Qeneva to Martlgny, by the South Side of

DOUTaine, which has a douane, in a dull spot, 
with scarcely a view before reaching Bolsy, where 
is a hill with a fine prospect. 
Then come Sciez, Massongy, and Bonatrix, and 
Thonon (Stat>— w&o/e/f: Thonon; Balance; De 
r Europe. A small fortified town, on a gulf of the 
same name, on the lake, capital of the Chablais 
district. Hero are traces of a lake settlement. The 
French (roremmcnt has constructed a small naval 
port here since 1860. Population, 5,600. The best 
houses are in Haute Ville, with the Church, College, 
and Castle. Bipaille, on the lake, is a pleasant 
little place. Roads run up the two heads of the 
Dranse (which falls into the lake hard by); one to 
Semaz, Mont Rion, Welan, and Cluses, on the Arve • 
another to Chevenoz, Notre Dame d'Abondance, and 
Ch&tel, whence a path goes over the Col d'Abon- 
dance, to Monthey and St. Maurice. The latter is 
the direct route from Thonon. Following that by 
the lake we come (after a bridge on the Drance) to 
Amphion, a pretty place, with mineral springs 
and good walks. Through the chestnut woods to 

Evlan (Stat).— -ffb<c/i: Grand Hotel d' Evian 
Des Bains; Fonbonne. 

A small town of about 2,440 souls^ the second in 
the Chablais, in French Savoy, frequented during 
the season for the beauty of its situation and its- 
Baths. The ancient chateau and property of the 
Blonays have been utilised by the town for a 
Casino, Ac, similar to those at Vichy. Past La 
Tour Ronde to Meillerie, a miserable village in 
Rousseau's time, but since improved into an 
agreeable resort. The coast hence becomes more 
wooded and romantic. Fi-om this, past Bret, on 
the site of the Roman Tauretunnm, which was 
overwhelmed in the year 563 by a landslip; and 
by another May 4th, 1584, burying 122 persons. 

St. GlngOlph WaX.\— Hotels'. DuLac; Liou 
d'Or.

Outbj'—ffotels: BeauRirafire; large flr8t-<^«s 
hotel, at a fine point of view; d'Angleterre. The 
port of Lausanne, to which there is a funicular 
line. It has a dooane, a quay, and jetty, and a 
square tower of a chAteao, built 1170, by a Lau- 
sanne bishop. The depth of water has sensibly 
diminished here, so much so that the jetty, which 
bad 16 feet water outside it, has not been accessible, 
except by boats, shice 1808. In the little parlour 
of the Hotel de TAncre (now D*Angleterre), which 
overlooks it, Byron wrote the /VisoiMr o/ ChUUm 
(not the sonnet), in two days (June, 1816), as the 
story goes, while kept in-doors by bad weather.

Chief town of Canton de Yaud ((Termon, Waadt), 
1,690 feet above sea, on the slope of the Jorat, facing 
the Leman Lake, or Lake of Geneva, with which it 
is connected by funicular rail, the port being at 
Ouchy, where the steamer puts in. The view of 
it, with the cathedral at the top, the beautiful 
environs and country seats, is extremely pic- 
toresque; but the streets having to cross two 
or three ridges of the mountain, are irregular, 
steep, and narrow. Most of the houses are 
modem. The old town from which it derives its 
name was Latuonnaf or Lausonium, founded by 
the Romans in 466, near the lake, but destroyed 
about a century later by a landslip, when they 
began to build in a safer spot, round St. Protais* 
Hermitage, on the site of the present town. It 
numbers about sixty streets, divided into six 
quarters, the highest part of which, La Cit€, is 
reached by covered steps hewn in the rocks, from 
Rue du Pr^, as well as by a road. A handsome 
granite bridge or viaduct, called Pont Pichard, on 
a double row oi arches, 640 feet long, 87 feet high, 
crosses the ravine, near Place St. Francois, which is 
the busiest quarter, lying between Rue du Grand 
Chtoe (on the Geneva side) and Rue de Bourg. 

Among eminent persons who have lived and 
wrote here, are Haller, Yoltaire, and Tissot; 
Conrad Gessner was professor at the Academy, and 
Gibbon finished his Decline and Fall, in a summer 
house which stood near the Hotel Gibbon; this is 
gone, and his library was sold off some years ago. 

The most remarkable building is the Cathedral^. 
which rises over the town, 600 feet above the lake, 
and is reckoned a very excellent Gothic specimen. 
It was founded about 1000, rebuilt 200 years later^ 
and consecrated 1276, by Gregory X. The form is a 
Latin cross, 869 feet by 160 feet, sumumnted by 
two towers, only one of them being finished, and 
supporting a spire 260 feet high. Two sup«rb

It is the second town of Canton Vaud, after 
Lausanne, in a charming valley, which opens out 
to the lake. The vine district of Laranx stretches 
hence along the lake, for three leagues, to Lausaime. 
It is 1,265 feet above sea. 

It was known to the Romans ns Vibiscum, from 
which the modem name comes. From 1556 to the 
Revolution, it was subject, in common with 
La|]isanne, Ac, to the Bernese. It carries on a 
trade in wine, leather, watches, &c.; and among 
other manufactures is noted for its tanneries, gold 
and silver work, millinery, cigar factories, and 
wood and marble carvings. 

The large Hospital was built 1731; besides 
receiving patients, it contains n school of industry, 
the public library of 12,000 volumes, and the 
criminal courts. 

At the end of one of the principal streets Is the 
grenettes or Com hall, with a black marble portico 
and tower. Markets for grain are held every 
Tuesday. The east pile of the Douane series not 
only as a warehouse for goods, but is a place of 
meeting for merchants. The former inn of La 
Clef, where Rousseau lodged, is the next building 
on the north. Balls, concerts, <fec., are given in 
the Casino, built 1830 ; it is used also for a primary 
school. 

The Hotel de Ft//e was rebuilt in 1755, in a simple 

style. Here the municipality and the civil tribunals 

meet, and the archives are placed. In front is a 

clock tower, with a fountain at the base. The 

prisons, called the Chafitre, are close by; being on 

the site of a monastery attached to St. Martin's 

Church. The College Is a fine building, erected 

18S8; tbeclasrlcs, modem languages, mathematics, 

Ac, are taught. 

Immediatdy opposite this is the modem Church

Pope, and at length hermit, upon his abdication. It 
was built at the request of his sister, but suppressed 
at the Reformation. Another fountain and tower 
—the Tour Orientalo— stands in Rue d'ltalic 

On an esplanade overlooking the town is the 
principal Church of St. Martin^ with nothing re- 
markable about it ; having been disfigured by fre- 
quent alterations. Its square pinnacled tower, 
looking like the donjon of a castle, is d.ntod 1498, 
but it has marks of a more ancient style. 
Within are the tombs of Ludlow and Broughton, 
the regicides, who fled here at the Restoration of 
Charles 11.; Broughton died 1687, and Ludlow si.x 
years later. The house in which Ludlow died, close 
to Hotel du Lac, bore the inscription, "Own* solum 
ford patria quia patris " (every country is a father- 
land to the brave man, because it is his Father's), 
till 1821, when the tablet was bought by an English 
female relative. The church contains also the 
tomb of a traveller named Matte. 

Among the numerous Promenades the most de- 
lightful is the one near this church, planted with 
chestnuts. The view here is magnificent, taking 
in the beautiful lake, the Dent du Midi and its 
glaciers; Mont Combin, near the St. Bernard; the 
Diablerets, and other peaks at the entrance of the 
RhSne Valley; the Dent dcJaman, behind; the Jura 
Momitains and their forests; and the Savoy Hills 
In front. Another walk, called Derrifere d'Aile, 
stretching along the lake from the mouth of the 
sparkling Veveyse, was improved at the cost of M. 
Couvreu, whose large Gothic scat hero gives name 
to it ; and forms an excellent quay. To these may 
be added the walks of Rouvcnnaz audits gardens, 
the P^raille, the Entre-dcux-Villes, Ac. The mar- 
ket-place, on the borders of the lake, is worth a 
visit. 

Besides the Fountains already mentioned, there is 

one in Rue du Bourg-aux-Favres, a red marble 

column ; and that in Rue du Centre, on which is the 

figure of a soldier said to be St. Martin, the patron 

saint of Vevey. There is a marble Bridge over the 

river. 
Oilier buildings deserving attention are— the Old 

Castle, inhabited by thebailifTof Beme before the 

revolution, and the Cour-aux-Chantres. Cercles, 

or clubs, are— Du March^ in Grande Place; da 

L€man, close to the lake; and the Workmen'! 
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Club, with a good Public Library. Steamers, 
frequently toGenevaan(iVilleneuve,&c. Diligence 
to Gh&tel St. Denis and Chexbres. 

Foreigners are permitted to send their children, 
of either sex, to the Latin or the Commercial 
College, or the Girls' Institution, for small fees. 

The Hospital has a Public Library of 16,000 vols. 

Vevey has a branch of the Lausanne Societd 
d' Emulation, and is further remarkable for a fdte 
des Viguerons, held every 20 years, by a society of 
vine-growers, of very ancient foundation. It is 
attended by processions and dances, and a display 
of Swiss costumes; and premiums are distributed 
to those who make the best show of grapes. 

Excursions may be taken to the Cubly 
a mountain which rises above Montreux, and com- 
mands a fine view to the valleys and heights of the 
Jorat; among which are Mont P^l^rin (3,466 feet 
above the sea), CharUoune (3,200 feet), Tour de 
Gourze (4,050 feet, said to be haunted by the 
spirits of confirmed spinsters deceased^ near Lac 
dc Bret, or Brey, and Chalet h. Gobet (2,930 feet); 
to the Baths of AlUaz (3,080 feet), past Hauteville, 
with a fine garden, open to the public, and Blonay 
Cattle^ and thence by Avent, over the beautiful 
Dent de Jaman into the Saanen-thal. Blonay 
Castle, at a fine point of view, 800 feet above 
the lake, has been four centuries in the family of 

its owners. 

Adjoining Vevey, now almost forming part of 
it, is La Tour de Pellz, with a considerable 
population, and a castle which was dismantled 1747. 
The next place is 

CLASENS (Stat.). Hotel Belmont, well situ- 
ated in a healthy and beautiful part. See Advt. 

Clarens is situated in a lovely spot, which is 
best seen from a height above it, called Crates, 
where Madame de Warens had a country seat 
when Rousseau lived with her in his younger 
diys. It is here that he places the scenes of 
his Julie, or La NouveUe HiloUe; and it is not 
less to their real beauty than to his highly 
wrought descriptions, and the poetical colouring 
bestowed upon them by Byron, that "Clarens, 
sweet Chirens" owes its fame. The visitor should 
ascend to Crfttes, to enjoy the panorama of this part 
of the lake, and the entranee to the Rhdne, opposite 



from the coins and traces of buildings found there. 
Coins, indeed, are so numerous, that a trader comes 
yearly to purchase all he can get. Near Baugy is 
Chfttelard, among the vineyards, on the slopes of 
the mountains, a feudal castle, rebuilt 1441, on the 
site of an earlier one. The way behind it leads 
over the Dent de Jaman. 

At Clarens-Montreux, with its charming position 
and soft climate, making It a great attraction 
for strangers, for the enjoyment of its pure 
air and exquisite scenery, lodgings and pen- 
sions and villa residences for hire are abundant. 
Meillerie, St. Gingolph, and other beautiful spots, 
are on the opposite shore. Church of England Service. 

Vemez, a short distance from Clarens, lies 
among walnut and other fruit trees, where the 
laurel and pomegranate flourish in the open air. 
Hotel and Pension Bcaulieu; and Pensions. The 

Station is called Montreux-Vemex. 

Montreux, l mlle further. Is another lovely 
spot, and being more sheltered by the heights 
behind, is much frequented by invalids. Pop., 2,300. 

Hotels: Hotel des Alpes; Hotel National ; Beau 
Sdjour au Lac; Hotel Belmont, &c., and many 
comfortable Pensions. 

Hotel du Cygne, well situated, close to the rail- 
way station and landing place of steamers. Re- 
commended. See Advt. 

English Chturch Service^ in Montreux Church. 

Free Church of Scotland Service^ at tlie new 
Church (1872), near the College, September to June. 

The handsome Cursaal, with concerts and 
entertainments of every kind, is a great centre of 
attraction. 

The best point of view of the country around, 
with the Castle of Chillon, Ac, Is to be had from 
the church-yard, where the old Church, with its 
pyramid tower, is hid among the chestnut trees. 
Near it is the Rock of Tufa, the water from which 
deposits stalactites of a violet colour. A funicular 
rail leads from Territet up to QUon (2,260ft).; 
Hotel Pension Bellevue, well situated, with fine 
view over the lake; See Advt. Hotel Righl 
Vaudois, first-class, with splendid views. Grand 
Hotel Victoria; and is continued to Caox 
(8,140ft.), Jaman (6,760ft.), and K«.'l^<$^>^fi»!^^.>i

One Michael Manin died here. 1779, leaving his 
fortane (not very great) to all the poor of the 
universe; it is employed in assisting those who 
offer themselves. The picturesque effect of the 
Bridge (98 feet high) on the little bay in the lake, 
joining the villages of Sales and Plnnche, is worth 
noticing. This bay is formed by the mouth of a 
little stream, which rises at Vcrruux, in the peaks 
of the Dent de Jaman. 

The name Hontreuz Is applied to the collection 
of villages which have now grown together, the 

principal of which are ClarenB, Vemex, Ter- 

ritOt, ftod Veytaux. Hotel and Pension Masson. 
Excellent first-class hoase, beautifully situated. 
Near VeirtaTlX-Cllillon (Stat.) is the famous 
CASTLE OF CHILLON 
(which the genius of Byron has immortalised); a 
mass of square buildings and towers, on a small 
rock, joined to the mainland by a light wooden 
bridge. It was built about 1240, to command a road 
Into Italy, by Amadcus IV., of Savoy, and, before 
artillery was invented, was thought to be impreg- 
nable. In 1259 the Counts of Savoy obtained a 
victory here, which led a few years afterwards to 
the acquisition of the Pays de Vaud. It was taken 
from them, however, by the Bernese in 1536, along 
with the Castle; upon which occasion Francis 
Bonnivard, immortalised in Byron's noble sonnet 
(see below), was set free. He was Priorof St. Victor, 
at Geneva, and having sided with his townsmen 
against the pretensions of the Bishop and Duke of 
Savoy, was treacherously carried off, 1530, and shut 
Tip in this fortress. It was repaired hi 1837, but 
without altering any important parts. 

Several rooms are opened to visitors, as 
the Hall of the Knights, which latterly had been 
the Governor's kitchen; the Chamber of Justice, 
with the wooden beam, or potence, for inflicting 
torture, and a trap-door to the oubliette below, 
down which the body of the victim was thrust, to 
be ottftJi^ (forgotten); the Chapel and Secret Cham- 
ber of the Dukes, having one window only in it, 
efverlooking the court, and an iron-bound door, with

This sonnet (which ranks with MOton^s on 
the persecuted Vandois), though placed as an intro- 
duction to the "Prisoner of Chillon," was in fact 
written at a later date ; it celebrates the memory of a 
real sufferer; while the hero of the poem itaelf, with 
hisf amily of captive sons, is only a powerftil oeatien 
of the author's fancy, composed as above-mentioned 
at Ouchy, when he was ignorant of Bonnivaid's 
history. The unfortunate prior was chained to 
the fifth of the " seven columns weary and grey/* 
where the staple may be still observed; Byron 
carved his name, not on this, but on the third 
pillar, in company with Fcnimore Cooper^s and 
others ; but some one has cut a line through it. In 
making repairs here, figures, traced by some 
wretched captive, and human bones were found. 

The Castle has for years been used as an Arsenal. 
Admission, 1 fr. Its turrets conmiand a fine view 
of the lake, and of the "little isle," or He dc Paix, 
opposite Villeneuve; "the only one in view" of the 
poor prisoner, and indeed the only one in the lake. 
It has two or three trees on it. Half way to 
Villeneuve is the large Hotel Byron. 

Villeneuve (Stat.)— Hotel Byron (near the 
Castle of Chlllon), Church Servfte at the hotel. 

A small old walled town of 1,471 population, at 
the upper end of the Lake, on the site of the 
Roman PennicuJit, w^here the road turns off up the 
Valley of the Rhone, following the rail to Bex and 
St. Maurice. The ancient town was destroyed in 
563, along with several others on LakeL^man, by 
the fall of the mountain Tauretunum^ and the con- 
sequent inundation, see page 89. 

The banks of the RhOne at this point arc marshy 
and unattractive. In the course of centuries the 
river has made a little delta, at the top of which is 
Port Valais, now 1 mile from the shore, but once 
the Porttu Valense of the Romans, and the place of 
embarkation. As it falls into the lake, it is of a 
muddy colour, but at Geneva it is a deep bine. 

Hereaboats it is thought the consul, L. Caasins, 
and ills l^ate Fiso, were defeated and slain 
by the Helvetian tribes, in the year 110 B.C. ; and 
tile fioman anny pot under the yoke, in toktD 
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of submission to their eonqueron, headed by Dirieo. 
From this point the carriage road follows the 
direction of the rirer, and tnms at Oils, near 
Brieg, over the Simplon Pass.

LeaTlng Villeneure you come to Rennaz and 
BoChe (Stat.), under Mont Arrel, the latter near 
an old Castle. Then Yvome (population 700), 
formerly called Hybema, noted for its white wine. 

Algle (Stat.), the Roman AqiUlick, on a branch oj 
the RhOne, called the Grande Eau, up the valley of 
which is the Panex Salt Work. Population, 3,550. 
Hotels: Grand Hotel, very comfortable first-class 
hotel; du Midi; du Nord; Beau Site; Victoria. 
The climate is mild; the grapes are some of the 
best in Switzerland; and it is the centre of various 
excursions, as the Devens Salt Springs, Tour d'Ai, 
Dent du Midi, Dent de Morcles, Diablerets, and 
«i>pecially up the Grande Eau, by Aigremont Castle 
and Ormonts, to Saanen Land, on the Thun Road. 
Diligence to Chftteau d'Oex (page 100), and (in 4 
hours) to 

VUlara or Vlllard-Bur-Olloxi, lo miles e., 

4,000 feet above sea. Fine views ol Grand Muveran, 
^., fh)m the Chamossaire, 6,940 feet. A guide is 
not required. 

St. Trillion (Stat.), near a picturesque hUl, 
above which is a tower, said to be Roman, com- 
manding the Valley of the Rhdne ; also the mined 
Ohapel of des Danes, with a quarry of black marble, 
«lo§e by. Many Roman coins have been found. 
BEZ (Stat.) pronounced "Bay." 

Hoteti: Grand Hotel et Bains des Salines. 

Grand Hot^ des Bains (Hotel and Pension), in 
a fine park, opposite the English Church.

A town of 4,420 population, on the Aven9on, 
another branch of the Rhdne, noted for its mineral 
springs and salt works. It stands 1,480 feet above 
the sea, near the Doit dn liRdi, in a most pleasant 
spot. Thowstcmaresolpharettedandbegintobe 
takeaabont May; Ezoellmt trout and game are 
fot here. A trip of three days will enable ene to 
visit Chaanmiiy aad the Gnat St. Bernard. Th« 
fliftk wiocka or saliiiai^ aA Smmt.

deserve a visit. From 1554 to 1838 only brine 
springs were w(M*ked ; but in th« latter year vart 
beds of rock salt were discovered, in some places 46 
feet thick; and the annual produce is now very 
considerable. Old sulphur springs once used by 
the Romans have also been brought to light. 

The principal Salt Mllieft called Bouillet and 
Fondement, are up the picturesque valleys of the 
Aven^on and Grionne. Before reaching them, yoa 
come to the bfttimens de cuite, or boiling houses, 
with their large chaudibres (pans) at Bdvieux and 
Devens ; to which the brine is brought in wooden 
pipes, 1^ mile long. A little higher are the 
B&timens de graduation, 600 feet long, filled with 
faggots, over which the brine is made to trickle, 
and brought to the proper strength for boiling. 
BouUlety the first mine, is a gallery about 7,250 feet 
long and 6 wide. Going through it you pass two 
large circular reservoirs or dessaloirs, one of 
wliich is 81 feet diameter and 11 feet deep; 
they are used for the first step in the process after 
blasting the rock, namely, dissolving the broken 
pieces in water, before sending the brine down to 
the BAtimens de graduation. One of these dessaloirs 
has a good echo. Further on is a puits or pit, 
bored in the last century, in search of salt ; and 
then smaller reservoirs, with the blasting holes. A 
shaft 520 feet long and 700 steps, bring you to the 
upper or Fondemeni mine, which contains several 
small galleries of older date, excavated before gun- 
powder was employed (1775). Of the seven brine 
springs which issue from the rock, the most produc- 
tive are Bon-Succ^s and Espdrance Louvelle. 

About 5| miles from Bex is the sjnall town of 
Les Plans, in the valley of the same name, with 
two or three good pensions^ this is a good centre 
for excursions, especially to the Dent de Mordas, 
9,700 feet, for which guides can be had. 

From Bex, an Exgubsion may be made to the 
castle ruins of Duing, and the charming village of 
Frenlbres (above the Salines); thence by a fine but 
rather dangerous footpath, over the Ccl de ChAriUA 
(6,775 feet above sea), by the landslips of the 
DlaUeretl (they f eU 1714 and''49), which is 10,6^ 
feet high ; by the Saut du Chien (Dog's Isap) aa 
abyvs 1,900 feet deep, and. sitflgft <aig^ \<aiCci. Ti>gTO * .v> 
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by bridle path tc the Col. Another is over the pass 
of La Croix (6,130 feet) to Ormond-thal (4| 
BtundenX and thence by the Pillon (5,610 feet), to 
Saanen Land (6| stunden), on the road to Thuu 
and Interlaken. An excursion, little known, 
should be taken by Montey, up the beautiful Valley 
of Vifeze, to Val d'lUiex, Champdry, Ac., under the 
Dent du Midi and other mountains. To proceed 
beyond will bring you into the Valley of Sixt, ui 
Savoy. 

The road from Bex crosses the Aven9on and 
then the Rhone, by the old fortified bridge to St. 
Maurice. The railway crosses the river near this 
old bridge, and forms a junction with the Ligne 
d*Italie at St. Maurice. This old bridge has one 
arch 70 feet above the river, which is so hemmed 
in here by the Dent dU lll<li (10,450 feet) on one 
side, and the Dent de Morcles (9,640 feet) on 
the other, that there is little more than room 
enough fur it and the road. 

The river here divides the Pays de Vaud from 

Canton du Valais, or Wdiii*, population, 

101,837. It stretches along both sides of the Rhdne, 
towards its source, bounded on the north and south 
by the two great chains of the Alps, the Oberland 
and the Sardinian. As far as Sion (the capital, 
see page 40), French is spoken, but German 
beyond. The people are distinguished from their 
neighbours by dirt, poverty, and cretinism, which, 
with its companion the goitre, is unusually pre- 
valent in the Bas Valais. The poor cretin is known 
by his large head, thin crooked legs, feeble steps, 
and inarticulate speech. Both cretinism andgottre 
appear to be Attributable to drinking bad water, 
and the want of pure air In close, wet, ill-ventilated 
valleys, at a height of 3,000 feet above sea. Beyond 
that line it docs not occur. " In some parts of the 
Valais, the deformity of the goitre was so common, 
that if a man wanted the usual appendage to his 
throat, the others would laugh at him, and call him 
Oans hals^ or * Gk)Ose-neck.' Some travellers seem to 
think that paroits look upon it as a light aflSiction 
to have a cretbfi child ; but the old saying quoted 
by Slmler (in his VaUesiae Daeriptio) as used when 
jtboAHhy child was bom, '■0<^t «y gelobt das kind 
*ww*'-***S» /«»««* foertUn, ' ' Qod be praised the child 
^yy^oij,jvr^ J, ^w*, ' MbowB that it waa always

ST. MAUBICE (Stat.) 

Inns: Hotel and Pension Grisogono, connected 
with the Railway Restaurant; Des Alpes; Ecu 
du Valais. 

A little town on the west bank of the Rhdne, 
with 1,666 population, and 1,380 feet above the sea. 
It is noted for a very ancient Augusthae Abbey, 
dedicated to St. Maurice, chief of the Theban or 
CUiristian legion, martyred here by Maximilian in 
the begbming of the fourth century. It was then 
called Tamaias, which was changed to Agaunum. 

A church, they say, was built on the spot by 
Theodore I., Bishop of Valais, between 351-91. 
Siglsmund of Burgundy amply endowed it in the 
sixth century, and a successor Raoul, or Rudolph I., 
was crowned (889), and afterwards buried Iiere. Its 
abbot was mitred, and had the title of Count, with 
other privileges. Besides its collection of relics, it 
boasts two agate vases given by Charlem:ignc, his 
Gospels and other MSS., a gold crozicr, and a chalice 
given by Queen Bertha, St. Sigismund's shrine, 
&c. (special permission required). The clmrch 
tower is the oldest part of that building. Accord- 
ing to an inscription on the Town house (Chi istiana 
sum ab anno LVIII.) Christianity was established 
here as early as a.d. 58. At St. Maurice the Lignc 
d'ltalie, on the south side of the Lake of Geneva 
via Bouveret and Honthey, comes in ; and from 
here it ascends the left bank of the Rhone to Brieg. 
Visit the Grotte des F^es, an immense cavity ot 
660 yards, terminating in a small lake, near to 
which Maximiu decimated the Theban legion, 
A.D . 302. Opposite it ( 4 mUe) is the little village of 

Lavey (population, 2OO) and its sulphur Baths, 
first brought into notice 1831. They run close ta 
the river, are clear but bitter tasted, and contaiD 
much sulphuretted hydrogen. Temperature 113% 
which Is reduced to about 100* in the bath-house. 
They are well arranged and superintended. Living- 
moderate. Above Lavey a narrow road leads to 
the very picturesque village of Morcles. 

The Dent Vallerette may be easily ascended here, 

among a circle of moimtains. Dent de Morcles, 9,700 

feet, may also be ascended, but a guide will be 

necessary. The view over the Rhdne valley is «x- 

l ceedlug\y ^Tie. 'Lew^a\%^V..l&Q.^]Lt^cA\\v& line panes 
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the Hermitage of Notre Dame du Sex on a point 
above, commanding a very splendid view. Then 
Veroilaz, a Martyr's Chapel, where it is said the 
warriors of the Theban legion were decimated and 
their leader executed in a.d. 302, by order of the 
Emperor Maximin, because they would not give 
up Christianity ; and the site of Epaunum^ which 
was overwhelmed by mud and stones from the 
Dent du Midi in the sixth century. The marks of 
a similar catastrophe are noticed further on, at 

Eylomiay (Stat.), where a space of 900 feet 
was covered, in 1835, after a heavy thunderstorm 

Beyond this you come to the Pissevache, or 
Fall of the Salen/e, which rises in the glaciers of 
Dent du Midi, and here forms a fine cascade of 
between 200 and 300 feet. The iris, as usual, may 
be seen playing across it just before noon. 

Vemayaz (Stat.), in the mouth of the fine 
Gorges da Trlent (near a Fail), so called from the 
Trient, which comes down from the T€te Noir Pass. 
Hotdt'. Des (Gorges; desAlpes; Suisse; Chamonix; 
Poste. Leaving La Batie Castle, on a picturesque 
height, you reach Martigny across the Dranse, 
which rises under the Oreat St. Bernard. La Batie 
was a Castle of the archbishops of Sion, destroyed 
by George Supersax, 1518. The round keep and 
outer walls remain. 

HARTIQNT (Stat.)* or Martinaeh, in German. 

Hotels: Grand Hotel de la Pierre-a-Voir. Situa- 
ted on the Col du Lein. above Manigny; 5,000 
feet altitude. See Advt. Grand Hotel Clerc 
Beautifully situated first-class hotel; very com- 
fortable. Electric light. 

Du Mont Blanc; deTAiglc: Railway Restaurant. 

It is partly on the Simplon Road. Including 

Martigny-Bonrg. the other part which is about 

1 mile up the Dranse, the population is 2,800, of 

which 1.240 is in the Bnurg. It stands on the bend 
of the Rhone, 1.560 feet above the sea, in a fertile 
valley, but so shut in that the marshy exhalations 
w.int of good water, and especially of fresh air, 
produce many cases of ague, cretin, and other 
disea*e8. It is as hot as the West Indies in summer, 
and the mosquitoes (or eotuins as the natives call 
them) are most tormenting. There is a covered 
wooden Bridge across the turbulent Dranse, which 
nearly overwhelmed the town 1545 and 1818. 
Marks of its rise may yet be noticed on the houses, 
some of which are buill strong to resist future 
inundations. On the hflls above are the Toiind 
keep and walls of La Batie Castle, built In WW, \ I>T\k\ VViexi xXv^ '^^ei ^* ^SV^w^^ 
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by Peter of Savoy, to command this part of the 
valley. Most of tlie hills are bare, but good wine, 
as Coqucmpey and La Marque, is grown upon them; 
the honey is also very choice. There is a handsome 
parish Church, St. Marj-'s, with some Roman in- 
scriptions in the walls, serving as a memorial of the 
ancient Octodwum^ on this site. At the Bourg are 
large warehouses, and a good market, with a chest- 
nut wood towards Lavinin ; and here also is the 
Convent of St. Bernard, whence periodical reliefs 
of monks are sent out to supply the Hospice of St. 
Bernard, which is about 8 hours' journey up the 
Dranse (Route 5). 

Martigny is the starting-point for visiting the 
Hospice as well as the T6te Noire, Col de Balme, 
Chamouny (7 to 8 hours), and the Pierre-llr>Voir 
(guide required), the conical peak of the Levron 
range, 8,124 feet high. Many rare and curious plants 
are also found m the neighbourhood of Martigny. 
A carriage road, practicable for two-horse convey- 
ances, is now open over the Tdte Noire to Cha- 
mouny. Relays at the Hotel de la T4te Noire, half 
way. Omnibus in summer to the Tdte Noire. 

Martigny to Chamouny, over the Col de 

Balme — a trip not to be omitted, for the splendid 
view it ofliers of Mont Blanc and its attendant peaks 
It takes 9 to 10 hours walking; but it may be done 
as follows, without a guide; though one will be 
required if you quit the direct route. Leaving 
Martigny in the morning, you proceed up the 
mule path to Col de Forclaz or Trlent, com- 
manding the most splendid views (turning round) 
of the Valley of the Rhone. From this Col you 
descend to the pretty hamlet of Trient in the midst 
of green meadows. A path turns ofi to the T6te 
Noire Pass (sec page 26). A succession of steep 
fatiguhig ascents, difficult even for mules, through 
forests and pastures, near the Herbageres chftlcts, 
brings you in 2 hours to the two little Inns on 
the top of the Col de Balme, and there, if the 
weather be clear, the "dread and silent mount" Is 
before you iti all its majesty. The best point of 
view is at the Aiguille de Balme, 500 feet above the 
inn, which is itself 7,230 feet above the sea. On 
the right are ihe Aiguilles Rouges and theBuet. the 
former, bare, rugged, and iaasiCftjwJJc^ftk. '^^ KscwOv'tNN. 
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Midi, and Mont Blanc Below lies the Yale of 
Chamouuyt and the villages dispersed up and down 
the Arve ; and b^ind, the Alps, lining both sidoB 
of the Simplon Road. Here the effects of the 
sunset may be yiewed on the mountain, which 
becomes at first of an amber colour, then changes 
to a bright rosy tint, which lasts till the sun has 
sunk down, when it settles at once to its natural 
glittermg wliite. The air is intensely cold at this 
height ; and the sheets feel damp (without being so), 
so that from these causes, the noise of the wind, 
and the excitement, sleep is almost impossible. 
From here the path cannot be missed ; it runs 
near the Arvc, past Le Tour, Argentibre (2 stun- 
den) to Chamouny (2 stundeu).

Leaving Martlgny, the rail ascends the valley 
of the Rhone, through a somewhat marshy country. 

Sazon-les Bains (Stat.) Grand Hdtcl des 
Bains. The water is good for skin diseases. Saillon 
has a quarry of coloured marble. At Riddes 
(Stat.) a covered bridge crosses the river to St. 
JPierre, on the north bank. Then comes Ardon 
(Stat.) and its vineyards and fruit gardens, with 
a rich soil which renders it the granary of this 
part. Population, 600. Iron is also forged. It was 
inundated in 1818 by the Liceme, which comes 
down from the ridge near the Diablerets. At 
y^troz (further on) a path turn up across the head 
of it to Bex. The Morge is another mountain 
torrent, next crossed; and then comes

It was the Roman Sedimmn, now capital d Cant<m 
Volais or Wallis, seat of a bishop, Ac. ; standing near 
the Rhdne, where the Sionne joins it, about tha 
middle of the canton, 1,860 feet above sea. German 
begins to be the common tongue about hare. Popu- 
lation, 5,513, in dirty, dark streets; the chief one 
being the Ponl, through which the Sionne flows, like 
a canal, covered in. Though the situation is some- 
what agreeable, and the soil fertile, it is extremely 
hot and unhealthy in summer. Several ch&teaux 
cover the heights, besides three old Castles. Valeria 
Castle, to the south, has some high towers, and a 
pilgrim's chapel (St. Katherina), said to have been 
built by the Romans. Tourbillon, the highest (to 
which there is a way by the Tour des Chiens or 
Hundethurm), built 1294, was the old seat of the: 
bishops. Majoria was the third seat of theirs before 
it was burnt, 1788. There are walls and ditches 
round it, with six gates ornamented with paintings 
of saints, &c. Wine, almonds, and figs are produced. 

The Cathedral, dedicated to the Virgin, is an old 
Gothic building, with fifteen altars, tombs, and an 
ossuary, where Roman inscriptions may be noticed. 
St. Th^odule's Church, built by Cardinal Matthew 
Schinner, in the sixteenth century. That of the 
Jesuits, in a pretty spot, has two good altar paint- 
ings. In the former Jesuit College a Cantonal 
collection of natural history is now kept. 

The Rathhaus, or Town Hall, is a Gothic struc- 
tare of some pretensions, with an astronomical 
clock and several Roman inscriptions. The (3han- 
cellerie is a new buildhig, as is the Bishop's Palace, 
where they show a set of poitraits of prelates from 
the third (?) century. Charlemagne, they say, 
built the Kalendes Tower. Outside the town are 
the Capuchin Convent, a Hospital imder the Sisters 
of Charity, and the Shooting Hoitse. 

A market is held on the bridge, whenc© there is 
a fine view of the Mayens de Slon, with its country 
seats, gardens, and herds of cattle, as well as of the 
hills on the opposite side of the Rhdne. On the field 
of Planta the Upper ValidsMis defeated an army of 
10; 000 Savoyards, ISthNorember, 1475, an anniveiv 
sary kept to this day. Further off yon. look down 
into the Morgenthal (Valley of the Morge), upon 
th« B]iniost1iuiecenJlbUi»)mL\a&&fQit^^ 
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From this {dace Anton yon Tbun threw his uncle, 
which led to the war of the Yalais jiust mentioned. 
About 2 miles sonth of the town is the Hermitage 
of Longe-Borgne, with a chapel, Ae^ cut in the 
rock, in Yal d'Erin. This is the most beautiful 
portion of the Rhdue valley. 

1. From Sioa tO Ostolg* ^ 3aanon Land, there 
is a mule path of S hours over the Sanetsch 
Pass, by rugged zig-zags, ravines. Sec It leads 
up the Valley of the Morges, to Champagnol and 
St. Martin. The pass is 7,370 feet above sea, with a 
noble view of the chain of the Alps. The peak of 
ArbeUe (Arbelhom) divides this pass from that of 
Gtelten, which is 9,980 feet high. The way to it 
is to ascend the Sonne to Grimisois and Saviese. 
Here a path to the Sanetsch goes off to the west, 
while another to the Gelten strikes up the moun- 
tains, past Aabaz, and descends to Lauenen in 
Saanen Land. From Grimisois there is a path by 
Ayent and Rawin (with its waterfalls) up to the 
Rawyl Pass, which crosses the shoulder of Wild- 
horn at the height of 7,943 feet, and descends by 
zig-zags to the Iffigen-thal and the Simmen-thal. 

2. From Blon up the Val dH^reilS, or Erhi- 
g«r-thal to Evolena, in 6 hours by mule. It opens 
<«i the south into the Valley of the Rhdne, at 
Bramois (or Bremis, in German), in a wild spot, 
near the Hermitage of Longe-Boi^ne, referred to 
above. It was made In the sixteenth century, and 
is usually inhabited by two solitaries (for company), 
from whom honey and wine may be got. Then 
comes H^r€mence (Armenzi, in Germim), the chief 
place of the valley (population, 400), with cottages 
of wood, decorated with heads of bears and wolves. 
Here the Borgne or main stream from Col d'Orsera 
and Val de la Barma in the south-west is joined by 
the Nesonce, which you may ascend to Evolexia 
(7 stundenX a village of 460 inhabitants of primi- 
tive and hospitable manners, and standing 4,520 feet 
above sea. There is s path hence to the east over 
the Pas de Torrent into Val d'Anniviers. Path to 
Zermatt, over the great Ferp^ele Glacier, in 8 hours, 
with the Maitof horn in view. The uppat part of t^e 
VesoDce, above Sv>ol«na(pa8t SaitwmeX lies amcmg 
immenae glaciera and magnificetet Alpine peaks, 
snob as Dent d*H<(rens and Dent Blaaehe (WalW- 
Hom), 13,714 and 14,803^ f««t high, by a p«tli . 
over Col A'B^renB (tlf4» «Ml>. Tlkft Gxott«-\ 



aux-Fayes at Useigno is especially worth notice. 
A path over the Glacier d*Arol1a into Val Pellina, 
down to Aosta, passes much grand scenery, under 
Mont Colon (11,955 feet), which was ascended 
September, 1872, by a party. 

From Slon the rail ascends to Sierre. The 
Simplon Road runs parallel with it to St. Leonard 
(first crossing the Raspillo, a mountain stream, 
from a lake under the Rawyl Pass) ; then, leaving 
Granges to the right, and Ghermignon to the left, 
it crosses a bridge to 

Sierra (Stat.)— German, jSf«fe7*< — 10 mUes from 
Sion, at the mouth of Val d' Anniviers or Einfisch- 
thai. irototo.*Poste;BellevueBaur. A beautiful, but 
hot and unhealthy spot, producing many cretins and 
excellent wine. Hereabouts the German language 
separates from the French. Behind the Gabing or 
Goubin Tower, is the old Castle of Perigord, once 
a seat of the bishops, with other remains. There are 
two churches. A fine view from Venton above the 
village; a path leads by it to St. Maurice and 
Radogne, from which the Schneehom may bo 
ascended,with a view of the Ruzli and other glaciers. 
From Schneehom there is a fatiguing and unsafe 
path over the Lammcren Glacier, the Stnibeleck 
Pass, and the Engstligenalp to Adelbodcn, on the 
way to Interlakcn. 

Mules and guides may be hired at Sierre for the 
Leuk Baths and the famous Gemml Pass (see 
Route 16) into the Bernese Oberland. To the 
Baths of Leuk, leagues in 3f hours, by char; 
Omnibus, 6f . 50c. Most of the way from Sierre is 
through rugged and savage scenery. Thence to 
the top of the Gemmi, by mule, in 2 hours; to 
Kandersteg, by mule, in 4 hours ; and to Thun, by 
char, in 7^ hours. 

From Sierre up Val d'Axmlvlers, or Einfisch- 
thal, to the south ; a fertile valley, 16 miles long, 
once dreadfully afflicted with goitre. The mouth 
(rf it across the RhOne is guarded by the two 
castles of Alt-Siders and Beauregard, on the 
heights about Chypis or Chippis, which belonged 
to Guichard de Raron, but were ruined by the 
Valaisans 1414. It is watered by the Usenz or 
Navissonce, which rises in the glaciers of the 
Weisshom at its head. Tba «c&x-«M»!.Nsi'^saft.^''52v'e% 
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pruApecta. After Fang and Yiwaajt (the chief 
pluce, with St. Eaphemia'i Church), yon eooie to 
where the main stream parts off into two heads, 

the Zlnal (to the loftX aiid Orimenze. This is at 
MlMion. Acconling to tradition, the people of this 
valley (about 2.000 in twenty-five hamlets) are de- 
vccndod from a band of Huns who took ref ago here. 
Their dialect, manners, dress, and the way they 
build their houRCs, are peculiar. They were only 
converted from Paganism in the eleventh or twelfth 
century, of which the village of Mission presents 
in its name a memorial. The mountains ending 
the valley are said to abound in minerals. A path 
frcHn Qrimenie leads over Col do Torrent (9,590 
feet) near the SaBSeniire (a peak 10,690 feet 
highX to Evoleno, in 7 hours. Another path to 
8p>1, under the Weisshom, 6 hours ; thence over 
the Col de Zinal, or Triftjoch (11,615 feet), to 
Zermatt, 12 hours. (See Route 6). 

The Rail from Sierre follows the Simploii Road 
which crosses the Rhdne to the Forest of Pfyn 
(Pfinger-wald), an important military position, 
having a peak of the great chain to the right, 
about 8,800 feet above the sea. Thence on to the 
bridge (over the Rhone) to 

Lefok (Stat), or, Lo^clie-VilIe.~^oto;: 

DelaSonstc. Population, 1,548. A pleasant spot, 
six miles from Sierre, 2,440 feet above sea, at 
the junction of the Dala with the Rhdne, here 
crossed by a covered bridge. There are two 
Churches, and remains of two Castles, close to 
the Sctttthngcl, a great mass 150 to 200 feet high, 
apparently a landslip. Omnibus for the baths at 
L0QlC8rlMUl (page 97) ; the baths are in a gorge 
under the Gemmi Pass (see Route 16). The 
Hermitage de Thicl is in the neighbourhood. The 
rail passci Sosten (Hotel) and 

T^if'^twu^P'n (or Tourtemagne, in French), at the 
mouth of a valley of the same name. Inru : l.iiwe; 
Sonne. Population, 548. So called from Turris 
MagiULt a Roman station here. 

Ten minutes from the village, the valley being 

in A higli degree desolate and wild, is the very fine 

cascade of the Turtmannbach, a fall of 84 feet. 

The head of the valley, 5 stunden distant, is

The rail passes up to Oampel (Btat.), at the 
mouth of the Lotschenthal ; thence to 

Visp, or Vispach ; French, FtVgv. HoM: Sonne, 
or Soleil. A village on the Rh6nc, where the 
Vispbach joins from the Visp-tlia], a fine valley 
to the south, leading up to Zermatt (see Route 6). 
It stands 2,155 feet above the sea, and is a heap of 
little narrow streets, with two Churches, adorned 
with quaint paintings. The best, St. Martin's, 
overlooking the village, is known by its tower; 
near the bridge you get a view of Monte Rosa, up 
the Visp-thal. Markets are held here. On the east 
side are remains of a massive wall, flanked by 
towers, called the wall of the Viberians, after the 
ancient people of the country. This is the junction 
of the rail to Zermatt, see page 50. 

From Visp, ou the way to the Simplon, the rail 
passes Gamscn, at the mouth of the Gamsen or 
Nanzcrthal, and 

QlSTB, which has the tomb of George Supersax 
(Von der Flue), his wife, and their ttcenty-three 
children. He was a noted leader of the Valaisans, 
and died at Yerey, 1519. The old direct road up the 
Simplon turns ofiThere, but it is usual to go to Brieg. 
The Brieger-bad spring is on the opposite side of 
the Rhdne. After crossing the Saltinc, you arrive at 
the junction of the Brieg with the Rhone. 

Brleg (Stat.), or Brigue (Hotel des Couronncs 
et PosteX at the junction with the Rhone, where 
the ascent of the Simplon begins. Population, 1,172. 
Though small, it is one of the largest places in the 
canton; the principal buildings being a Church on a 
height, founded 166 ■*, an Ursuline Convent of the 
same date, and the scat (marked by four turrets) 
of Baron Stockalper, a large proprietor here. It is 
2.300 feet above the sea (1,090 feet above the Lake 
of Geneva). The roofs are of shining slate or 
mica schist, and many arc surmounted by globes 
of tin, giving them a peculiar appearance. A pro- 
jected tunnel, from Brieg to Iselle. will be 12| miles 
long, of very low elevation, and cost about 
£3,000,000. This will, however, not be completed 
before the end of the century. From Brieg to 
the Sparrenhorn (9,890 feet), in about 8 hours. 

The road above Brieg ascends the Rhdne, to the 
glacier at its head, and to the Grimsel, Furka, and 
Nufenen Passes. (See Route 7.) Bell Alp, near 
Lauterbrunnen (page 86), is five miles north, under 
the AletscYi &TvOk,oVl\er glaciers. 



Route 4.] 
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From Brleg to Domo d'Ossola, over the 

Stmplon, ii 4| posts, or 14 stunden, or 42 miles ; 
taking 12 to 13 hours* walking, or 9| hours by dili- 
gence. The return Journey requires half an hour 
more. This famous pass, the 

Slmplon, or Simpeln in German, was probably 
first used by the Roman Consul, Cneius Servilius 
Csepto, in the year 117 b.c, in an expedition 
against the Cimbri who threatened Italy. It is 
near the border of the Upper Yalais and Piedmont, 
in the central chain of the Alps, saddle-shaped, 
6,595 feet above the sea. In war it is memorable 
for the battle of the Milanese with the people of 
the Yalais, in 1787, at the bottom of the Vedro- 
thai ; for the battle between the French and Aus- 
triani, 15th August, 1799; for the bold passage of 
General Bethancourt, 27th May, 1800, when 1,00) 
soldiers with arms and knapsacks, and the General 
at their head, passed by means of ropes over an 
abjrss, the bridge of which had been carried away 
to the other side. The names of the officers are 
cut on a rock at the spot. 

This excellent and noble highway, in the midst 
of grand scenery, was the first in the Alps that 
was made fit for carriages, and has served as a 
model for all the mountain roads since made. 
It was executed at a cost of not less than 18 mil- 
lions of francs, by the engineer Ceard (30,000 men 
being frequently employed at once upon it), at the 
command of Napoleon, 1801-5, on account of the 
many difficulties he had experienced in the pas- 
sage of the Great St. Bernard. Whatever injuries 
it suffers from avalanches, floods, storms, &c., are 
repaired by the joint collections of the districts 
through which it goes, amounting to a yearly sum 
of 50,000 to 80,000 francs. One of the worst storms 
hero was 24th of August, 1834, when bridges, &c., 
were carried away on the Italian side. The old 
road, which yet exists, and is used by the natives, 
being the same, they say, by which the Romans 
travelled, goes from Brieg, up the Saltine to Taver- 
nettes (5,130 feet high) on wide slabs of granite, 
and is shorter by 2 stunden than the new road, 
but very difficult and far less worthy of notice. 

As to the new road, from Glys, where it begins 
(though the start is usually made from Brieg), 
to Sesto Calende, at the lower end of Lago 
Maggiore, there are 611 bridges, 7 gan«rles ot 



tunnels, and 20 houses of refuge — the latter 
being strongly built in safe places, mostly 
under projecting rocks, for the reception of 
travellers in storms and bad weather. The galleries 
are more frequent on the Italian side, where the 
greatest difficulties had to be encountered. Not- 
withstanding the height, it is so well laid out that 
a drag on the wheel is unnecessary. It is about 25 
feet wide, with a slant of 2| inches in the fathom. 
Indeed the beauty and simplicity of the whole aro 
so great that many are disappointed with it, at 
first sight ; as is frequently the case with great 
engineering works. Strong low walls of stone line 
both sides of it. 

Starting early in the morning from Brieg, with 
additional draught animals, a cross road brings you 
into the main road from Glys, not far from a covered 
bridge on the Saltine, 70 feet high. Then come the 
zig-zags, with changring views of the mountains 
and the Rhone Valley. After the first refuge you 
come to Riedwald (1| stunde), and then the second 
refuge. Along the Gantherberg, to what was the 
first gallery (Holzgrabcn) now demolished, a dis- 
tance of 1 stunde. Then to the handsome Ganther 
Bridge, over a wild ravine, 80 steps long and 4,390 
feet above the sea, near remains of the huts built 
by General Bdthancourt, 1800. A splendid view of 
the Matterhom to the south. At the post station, 
B^risal (3 leagues from Brieg), is a good hotel, 
with the third refuge, in a. part most exposed to 
avalanches. By the bridges on the Tronbach and 
Weissbach to the fourth refuge, in the Rothwald. 
Then through the first or Schalbet (Schaldbctt) 
gallery near the pyramid-like Schneehom and its 
glaciers, to the fifth refuge, in a desolate part, where 
vegetation ceases. Mont Leone and its glaciers are 
to the left. The galleries of Kaltwasscr are roofed 
like a house, and strengthened in every way to re- 
sist the avalanches and streams which tumble down 
sometimes over the traveller's head, and slide off 
into the ravine below. Crossing the Saltine, you 
come to the sixth refuge, where a toll of several 
francs for repairs is taken. From the wooden cross - 
at the $ummU of the Simplon (5 leagues from Brieg; 
height, 6,594 feet) there is a splendid back view 
of the mountains at the head of the Rhone Vallcv^

For 
example: one may be taken through the terrace- 
shaped and fertile Val Formazza or Ponunat, past 
the fine Tosa Fall, above Andenuatt, on the Fmtt, 
thence over the Glaciers of the Gries (7,780 feet 
high), and through Eginenen-thal to Ober-Oestelen 
(on the Shdne), in the Valais, a distance of 13^ 
stonden; or from Upper Tosa you may go by Val 
Bedretto toAirolo, on the St. Gothard Road, 15 
stnnden. Another trip from Domo d'Ossola is by 
the road to the east, through Val Vigezza, or Cento- 
valli, past Masera, Trontans, Riva (near a fall), 
Malesco, Olgis (the highest part, 3,020 feet), under 
Monte Chiridone (7,050 feet), Borgnone, Verdasio, 
Intr^n^ (at the mouth of Val Onsersone) across 
PonteBrolla,ontheMaggia, to Locamo(10 stunden), 
at the head of the Langen See, or Lago Maggiore. 

Leaving Domo d'Ossola, you descend the Val 
d^Osflola to Villa, where the Ovesca joins from the 
Val Antrona (the latter may be followed up to 
Antrona-Piana, and thence over the glaciers, round 
Monte Moro, into Saas-thal). The next places are 
Fallanzeno, and Borgo (before which yon cross 
the Tosa at Ponte Masone, having a glimpse of 
Monte Rosa), th^i Vogogna. 

The stations by rail are VIlladOBBOla and 

Fiedimolera. 

Vogogna (Stat.) ffotel: Corona, where the 
Tosa becomes navigable. There is an old castle 
above it. Here the beautiful Val Anzasca begins, 
leading up to Monte Rosa, and into Saas-thal, 
by the Monte Moro. The scenery, at the head, is 
as grand as anything on the Swiss side of the Alps, 
but softened down by an Italian sky. The people 
in common with those of other valleys here are of 
German origin. 

ILeaving Vogogna, you come to Pie di Mulcras, 
at the foot of the Cima di Mulcras, near the Anza. 
Then Castiglione, in a richly-wooded spot, com- 
manding excellent prospects all round it. Beyond 
Calasca is the fine Fall of Val Bianca ; and at Ponte 
Grande a way turns off to Valsesmenta, under the 
Del Moro Peak. Tanzone is half-way to Macug- 
naga, with a good Inn and two churches. Vast 



Ceppo Morelli (near Cimamorga Chapel and its 
prospect), Campiole, Morgen, and Presqnartero, 
where a direct way passes up a defile to the right, 
over Monte Moro, to Saas-thal; but our way by 
Macugnaga is best for the views of Monte Rosa it 
offers. The German language b^ins hereabouts. 
At Pestarana are gold mines, where a small 
quantity of gold is found in combination with iron. 
The latter, with copper and lead, is abundant; 
silver is also found. Borca, the next {dace, com- 
mands a fine view of Monte Rosa, but the best pro- 
spects of it are obtained from MaCUgnaga {Hotels: 
Monte Rosa; Monte Moro), which stands at the 
bottom of an amphitheatre of mountains and 
glaciers, on a green meadow, 3 miles by 1\, and 
6,170 feet above the sea. It has a pretty village 
Church, the lang^uage is German, and the popula- 
tion remarkable for vigour and good looks. 

From a point beyond the village is an extraordi- 
nary panorama of MontO Rosa and its neigh- 
bouring peaks, which rise up with nothing to 
obstruct the sight, in a vast semicircle, snowy and 
glistening, darkened at the bottom here and there 
by forests. To the south are the Cima del Pisse, 
near the Turlo Pass (into Val di Sesia); Pizso 
Bianco, on the west, the Monte Rosa behind it 
(15,216 feet high), in all her splendour, the Weiss- 
thor Pass, over to Zermatt, Cima de Jazi, and the 
Mittaghom (13,650 feet); and Monte Moro and its 
Col (8,220 feot), over which was one of the high 
roads into Switzerland, before the Simplon was 
made. 

A steep ascent leads up to the summit of this 
pass in 4 hours, which commands a prospect of vast 
extent. Thence downwards by a desolate, though 
not difiicult path, over glaciers. Ac, to Distel and 
Meigeren (2 hours from top), in Saas-thal, and 
under the snowy peak of Mont F^e; then Almagcll, 
whence there are paths into the Val Antrona to the 
cast, and to Zermatt in Nikolai-thai on the west. 
Saas (2 hours) the next place, gives name to the 
valley. Hotel. — Monte Moro.] 

After Vogogna, the stations are PremOSeUE, 

Cuzzago, Omavasso, and aravellona-ToGe.

After DormeJlo and Donneletto, yon ci 
TIctw (at the bMXgm it On \iWf) M 
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SestO Calende (Stat.), the Roman Sexto Cdlen- 
<to«,inthe Italian dominions; where the passport 
is examined and baggage declared. Here the 
direct rail to MUan is joined, coming from Arona 
(above). It goes from Sesto, through a rather 
dull, though fruitful country, part of the great plain 
of Lombardy. The first Station is Somina, with 
iU Castle of the Visconti family, and especially an 
ancient cypress, 24 feet girth. Scipio was defeated 
here by Hannibal, at the Battle of the Ticino, 218 
B.C., and obliged to retreat to the Po. Qallaxate 
is the next station where the branch to Varese 
turns oir (below); then BustO ArslziO, near 

Gastegnate, on the oioua; Legnano ; Paral)iago; 
BllO; and at length 
M41a.fl, at the famous Arco dclla Pace. 
At Sesto Calende (above), several roads fall 
in at the point where the river issues out of the lake, 
one of which leads to Como, and passes through 

dmlvrO, where the mulberry begins to appear. 
At Caaata, which stands in a pretty country, on a 
hill, is a fine view of the St. Gothard and the 
neighbouring Alps. The unusual stature of ^ the 
people will be noticed, and their low-pitched cotta- 
ges. From Gastello d*Azzati, is a view of the Lake 
of Varese, and the Madonna del Monte, a pilgrim 
church, on a beautiful hill, which is a favourite 
resort of the peasantry. 

Varese (Stat.) reached by a branch from Gal- 
larate (as above). It is a lively, good-sized town, 
tradhig much in oil, and having three churches, 
a hospital, theatre, Ac., with several houses resting 
on arcades in the principal streets. 

After crossing the Olona you come to Malnate, 
near the Madonnina Chapel, on a hUl. The women, 
in their holiday dresses, "wear handkerchiefs 
wound about the head, with large silver ornaments 
behind, conslstmgof a number of long pins disposed 
like a fan," and fastened by another laid across. 
They wear also huge wooden shoes, without 
stockings. 

Beyond Binago is the Odescalchi Villa, and at 
Camerlate you get a view of Baradello Castle, on a 
lofty hill, once used as a prison. A turn of the 
road to the north brings you to Como (Stat.), 
ttom. which a line runs viA Monia, to MUan, 
Bergamo, *c. 
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16 stunden. 
Caar road to Cantine de Proz; thence bridle- 
road to the pass. Diligence in summer to Orsi^res, 
in 3 hours. One horse conveyance to Orsi^res, 15 
francs. Liddes to St. Bernard, mule and guide, 8 
francs and pourhoire. The route may be varied 
by way of Val de Ferret and Col de Fendtrc, 
which presents many fine prospects of Mont Bianc, 
the G^aut, <fec. 
Passing Martigny le Bourg, you come to 
Le Brocard, 2,320 feet above sea, near traces 
of an aqueduct which supplied Octodurvm. 

After Bauvemier, the road crosses the Dransc, 
to the Galerie de la Monnaie Tunnel near a convent, 
and then re-crosscs it to St. BrancUer or Sembran- 
chier, which suffered much in the great inundation 
of 1818, occasioned by the Bagnes, a branch of the 
main stream which falls in here. It was stopped 
in its upper part near Torembic, by a glacier which 
fell in April from the Genoz Mountain, and made 
a natural dyke, 600 feet high, across the valley, 
the waters forming a lake behind it, 1^ mile long 
and 400 feet deep. Precautions were taken, and a 
tunnel cut through the dyke, but, on 16th June, it 
burst, and 500,000,000 cubic feet of water swept 
down the valley at a fearful rate, carrying away 
bridges, cottages, trees, cattle, and thirty-four 
lives, though notice had been given beforehand. 
The dyke was afterwards melted down by a simple 
plan adopted by Venctz, an engineer; which was to 
divert the springs from the heights across the ice of 
the dyke; and, in 24 hours, though not more than a 
few inches broad, they worked channels 200 feet 
deep for themselves, and thus broke it up piecemeal. 
Chestnuts and vines grow. There are remaioa <^^ 
two Castles^ one ot '^tViSssJ&.vfewec^^iii.^^^'^^^ssssa^ 
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Onlires (Jnn: Hotel des Alpes), a town of 
2,000 inluibitaati, at the entrance of the pretty 
yalleys of Ferret and Entremontf 3,890 feet 
above the sea. The heights around command a 
splendid view. A prominent object is Mont 
Yelan (12,850 feet), with its glittering snow fields. 
Lac de Champey is a charming promenade (4 miles 
off) among ch&lcts, pine woods, meadows, Ac, 
where a great variety of plants are found. 

^ |A road turns off here, nnder Catogne (8,4«0 feet), 
a point commanding a view of the Lake of Geneva, 
the Joras, <bc. ; thrice by the rich pastures of the 
Hospice, by lake and glaciers, either over Col 
Ferret to Courmayeur, or over CJol de la Fen^tre 
round to St. Bernard.] 

Leaving Orsibres, you come in a short time to 
LIddBB, 4,390 feet above sea, and the most healthy 
and agreeable place in Val d'Entremont. The 
people are industrious and the soil is fertile. St. 
Laurent's Chapel is the best point of view. The 
valley of Bagne meets the Entremont valley 
above BftgHd, from which there is a way to Col de 
Fengtre (page 50) and Aosta. M. Troillet is a 
guide here. 

Bourg St. Pierro, where the char-road ends in 
a forest, 5,360 feet above sea, is but a street of 
cottages, with a population c^ 400, cattle breeders, 
&c. The church was built by a bishop of Geneva, 
in the eleventh century, and has a Roman mile-stone 
of Constantine's age. Charlemagne first erected 
the wooden bridge of St. Charles. One of the best 
falls here is that of Yalsorez, which issues from a 
glacier under the Combin and Velan, two peaks, 
12,000 to 14,000 feet high. There is a Botanical Gar- 
den here, the key of which can be had at the inn. 

The name of the guide who conducted the First 

Consul and his army of 36,000 over the pass in May, 

1800, was J. B. Dorsaz. In the Album de la Smtte 

PUtcresque, a traveller relates some of his gossip 

about Bonaparte: — "He was small and slender, 

with the white of his eye as yellow as a lemon, and 

the same shape. Long dark locks fell over his 

collar and dress, and his hat was covered with an 

(^Hikin cloth. Though young, he spoke little, but

I was ywmgr then, like kimsdf, wjd. If I had 
looked out, might hare been much better off than 
I am now.

I hardly 
liked to say, but at last I told him that a pretty 
cottage, a field, and a cow would make me happy. 
*How much would it come to?' said he, quicUy. 
* About 60 louis' was my answer ; and the fine 
fellow told me to count them out directly.** 

In Napoleon's time, the way was continued 
through the forest by a rugged and difficult path, 
over precipices which continually obsti-ucted the 
carriage of artillery; a better one has been cut out 
of the cliffs, over the ravine of the Dranse. Further 
on, the country becomes wild and sterile, with an 
occasional patch of verdure, clumps of firs, views of 
the neighbouring peaks, the Velan, Moro, Pointe de 
Ronaz, Roc-PoII, «fec. The carriage road ceases at 
the little inn, Cantine de Proz. Further on a 
gorge, the Z>4fU4de Marengo^ is reached, thence to 
the little Spital, with a morgue, where the bodies 
of unfortunate travellers overwhelmed by ava- 
lanches or snowfalls are preserved from decom- 
position. In the defile of Todten-thal, or Valley of 
Death, at th*e head of the stream, is the Augustine 
Coorent or 

HOSPICE OF ST. BERNARD, 

On the pass of the Oreat St. Bernard; thought by 
some to be so called from Charlemagne's uncle, 
Duke Bernard, who led his corps this way when 
Charlemagne invaded Italy, by others from St. 
Bernard of Meuthon, who founded the Hospice. The 
present convent was founded or rebuilt, A.D. 962, 
<Hi the site of an earlier religious house, about the 
same time that one was established at the Little St. 
Bernard, the pass by which Hannibal had pre- 
viously entered Italy. There was from the first a 
Pagan temple here, to Jupiter Penninus (P^ a 
height), whence it came to be called Mons Jovis or 
Mont Joux; this was destroyed by the Barbarians. 

The Hospice, the highest inhabited house in the 
Alps after that on the Stelvio, is 8,120f eet above the 
sea, near a lake which marks the boundary of the 
VlJafs and Piedmont, and is at the head of a branch 
of the Dora. The principal building, stnmgly

F^m the Hospice to Aotta, the path winds 
between the lalce and the Plan de Jupiter, the site 
of the Roman temple dedicated to Jnpiter, hence 
the Latin Mons Jovis, Savoyard Mont Joux; a 
little beyond which the view of the basin of the 
Vacherie opens, on the Italian side, where the 
cattle of the convent are fed. The road is tolerably 
jdain; and there is a fine view of the Vacherie 
from the gorge of Mont Moro ; the most striking 
object behig the Pain de Sucre or Sngar Loaf 
Mionntabi.

The Visp-thal (page 42) at StaldBlI (earth pillars^ 
B miles from Brieg, divides into two branches, the

valleys lie the Schildhoni, the Balf rin, the Ulrichs- 
hen, and theMlschabelhiiniier, viz.: the G^raben or 
Dom (14,941ft.) and the TSschhom (14,760ft.), the 
highest peaks in Switzerland, neither Mont Blanc 
nor Monte Rosa being Swiss. The Saas -thai, also 
c^ed at its commencement Elstenthal, ascends 
about IS miles past Saas, to the glaciers which shut 
it in on all sides, but has a path over Monte Mdro 
to Vogogna, on the Milan Road. The former and 
most important valley stretches to the south, 25 or 
30 railesy to the base of Mont Cerviu or the Matter- 
Aara,' pas0hisr OjiMeJien, St. Nlklaus, Herbrigen, 
Jianda, on to Zormatt, which is 5, 215 feet obove tlie 



sea, in the iMSBtoCacfndeol glaeltmhanging down 
the sides of Monte Rosa (the second peak of the 
urtiole Alphie chain, 15,31/6 feet above sea) and the. 
Mattarliom (14,70& feet). Over the shoulder of 
the latter is the Matterjoeh Pasa (10,889 feet high), 
with St. Th^odule's old fort, and across it a path 
over ^acier» and fields of snow, to Tonmancbe 
(11 stunden fhnn Zermatt) and Chfttillon, in Val 
d*A<»8ta. Both valleys are noted for the grandeur 
of their mountain scenery, the size of tlio glaciers, 
and fine waterfalls:

After If honr yov reach StBldm, and thence 
along the ec^e of « wttd ravine (leaving Qradten 
above on the left) to

den), a pretty place amongforestsandfmit gardens, 
with an In$k, St. Nicolas, about haif-way to Zermatt. 
Leaving Vlsp early, you may g«t over the glaciers 
of the Matterhom to the cliftlets of Breuil the same 
day ; but it is better to arrange to get to Zermatt 
the first day, Val Toumanche the second, and 
Cli&tillon the third. 

Near Herbrigen, or Herbriiggen, arc the 
Schallhom Glacier and a waterfall. Randa was 
nearly overwhelmed by an avalanche In 1819, the 
more wind of which shook several of the cottages 
to pieces. Another hour to Tasch, and in 2 hours 
more to Zermatt. 

In 1891 a Uonntaln Ballway was opened up 
the Vispthal and Nikolaithal from Visp to Zer- 
matt, 22 miles, hi about 3 hours. The stations are 
Stalden, Ealpatran, St. Niklaus, Randa, and TSsch. 

Zermiiit,— Hotels : Monte Rosa; Mont Cervin;

This village (population, 525), which the Italians 
call Prdborgne, is the chief place of the Matter- 
thai, in a grassy hollow among the noblest scenery, 
for which this is an excellent starting point. It 
commands a splendid view of the Mattorlioni, 
Mont Cervin, or Monte Silvio (the latter little 
known), which rises up here in gi-eat majesty 
U,703ft Church Service at St. Peter's Church,

The Matterhomwas ascended without guides, 
Jtdy 21-22, 1876, by Mr. Cast and two other mem- 
bers of the Alpine Clab; and is not considered to 
be difRcnlt to expert climbers. 

From Zermatt a path may be taken to the 
rallcy of Saas, and another (more rarely followed) 
across the glaciers of Honte ROBa (I6,216fl ), by 
the Wcissthor, to the road down to Macugnaga ; 
the whole distance to the latter being 12 hours, 
and the highest point 11,800 feet. It is attended 
with some risk and fatigue. 

Above Zermatt is a group of cabins called Zum 
See, not far from the glaciers of the Breithom. A 
fatiguing walk of 4 hours, up and down glaciers 
and crevasses, brings you at length to the Matter- 
JOCh, or pass of the Mattcrhom, 10,889 feet high. 
On a bare piece of rock arc remains of the huts 
occupied by Saussure and his party, who stayed up 
here three days. It was ascended 22nd July, 1 871, 
by a party of three, including Miss Walker, who 
waa the first woman to do it. It marks tho border 
of the Valais and Piedmont, to defend which tliere 
was a fort of St. Th&)dule, built in the fifteenth 
«ntijry, and still seen. Near the old Pass, other- 
wise called Col de St. Tll6odTlle, are two or 
three new ones, all nearly the aams height and 
practicable according to the weather. In abont 3 
hours from this yon descend to the chftlets of Mont 
JoMont andBreuil; and in 2 hoars, through a 
wild paes to Val Toumancho, in an ami^itbeatre 
of mountaliis, with a cuatom-house. Thence by a 
ragged hot picturesque road, in 4 hours down to 
ffftf tfiinmi, which has the old Castle of Uselle, a 
aoB^rant, and two or three bridges over the dark 
torr^it below, one of which is a Roooaan ATch. 

An Exctmsiow may be made from Zanoatt tO 
the BtfRlIberg, in about « hours, past the 
Breithom, the Gkwner^letscher, Ac.

Population 70,305 (orer two-thirds Protestantf, 
about 20,000 Roman Catholics, remainder Jews) ; of 
B&leVille, 74,245; of B&le-Campagne, 62,154. 

The largest place in Switzerland, well situated 
at the point where it borders Germany and 
France. It stands about 800 feet above sea, at the 
elbow of the Rhine, which divides it into Gross and 
Klein Basel (Great and Little), joined by a wooden 
bridge (Alte Briicke), by the new Johanniter- 
Briicke, and an iron viaduct at St. Alban Graben, 
connecting the north (Baden) and south (Swiss) 
Stations. The oldest part is in Gross Basel, on 
the left bank, where are crooked streets and 
old-fashioned houses, with a very large number 
of Fountains, one of the best of which, Gothic 
and curiously carved, is in the Fish Market. 
A good view of the town is obtained from the 
P/dUz Basel, in a capital situation near the 
Cathedral, 75 feet above the river, and command- 
ing a wide prospect of the Black Forest, and other 
objects around. 

Here stood the Roman Bcuilea, built by Valenti- 
nlan I. upon the decay of Augtuta Rauracorum (now 
Angst) higher npthe stream; out of which the town 
first grew. Being almost destroyed by the Huns, 917, 
it was rebuilt 924-32, by Henry the Vogelstcller 
(Fowler), and in time it became a free city of 
the Empire as part of Suabia. A plague in 1312, a 
fire in 1336, and an earthquake in 1356, greatly re- 
duced it. The famous Council of Basil, held here 
1431-48, to establish peace and unity, and to reform 
the church, having asserted that a Council was 
above the Pope, was excommunicated by Eugene 
IV., and forthwith chose Amadeus of Savoy, as 
Pope, under the title of Felix IV. JEneas Sylvius, 
afterwards Pius II., acted a s secretar>\ In 1 444 the

The year 1796 was marked by the siege of Hii- 
ningen, a French fortress, on the Rhine, below the 
town, by the Archdake Charles. In 1883, the littJe 
revolution took place which divided the Canton 
into two repobliBs, BaB€l<4tadt and Basel-land (city 
and.coimtry). Here lived Erasmus, Beuchlin, Hol- 
bein, Iselin, GrynaBOS, the Bemouillis, Euler, and 
other famous men. It is now a rich and thriving 
town, with manufactories of ribbons, paper, silks, 
chemicals, tobacco, Ac. 

One of the oldest and most conspicuous buildings 
is the red sandstone HiillSter (Minster or Cathe- 
dral), begun by the Emperor Henry II., about 1010, 
in the Byzantine (or round-arch) style, but forthe 
most part restored in the Gothic style, after the 
earthquake of 1356; with two spires, 218 feet high, 
built 1500. What remains of the first church are, 
St. Gallen*8 north porch, flanked by statues of 
Clirist, St. Peter, the Ten Virgins, Ac. ; the crypts 
and one side of the nave, and the grotesque figures 
on the pillars and beam-ends, peculiar to the early 
style. The chancel and side aisles are a mixture 
of both styles. On the west front are various 
Gothic ornaments, and figures of St. George and 
St. Martin, on horseback; also the statues (as 
supposed) of Henry I., or Conrad I., with his wife 
and daughters; the Virgin, Henry 11., and St. 
Knnignnde on the f a9ade ; four kings and the 
wise men on the towers. Inside, near the com- 
munion table, is the grave-stone of Erasmus (who 
died at a house close by, 1586) ; the large organ, 
1,431 pipes ; tombs of the Empress Anne (Rudolph of 
Hapsburg's wife) and her sons; the carved chancel 
and font, and other remains of the fourteenth and 
fifteenth centuries. The Chapter House was used 
by the great Council. Admission, § franc Free, 
2 to 4, Wednesdays, The picturesque Cloisters on 
the south side are full of tombstones from many 
centuries back, includhig that of (Ecolampadius, 
who first preached the Reformation here. The 
HediflBval Collection, adjoining the Minster, is 
well worth seeing. Admission, | franc Free, 
Sunday, 10-80 to 1, Underneath the Pf alz is the 
Swimming School for ladies and gentlemen. 

Near the Cathedral is the Kiueuxil containing

ings, Ac. It was formerly the Bishop's Palace. 
Open from 10 to 12 and 2 to 4. Among other 
things of interest are the transactions of the 
Council (11 folios); a Greek Commentary, on 
velinm, by Gregory Xftslmzen; the English 
Greek Testament, editad by Erasmus, printed by 
Frobeo, 1516; Erasmus's Praise of Folly, illu- 
minated by Holbein; Original Letters of Luther, 
Erasmus, Melanchthon, Zwingli, &c. The Museum 
contains Roman antiquities, from Augst ; 12,000 
coins; a number of cartoons by Cornelius; and more 
of the younger Holbein's works (the Bftlese claim 
him as a native) than can be found anywhere 
else. They number twenty-six, and include — 
No. 8, the Passion, in eight parts, for wfaidt 
Maximilian of Bavaria offered 30,000 florins; 
a Portrait of Erasmus, No. 18 — thought to be the 
painter's best ; Portrait of Frobinius, No. 16, the 
printer; his friend Schweizer, No. 16; and his 
patron Ammerbach, No. 17; his Wife and Children, 
No. 12; Bui^rmeister Meyer and Wife, No. 19; 
Body of Christ, No. 7 — said to have been painted 
from a drowned Jew. Among his drawings (nearly 
80) are his own portrait, theMeyer Family, sketches 
for Sir Thomas More's family, and cojdesof thef a- 
mous Todtentanz (Dance of Death), with pieces of 
the original frescoes. Other works are, the Battle 
of St. Jacob, by H. Hess, Cranach's Luther, and 
an interesting collection of paintings by Swiss 
masters. The Museum is open Sunday morning 
ana Wednesday afternoon (in summer) free, on 
other days 50c. for 1 or 3 persons. 

St. Martin's Churchy the oldest here, was 
built in the time of king Chlodowig; at St. 
Peter's are graves of eminent natives, especially 
the Bemouilli family. There are also the Church ot 
the Bare-footed friars (lately restored) and the 
modem church of St. Elisabeth with fine stained 
glass. 

The Kunsthalle has a number of modern 
pictures and castj. 

The RatUiaui, or Town Hall, hi the Marketplace, 
is a good speciman of Bnrgnndian Grotblc, wUh 
carvings, &c^ InUU 1508, and jrestored IBM. 
On the front are frescoes and the arms of Baale (a 
bishop's crozier supported hy a fiah-^aS), JIi),

Great Hall, which was onoe adorned by Holbeia's 
frescoes, now almost obliterated ; and a statoe of 
Manutins Plancos (the founder of Angst) in 
the conrt. The new Theatre or casino, across 
the bridge, built 1840. A new Hospital on 
the site of the Margrave's Palace, in the f anbonzg. 
Some cells of the old Carthusian Conrent are left 
at the Waisenhaus (Orphan School) in Little B&le. 
The old Spahlen-thor, St. Paul's Gate, with its 
machicolations, was built about 1400; some of the 
ancient watch towers remain orer the ramparts. 
The Spahlen-brunnen (Fountain) has a copy of A. 
Durer's Bagpiper. In St. Alban's Kloster is a 
Byzantine archway, dating from Roman times; 
the Spiesshof is in the Florentine style. St. Clara 
(Roman Catholic) has a fine organ. 

Many social, learned, and religious Societies exist 
here, as the famous Missions Seminar, or MisiUmarp 
Co2^€, founded 1816; Bible Society; Society for 
Promoting the Public Gkx>d; the Hochschule, or 
High School, a Paedagogium (1817), Gymnasium, 
Parish Schools; College Alumnonun, or Eras- 
mianum; the Kunstverein (Society of Arts) at 
the Kunsthalle, with a permanent Exhibition of 
Pictures ; admission, 50 otBta. The library of the 
Lesegesellschaft lias 2T,0OO rolnmei. 

The Gkites used to be shut during service on 
Sundays and also every nigbt at 11, after which 
a foe had to be paid for admission. The walls 
have been converted into promenades. Buxtorf 
the Hebrew scholar, and Burckhardt the traveller, 
were natives of BIQe. 

Zoological Gardens, not far from the Central 
Station, with concerts on Sunday afternoons. 

In the neighbourhood are various points of 
interest, as the Bruderfaolz (J stunde), HihUngen 
Fort (close to an important fish-farm), B(.

Two small portions, viz., between Sissoch and 
Olteo (across the Hauensiein), and between £m> 
menbriicke and Lucerne, are now pierced by 
tunnels opened in 1858 and 1869. At Olten, on the 
Aarc, is a branch, down that river to Aarau, 
forming a junction with the Central Swiss line 
from Ziirich, etc.; and at Aarbnrg, up the river, 
the West Swiss line from Berne, Solothum, Neuf- 
ch&tel, Tverdon, Lucerne, and Geneva, falls in. 
The through route from B&sle to Lucerne, 60 miles, 
is performed in 2^ to 8| hours. (For times, distances, 
Ac^ see BreuUhaw^s Continental Oidde,) There are 
eighteen stations, the most important of which are 
described below. The direct line to Brugg and 
Ztirich, opened 1876, turns off at FrattelXL (see 
Route 11). 

The line passes the bridge over the Birs ; Schwei- 
zerhall or Rothhaus Saltworks (rock salt 640 feet 
down) , opened 1836; and the Forest of Hard. Near 
this, a Roman tower and pillar were found, 1751. 
Bouel-Auggt and its antiquities are further on (on 
the Rheinfclden Road, Route 11).

Zoflngen (Stat.) inns: Ochs (Ox); RiJssli 
(White Horse). This place, in the pleasant wooded 
valley of the Wiggcrthal, is the Roman Tc^nium^ 
near which, on a paved way, a bath, pavement, Ac, 
have been found; they are at the Rathhaus, along 
with coins, letters of the Swiss reformers, drawings, 
Ac. Population, 4,400; many being makers of 
cutlery. The Swiss Art Union meets annually 
(established 1^06). Mr. Sutcr's interesting collec- 
tion of objects from the lake-dwellings. A loop 
from Anrau connects here, passing Kdlllken. 
Ober-Bntfelden, and Suhr. Good views on the 
Heiterplat (the Bernese Alps in the distance). 

Passing Beiden in Canton Lucerne, Dagxner- 

seUen, Nebikon (to the right Piiatus), Wauwyl,

An old walled town, near the mouth of the Suren, 
which falls into the Sempacher See or lake. Popu- 
lation, 2,100. It has an old Gothic Town House. 
Marienzell Chapel is near it. To the south-west 
(1^ stunde) is Tauenfels Castle, with a fine view; 
b«yond which lies ButtisholZ BaiTOW (Eng- 
lander Hiigel), where the Entlibuch men finally 
routed the English adventurer Ingelram de Courcy 
and his followers, 1376. Scott alludes to it in 
"Anne of Geierstein." The Lake of Sempaeh, 8| 
miles long by 1^ broad, is 1,470 feet above the sea, 
with a pleasant hilly border round it, and abounds 
with good trout (Salmo lamxretug), crayfish, Ac. 
A boat orthe rail will take you to the little village of 

Sempach (Stat.) inns: Kreuz (Cross); 
Adler (Eagle). Famous in the history of Swiss 
independence for the celebrated Battle, 9th July, 
1386, when Leopold II. of Austria, lord of this part, 
was utterly routed and slain by his vassals. How 
the victory was gained through the generous self- 
sacrifice of Arnold Wiukelried, as he threw himself 
on the lances of the enemy to open a way for his 
countrymen, is described in James Montgomery's 
**Make way for Liberty," some of the most stirring 
lines in the English language. See Zschokke's 
eloquent description of the batile. It is still com- 
taemorated in a yearly religious ceremony at the 
Sehlaeht-Kapelle on the spot, which has some old 
pictures of the arms, &c, of those who fell on its 
walls. A meetiBg of the Diet was held here 139d, 
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From Sursee the line winds round the west side of 
the lake, past Wartensee Castle, Sempach (m 

above), and Bothenbiirg, to Emm6nbra<Ske 

(on the Enime) ; the Rlgl on the left and Piiatus 
on the right being in view. From Emmenbriicke, 
a tmwel 350 yards long carries the line under Gib- 
raltar (a spur of the Giitsch) into

exploits and history, by the well-known painter, 
Ernst StUckelberg, of Basel. Oi^site it, near the 
Isenthal, is Rtitll, or Griltli, a spot, frequently 
referred to in Schiller's "Wilhelm Tell," in 
common with other celebrated localities In Swiss 
history. (See above). At the head of the lake is 

FLUBLBN ; the Italian Flora. 

Tnn*: Kreuz; Tell; Adler; Stern; and Rail- 
way Restaurant. Population, 732. 

A depot for the carrying trade over the St. 
Gothard, with a landing pier fur the steamers. 
It stands among fine mountain scenery, but on a 
marshy site at the mouth of the Reuss, above which 
is the old castle of the Barons of Atilnghausen. 
The French landed here, 1799, under Soult, after 
great resistance from the Swiss ; and fought with 
the Russians the same year, obliging them to 
retreat towards the Rhine. 

ASCENT OF THE BIQI, 

Or Mons Regius, so celebrated for Its extraordinary 
prospect, and the distant effects of sun-set and sun- 
rise. It is a ridg^ of conglomerate rock, between 
the Lakes of Lucerne and Zug, 30 miles round, 
covered with forest and pasture to the top, 
or Kulm, which is 5,905 feet above the sea (4,470 
above the lake). It Is within 4| hours of Lucerne ; 
viz., by steamer to WSggis, f hour (a boat 
takes If) ; thence to the top, 8^ hours, takmg care 
to reach the top 1 hour before sun-set. Sun-rise 
is best from the Kulm. Sunset is perhaps still finer 
from the Rlgi-Rothstock, between the Kulm and 
the Kaltbad. Hotels at the best points always 
crowded in the season— (Hotel Rigi Kulm; Hotel 
Schrelber; Hotel and Pension Staffcl; Hutel and 
Pension Rig^ Scheideck; Hotel and Pension Rigi- 
Flrst; Hotel Rigi Kaltbad, First Class Hotel and 
Pension, well situated, with splendid panorama. 
See Advt.) — where the passing tourist may get 
meals and a bed, and the resident may benefit by 
the whey cure and hydropathy. 

The new RailwayB offer the most easy modes 
of ascent; for that from Yitznau, see page 59; and 
for that from Arth, see page 72. A pedestrian will 
prefer the walk up. For those who ride from 
the starting points at the bottom (mentioned 
below), a horse or mule costs 9 francs to the Kulm, 
besides 6 for the return by the same road, or 
9 francs by a dVftMracit Qinft\ «ft^«n& l<:ktV6A\A«^S to 8 
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francs vp, and 8} to 5 francs down, for each bearer. 
Gnidea (if hired) 6 francs a-day, for whieh they 
will carry 201b8. of luggage; boys may be got 
cheaper. A trinkgeld is expected. 

Besides the way up from Wiiggis (Z\ hours) 
which commands a constant view of the lake, there 
are rarions others, — from KUssnacht (Si hours), 
the Immen See (3f hours), Arth (4 hours), Gtoldau 
(S| hours). Lowers (3f hours), Greppen (3 hours), 
Yitznau (8i hours), Gersau (4} hours) ; all being 
bridle-paths, except Immen See, Greppen, and 
GersaiL Nearly all the paths meet at Rigistaffol 
(I hour) below the Kulm. 

On the road from Waggis, lies the Felsenthor 
Gate (two black rocks resting on a third), the 
crosses or stations of pilgrims, and the Kaltbad or 
hydropathic Institution, handsomely rebuilt since 
the fire of 1849, with a chapel and good hotel ; and 
1 stunde from it is the Kanzeli Cliff, with a fine 
view. But the most agreeable way is from Arth 
and Gtoldau where the view bursts upon you by 
surprise, and so descend by WHggis, having the 
noble lake under your eye all the way down. 
Supposing it to be by Arth, in the ascent you come 
to Unter DSchli Inn, where the thirteen stations or 
pilgrim chapels begin; further on is Ober Dachli, 
where a footpath (^ stunde shorter) divides off 
from the road. The latter leads to the Hospice of 
Maria asum Schnee (Our Lady of the Snow), a 
Capuchin House, founded 1618, to which pilgrimages 
are made, especially at the festivals of 22nd July, 
5th and 10th of August. And at J stunde above it, 
is the Staffel, where the roads unite. 

The JPro^xet takes in a splendid panorama of 
80 miles every way. To the north are the Zuger 
See (lake), the Albis Range, Egeri See, and the 
Black Forest of Suabia (Baden), far away in the 
hoiizoa beyond the Rhine. In the west, almost 
the whole Canton of Lucerne lies spread out, with 
the Sempacber See, Pilatus and his horns, the 
chain of the Jura, &c. Towards the south, the 
Lucerne Lake (immediately below) and its moun- 
tains, and above all, the long icy chain of the 
Bernese Oberland (Jungfrau, Fiusteraarhom, Ac.) 
and the St. Gothard Road. Finally, to the east are 
the TSdi, Glaruisch, and other Alpine peaks, and 
Schwys under the Mytheo. The changes oi 



colour on the lakes, and the rose tints of the distant 
glaciers, are remarkably beautiful. 

Green alps (*'.«. mountain pastures), and senn- 
htltten or cowherd*s huts are dispersed al)out on 
all sides. As many as 800 different plants may 
be gathered on the Rigi and on Pilatus. From here 
Prince Albert, before his marriage, sent the Queen, 
his cousin, a dried rose det Alpes^ with an album of 
views, which she still keeps among her treasures. 

Between Lucerne and Alpnach lies 

MONT PILATUS, 

So called from PUeatus, a cap, because the clouds 
settle over his head like one ; but the common story 
is (see ''Anne of Geierstein ") that Pontius Pilate, 
when banished by Tiberius to Gaul, found his way 
here, and in despair drowned himself in a lake at 
the top, formed by the melting of the snow. It is 
a striking limestone group, 80 miles long, much 
more wild and rugged than Rigi, and so attractive 
in many of its views and features as to draw a great 
number of visitors. The highest point, the Ober- 
haupt, is 6,965 feet. On accomit of its broken 
outline it is sometimes called Fracmout (uious 
fractus). 

The foot ascent should be made from Hcrgiswyl. 
A small inn stands at Brummeli, 1 hour from 
Hergiswyl; and at 3| hours is the lloiel Zum 
Klimsenhoni, built at the Klimseuhom, near 
the summit (15 or 10 minutes). 6,555 feet high. 
Another Hotel, the Bellevue, has been built 5 
or 6 minutes below the Esel, 6,960 feet high. 
There is a path from the Hotel Klimseuhom to 
one of the highest of the seven peaks, the Tomlis> 
horu (6,997 feet), which commands the best view, 
and is most beautiful in the moniing ; while that 
from £scl, the next, offers the finest evening 
prospect. 

The railway commences at Alpnach-Stad (see 
page 95) and passes through woods over the 
Wolfortbach, through the Wolfort Tunnel, next 
through two other short tunnels to the Aemsig* 
enalp, and finally passes through four tunnels up 
the steep side of the Esel to the Pilatuskulm, 
close to Hotel Bellevue and the now Hotel 
Pilatuskulm.

The road from Altorf, forming the shortest way 
from Germany to Italy, across Switzerland, was 
made 1820-32, by Miiller, of Altorf. It runs up 
along the eastern bank of the Renss, and is now 
superseded by the St. Oothard rail. 

The St.Ck>tliard Rail starts from Artb-Cfoldan 

<pagc 73) 17} miles from Lucerne, where the line 
from the nerth comes in, and pnsscs down Lake 
2ug, at the base of the Rigi, and Lake Lowerz to 
Brunncn, on Lake Lucerne. Thence to Fluelen, 
Altorf, and Erstfcld (5 miles from Fluelen, 1,668 
feet high}, up the Rcuss. Tliencc to Amsteg, and 
hy several tunnels and bridges to Gnrtnellen (8J 
cailes from Fluelen, 2,427 feet), and by zigzags 
across the Reuss, through Pfaffcnsprung Tunnel

(1872-80)^ and was handed OfTOr by the eontraetbrs 
1681. It la 9| miles ami 8ST yards Vang (16 to 26 
minutM); having its nerth end near GSschenon, 
3.639 feet above sea; iti aofnth end at Airolo, 3,767 
feet; and the middle 3,780 feet, or rather higher; 
thus making a slope each way for drahiage. From 
Airolo theaouth section winds down to Biasea, past 
eight tnnnels; and there are upwards of 20 tunnels 
along: the north approach at Axeabei^, Oelberg, 
Schiefemeck, Ac., besides those above mentioned, 
and several smaller ones. Hassagno Tunnel (924 
mitres)^ the last of 60, was made 1881 . Altogether 
there are 63 tunnels, forming a total of 24 milBs of 
tunnel work, including the Great Tunnel. It was 
made without shafts, the temperature being 100**; 
and though begun at both ends, the two borings 
eventually came together tcithin an inch — a 
triumph of modem engineering, which exceeds 
that of the Mont Cenis, and which will scarcely 
be excelled. 

At the Mont Cenls tunnel the two parts were 
one foot and a half from each other; and though 
shorter than the St. Gothard by 3,664 yards, it took 
six years more to complete it.

The chief village in the Ursem valley, 4,740 feet 
above the sea, with 711 inhabitants, and noted 
for its excellent cheese, honey, and red trout from 
the Oberaip See, a lake to the north-east, near the 
head of the Rhine, in the Grisons. The head of the 
Riione is not far off, to the south-west, beyond 
Reali>, in Ursemthal, and the Glaciers of Furka. 
Each of these famous streams may be reached by 
good roads from thia village, which stands under 
the Glacier of the GUrschen, or St. Anne's Moun- 
tain. Fine specimens of St. Gothard minerals arc 
got here. There is an old Church, with two or three 
chapels, a convent built 1688, and a hospital for 
poor travellers. Since the opening of the St. 
Gothard Railway, this place has been much fre- 
quented as a residence by consumptive patients. 
■From here the Oberaip Pass (6,732 feet), 7 miles, 
may be visited. Near the summit is the Oberaip 
See. Carriage to the top in 2 hourtf; easy walk 
back to the hotel. 
Ascending the valley, the road leaves it at 
HospenthaL Botds: Hotel Mcyerhof, with 
D^pendance ; Goldner Lowe. 

A little village of 800 population, where the two 

heads of the Rcuss join, under the Hiinerock, 4,8 10 

feet above the sea ; so called from a Hospice once 

here.

In Canton Ticino, or Tessin, a desolate gap in the 

ridge of the Helvetic Alps, 6,936 feet above the sea, 

but lower than four or five other Swiss passes, it is 

the Roman AdtUa^ and the centre of a group of 

mountains, some above 10,000 feet high, from 

which, within 8 or 10 miles of the Col, the Rhine,

To the west and south-west are Mutthom, 10,180;. 
the Ficndo, 8,890, with a wide prospect ; the Luzcn- 
dra 9,710; and Fibbia, 9,000. Prosa, 8,360 feet, 
is on the north. These arc surrounded by seventeen 
valleys, oiglit glaciers, and above thirty lakes, one 
only of which (Luzendro) contains fish. 

Not far below the highest point of the Pass are 
the Hospice and the Hdtel du Mont Prosa, with a 
Telegraph Office. 

The old Hospice, built 1374, by the abbots of 
Dissentis, was ruinca by the French when they 
encamped here, 1799 ; the new one, close to it, is a 
strong roomy building. It is fitted to stand the 
storms and avalanches of winter, which last 
eight or nine months, and during which snow 
often lies SO to 40 feet deep. It is now a 
meteorological station. Close by is the Hotel du 
Mont Prosa and its d^pendance, the Albergo del San 
Gottardo. About 15,000 people formerly passed 
over in the year; in winter, carriages, <fec., were car- 
ried over on slc:lges, and strong houses of refuge 
are stationed licrc and there on both sides of 
the pass. Average yearly temperature SO", or 
25* below that of Milan, 20* below London, and 2" 
below the North Cape. The Italian part of the road 
was guarded by towers built by the Lombard 
Khigs. On this side of the Alps (still in a 
Swiss canton) the road, about 18i feet broad, 
descends in zigzag terraces, past where Suwarrow 
defeated the French, through the once fearful 
Val Tremola, which gives name to a mineral stono 
found here, Tremolite. Then through Val Bcdrctto, 
past St. Anne's Chapel and Piotella Forest, to 
AIROLO; German, £rtVi«. 
Inn: Post; Airolo; desAlpes; Lombard!. 
An Italian village on tlie Ticino, with a Lom- 
bard Castle (II Castello) of the eighth century. The 
Canton of Ticino, or Tessin, is Italian and Koman 
Catholic, with a population of 126,946 to 1,100 
square miles of moimtain and valley. Many of 
the people emigrate yearly to Lombardy, Germany, 
Ac, as porters, masons, glaziers, chocolate makers, 
barometer sellers, and such like; and ii was about 
8,000 of this quiet and industrious class, who in 1863, 
without warning, were driven back to their homes 
by the oi^resslve government which then ruled 
ki Austrian Italy. 

Paths lead lieueo up the Ticino, throujjh Val 
Bedretto over the glaciers of the Nufenen Pau to 
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the Rhftne; by Val Plora, over the Lukmanier, to 

Dissentis in the Orisons; and by the Tnrba into Val 

liayizzara. Qoing down the valley, here called the 

Livinenthal or Val Leventina, after the Lepontina 

of the Romans, and acquired by the Forest Cantons 

after the battle of Giomlco, you pass the narrow 

defile of Dazio Grande, a striking pass under the 

Monte Piottino, about 1 mile long, crossing three 

bridges to the German Pfaid^ or 

FaldO (Stat).— Several hotels. A village of 
900 hihabitants, where vines, chestnuts, and mul- 
berry trees begin to appear (2,390 feet above sea). 
It has an old abbey and a fine waterfall. There 
are several pretty cascades between here and the

Now the only capital of Canton Ticino^ and a fine 

looking old walled town on the Ticino, the passage 

of which it commands.

La Torreta stone bridge, 714 feet long, on 14 arches 

crosses the river; and there is a strong dam built 

by the French, hi Francis I.'s time, to keep out the 

floods.

CasteliQ (jlrande 

(which replaces, some say, a fort by jCassar), isnow 

a prison and arsenal, and commands a.4ine view. 

The Parish Church has a marble font, luid some 

bas-reliefs at the altar. There are also a^ new 

theatre, built 1847; the Government buildings. 

formerly an Urs^line Convent; and St. , Blaise 

(Biaggio) old church. Among the points of view 

■ around are the Churches of Garasso^ Convent, 

Gorduno, and Daro. Near the Moeaa is\Arbedo, 

where 24,000 Milanese defeated 3,000 Swiss, 1422. 

slaughtering 2,000, who are buried in the graveyard 

of the Chiesa rosa church. From here a rail (25 

miles) runs vid Oadenazso (Stat.), and .ICagE- 

dino (Stat.), at the north end of Lago Maggiore, 

and near the mouth of the Ticino, to Luino (StKt.) 

on Lago Maggiore. Luino is a deli^tful summer 

resort, with three good hotels, in .a beautiful 

situation. Much silk is spim in Uie district. The 

direct line to Como goes on to 

GlUbiasCO, ftwd its two churches, near the mouth 
of Val Morobbia, up which there is a way over 
Jorisberg to Lake Como. At Giubiasco, the line to 
Luino, on Lake Maggiore (mentioned above), parts 
off with a branch to Locarno, on the north side of 
the same lake (see next page).

In a pretty spot, a little above which 600 
Swiss of the Forest Cantons defeated 14,000 of the 
Milanese, in the winter of 1478, and obtained a 
footing in the Ticinese territory. It stands 1,180 
feet above the sea, and has a Lombard tower, with 
the ancient Churches of Sta. Maria di Castello and 
S. Niccolo, in the same early Lombard style. The 
fine Falls of Baroglia and Cramosina are at hand. 
Two paths lead into the Val Yerzasca. Still de- 
scending by Bodio and PoUeggio, you cross the 
Blegno, which joins here, to 

Biasca (Stat.)— /nn: Unione; Railway Res- 
taurant) — in that part of the Ticino called Val 
Riviera, where the road from Olivone and the 
Lukmanier Pass comes in. Above it is the Pil- 
grim Chapel of St. Petronella. An earthquake, 
in 1512, caused a landslip and the formation of 
a lake, which burst a few years after. In the 
forests of Personico, on the other side of the 
river, are glass works. The timber in this 
mountainous country, where land carriage is impos- 
sible, is sent down the valleys by companies of men, 
called borratori (from the borra or borre, trunks of 
trees), by a plan which is also employed elsewhere. 
An artificial trough, called sovenda, is made, and 
carried from point to point as far as they desire to 
go. Water is then poured down, which, freezing, 
makes a perfectly smooth way ; and at a signal from 
the top, which the men who are stationed along the

Bragg (not to be confounded with Brnck or 
Broc, in Fribourg Canton) is named from the 
bridge over the Aare, near its junction with the 
Beass and Limmat. Near it is the Roman Vin- 
donissGf (now Windisch), formerly one of the most 
important stations in Helvetia, where traces of an 
aqueduct, amphitheatre, Ac, have been noticed. 
It is a pleasant little town (population, 1,£00) 
with old walls and towers, and belonged to the 
house of Habtburg or Haptburg, whose old historic 
Castle is near at hand (see below). From hence 
Duke Albrecht or Albert set out 1853, to the siege 
6f Ztlrich ; the Bernese took it, 1415, and it was 
burnt by Hans von Falkenstein and his knights, 
1444. Zimmermann, who wrote the ** Pleasures 
of Solitude," Frickhart, and the chroniclers, Eglof 
and Etterlin, were natives. 

ExGussiONS may be made to the Botzberg (1^ 
stunde), with its fine view of the Alps, and the cornu 
ammonis fossils ; to Wlldegg and its Castle (2| 
stunden) ; the Gislifluh (S^ stunden) ; Aarau (4 
stunden), all up the A are (see page 66). Down the 
river is Rein or Reis, with another good view from 
its church, aiid a light bridge over the stream. 
Going again up the Aare (4 miles), is Habsburg 
or SClllnziiacll, near the noted Sehinznach Bcid 
(Bath), an excellent watering-place, with warm 
sulphur springs (temperature, 88*), and cheap and 
ample accommodation at the great Bath House, 
in a temperate spot among forests. It is both 
bathed in and drunk; is useful in gout, diseases 
of the skin and glands, but beingrather stimulating, 
it must be taken with caution. The church has a 
monument to General Von Erlach. 

Visit the Castles of Brunegg and Wildenstein, 

but especially tho old keep of HabSburg (Hawk's 

Castle), on the Wttlpelsberg (1,820 feet above the 

sea), built 1020, by Rudolf of Habsburg, ancestor 

of the house of Austria.

Hotels: In the town, Waage; Bahnhof. At 
the Baihs, Neue Kuranstalt; Schiff; Blume; 
Schweizerhof; Bar; Ochs; Frcihof; Verenahof; 
Limmathof. 

Population, 8,887. The most celebrated watering 
place in Switzerland, the Roman Vietu Thennarum^ 
or Thermm HelwticsR. It was laid waste by Cajcina ; 
but rebuilt and fortified by the Austrian princes, 
whose large old Castle, called the Stein zu Baden 
(Rock at Baden) still stands in ruhis above the 
town, and the Pass of the Limmat on which it lies. 
It was here (at the Rathhaus), tlie preliminaries 
of the Peace of Utrecht were signed 1712. The 
nineteen sulphur Springs, 20 minutes' distance, 
are divided into Kleine and Grossc Bader; the 
Great Baths, on the west side of the ruin 
being most esteemed, the others are used by the 
peasants. Temperature, 1C6 to 126 degrees; and 
the daily supply most abundant for the bathers, 
besides great quantities of salt and gypsum. The 
best is the Verenabad, with an oaken figure 
of St. Verena, which some take to be a statue 
of Isis; Freibad is near it, in a large square; 
Quelle is another; Armenbad, for the poor; and 
all, though lower than Ztlrich Lake, ore 1,090 feet 
above the sea. As many as 14,000 or 16,000 visitors 
use them, for gout, rheumatism, scrofula, diseases 
of the skin and glands, palsy, crooked limbs, old 
wounds. There are here a hospital, theatre. Ca- 
puchin Convent, iK. Among the walks are those 
on the Limmat and Matte; fine views from tlic 
Krensberg, Staffelbeig, and TAofeUkAllei:, aod

Railway.— At Zttrleh there is railway commu- 
nication with Basle (68 miles direct, vid Brugg), 
Berne (vid the Entlibuch), Zug, Lucerne, Wesen, 
Olaruff (48 miles direct), St. Gall, Coire, Wlnter- 
thur, Schaffhausen, Singen (44 miles direct, vid 
Etzweiler), and Constance (65 miles direct). (Sea 
Brad^utuiU Continental Guide). For acontinu*- 
tion of the Central Swiss lina, to Coire, vid Ri^per- 
schwyl, and Rsigatz, see Route 24. 

A prosperous commercial town, capital of the 
Canton, seat of the Great Council, Unirerslty; 
Ac., where the Swiss Diet (Yorort) meets in turn 
with Benie and Lucerne. It stands 1,360 feet abore 
the sea, at th6 bottom of the ZUrich See, where the 
Limm'at, crossed by five bridges, runs out of it to 
the Aar. The Grosse Stadt, on Ziirichberg, is the 
oldest fMt, with narrow streets, and high middle- 
age houses. Long, broad, beautifully shaded 
quays stretch round both banks of the river and 
the lake. Since the ramparts were pulled down, 
whole snbnrbs have sprung up, so that no town in 
Switzerlanid, tseept Omtan, hn made gT«at«T 
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progreerinboildlDgimprovemants. The town now 
lies between the Ziirichberg and the Uetliberg. 
One of the best views of it is from the Btbrgii 
Grounds, a little west of the town; another from- 
the Katsbastlon, or " Katze " Gardens; or from the 
Lindenhof below the second bridge on the Limmat, 
once the site of a Roman CasteUum. Grand 
panoramic view from the Quaibriicke. Hoh& 
Promenade, with statue of Naegell. 

It wap the seat of the Tigurfm^ in Roman timet 
called IHtricum; and joined the Confederation, 1861. 
It was burnt in the civil dissensions in 1444. 
Zwingli here opposed the sale of relics, 1618 ; here 
Coverdale printed the English Bible, 1636; and 
here the famous Helvetic Confession of Faith was 
first published by the Swiss reformers, in 166tf. 
Massena beat the Russians here in 1799. It is one 
of the centres of the silk and cotton manufactures, 
and of the trade with Germany and Italy; while it 
is renowned as a seat of learning. Keller, FUssli, 
Escher, Hoffmann, Gayer, Gcssner, Meyer, Werth- 
miiller, Pestalozzi, Lavater, Ac, have taught here. 

Two yearly commercial fairs are held at Whitsun- 
tide and the middle of September. When the early 
Protestants who were driven out of Locarno, on 
the south side of the Alps, settled here in 1688, 
they introduced the manufactures and spirit of 
enterprise for which the town has ever since beea 
distinguished. In March, 1871, a riot was got up- 
here by the French refugees, who attacked the 
Germans while celebrating the peace in the Town 
Hall. 

Among the public buildings, the most remarkable 
is the Gross Miinster, built about 988, with a 
transept, in the simple Byzantine or round-areh 
style, curiously carved. One tower is called Charle- 
magne's, who they say founded a college here. 
Ulrlch Zwingli (whose house is still pointed out), 
preached the Reformation here, 1619-81; opposite is 
the old Frauenmiinster or Nunnery, founded 853-79. 

The Prediger or Holy Ghost Church, built 1280, 
has a choir 76 feet high; St. Peter's has a good 
tower and clock. The old Wiisserkirche (Water- 
church) near the Miinster Bridge formerly used. 
as a tradhig hall, is (with the Helmhaus, insti^

There are two can'iage roudH; one round the 
foot of Albis (a ridge on the west of Ztirlch Lake), 
by Albisrieden and Bonstettcn to Knonau; the 
other over the Albis itself, and much to be pre- 
ferred, on account of the noble panorama it 
commands. Taking the latter, you keep near the 
lake till you cross the Sihi at Adliswyl, when 
the zigzag ascends to the Albis Inn (2,400 feet 
above the sea) which ofTers a fine prospect ; but 
better views are obtained from the Uetliberg 
(as above), and Hochwachc or Watch Tower on 
the Schnabelbcrg (2,890 feet), further on. The 
view takes in Suabia to the north ; Ztirich Lake, 
cte., below; and, to the south Rigi, Pilatus, Zug 
I^ke, with the Jungfrau and •ther snowy peaks 
behind. From this the direct road to Zug leads 
)>y Albisbrunn hydropathic establishment, and 
llausen, to Cappel or Kappel, bo called from a 
convent Chapel here, and famous as the spot where 
the Zttrichers were defeated and Zwingli fell, in 
the religious war of 1681 — now marked by a stone 
pillar. Further i n are Baar and Zug; but follow- 
ing the Lucerne road down the Albis, you come

>^'ut fur froui which is Lungcm or Iscmbcrg, 
where part of a tcn<plc to leis, and many Roman 
coins were found, 1741. 

Here the direct road proceeds up the Reuss, by 
G.*8likcrbrtick(>, Dicriken, Ac, to Lucerne, about 
11 miles. Leaving this at Wolfgang, we come to 
Cham (Stat.) the establishment of the Anglo- 
Swiss Milk Company, on the Zugcr See, and Zug. 

Diligence froai Cham to Staubing, and to 
WaldmUnchen. 

The second way to Zug, as above, from Ztirich, 
is to take the Ktcumcr to Horgen (Stat.) — Jnn»: 
Schwan; Lowe; SchUtzcnhaus-whenceomnibuses 
run to Zug (2i hours). Or you may walk to Zug, 
and take a boat on the lake to Arth, and then walk 
up the Kigi. Opposite Uorgen is Meilen« where 
Mr. John Aejtpli, schoolmaster here, was the first 
to discover (1854) the Lake Dwellings, described 
in Dr. Keller's work. Zug can also be reached by 
omnibus from Wiidensweil on the Zurich Lake. 
From Horgen you cross the Albis, to 

SiUbrilcke, so culled from the covered bridge 
over the Sihl, burnt 1847, hi the Sonderbund war. 
Then by Baar to 

ZUG (Stat) 

Inns: Hirsch; Ochs; Belle Vue; Falk; Krone; 
LSwe. 

Capital of Canton Zug (the smallest of all), on a 
Lake of the same name, in a fruitful country, with 
a fine view of the Rigi, Pilatus, the aiowy Bernese 
peaks, &c. It is an ancient walled town, with 
5,161 population (Catholic) and six churches. The 
Canton (C4 square miles; population, 23,128), 
joined the Confederation, 1352. 

At St. Oswald's Church (so called after King 
Oswald of Northumbria) is an altarpiece by ('. 
Brandcnberg, and several carved statues. Sf. 
MichaeV* has a gay churchyard, full of fcilt 
crosses, &c., and a well-stocked bone house, in 
which the skulls of the departed are all catalogued. 
Some of those grim relics are to be seen oven in 
the houses. The Capuchin Church, on Zugev- 
berg, among vbieyards and orchards, commands 
a fine view from its tower. The Knrhans, at 
Feftettrgg, on this lillU U a^Jl'lA Vt^^XJvs^. "^^T^ 
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the bio j(J of Landanfimann Collin and his sons, who 
fell at Bcliiuzona, 1422, against the Milanese; a 
uiomurial to another of the family who died on the 
field of Cappd, stands on the Platz. In the old 
gl&oitxy Bad Hans arc specimens of stained glass, 
by Mtiller, of Zug, and a map of the Canton. 
There are &\so the new Cantonal Buildings ; the 
Xouf fauenstcin International and Commercial In- 
stitute(anoxcelldntone); Gymnasium and College; 
Schtitzenhaus (shooting gallery), Wikart's collec- 
tion of natural objects, a clock foundry, Ac. 
Among the peculiar customs here are the festive 
meals, called Nachbarmahler. One mile above 
Zug are the new and completely equipped Kuran- 
stalten, Felsenegg, and Schonfels. In June, 1887, 
several newly-constructed quays and about twenty 
houses, suddenly sunk into the lake. 

About 4 miles south-east is the primitive valley 
of the Bgeii, at the bottom of the small Egeri 
See or lake, which, hemmed in by mountahis, is 
2,370 feet above the sea, and well stocked with 
fish. A great fair is held in October, at Ober 
Egeri, which with Unter Egeri presents many 
picturesque Alpine sites. One path leads over 
the mountains, by St. Just's Chapel and Altmatt, to 
Elnsladeln (8 miles), now a Station (page 74); 
another up tiic edge of the lake to Morgarten 
(8 miles, p. 74), where the first battle for Swiss 
liberty was fought, 1315. In the neighbourhood 
are the Frauenthal and its old nunnery, and 
Oberweil, both on the shore of the lake. Water 
excursions may be made to Immensec (in the 
upper part of the lake), and, by the Vierwald- 
statter See, to Lucerne. Those who wish to 
make pedestrian journeys by tlic Rigi, through the 
43eniese Oberland and Oberhasli-thal to the Furka 
and Grimsel Passes into the St. Gothard, will find 
this a good place for engaging guides. Distances 
from Zug on foot, to Ziirich, 5 hours.; to Lucerne, 
5 (both may be reached by rail); to Egeri and 
Morgarten, 3. 

This LAKE OF ZUO, or Zuger See, 

is 1,360 feet above the sea, 9 miles long, 1 to 2^ 
broad, and 600 feet deep, at St. Adrian's Chapel. 
It has not such (feasant shores as many of the 
Swiss lakes, still it makes a strikhig picture, 
esj>eeially from Cape Kiemen ; a point about the 
m/fM/o ^f/" tA» west Mide, where the Obene& or 



upper lake begins, opposite ft fall and Walchwyl 
Castle. Some of the best carp in the comitry are 
caught, often OOlbs. weight; besides good trout 
and pike. Steamers run daily; the landing places 
being Arth (see below), Walchwyl, and Immensee 
(Hotel du RighiX near which is the HoMe Gasse 
(hollow way) where Tell is said to have secreted 
himself when he shot Gessler. 

Soon after leaving Zug the wooded Pllatus 
appears, to the south-west; the huge pyramid- 
shaped Rigi to the south, rising out of the lake ; 
the Rossberg and Steinerberg, to the south^^ast, 
with the Ross-stock and the Mythen of Schwyz 
behind, a bare red pile, 6,244 feet above the 
sea; the trees on which were entirely burnt by 
fire in 1800. The high road from Zug runs 
along the east side of the lake past Walchwyl and 
St. Adrian's, and around the foot of the Rossberg. 
Near St. Adrian's, a stone marks the spot where, in 
1315, the Ritter Heinrich von Hiinenberg shot an 
arrow from the Austrian into the Swiss camp, with 
these words on it, ^^HUtet euch am St. Otmart- 
abend am Morgarten^'" (Look out, on St. Otmar's 
evening, on Morgarten), a friendly warning which 
secured the victory. Both arrow and bow are 
shown at 

ABTH. 
which stands at the head of Lake Zug, under the 
Rigi. A Bail was opened 1875 from here to the 
top, past the stations of OberarUi. Goldau, 
Kri&bel, Bi£l-X158terli. lUgi-^taffel, and 

Rlgl-Kulm (/fo/e<*— see p. 60). The Rigi can be 
conveniently jMeended from here on foot. The 
descent by rail can bo made to \^tzxiau (see pages 
69-60), on the other side. 

Hotels: Adler; Rigi; SchlUssel. 

A town of Canton Schwyz, with 2,539 popula- 
tion, in a fine spot, whence The Rigi is ascended 
from this side. The public fountain is a single block 
of granite. St. George's Church, built 1694, has a 
silver bowl, which belonged to Charles the Bold. 
At the Capuchin Convent, are some old works 
relating to Swiss history, Baumaim's reliefs of the 
Rossberg landslip are also to be seen. The valley 
lies among the mountains of breccia or conglo- 
merate, called nagelfluh by the Germans, and plum- 
pudding stone in Englisli. Of sudi the Rigi, 
SteinerlMrg, and Rossberg are-chiefly composed. 
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IMtli: Rilull; Hotel Hedleer. 
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red rock, th« ascent of which is easy ani snfe, 
commands a beautiful Panorama of tlie Frohnalp, 
Umi, Schcideggp, Rigi, Rossberg, Haclccn, Ac, all 
within a short distance; the last having a path 
over to Einsiedein (10 miles north-north-east). 
Other charming points are the Sagcnmatt and 
Tschiitschi Hermitage. Up the Muotta-thal (5 
stunden long), is an ancient Franciscan Convent, 
almost depopulated by the plague in 1288, and 
again in 1590. It was along this valley that 
Suwarrow and the Russjian army marched against 
the French in September, 1799. He was victorious 
in a desperate encounter, but had to retire before 
fresh French troops, and cross the Pragel into the 
Fanix-thal. See Ruutc 26, page lU. 

ExoorsiOllS may be made to the Chapel at 
Wylen, with a view over the Vierwaldstatter See; 
to Bdtiisberg overlooking the Unier See, and 
abowiding with fine views; also to Seelisberg 
Kulm; the Sonnenbcrg, and Rigl-Scheideck; 
the last a bathing-place and whey-cure, in a healthy 
and attractive situation, not farfrom theRigi Kulm. 
These excursions may also (perhaps preferably) 
be made from Brnnnen, page 60. 

Schwsrz to EinsledellL— There are two ways 
—first, by a path (10 miles) up the Alpthal, and 
over the llacken (4,570 feet high), with a fine 
prospect of the Lake of Lucerne, the Rigi, ^c. 
Second, by diligence along the road (17 miles) 
in 3 hours. It passes StOilLeil, the birth-place of 
StaufiFacher, a companion of William Toll, bom at 
a house now marked by an old chapel. Then 
Sattel, on a ridge, near Lake Egeri; and Rothkk- 
THURM, from which Morgarten may be visited as 
below. Then Altmatt; followed by Bibrrbruck, 
from wliich Einsiedein is 3 miles distant, past 
several *' stations" for the pilgrims to stop at. 

EINSIEDELN (Stat.), the *aiermitagc.'* 
Also accessible by rail from Wadensweil. 

Hotels: Pfau; Sonne; Drei Kunige; Adler; 
Schwan ; and many more of one kind or another. 

The village is large and well-built, in a valley, 

among the mountains, in Canton Schwyz 2,890 

feet above the sea, with a population of 8,512. Its 

chief attraction is the famous Benedictine Abbey, 

yoaatftfd gej, hy St. MeinraA; very rich, and visited 

r^Mf/jr byjjfo^ooo devotees from all parts of the 



Continent. It was originally founded in the 
9th century. As it stands, it forms a handsome 
square pile, 450 feet by 419, with gardens and 
offices attached; rebuilt for the seveilh time, 
1 704-19, some parts of the old Abbey being retained. 
Its abbots maintained priuce'y state, and wore 
usually of noble birth; next to St. Gall it was the 
richest In Switzerland. The French plundered it, 
1798. A large Church with two bell towers. Includes 
the Sanctuary or Marien Kapelle (Mary Cliapel) 
rebuilt 1817; 22 feet by 21, and 17 high, and covered 
inside and out with marble, and ex-voto offerings of 
all descriptions. A splendid black marble image of 
the Virgin adorns it. There are also a magnificent 
high altar;anupperandalowcrchoir, many frescoes 
paintings, and statues over the ten side altars and 
dome; many confessionals besides the Abbey libra ry 
of 26,000 volumes, and collections of painting;), 
minerals, coins, and engravings, &c.; to which add 
the Mutter-Gottes Brunnen (Mother of God 
Spring) in the Square, with its image and fourteen 
jets, surrounded by forty-four shops for the sale of 
relics, images, medals, pictures, &c. The trade in 
these is so considerable that one house employs 
several dozen presses, and more than 700 work- 
men. 

Zwingli was parson here, 1515, and began the 
Swiss Reformation by preaching against indul- 
gences and pilgrimages. The present abbot, styled 
Abbot of Zug, is superior of his Order in Switzer- 
land. The brethren are intelligent and cultivated, 
good musicians, affable to strangers, and not bound 
by strict vows. An annual fair takes place on the 
14th September. 

To the south-west, on the Schwyz Road i*? 
Rothenthurm (Red Tower), already mentioned, wit h 
its church; and south-west of this, a little off the 
road, at the head of Lake Egeri, is the famous field 
of Morgaxton (see page 72), where Leopold of 
Austria and his 20,000 men at arms were defeated 
by 1,200 Swis«, in November, 1315. A chapel 
stands on the spot. Here also Aloys Reding, the 
descendant of a family which sprang from Biber- 
egg, routed the French under General Schauen- 
berg, 1798. 

BlOhtenweil (Stat.) in Route 24, on the 
Lake of Zttrich, is about 6 miles to the north-west 
of Einsiedein.

fulgurajirango — (j.«., I summon the living, weep (or 
the dead, and break the force of the llghtningX wh loll 
suggested Schiller's famous song, " Das Lied von der 
Glocke." See also Longfellow's " Golden Legend." 
St. Johann is a large 12th century Gothic chnn*h. 
There are alto a Rathhaus, Hospital, (College. 
Gymnasium, and se%*eral Libraries. That belunghig 
to the town (Stadtblbliothek) contains rare prinu 
and the books and MSS. of John Miiller, the 
historisn, a native, whose monument is on the 
FUsenstaub Road close to the town; also a mu- 
seum of shells, insects, minerals. Ac, and a model of 
the ingenious wooden bridge over the river of oiir> 
arch, 864 feet »i)an, supported by a Mingle pll lar, wh ii'li 
the Freiuh general Oudhiot burnt 17tft). Another 
library is at the Minster. The Imthumcum hai ii 
collection of paintings and engravings, es|NH:la ly 
rich in works of native art. Agricultural, Bible, 
and other societies exist here. In 1864-64 a weir 
was constructed on the river, and tlie p<iiver 
obUined by the fall was var^ vj«5ftM&'!^V\^«S'i«^^'^*" 
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Among the-pointt of rkm aboct, an the Mtt- 
noth, fichiMa^U, Hohmflah, Hof Wydlen (in the 
eroning), tb» Mfihl«nthal, Lohn (from the Panon- 
age); F&MiistMib (Quarry and Qarden, Sefaweisen- 
bild Chalk Works, in the Freadentbal; Qrieeba^, 
on the Hdchranden (S| stnnden), which i> the last 
flbhoot of the Jura- chain (about 3,000 feet above 
the «ea), affording- a noble riew of the Black Forest 
and the Alpe, to Hanenthal and the fine ruins at 
the ffoheniuid (2,170 feet), belonging to Wiirt- 
temberg. But the chief attracticm is the Oreat 

Fall of the Blilne, at Laufen, or Nevliaiisen 

(Stat.), 2 miles lower down, walk across the 
railway bridge; another way, on the Ztlrich side, 
passes through Feuerthalen. A boat may be bad 
from SchlSsschen Wbrth, which brings you sud- 
denly upon the Fall, landing you under Lavfen 
Cat^ (Scliloss), on a wooded rock, where the artist 
Bleuler formerly lived. From a little balcony, 
l)uilt out right over the Fall, yon have a mag- 
nificent view of the whole mass of rushing waters, 
which are here 300 feet broad, and tumble down 
■50 to 80 feet. One is so near that the grallery 
sliakes from the concussion. The balcony is 1,864 
feet above the sea, or 184 feet above the bottom 
of the fall. There are two or tlu-ee other points 
of view in the Scliloss grounds. Admission 1 franc. 
Three or four heads of rocks serve to divide ihe 
fall, one of these may be reached in a boat from 
Worth C'asde, on the other side, where you may 
enjoy a picture of the whole scene in a camera 
obscura (f franc). The passage is quite safe. 

-< )tlier points of view are the Pfarrgarten (Parson- 
age), the cliff behind Neuhausen Mill, and Weber's 
Hotel (a distant one) on a narrow part of the river. 
The best time of day is 8 a.m. or 3 p.m., when the 
Aim's rays form beautiful rainbows in the spray; 
the Volume of- water Is greatest In June and July, 
when the glaciers begin to melt. A spray cloud is 
seen constantly hovering over the spot, and, on 
H still night, the roar is heard for leagues. A 
striking effect is then produced by the glare of 
iron forges across the stream ; the moonlight view 
is also fine. The traveller should stay a night at 
Nenhausen or Daohsen, the former being the most 
usaal and convenient aleepiag-place. Boats are

Steamers almoat daily, up to C^ n sU n ea, in 5 
hours; the descent is in half the time. 

The Canton, lying north of the Rhine, covers 
about 153 square miles, with a population of 37,876, 
nearly all Protestants and German-qMaking. Large 
quantities of cherries are grown for kirschwasser. 
or cherry brandy. 

From Schaffhausen, on the Constance Road, 
you pass Paradies, formerly a Convent, near a 
ferry en the river; and that of Catharlnenthal, 
now a hospital, founded thirteenth oontury; then 
DiessenllOfen (Jnn: AdlerX in Canton Thurgau, 
where the French crossed 1st May, 1800. Pro- 
testants and Catholics use the same church. 

Stein (Stat.) 

Inns: Sonne; Rabe. 

A small, prettily-seated town, mostly on the north 
(or Schaffhausen) side of the Rhine, here crossed 
by a bridge 148 feet long to Burg. Above it is 
Hohenklingen Castle, with a noble prospect. 
Several houses have old fresco paintings outside ; 
and there are some curious specimens to be seen at 
the Abbey of St. George, built 1516, with niched 
figures In the windows. The watchman, when he 
cries two o'clock, chants out "N5ch a wyl" (Noch 
elne welle), or, Tet a while; In remembrance of a 
plot in the Mth century to give up the place to the 
enemy, this being the watch-word. It was over- 
heard by a cobbler who gave the alarm, and thus 
saved the town. To the east of it is Ochnhigen 
Hill, where many fossils have been found ; as well 
as at the Randen Mountain, 3,700 feet high. Pass 
Blammem (Stat).— /ntu: Ochs, at the station, to 
Steckbom (Stat).— /nn«: LSwe; Krone; Sonne. 
It has traces of Roman walls, with a Church and 
an old tower ; and stands on that part of the Rhine 
which forms the Unter-See, or Lake ot Tell, or 
lower Lake of Constance, one arm of which runs up 
to Radolfzell, on the Baden side. Close to it is Itt- 
nangy where Mesmer, the godfather of mesmerism, 
was bom. Many old castles are seen on the hills 
here. In the middle is Relchenau Island (belonging 
to Baden), 3 miles long, with a suppressed Benedic- 
tine Abbey, founded 807, in which Charlee the Fat 
was burted, %8fe. IX. N» ^iwwwd^irtttk. xineirards and 
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OMtle, a nUn, bonit 16M; Bal^nattto on a 
MU ; AraitBb«rf , which betoDfed to Quttui 
HortttBM (who died here, 1840), «nd h«r ion, 
NapolMD III. ; now the property of the SmprtM 
Buckie ; Sngeuberg, above Salcnitein, built by 
Bogbne Beauhamais, Hortease's brother; and 
WolfibMrg, near Srmatlllfeil (Btal) A little 
further is GottUoben Castle, at the top of the lake, 
where John Hnss (hi 1414), Pope John XXIII. 
(1415, before his deposition), and Jerome of 
Prague (1416-16) were Imprisoned by the ooancil 
sitting at Constance; which is 8 miles farther, 
and belongs to Baden. 

Constanoe (Stat.) ; Qerman, Xonstani. 

/fUM; Konstanserhof, on the Lake, Insol (or 
Island) Hotel, on the Lake. Hotel du Brochet 
(Hecht Hotel), Halm; Badischerhof ; Krone; 
Ankor; Schiff. Hotel de TAigle d*Or. 

Population, 14,601. A decayed imperial city and 
bishopric, just over the Swiss border, now tlie head 
of a eircle in Baden Dudiy, in a charming spot, at 
the bottom of the lake of Constance or Boden Sec ; 
where the Rhine flows out towards the lower lake, 
turning the largo mills on the long, carved, wooden 
bridge which crosses it to Poterhauson Fort. It 
was the Roman Oannod(n^m, and afterwards called 
Costnitx; joined to Austria 1S49, and given up to 
Baden 1810. But the most important historical 
event belonging to it, is the great church Council 
held here 1414-18, which depose<i throe popes (all 
reigning together) and chose instead Martin V. 
who dissolved it. It also sent to the stake Jolin 
Huss (in spite of the Emperor Sigismund's safe 
eonduct) and his disciple, Jerome of Pragrne, nnd 
oondemned Wyeliffc. Sigismund here made a treaty 
of peace with the Swiss, 1474, as his ancestor Fre- 
derick I. did with the Lombards, 1183 (in a house 
now roplace<l by the Cnf^ Barbarossa). 

Most of the houses are bt the sixteenth century, 
but some are much older, and so give the town an 
ancient, though deserted look. Tlie fine old Gothic 
Mttnster or Cathedral was built about 1052, and re- 
built in the IGth century, and has two towers, 
oaken doors carved with the sufferings of Christ 
(1470X a mosaic pavement, sixteen pillars in the 
nave, of a single block each, a splendid altar, and

windows in the Chapter House. Tliey show tho sput 
where Huss stood (1416) when condemned to tho 
flames. At this period he was confined in thr 
Dominican or Minorite Convent, now an hotel on 
the lake; it has the tomb of Emanuel Cliryso- 
loras, 1414. The place where he suffered (flth 
July), and Jerome of Prague after him (1416), is 
at Briihl close by. He first lodged, protected by 
the safe conduct, in a house in Paul-street, 
marked by a bust over the door. 

The Council held its meetings in the old Kauf- 
haus or ftierchanVs Hall (built 1388), where a 
collection of antiquities and relics may be seen, 
including tlie martyr's Bible, his serge coat, a 
model of his dungeon, and a copy of tlie " Dance of 
Death." At Wessenberg Haus, is a collection of 
paintings and interesting books. There are a 
Town Hall, the Stadt Ranzlei, (built 1093), where 
the archives are kept ; College at Petershansen, 
Convent, Hoipital, Ac. Rosgarten Museum of 
antiquities and natural history. St. Stephen's 
Gothic Church (15th century) has some good 
sculptures. 

Promenades on tho Mttnster flats and Haffendaui : 
to Kreuallngen Abbey (now a hospital) which lias 
above 1,000 carved figures in bas-reliefs of Xiw 
sufferings of Christ ; Miinstcrlingen Abbey a 
little south; and to tho beautiful Island of 
Hainan, about 5 miles north (opposite Miirsburg). 
a sort of Isola Bella, covered with terraces, and 
Joined to the main land l)y a bridge 060 feet long. 
It is now tlie property of the Grand Duke of 
Baden ; from tho castle (formerly a commandcry 
of tho Teutonic knights) there is a splendid view 
over the whole lake. Tho arm of it aLH>vu thi» 
island, called Ueberlinger See, leads up past the 
old imperial city of UaaicaLiNGiiK (with a tine 
cathedral church 300 feet high, a wedlwval room 
at tho Katliliaus, and mineral springs) to Ludwigs- 
hofen. 

Railway toZiirieli.SchalTliauseu, Cuire, St. (Jail. 
Strasburg, Frankfort, &c.\ and to Romansliorn and 
Rorschach, vi& Kreuzlingen, &e. Sec Route 32. 

Stkamkus down the Rhine to Suhaffhausen; and 
on tho lake to Ludwigshof en ; Friodrlch»UAiL<«Aiv 
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for the Tyrol ; to Rheineck, where the upper Rhine 
falls In near Buchberg, and its prospect; Rorschach, 
Romanshom and Arbon, the old Arbor Felix. 

The Lake, called Boden 866 (from Bodmen 
Castle, at the upper end) by the Germans, and Locus 
Brigantinui (from the Brigantii) by the Romans, is 
About 40 miles long, and 2 to 8 broad; 1,300 feet 
above the sea; 830 feet deep; rather flat on the 
north side, but full of cultivated scenery; subject, 
however, to sudden squalls and risings. Trout, 
salmon, pike, fowl, Ac.y are abundant. The Lake is 
common to the five surrounding states. It was 
frozen over in 1830 and 1830, when there was 
skating from Bregenz to Lindau. 

The Road from Schaffhausen to ZUricli is as 
under: — 

(a) To Eglisau 4 stunden; Biilacli 1^; Kloten 2; 
Ziirich If. Total, 9 stunden=28 miles. 

This can be done partly by rail from Biilach 
to Ziirich.

This secoAd route from the Falls to Ziirich is 
tiow performed by the Swiss North Eastern Rail- 
way, %$ miles, in about 3 hours. 

Following the road to Eglisau, as in (a) and 
passing NeuhaUsen, close to the Great Fall, you 
oome to lestetten and Lotstetten, in a comer of the 
Kaden territory; then to Rafz, in Ziirich Canton; 
and to 

EOLISAU (Stat) 

Population, 1,700. 

Inns: Hirsch; Lowe. 

A little walled town, in a deep, lovely valley of the 
Riiine, among fruit trees and vineyards. A covered 
wooden bridge crosses the river (here a dark grreen) 
to Seglingen and its old tower. Eglisau Church has 
effigies of Bemhard Gradner and his wife. Many 
Roman coins have been found. 

BJilaOh (Stat.)— /««*•• Post; Kopf; Kreuz— 
in a wine country, near the Glatt, is the chief 
town of this part, with 1,500 population. Look out 
for A view of the Rigi, and the Alps beyond. The 
direct line f rom Wlnterthur to Waldshut (page 67) 

^a/wi^ »iA T&B8, Pfimg-N6ft6iibacli, Biilatih, 
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Klot6XI (/nn: LSwe or Lion), an old place, near 
the Glatt, where five roads meet, and many Roman 
coins, Ac, have been found ; supposed to be the 
ancient Claudia. The Archduke Charles had his 
head-quarters here, 1799. The road to Zurich 
leaves Wythgen Mountain to the right. At Oer- 
likon (Stat.), next to Zurich, the branch to 
Biilach parts off ; being 12 miles long, exclusive 
of a short branch to IMelSdorf f rom Oberglatt. 
It passes Walllsellen, near which a line from 
Badeji makes a junction, vid Hieddrglatt,

Ba8l6, to Sol6ure, Bienne, Berne, and the 
Bemeie Oberland; indndlng Thun, In- 
terlaken, Orindelwald, Lanterbmnnen, 
Orimsel, ftc. 

To Liestal, 34 stunden; Waldenburg, 2f ; Ball- 
stal, 2|; Wicdlisbach, 2i; Soleure, 2; [Grcnchen. 
2; Bienneor Biel, 2^ ;] Fraubrunnen, 3^; Berne, 3f ; 
making to Berne, 24^ stunden, or 17| to Bicnne. 

But all the places on this route, as far as 
Thun and Interlaken, may now be reached by 
Bailway from Bale, by the Central Swiss line, via 
Olten, Herzogenbuchsce, Ac. (See Bradsfuzw's 
Continental Railway Guide); or, by the line through 
Deldmont and Bicnne. This is the most expedi- 
tious way of travelling, though the high road 
will surely be preferred by those who wish t<» 
see the country. 

LiestaKStat.)— /M»«:FaIke; Schliissel; Engel; 
Sonne — as in Route 10. Karrow gauge rail past 

Bnbendorf (mhicral springs), Ilollstem (which 
was visited by an inundation, 1830), Niederdorf, 
Ac, to 

Waldenburg {Hotel: Lowe or Lion) at the bot- 
tom of the Oberhaucnstein, with an olJ ruiue<i 
castle, and a waterfall, 80 feet down. Population, 
700. Diligence to Langenbruck. 

The road ascends the Obere Hauenstein Pass of 
the Jura, which is 3,350 feet above the sea, and 
was formerly very diflicult to cross. Wenne, near 
it, is 4,200 feet. Langenbmck (Hotels : Kurhaus; 
Ochsen; Pension Bider), among pleasant meadows, 
and the highest village in the canton, 2,480 feet. 
Holderbank, the next village, is in Canton 
Soleate. The old Castles of Bechburg and 
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Falkensteiii rite orer the pMs. It turns off near 
the latter under the PMswang (8,900 feet) by some 
beantifol spots, as Mttmliswyl, Beinwyl Abbey, 
Thierstein Rnlns, Oilgenberg Castle, ^., on to 
Ijanfen and BUe (in Route 10). 

BitMHuiX^iioMs: RUssli; Krone or Crown). A 
pretty little {dace in a valley, with a fine view from 
Itoggenbeige iron mine, close at hand, and a fall of 
the Stelnbadi behind the church. The road now 
runs through a deep rocky cleft in the Jura range 
(near some iron works), called the Inner and Outer 
Klus {ClausuM^ shut) which bring hito view Aar- 
thal and the Alps. Tou may ascend the Welss- 
enskein in 6 hours, from hence through the Diinner- 
thai, with the advantage of a sudden opening of 
the prospect. Another fine view is to be had from 
Oberbipp Castle farther on, built, tlicy say, by 
Pepin. 

80LBUBS (Stat); German. Solothum. 

There are two stations here, on the opposite 
banks of the Aar, viz , Neu and Alt-Solothum. 
The Emmenthal RaU^ 14 miles long, was opened, 
1875, through Biberist, Ac, to Borgdorf (Route 
14), for Berne, &c. 

Inn*: Krone; Bargetzi; Adler; Thurm; Hirsch; 
Kreuz. 

l*opulatiol^ 8,462, chiefly Catholic. A small 
town, capital of the canton, formerly seat of a 
liiNhop of B&Ic, &c., in a charming spot on the Aare. 
It ixthc anci }nt Salodorum, and joined the Confede- 
riiio* l-iSl. The great clock Totcer in the market 
Iilitce wds Imilt (according to an inscription), 400 
K.c, but perhaps the clock has not kept good time. 
There are fountains here and in other parts, besides 
two in front of St. l/rsus Cathedral^ which was re- 
built (1762-78), by Pisani. It ranks as one of the 
liest in Switzerland ; has a tower 190 feet high, 
pnintlngs by D. Corvl, the relics of the saint (not 
a l>ear as some might suppose, but a Roman 
HolUior) over tlio altar, a good library with MSS., 
and ancient missals, as old as 724. The Professors' 
»r Jesuits' Church was built 1689, in the Italian 
style, aud has Holbein's "* Crucifixion'*; that of the 
Franciscans has an altarpiece said to be by 
Kapkael. The Ramparts, now mostly removed, 
aud planted with trees, afford a pleasant walk. 

At the old RathhcuUf where the Council meet, 
are eight Roman Inscriptions ; there are others In 



the public library of 40,000 volumes. The Zeug- 
AatM, or Arsenal^ contains the arms of the Canton 
militia, a valtiable collection of 900 pieces of 
antique armour and weapons, with old standards 
taken at Morat and Sempach, a model of the 
St. Gothard range, &c. In the Walsenhaus is a 
Museum containing coUcotions of minerals 
and fossils, including fosfil turtles from white 
limestone quarries. There are also a Gymnasiam, 
or College; Lyceum; Pablic Library; Priests* 
Seminary; Convents; Barracks; good Theatre; 
Hospital, and Botanic Gardens. Kosciusko lived 
at No. 6, near the Post Office, and died here, 1817 ; 
his heart is buried at Zuchwyl, below the town ; 
but the rest of Iiim lies in Cracow Cathedral. 

Diligences to Gossliwyl, to Messen, and to 
Schnottwyl. 

In the neighbourhood arc the walks to the 
Wasserplatz, Krcuzacker, Treibentkrcuz (on the 
BUren Road); to the Hofli, Hohlberg, and St. 
Niklans, or Gasen, in an arm of the Vispthal, 
from whence many other excursions may be made ; 
to St. Vcrena's Hermitage, among a labyrinth of 
granite and gneiss rocks, and near the Wengiitein 
granite boulder, which commands a good view. 
But the finest excursion, for the splendid view it 
affords, is that to 

THE WEI88EH8TBIN, 

A peak of the Jura, about 4,112 feet higli, 2,800 feet 
above Solcure, and 8 miles north of it, by a wry 
zig-zag road, which passes Langendorf, Oberdort', 
and Sennhiittcn (or Hcrdsmans* Huts). Cars, 
there and back, 20 to25 francs, according to number; 
or you may walk it in 8 hours, taking the path by 
St, Verend'a Hermitage up the Verenathal. At 
the top is a Kurhaus, with thirty beds, where you 
may spend a night (supper, 2^ francs; bed, Ac, Z to 
4 francs; breakfast, 1^ franc) and enjoy the sunset 
and sunrise ; or where invalids desiring a change 
of air aud a milk diet, may live for 8 franca a day. 
The sunrise prospect, which is considered the 
finest after that of the Rigi, and is more extensive, 
and in which the observer will remark the magical 
cfiects of the light as it brings the peaks, lakes, and 
other objects gradually into view, takes la a pano- 
rama of 20 leagues each. w<L^^V^s&:«^&k&%>^»i^«^b!S^ 
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Tyrol, to Mont Blanc (80 leagues); the Santis, 
Ollrnitefa, «nd Pilatos, near the Rlgi (east) ; the 
peaks of the nearest Bemeee Oberlond, the Tttdi, 
Baddel, Snatenhom, Matterhom, Wetterhom, 8ch- 
reckhom, Flnsteraarhom, Eiger, Mtfnch, Jungfran, 
Blttmlis Alp, Sec.; the Bienne, Morat, andNenehltel 
Lakes to south-west; makfaig abont fourteen 
mountains, fifty towns and villagres, and seren lakes, 
withfai the circle . From the HcummaU^ to the west, 
which is still higher (4,754 feet), or the RStkeJMi, 
about f hour to the east (4,660 feet), the prospect is 
even wider; but there Is no such aeeommodation 
for the tourist. Another, but lower point of view, 
is that from the WengUUin^ near the quarries and 
cliffs of St. Verena*s Hermitage. 

Soleure Canton contains 270 square miles and 
80,425 population, who are mostly Catholics, and 
German-speaking. It is one of the most produc- 
tive in com, fruit, vegetables, &c., and possesses 
vineyards and mulberry groves for silkworms. 

[Prom Solcure, towards Bienne up the Aar, you 
pass, by road or by Swiss Central Railway : — 

Bellacll, the BeUoe Aquce of the Romans. Popu- 
lation, 500. 

Belxach (8tat.)t ^th a population of 1,000, was 
Salu Aquce of the same people. 

Bettlach, under a mountain cliff, above which 
was Strassberg Castle. Population, 400. 

Grenchen, or Oranges (Stat.),a Catholic town 

of 1,200 population, fertile in vines, &c.,and having a 
church, built out of an old tower which stood here. 
In a charming valley called Bachtilen, hard by, are 
excellent sulphur baths, on the way to Lengenau. 
After passing Pleterlen Station and Bozlngen 
(on the Suze) you come to BicnncJ 

From Soleure to Berne by road (7 hours) you 
pass 

ZuohWj^l, to which the Protestant party mi- 
grated in 15S3, from Soleure and Biberist, on to 

Batfeerldnden, at the bridge on the Emmen, 
in Canton Berne, where B. Marti, the botanist 
was bom.

Jegifldorf has 600 population, and a parish 
church which has been rebuilt since the fire of 
1820. An old Ch&teau here belongs to the ^rlach 
family. The next place is Urtenen, about 8 miles 
west of which is Uotwyl, with the school and 
farm established by Fellenberg. Passing the Papier 
Mflhle (Paper Mills), under Bantiger Mountain 
(8,430 feet), you come to Berne, which may be 
reached by Swiss Central Railway from B&le, 65 
miles, in 3^ hours ; four trafais a day, vid Oltsn, 
Herzogenbuchsee, Burgdorf, &c. (See Bradihaio's 
CotUtnental Guide).

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Capita) of Canton Berne, and of Switzerland, 
seat of the Bundcs-ratb (or Diet), the National- 
rath, «Scc.; standing 1,760 feet above the sea, within 
sight of the Oberland Alpi>, on a high bend of the 
Aarc, which surruunds it, except on the west side, 
where it is fortified. ''Bern** in old German 
means a bear, in remembrance, they say, of one 
killed on this site by Berthold, the fonndcr ; and 
bears are not only blazoned in the town arms, 
and in every variety of stone carving, but a Bear 
Pit has from ancient times been kept at the pnblic 
cost, on the right bank of the river beyond Nydeck 
bridge. Into this pit an English officer fell in 1 861, 
and either through the apathy or cowardice of the 
persons around, he was suffered to be torn to 
pieces by the bears, after struggling with them 
for balf-an-hour. 

It was founded 1191, by Berthold von Zahringen 
(a Suabian lord); made an imperial city, 1218; 
attaclied by Rudolf of Habsburg, 1288; and by his 
son Albert, who was defeated at Donner Buhlen, 
1298; attacked again by the feudal nobles, 13ii9, 
who were de/eattd at Lanpen, by Rudolf von 
Erlach (5,000 against 18,000) ; and joined the Con- 
federation, 1352. Tlie Reformation was estab- 
lished, 1528. Berne defeated the men of Lucerne 
and the Waldstatter in the last war of religion, 
1712; and was occupied by the French, 1798. 

On approaching the town from the Zitrich or 
Thun roads, it has a very picturesque look. The 
sandstone rock on which it is built is 100 feet 
above the river, the steep banks (stalden) of which 
are joined by a handsome lofty granite Bridge, 
called Nydcck-brUcke, 900 feet long, the middle 
arch being 160 feet span, 81 feet high. An older 
bridge to Altcnburg is 260 feet long. 

Berne was substantially rebuilt of stone, after a 
fire in 1405, with bruad regular streets, which run 
for the most part east and west ; its main artery, 
the principal street, 1 mile long, stretching under 
Tarious names from the bridge to the Ober Thor 
(close to the Hirschen Graben or Deer Garden) ; 
near which, and the Aarberg Gate the best houses 
are found. The older ones rest on heavy dark 
Arcades, or Lauben, for foot passengers, l:ned with 
shops, and giving a peculiar air to the town. 

Clear running water is oonstantly supplied by 
many Fountains, which are usually set off with | 



arches, or curious statues of Samson. David, Moses, 
Nemesis, Ac. One of them, called Kindlifreuer 
Bi-unnen, near the clock tower, has a man devour- 
ing a child, while other little victims are tuclied 
under his girdle. The Gerechtigkeits Brunnen is 
also worth notice ; the Scbiitzen Brunnen has a 
statue of a cross-bow-man, attended by a bear; 
and this armorial emblem of tlie canton appears in 
full state, with a coat of mail, bamicr, Ac, over 
the B&ren Brunnen. They are again seen every 
three minutes before the striliing of the hour, in 
the old Clock Tower (Zeitglockenthurm) in the 
Kram-Gasse. This processional clock is one of the 
sights of the town; usually visited at noon. In 
the same street are the KUfigthurm and St. Cristo- 
phelthurm; the former a prison, the other having 
a great wooden figure in armour on it. 

Promenades on the ramparts; on the Tcrrasse 
a fine terrace, near the Minster, 108 feet above the 
river, shaded with chestnuts, and adorned with a 
new statue of Berthold, the founder of the town. 
From here, as well as from the Cafe du Mont, the 
Murten Gate, but especially the Enge, near the 
Aarberg Gate, we get the splendid PanorailUl of 

the Oladers and other Peaks of the Ober- 
land, as engraved in Studer's View of the Alp*. 
Beginning from the east, we see the white tops of 
the Wetter, horn, Schreck-horn, Finsteraarhorn 
(the highest, 14,025 feet above the sea), Eiger, 
M5nch, Jungf rau (13,762 feet above the sea). Gross- 
horn, Breithorn, Frau or Blumlis Alps, near AUii 
and Gemmi Pass, Niesen (looking dark), Dodcn- 
horn, Stock-horn (dark)— the dark ones being much 
nearer, and hanging over the Thuner See. A vast 
number of heights fill in the foreground. The 
effects of sunset upon this wonderful li>ndscape are 
indescribable; the glaciers at first of a deep pink, 
fade into white, but continue to reflect the day- 
light long after night is on the valley. 

One of the best buildings is the Gothic Miinster 
or Cathedral (fee 20 centsX begun 1421, on the 
site of an older one, by the Ensingers (who reared 
the Vienna Cathedral), and finished i67d, by the 
architect of Strassburg Minster, Erwins von Stein- 
bach. It stands 280 feet by ilO, with an unfinished 
steeple, 134 feet high, having a bell, and aaeended 
by 320 stone steps to the top, commandlnc & iiA!b.U^ 
prospect. TfcL* v»V«X Vik \jwwK&sJSc^ ^awc^^^x ^*^ 
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staiiMd windonra and eftrred sUUs and font (1685) 
are worth notice; the organ play a 3 to 4 o'clock 
dally ; one monument is to Berthold vonZahringenf 
the founder of the town; another to the Aroyer 
Steiger. In front, on the Kirchplatz, is a bronze 
statue of Rodolph von JBrlach, the victor atLaufcn, 

Holy OAost Church is a simile, but elegant modem 
building, near the Biirgerspital, with the words 
Chruto in FaupeiHbtu over it. Thelarge handaome 
stone Zttchthaus, is near the Aarberg Gate. The 
Inselspital fills one aide of a street. French Church, 
near the Arsenal ; Nydeck Church, on the west 
side of the town; St. Anthony's 15lh cent. 
Chapel, proposed to be restored 

The MUfleuin, open daily, ^ franc, and gratis 
Tuesday and Saturday, 3 to d, is well stocked, 
especially with objects of Swiss Natural History; 
Studer'a collection of insects, shells, fossils, &c.; 
Wytt^nbach's collection of minerals, and other 
natural productions. Here you see stuffed bears 
of all siaea, from the smallest cub to the grizzled 
patriarch, the great lammergeycr (believed to be 
nearly extinct in Switzerland), the wolf, tlie 
chamois, the boar; and a lamoua St. Bernard dog, 
Barry ^ who saved the lives of fifteen persons. 

The HistOXical Mll8«aiXl, 3 Polizei-Gasso, 
open daily, 1 fr., Tuesday and Saturday, free, 3 to 
5, has archaeological and ethnographical collec- 
tions, flint and bronze implements, weapons from 
the Ar;ienal, spoils from Grandson and Morat. 

The gUBBtoniUMITUn, Waiaenhausstra^se, open 
4aiiyt if r-, gratis on Tuesdays, has a collection of 
antiquities on the ground floor, and of pictures on 
the first .floor. Those of Swiss costume, by Bein- 
hardt, are tUe most remarkable. 

The University near thp Museum was remodelled, 
1834,andtwentyprofessorsattachedtoit. AGymna- 
sium, or High School, a Musshafenfor poor students, 
and several other schools, exist. A Natural 
History Society has existed since 1758. Here is 
a Freemasons' Lodge, called the English Provincial 
Grand Lodge of Hope. Other buildings are, the old 
restored Rathhaus, built, 1406; Stadtrath-haus, 
(formerly Erlach's Hof) ; two Waisenhauscr, or 
Orphan Schools; a handsome Koruhaus (Public 
Granary) on thirty-four pillars, with a huge wine- 
cei/artftf/onr; the Hotel de Musique, or Theatre, 



and the Caaine; opposite which is the handaome 
new Bundesrathhaus, or Federal Ccuneil Hall. 
Collection of antiquities from lake- dwellings on 
the third floor, admission Aree ; apply to the porter. 
The debates are open to the public. Grand view 
from the roof. Beyond the lower gate is a monu- 
ment to R. von Werdts. 

The walks, Ac, in the town and environs, com- 
prise many fine points of view ; among them are the 
gardens of Monbijou Gottesacker (Cemetery), the 
Bundesrathhaus Terrace, the Casino Platz, MUus- 
ter Platz and Terrace, and the Enge, already, 
mentioned, near the Carlsruhe. 

From the Schanzli, where there is the Victoria 
Hotel, a grand view may be had of the city, backed 
up by the whole range of the Bernese Alps; the 
Wetterhom, Schreckhoni, Eiger, Monch, and 
Jungfrau being specially prominent. 

Short ExcuBSiONS may be made to Reichenbach 
Castle (2 stunden down the Aar) where Rodolf 
von Erlach, the hero of Laufcn, was murdered by 
his son-in-law, the latter being torn to pieces by the 
old man's blood-hounds; to the Gurten (IJ stunde 
south-west), and Bantiger (2 stundon north-east), 
both commanding splendid views from heights of 
3,130 feet and 3,435 feet above the sea ; the Engis- 
tein Baths (2 stunden) In a beautiful valley on the 
Worblenbach; to Neuhausbad (1 stunde), Bolli- 
gen, and Arziehle; to the Frieswyler Hubel (3 J 
stunden), with a magnificent prosi cct, and the 
Biitschclegg, 3,600 feet, which has the finest view 
obtainable near Berne. 

Silver filagree, musical boxes, carved work, jewel - 
lerj' and powder, a few watches, silks, and woollen s, 
with leather, straw hats, beer, Ac, are made. 

The Canton of Berne, the largest (after the 
Grisons) and most important of the Confederation, 
which at one time took in nearly all west Switzer- 
land, contains 2,567 square miles, and a population 
of 539,405. Most of them are Protestant, and Ger- 
man-speaking, except in a part formerly belonging 
to the Bishopric of B&Ie, where there are about 
40,000 Catholics, and the French language prevails. 
In the lower or north part, fruit (especially cherries 
for the kirschwasser), beer, cider, cheese, cream, 
honey, and butter, are the principal products ; the 
farmers are comfortably ofi", having substantial 
houses of wood, thatched with wide, overhanging 
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Pasture land, that of the Emmenthal In 
p a rt to nl a r , is rich and abnndant ; there are plenty 
of. good roads, lined with thick hedges. But in the 
OMier or Oberland, among the mountains, poverty 
prerails, one reason being the equal division of 
property. The women are remarkable for their 
peeuliar dress. 

JOUBHET THBOUCffi THE BERNESE 
OBEBLAND, 

Or Highlands of Canton Berne, including the cn- 
vironsof Thun, alongthe Lakes of Thun andBricnz 
as far as the Grimsel Pass, and the Valleys of Lau- 
terbruniien and Grindclwald, with the neighbouring 
glaciers. A hasty visit requires at least threedays; 
but to see this region to advantage requires' as 
many weeks. A guide is not necessary for the 
tour, but local guides may be required at several 
points, to visit whtlch a longer period is needful ; 
nor is it necessary to return to Thun or Berne ; as 
you may cross into the Valals by the Passes of the 
Gammi and Grimsel, or continue to Lucerne by 
the railway over the Briinig. 

The traveller with only one day to spare, may 
leave Berne by early train at 6-80, take steamer at 
Thun, rail at DMrligeii to Lauterbmnnen. sec the 
Staubbach Fall, dine at Interlaken, and get baek to 
Berne by the last train, by 7 p.m. 

From Borne to Thim, trains run four times a 
day, IB miles, in about 1 hour; thence by steam 
to Diirllgen, and by rail to Interlaken. The Aar 
is navigable for the market-boats, which descend 
it from Thun. Carriages may be hired at reason- 
able charges ; the tariff is to be found in every 
hotel and posthonse. Private carriages may be 
left at Than for 1 franc a day storage, or must 
be sent romd to meet the traveller wherever he 
makes his exit from the Oberland. From Thun, 
steamers run on Lake Thun during the season, three 
times a day, in correspondence with the trains; 
fares, 1 and 2 francs. On the Brienz Lake they 
also run as often, so as to correspond with the 
Thnn steamers. There is also a good coach-road 
on the beautiful south shore of the lake, on to 
Interlaken and Lauterbrunnen, or to Grindelwald. 

On the arrival of the steamer at Dttrligen, a train 
starts for Interlaken. Good horses may bo had. 
It is usual to hire for the wliole Jommey through 
the Oberland; the bora* befaig taken out at the end 



of the eoaeh-Toad and ridden, ^blle the driter aets 
as guide. The Tariff charges for vehicles are: — 
Interiaken to Grindelwald and back the same day, 
one horse, 16 francs; two horses, 30 francs. To 
Lauterbrunnen and back the same day, one horse, 
11 francs; two horses, 20 francs. To Lauter> 
brunnen and Grindelwald and back the same day, 
one horse, 20 francs; two horses, 85 francs. In 
the summer of 1890 a railway was opened from 

Interlaken to Lantertannnen and Grlndel- 

Wald, the junction being at 2iWeillltBClllnQn. 
The line follows the direction of the carrlHge 
road. From Lauterbrunnen a mountain rail is 
now open to MUrren. Grindelwald to Faulbom 
and back, one horse carriage, 17 francs; to Glaciers, 
6 to 8 francs. Meiriegen to Handeck Fall and 
back, 15 to 20 francs. A horse or mule, with a 
man for the day, 15 francs. Carriage, per day, one 
horse, 15 francs; two horses, 30 francs. 

In general, licensed Guides receive 6 to 8 fnmes 
a day, with a back fare of 6 francs a day; the day'ii 
journey b^ng reckoned at 8 leagues, or stunden. 
Drivers of carriages 16 to 18 francs a day for eaeh 
horse; saddle horses, 10 to 1ft francs a day. Row 
boats may be had on the Lake of Brienz for 
8 to 8 or 9 francs, there and back, according to 
the distance of the most attractive points; In- 
creasing for every rower above two, besides th6 
trinligeld. It takes at least 3 hours from end to end. 

Leaving Bbsns for Thdn, the train ascends the 
east side of the Aar (with the Alps in view) to 
Muri-Stalden (where the road to the Emmenthal 
parts off), with the Gurien away to the weat. It 

passes Oiunlingen (Stat.) to 

Mtinsingen (Stal), 7 miles, inn: L6wft 
(Lion). A village frequently rebuilt, staudlnsr 
under the Uaube ridge (Heutligen at the top of 
It), with the Belpberg across the river. The village 
Is noted for the meeting held here in 1831, befor* 
the change or " revolution " (once common enough in 
Switzerland) which overthrew the aristocratic 
party. Belpberg, 2 miles west-south-west, is « 
fine green hill, covered with pasture, and forests, 
2,985 feet above the sea, and commanding a good 
prospect of the Oberland, Lake of Thun, Ac. At 
8 miles beyond it is the Mttchrl, another point of 
view, 8,485 feet high. 

(About IQ mVL'ftk^ vs'^itsL--'wv5^\.^V^KS«^^ 
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■iCBLand its bathsat the foot of a hilUand 8,800 feet 
above the tea. There are two bitter salt springs, 
SebwarzbriiiinU and Stockwasser; either drunk 
or bathed in; and good in weakness and worm 
diseases. The principal spring, to which a beautiful 
walk leads, is about 8,800 feet above sea. It is a 
healthy spot. A fine view from the terrace. 
Alpine plants in abundance. Liring, 6 to 8 francs 
a day. The peak aboTe, the Hoehgumigel^ is 5,070 
feet high. The Ossianische Felsenmauer (Ossian' s 
Rocky Wall) may be noticed. 

BlnmeilStein, 8 miles south-east of this, under 
the north side of the Stockhom, is another delight- 
ful spot, with baths ; the springs contain iron and 
carbonic acid, and are not fnr from the Fallbach 
Fall, Amsoldingen Lakes, Tagsburg Castle Ruins, 
Dlttligen Lake, Ac. ; while the Stockhom mny be 
ascended in 2 or 3 hours.] 

The next places on or near the railway are 
Wichtrach,with the Eiger, Monch, and Jungrfrau in 
full view in front, where a road from the Emmen- 
thal falls in ; Ober-Wiehtraeh, where General Yon 
Krlaeh was killed by his own soldiers, in the dis* 
astrotts year, 1798; Kiesen Ch&teau, close to Kle- 
MH BtatlOXI, on a stream which comes from 
Diesbach; the Falkenfluh and Hoimbergfluh 
cliffs; the forests of Heimberg; and at length, 
after crossing the Sulg, with the Stockhom and 
Kiesen peaks before you, you come to

the Stadt or town; standing under t ho third part, 
or Berg— a hill crowned by the ancient castle of 
the Counts of Thun, die Burg, or das KffbnrgtcfUs 
Schiossy and by a striking old cliurch, with a talf, 
eight-sided tower. Tlie streets are broad and well 
built. The principal street is remarkable for 
having a double row of rliops. i«iniJIar to the 
" Rows " in Chester. At the Yorhallc, in the ?Jeue 
Schloss, are arms of the mayors (Biirgermeibter) 
from 1376. The Rathhaus has a public library of 
7,000 volumes, and the arclilves. A Federal 
Military School of artillery and engineers is estab- 
lished here. There are also the Town Schools, 
Hospital, Orphan Asylum, and a Parade Ground, 
near the Allmeud Gate. Keramic Museum; 
collections of birds, minerals, and carved wood at 
several places in the town. 

The Walks and Points of View are numc- 
rous. Such are those to the castle and behind the 
churchyard; on the Simmenbriicke ; the Jakobs- 
hilgel (Jacob's Hill), especially for the sunset 
view (an inscription says: — "Happy are those 
who can stay here ; Happy those who return ; And 
happy if able to quit such scenes''); in the 
Schwabis along the Aar; in the Biichi-Gut, to 
Karthanse, a country seat with glass paintings and 
Druid remains ; to Scbadau Castle, and the splendid 
view over the lake and environs, the beautiful gar- 
dens are open on Sunday ; HUnegg Chftteau to the 
Kolilem Waterfall on the Hunuibach ; to Staflis- 
berg, Amsoldingen Lakes, and theRindflcischstcin. 
hiihle or "Beef stone" cave (li stunde); to 
Gwatt or Belle-Rive Castle; StrSttlingen and 
Kanden Cainal ; to the Baths of Blumenstein and 
Glotschbad, under the Stocthom (4i stunden) a 
noble peak, 7,195 feet above the sea. Other com- 
manding points are the Blume, 5,140 feet, over 
Scbwandi, and back thrutigh Teufithal; the Hoh- 
gaut, near the top of Emmenthal, and the Entlc- 
buch, 7,215 feet; and the Niesen, 7,762 feet, a 
view taking in all the Alps. Steamer to Spiez, 
thence 8^ miles to Wimmis, whence there is a path 
to the top. A decent inn has been built near the 
top,wherc the traveller may pass the night. On the 
eastern declivity of the mountain is the health 
resort Heustriehbt^ with three mineral springs. 

The upper valleys of tlie Aar and its tributaries 
centre here, affording beautiful trips; as the Sim- 
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menttinl, leading up to Rawyl Pass and Sion : the 
Dieintigerthal; the Engstligenthal and Alp; the 
Kanderthal by which you pass over the Gemini to 
I^eulcerbad; and the Kienthal, ascending to the 
Tschingelhom, &c.. There arc some old forts and 
castles to be seen while passing round the beautiful 
shores of the lukc. Fine view from the old tower 
of Sttattlingen, 150 feet high, once (when this 
part was called Zum GolJnen Liut) the favourite 
retreat of Rudolph of Burgundy. Rallingen on 
the north side was overwhelmed by the falling in 
of a mine. Good goat's milk cheese is got at 
Merligen. Many pilgrimages used to be made to 
the Beatenhohle (St. Boatus Cave), on the Beaten- 
berg, before the Protestants walled it up, a.d. 1566. 



THUHEB SEE, or Lake of Thun, 

is about 10 miles long by 2 broad, 700 feet deep, 
1,860 feet above the sea, and fed by the Aare and 
Kander rivers. To the north-east it is steep and 
mountainous ; on the north-west flat ; and flat, but 
picturesque, on the south. 

The steam boat journey up the lake is one of 
the most delightful in Switzerland. Spies Castle 
and old church, on a point of the south shore, 
with Merligen opposite. At a point called the 
Nase, just beyond Beatenbucht, there is a grand 
view of the Eigcr, Miinch, Jungfrau, and other 
peaks of the Oberland. Hotel Schonegg, situated 
near the Railway Station. See Advt. 

St. Beatenlierg, 3,770 feet above the sea. A 
favourite mild Alpine health resort, a delightful 
residence for those requiring change and rest.

The Kursaal, on the H9hewegr, it 
kept ap by the hotel-keepers, who make a charge 
in the bill. There are reading and concert rooms, 
with music three times a-day. 

Among the nearer walks are the Augustine Con- 
vent of Interlaken, or Matten (founded 1180), the 
UntM« Bleiohe, the Hohbtlhl, and the Jnngfem- 
kUck, so called because of its look towards the 
Jvngfran, the Kleiue Rugen, and the AberuSterg^ 
founded in 18;{9, as an Asylum for cretins. It was 
ekoseu as being abore the height (3,000 feet) 
up to which cretinism prevails. Other points are 
Osteig Church, as old as the eighth century; Boni- 
gen and Schadenburg, with views of Brienz Lake ; 
Ringgenberg Church and its ancient Chiteau; j 
Goldswyl Church, under the Thurmberg; and the , 
Sohifniffe PltUU^ an exceedingly fine point of view. 
Rail-to Qsteig; thence branch line to Breitlaucnen, 
by Sohynige Platte. 

Rail or road to Lauterbrunncn, 2| stunden or 6 
miles. Railway stations are WildeCBWyl-Ctetaig, 
and ZweilutBCllllieil. The road passes by orchards 
and meadows to Matten, then by Urupunnen Cattle 
(the original of Byron's *' Manfred") below the 
Abendberg establishment; Gsteig Church; MUh- 
linea, where the road crosses the Sazetmbach, and 
enters the wild narrow gorge of the Liitschlne, 
with the steep Rothenfluh on the right ; to Zwei- 
llitschinen, junction of the road up the Black 
Liitschinen to Grindelwald, having the Wetter- 
horn at the end. After this, passing Eisenflah 
and Hunenfluh, between vast limestone cliffs, 
1,000 to 1,500 feet high, you come to

Lauterbrunnen is in a deep part of the pass, 
•where the sun hardly shines in winter. It 
abounds with falls, especially the StailblMUSll 
(Dust Fall) which falls over the Balm precipice, in a 
drixsling spray, from a height of nearly 880 feet, 
best viewed in the morning sun, and by moon-

changing effects produced by tliewind, the light, 
and the iiregnlarity of the cliffs, are peculiarly 
striking. In general, it is like a gauxe veil, with 
rainbows dancing up and down it, and whendoads 
hide the top of the momitain, it seene as if it 
poured out of the sky. The Pmtschbach falls are 
also near ; and others may be visited by the sturdy 
pedestrian, further up this valley, which is rich in 
Alpine scenery. 

Among the upper falls, Ac, are the Miirroibach, 
Spiessbach, Agerten, and Trilmmelbach, and espe- 
cially the fine Behmadrlbatih Fall, divided into 
nine arms, 300 feet high (seen best from the Bohnen- 
moos Ch&iet). Splendid mountain views (of the 
Jnngf rau, &c.) at the village of. Miirren. on the 
Steinberg-Alp, on the Wengem-Alp, and from 
the Wengem Scheideck (IJ stunde) close to the 
Jungfran. A railway was opened in 1894 from 
Lauterbrunnen to Mtlrren (below). 

Guides may be got for ascending this valley to th e 
Li^tsehMltlial (8 or 10 hours) passing Tradl- 
BellaQenen (a fine spot for forest scenery), the 
Schmadrlbach Fall, and thence over the Glaciers of 
the Wetterlilcke and Breithom (18,684 feet above 
the sea) to Zneisten under the LUtsch Glaciers; or 
past Trachsellauenen, and over the Tsehingel and 
Lange Glaciers (between the Breithom, Tschingel- 
hom, Ao.^ on one side, and the Gspaltenhom, Frau, 
and Doldenhom, on the other) to Selden in the upper 
Gastemthal, by which yon descend to Kandersteg 
(35 to 30 miles from Lauterbrunnen) ; or from which 
you may get round the Altels (11,933 feet), into- 
L6tschen-tlial. Again, you may reach Kandersteg 
(35 milesX by turning up Sefinen-thal, beyond 
Ktirren (Hotels: Grand Hotel d^s Alpes; good 
and comfortable; Electric light; open from May 
tUl October Slst— See Advt.; and Grand Hotel 
Miirren), or by the Furggt or Fwke Pau^ (8,76(^ 
feet), to Tsehingel village in Kienthal ; thence as- 
cending the DUndengrat Pass (9,345 feet) under the 
Frau, to Oeschinen Lake, and the falls around it, 
to Kandersteg. This route reqdires a practised 
walker. The Bclllltliom is 9,780 feet high.

The Nellenbalm Cave, 
mentioned above, may be reached from here In 
1 hour, and affords the best view of the lower 
glacier. Bare^ Hut is a good point of view. 

From Grindelwald, a five hours* wallE may be 
talEen to tlie iiead of the lower glacier and part of 
the 8tralll«Ck Pau, (10,995 feet high). Nowhere 
can a better idea of the sublimity of the Alps bo 
more easily obtained. There is but little difficulty. 
I^!tdics may ride, witUout danger, to the point 
where the glacier touches the side of the gap in the 
mountains, which is, perhaps, the finest point of 
view. Here a plank, laid by the shepherds, crosses 
the ice, and a few steps bring us round the rock to 
a green mountain pasturage. Those who have a 
guide and also a good head should here get 
on to the ice; the passage, however, to tlie 
centre of the glacier is very difficult, and the 
crevasses are formidable; but the nature and for- 
mation of a iteep-lying glacier can scarcely be 
80 well seen in any other part of the Alps. In 
1848, this region was scarcely known to the 
guides except as the beginning of the Strahleck 
Pass, one of the most difficult in the Alps, but now 
frequently traversed. 

One of the finest views of the Oberland Glaciers 
is that from the Faulhom, which rises between 
Grindelwald and Brienzer See, 8,802 feet above the 
sea, with an Inn on the top containing only twenty- 
four beds. Prices are of course somewhat higher 
than in hotels in more accessible situations. It is 
advisable, in case of a party, to send word before- 
hand. Guides are usually taken; ladies maybe 
carried up in sedan chairs, at 6 francs each bearer 
(12 francs if they sleep there). It may be ascended 
from various points;— from Unterseen, past Scngg, 
very toilsome, in 6 hours* walking ; from Giessbach 
on the Brienzer See, in 5 to 6 hours, past the falls 
of the Giessbach, equally steep and toilsome; from 
the Great Scheideck Pass, in 3^ to 4 hours; and 
from Schwendi, on the Ltttschine below Grindel- 
wald, in 3 to 4 hours. But the easiest ascent is 
from Grindelwald, in 4 to 5 hours, past Diirrenbcrg, 
Nothalten, MUhlibach Fall, Bachalp Cottage (where 
refreshments may be foand), Bachscn (or Lnpc), 
Oberbjtoh^Be, and Simelihom. The vleW f^Om

of SchafThausen, in the north, to the Diablcrcts in 
the lower Rhone Valley (south west) and the Jung- 
f rau range (south). Peaks rise up in the following 
order. Eastward, are Wildegrat and the Schwarz- 
horn (9,506 feet) with Tltlis (11,627 feet) rising up 
between; in the foreground are Gcmsenfluh, Ritz- 
ligratli, and Simelcn-Wang. To the right of 
Schwarzhorn is the mighty peak of Sustenhorn 
(11,518 feet), then Trlftcnglttscher ; and in front 
of it the Engelhorns, which have on their riglit the 
dark Wellhorn (10,485 feet), surrounded by the 
Black Forest and the Alpigcl Glaciers. 

The semicircle from south-east to south-west 
embraces the grandest part of the panorama. Fir.nt, 
the Wetterliorn, then the Berglistock, rising over 
the Ober Grinde.wald Glacier, and surmounted by 
the Schreckhom, the Simelihom, Finsteraarliom, 
and Viescherhoru. Close upon these follow the 
Eiger, the MUnch, the Jungfrau, and Silberhorn 
(with the Lauterbrunneu Scheideck in the horizon), 
the Breithom, Tschingelhoi-n, the Sparrenhorn 
(9,890 feet), the BlUmllsalp (12,040 feet), the Dolden- 
hom, and other peaks as far as the Dlablerets. 
Westward rises the pyramid-shaped Niescn (out of 
the Thuner See) and the Stockhorn beyond. In 
the horizon beyond, among the blue peaks of the 
Jura, are the Gcstler, and Weissenstein. The 
nearest foreground, northward, is formed of the 
ridges al>out the Brienzer See, from the Augst- 
matthom, to the Rothhom. North-east are the 
crags of the Pilatus. Some parts, but not much, 
of the Lakes of Zug and the Vierwaldst'atter are 
also visible, together with the Rigl, Rossbcrg, 
Stauserhom, and the Mythen of Schwytz. 

From Qrliidelwald to Melrlngen is 6.^ or 7 

hours* walking, or riding, over the QroSBO Schol- 
dedk ; to reach it by carriage, you must go back, 
by Interlaken, and round the Brienzer See. Taking 
the shorter and more inviting route, you pass up 
the defile of the Grindelwald, by the upper Glacier, 
having the Wetterhorn in front all the way up to 
the Grosseor Greater Scheideck, about 3 stunden. 
The snow line, which in Switzerland is 8,000 
feet above the sea, is seen here, sharply defined on 
the sides of the Wetterhorn; while the avalanches 
which fall from It accumulate in heaps close to the 
path, sometimes without melting through the 
whole summer. ¥tom \.\\^ Vm\ oti this Scheideck 
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or "ridge" (6,187 feet high), only a few paces 
broad, there is an extremely fine pr0SP9Ct over 
the green meadows and cottages of the valley left 
behind, bounded on the south-west by the pasture 
of the Kleine, or Little Scheideck, and forming a 
striking contrast with the snowy sides of the 
Wetterhom (12,165 feet), Schreckhom, Meltenberg, 
the Eiger, and the Munch ; to the south-ea.«t, the 
round top of the Faulhoni, and the Ilunnonfluh 
are visible. 

About 1| stundc further is iheRosenfaui Glacier (a 
1 Ittlo to the right), remarkable for its white crystal- 
line appearance, and lying between tltc Wellborn 
and the Engclhomer. It is steadily decreasing. 
The views here arc very fine. You then come to 
the BOf enlani Ba4 (4,365 feet above the sea) 
and Hotel; from whence there are good climbs to 
the Wetterhora and the Mittelhora (12,165 feet). 
From this the road descends by the Reichenbach, 
through a very picturesque valley, past the beau- 
tiful Falls of the BelOhenbacll. These are 
made by a succession of five larger leaps, (there are 
nearly 30 in all), by which it descends about 1,000 
feet over the cliffs. The highest and lowest are 
the best, the latter being near the Aar, near Hotel 
Reichenbach. Hence over the bridge to

EngliMh Church Service, in the Gothic Church, 
Hotel du Sauvage, opened 1867. 

A village (population 2,853), the chief place of 
Hasli-thal, in a wild and charming spot, on the Aare, 
1,970 feet above sea. It stands on a plain, 
1 league broad, shut in by steep wooded ridges and 
snowy mountain tops. Three streams from the 
Ha»liberg, the Alpbach, the MBhlbach, and the Dor/- 
bach, pour into the valley immediately behind the 
village, which at times swell into torrent.**, and 
occasion much damage. In this way it was 
nearly inundated in 1762, since when a canal has 
been cut, opening into the Aar. The Fall of the 
Alpbach should be visited about 9 a.m., when the 
sunshine makes a triple rainbow across it. There is 
a view also of the fine Falls of the BeidienlMytiL, ' 
About the same honr^ from behind the CVwitcYv^ 



as they appe.ir beautifully illuminated by the sun. 
About 130 houses, at the north end, were burnt, 
with the Hotel du Sauvage, February, 1879; also, 
an old Castle and watch tower of tite Counts of 
Hasli. A still more disastrous fire dc troj'ed 
more than half the place, October, 1891. 

In July and August several wrestling matches 
(Schwingfcstc) are held in the Haslithal on the 
Tanncnalp, the Stadtalp, ond the Wcngernalp. 

Five or six Alpine roads and paths meet 
here or near here: — To Brienz and Interlaken; to 
Lucerne by the fine pass of the Brunig (2 hours), 
or through Mclchthal, the village of which is 
surrounded by mountains 6,000 to 8,000 feet high ; 
to Wasen, on the Reuss and Gothard Road, by Suston 
Pass; to Engelberg and Stanz, by the Genthal 
and the Engstlen-Alp; to Grindelwald, by the 
way just described ; and up the Grimsel, as in the 
following Route. Rail to Brlonz-TlUCllt.

By steamer or by road, though the latter is not 
often taken. 

The Lake of Brleni, or Brienxer Bee, 

8 miles by 2, is nearly 1,900 feet above the sea, and 
500 to 900 feet deep— the latter near Oberried, 
on the north side. Except the north and south 
end, where the shore is rather fiat, the sides are 
hemmed in by lofty wooded mountains. The Aar 
is its chief feeder; but the two Ltttschine}i, which 
rise in the vast glaciers at the head of the Grin- 
delwald, and traverse the Lauterbrunncnthal, 
contribute their waters. Among its fish the ling 
or lotte is much esteemed. 

The car-road goes round the north side of the 
lake, past the old towers of Ringgenberg, lying 
among green shrubberies and orchards; then by 
Nieder and Ober Ried, with the Faulhom and the 
Giessbach Falls opposite. In about 3| hours Brienz 
is reached. By steamer the passage is made in 
about 1| hour. 

BBIBNZ. 

Population, 2,531. 
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lake, at the foot of the BrlettMer €/rat^ a ridge, 7,290 
feet above the sea, separating the lake from the 
Entlebuch. Here you may buy excellent wood 
carvings; most of the houses are of wood. 
The village is composed of Dorf, Tracht, and 
Kicnholr. The old Church was built in 1251. 
Behind is the Miihlibach or Planalpbach Fall of 500 
feet, which scarcely obtains notice here. From i 
hence to Schuflfen, in the Entlebuch, is 8 leagues 
(with a guide). But the great attractions are the 
Rothhom and the Giessbach Falls. RotilllOOni, 
the highest point (7,713 feet) of the Brieoz-Grat, 
is remarkable for the prospect from its top (to which 
there is now a funicular rail), taking in the high 
Alps and valleys, and the north of Switzerland, 
with some beautiful scenery in the fore-ground. 
Beedb and other woods hang round the base, but 
the summit is bare, and there is no inn since one 
was burnt down some years ago. On the opposite 
side of the lake, below the Faulhom, are the 
QleSBlMUdl Falls, which may be reached by 
steamer in 10 minutes from Brienz; a cable 
tramway takes you up to the Hotel, which is close 
to the Falls. 

They consist of a series of about seven cascades 
from rock to rock, 950 feet, set in a framework 
of woods and pasture. At a point under the cliflT, 
about half way, you may stand and look through 
the fall, and enjoy the peculiar effects it produces. 
There are two Hct^s close by, where guides may be 
taken to ascend the Faulhom, but it is a difficult 
path. The falls are illuminated every night from 
Ist Jane to 30th September. A charge of li franc 
is made ; for visitors staying at the Hotel, 1 franc. 
From Brienz Dorf, round the top of the lake 
(whore the effects of an inundation in 1797, and a 
landslip, 1824, are still visible), you pass Tracht 
(Hotels: Weissea Rreuz; Bar; Tell, homely), 
famous for its wood carvings, whence the road 
goes on to Wyler and the Brllnig Pass. From 
the latter to Lucerne, see Route 15. Kienholz, 
near the old castle of Kien, was the site of a 
village destroyed by a landslip in the fifteenth 
century, now partly occupied by the Bellevue 
Hotel, built by the owner of the lake steamboat. 
Omssing' the river at Brienz wyier, you can ascend

A road turns off 
here (east) by the Gadmen-thal, over the Susten 
Pass to Wasen on the Reuss ; and a path strikes 
south-west to the glaciers in Urbaoh-thal. The 
mountahis on both aides are 9,000 to 10,000 feet 
high.

The largest village of Ober Hasli-thal 3,i>30 
feet above the sea, under ihe Kilchihorn (10,250 ft.).

Beyond this the road becomes 
gradually steeper, the soil more barren and des- 
titute of trees, except pines; and after 2 hours* 
walk, the famous Fall of the Aar, called the 
Handeck Fall, which for volume of water, is 
after the Schaflhausen Falls, the most magnificent 
in Switzerland. " "We first viewed (says Professor 
Forbes), the cascade from beneath, but the view, 
though grand, was much less striking than it 
would have been could we have got lower down 
and closer to it. From the top we can at 
once see the whole mad leap of the river and 
more or less perfectly from three points of view, 
viz., from the cliffs on each side, particularly the 
left, and from a small wooden bridge thrown across 
the stream, just over the ledge from which it 
dashes. The whole body of water shoots at once 
into the abyss, a depth of about 230 feet, reaching 
the bottom without touching the face of the rock. 

" A singular feature in this fall is the union of 
two cascades into one. Just at the point over 
which the Aar precipitates itself, the Erlenbach or 
Aerienbaeh Tuvhtng down its rocky path on the

" The situation is extremely imposing; it stands at 
the foot of the snowy Titlis, among pastures of the 
brightest verdure; the valley below forming a 
beautiful contrast to the eternal winter overhead. 
The convent has not the same pretensions to archi- 
tectural magnificence as that at Linsiedeln; it is a 
plain, unadorned, white building ; and yet, I think, 
harmonising better with the situation in which it 
is placed, than if it had owed more to decorative 
art." — Ferguson. (See also, page 95). It has some 
paintings by Swiss artists in the church ; a library 
of 20,000 vols, and MSS.; reliefs by Miiiler; with 
a good school and farm attached. About f hour 
distance is a fall of the TStschbach. 

Several Pawes may be visited from here. A 
lonely path leads under the Tltlts and its glaciers 
(10,627 feet above the sea) by a little chapel, up the 
Surenen Pass, which is 7,560 feet high, and com- 
mands a fine view of the Titlis, Ac, one way, and 
the Todi the other way. Thaice, in 8 hours alto- 
gether, to Altorf . (Guide, 14 francs). To the east- 
ward, three passes unite Engelberg Valley with 
Uri :— 1. The Susten; the Surenen, 7,560 feet; and 
Ahom, 5,280 feet; while to the west it communi- 
cates with the Aar basin by four passes:— The 
Joch, 7,240 feet; the Juchll, 7,130 feet; the 
Storegg, 6,705 feet; and the Holzwang, 7,000 feet. 

From tbe Orlmsel to the Rhdne Olader, 
over the Furka Pass, to Andermatt, on 
the St. Oothard Road. 

About 9 leagues; guides 10 to 12 francs a day. 

A good modem Hotel, with every convenience, 

-»/ //ra Bhdne GJACJer. A good carriage road, 

^»«s0d bjr dilJgmtce, la open over tbe Vurka, from 

^^« Va/jsis to Anderauttt. 
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Pa8.sing the Todten See on the top of the Grimsei 
you turn off to the right, down the UayexiwaiKl, 
1,500 feet below, at the head Of tDe Bhftlie. It is 
a steep and slippery path, but takes its name (May 
walk) Irom the flowers and green pastures which 
abound to cheer the eye. During the whole des- 
cent there is a view of the "Eismeer " (sea of ice), 
of the Bhdne Olader, which hangs between the 
Gelmer and Gerstenhom Mountains. It is part of 
a system of glaciers which stretch away to the 
Titlis, round various peaks of 9,000 to 11,000 feet 
high. The Glacier has considerably decreased of 
late years. At the foot of it comes out a volume 
of the peculiarly grey water which marks tlie 
glacier streams; this is the source of the river, 
5,750 feet above the Mediterranean sea, which it 
reaches after a run of 645 miles, and for the most 
part of its course with a velocity which justifies its 
name of the " arrowy Rhdne." There is a beautiful 
ice-grotto near the inn. From the Grrimsel Hospice 
to the top of the pass is 2^ hours on foot. 

The Fnrka (" Fork ") Pass. which is now 
aseended, being 7,990 feet above the sea, is seldom 
free from snow, and the ridge of it is so narrow 
that you begin to descend immediately. But it is 
a fine point of view for the glaciers around, and 
takes in a vast range of icy peaks. HOtel de la 
Furca at the top of the pass. Proceeding down 
the lonely Ursercn-thal at the head of the Reuss, 
you come to the Sidli-alp and Realp pasture?, 
where grows almost every specimen of the Swi^s 
flora ; and at length to Hospkkthal on the west 
Gothard Road, within 5 or 6 miles of that p.is.s 
and within a league of Akdkkmatt (Route 10). 

Orlmsel to DomO d'Ossola, by the Grie.<« 
Pass, Val Formazza and Tosa Falls, about 16 
leagues; a rough mule path over the pass. A 
guide required as far as the Formazza Valley, the 
new road is finished as far as Andermatten. Froai 
Obergestelen to the Falls and back may be done in 
a day. Tou leave Obergestelen by the bridge on 
the Rhdne, to Im Loch, where the path turns up 
the Eginenthal to Egina, at the foot of the Gries, 
where a way over the Nufenen Pass, by the Hos- 
pice airAgua, to the dreary Val Bedretto and 
Alrolo, on the St. Gothard Road, branches off. A

The rail follows the new road round the Rram^g, 
past Wertenstean Abbey, np the Emme, to 

WftWIiamimi (Stat.)— /am.* RossII; Kreus— 
not far from E&tlelniClL Inm: Drei K9nlge; Dn 
Port. At Entlebnch, the Entlenbach and Kleine 
Emmen Join, in a Talley, 30 miles long, shut in by 
high ridge^ 3,f 00 to 7,000 feet high, and peopled by 
famous wrestlers. They hold Scfa wingf este (wrest- 
ling matches) in Aug^ust and S^tember, mostly 
at Schfipfheim, i stunde from Entlebuch, and at 
Enneteck, at the foot of the Nap/, 4,619 feet high 
(3 hours), where several small streams rise, and 
which is remarkable for its view. 

The Entle, or Entlenbach, Is a little mountain tor* 
rent, which rises about 8 miles south-east, under the 
Schafmatt and Fcrncrcn in a wild gorge. 0,300 feet 
above the sea. A way leads np it under the Schlm- 
berg to Samct (12 miles). The men of the 
Entlcnthal are not only noted for wrestling, but they 
have a natural turn for humour and music, which 
displays itself especially in the satirical song^s 
recited on the last Monday of the carnival (Ilirte- 
montag). The valley abounds with rare plants 
and many fossils. 

Passing Hasli, you come to Schiipfen or Solliipf- 
h wiin (Stat.), where the valley of the Kleine 
Emme turns off It runs south past St. Niklans, 
Clusstalde, and Haglcrn Falls, to Siirenberg in the 
Mayen-thal, where It rises under the Roth horn. 
From Sorenberg, paths go to Brienz on the lake 
of the same name (9 miles), and to the little Lake 
of Lungern (4 miles). 

The next place is EschOlzmatt (Stat.) Inm: 
Krone; Lowe. A village, 8,020 feet above 
sea. A little further on are Wysscnbach and 
Ilf 8, on that branch of the Kmme ; descending it, 
yon come to Kriischenbrun; then Triibschachen, 
Langiiauer Spital (a Hospital), and 

LailCliail(Stat.) i7ote?«:Bahnhof;EmmenthaI; 
HIrsch ; Bar; Lowe. The largest place (pop. 7,650) 
in the Emmenthal, on the Ilfs; havliiMi^ '^^'^^s^^ 



divides Switzerland flrom Piedmont, and Is here 
8,810 feet above the sea. It is hemmed in by high 
and naked pealu, but commands a noble prospect 
of the Oberland Alps, and hito the Piedmontese 
territory. The path descends very sharply on this 
side, and after leading by Bettefanatt and Kehr- 
bS^:.:, brings you to Auf der Frutt, near the head 
of the Frutval, or Val Fomiaiia, formhig the 
bed of the Tosa, which at this part forms the mag- 
nificent TMMl Fall of 400 feet, with a breadth of 
80 feet, but the total extent of the spray U nearly 
1,000 feet. Next, we come to Frutval and Wald, 
where paths strike off into the Khtme Vall^, and 
(by Furca di Bosoo) into that of the Maggia. 

Below the wild defile of Unterwald or Fop- 
piano, the landscape is distinguished by its rich 
Italian character ; rocky heights, forests, fig trees. 
Tines, Ac., meet the eye in every direction. From 
II Passo is a way faito the Val di Campo; lower 
down, near Premia (15 miles from Ories PaasX 
another path goes up the river, which joins 
here. The Val Antigorio, the name which the 
▼alley now takes, abounds in still more delight- 
ful scenery ; descending it, you pass the Italian 
douane at Crodo or Crot, and after a bridge or two, 
you fall into the Simplon Road at Crevola, where 
the Vedro joins the Tosa. DomO d'OtSOla is 
3 miles further (see Route 4).

Briinig Railway from Lucerne to Meiringen and 
Brienz, over the BrUnig Puss, the service between 
Giswyl and Meiringen being suspended during 
winter. SteAmer can be taken to Alpnach-Stad, 
the station of the Pilatns Railway, some of the 
sailings being timed to catcli the train at Alpuach. 
They run f requcntly, calling sometimes at Kehr- 
siten (for the funicular rail up the Burgen^tock),

The old road over the 
Pass is by far the most picturesque, and those who 
have not crossed it should make the passage on 
foot or in carriage. 
The stations on the Briinig Rail are HerglSWyl, 

Alpnach-Stad, Alpnach-Dorf , Samen, Sach- 
aeln, Giswyl, Lungem, Biiinfg, Meiringen, 
and Brienz. 

8tans-8tad, in the south-west arm of the Vior- 
waldstatter See, marked by an old tower, is the 
landing place or imrt (stad or ffestade) of Stans, 
which is 2 miles south-east. Funicular railway to 
the Stanser Horn (6,200 feetX above the town of 
Stans, in 50 minutes. 

Kehrsiten, the landhig place of the steamers 
for the BUrgensteek^ on which is the fine Hotel 
Blirgenstock, with extensive grounds, a much fre- 
quented health resort. Wire-rope rail up to the 
Hotel in 20 minutes. 

There is a very fine view from the Hammet^ 
schwand, the highest point of the Blirgenstock, 
«!asily accessible. 

BTAKS. 

HoUli: Winkelried; Rossli. 

Population, 2,458. Chief town of the Nidwald 
(Lower Forest), part of Canton Unterwalden, at the 
«ud of a picturesque plain, under the Blirgenstock, 
Jic, near the Aa and Rotzberg, and its old castle, 
taken from the Austrians in the first rising of 13U8. 
The town was taken by storm by the French 
General Schauenberg, in 1798. For nearly three 
months in the winter the sun is visible only 
in tlic morning. The parish Chwrh (built 1641) 
has marble pillars, and a dome 219 feet high, the 
old Pilgrimage Chapel of Maria zum Hecrde, and 
another chapel to the memory of those who fell in 
1798* It stands on the Platz, which is adorned by 



Engelberg (lO miles), see page 92, among snowy 
peaks (6,000 to 8,000 feet high) with a Benedictine 
Abbey founded in the eleventh century, at which 
are Caves for the cheese made at the convent farms. 
Miiller, the engineer, was bom here. Hence you 
may ascend the TitliS (8 hours), 10,627 feet above 
the sea, a noble peak covered with the Fini^ or 
Alpine snow, surrounded by glaciers ; or follow the 
Aa, over the Silrenen Pass, dovni to the Reuss and 
Altorf (20 miles); or go over the Joch to flie 
Genthal and Meiringen (18 miles) on to Brienx. 

From Stans as above, the road passes by Rohren, 
Weisserle, and Kerns, with cotton and iron works, 
to Samen ; but the latter may be also reached by 

ALPNACH-STAD (Stat.) 

Jnns: Pilatus, good ; Rossli; Stern. 

Alpnacli, near a Gestado or Harbour on the Lake, 
has a good timber Church, and was formerly noted 
for its Slide, a wooden trough, 8 miles long, made 
for launching timber from the forests on Pilatus 
into Lake Lucerne, like the sovenda used above 
Bellinzona. Station for the PllatUS Bailway 
(see page 61). 

SABMEN (Stat.) 

Hotels: Obwaldner; Adler; lilrsch; Post; 
Metzger. 

Capital of Canton Unterwalden and of th)6 
Obwald (Upper Forest) part of it, with a popula- 
tion of 3,928, where the Meleh-Aa joins the Samer- 
Aa, at the bottom of the Saraer See. It has a 
college, hospital, churches, convents, theatre, poor- 
house, &c. The Arsenal is on the site of the old 
castle of the Austrian governors, on the Landen- 
berg, near the Schfitzenhans (for rifle practice), 
ThoTo wnHousc contains porttq.lt&<^<.V^i>sa g^wy « ^ y> ''<'« =g^ 
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from 1381, also of Nikotam von der FlUh (St. 
Nicholas) believed with good reasou to be the 
original of the children's Santa Clam. His Her- 
mitage is np the Mdchthal, about 3 miles from 
th£ Samen. Good view from the Landenberg, the 
Romcrberg, at SchwSndi (whey-cure and iron 
spring), and at the ferry on Lake Sarneu (Samer 
See), which is 1,550 feet above the sea, and only 
3 miles long, among hills of a quiet pastoral 
character. Up the Melchthal, which has pleasant 
scenery, is a very old tower called the Heiden- 
thurm (Pagan Tower). 

The Canton of Unterwalden contains a 

space of 263 square miles, with a population of 
27,550. Good cheese, honey, and fruit are its chief 
products. 

From this you pass Sachseln with the shrine and 
bones of St. Nilcolaus (wm der FlOh); Ruden, near 
Giswyl, which was nearly overwhelmed by the 
Lanichbach, 1629 (when a lake was formed, which 
was emptied into the Samer Sec, about 1750). 

Giswyl (Stat.) Here the mountain-rail begins. 

Lungem (Stat.) Inm: LUwe; Brunig; Bar. 
A village near the end of the Lungem See, a 
charming little Alpine Zaire, 2,400 feet above the 
sea, and noticeable for the successful attempt 
to lower its surface, begun 1790, and accomplished 
1836, by means of a tunnel ; a large tract being 
thus reclaimed for cultivation. Close to it is the 
Breitenfeld Alp (or pasture), with a splendid pros- 
pect of the Bernese Alps. 

From Lungem by carriage, or on foot, over 
the BrtUlig Pass, (Hotel Kurhaus Brunig, well 
situated on the Brunig Pass, close to the railway 
station, with fine views; shady garden and park; 
see Advt ), a very easy one, 3,294 feet above the sea, 
commanding a beautiful view of the Nidwalder-thal 
and Pilatns to the north, and the Hakll-thal to the 
south, and whence there are good roads to Bllenz 
(7 miles) and Meizlngen, in Canton Berne.

The following passes unite the Kandcr and the 
Liitschine Valleys: — 
Col of Tschingel; height, 9,250 feet. 

The Sefinen-Furke; height, 7,9110 feet, by the 
Kienthal, Boganggen Alp, and Sefineuthal. 

The Sausgrat; height, about 8,000 feet, by 
the Spiggengrund, and Sausthal. 

The Tanzbodeli or Renggli; height, 6,775 fe«t. 
by the Saldthal and Saxetenthal. The latter is at 
the bottom of the Albendberg. 

Three passes unite the Kander and Simmcn- 
thal:— 

The Hahnenmoos, the Leuk, and Geil's Alp; 
the Frohmatt, by Bettelriedand the Diemtigerthal ; 
and the Meyenberg, north-east of Zweisimmen, by 
the Diemtigerthal. These are 5,735 feet to 6,000 
feet high. 

Our route is from Thun, by Kandersteg, over 
the Gemmi, to Lou^che Baths, or Bad Leuk ; dis- 
tance, 61 miles (17 leagues). Take the steamer 
from Thun to Spicz, whence a diligence runs 
every day to Frutigen, 14J miles (4f leagues); 
fare, 2fr. 76c. or to Knnderiteg, 23 miles, 5fr. 
75c. From Kandersteg the traveller proceeds to 
the pass on foot or on horseback; the passage 
over the Gemmi from Kandersteg to I.eukerbad 
requiring 6 hours 30 mins. If preferred the tourist 
can proceed direct from Thun to Kandersteg in 
a light carriage. Charge for one-horse convey- 
ance, 17f r. ; two horses, 34fr. 

The road proceeds from Thun up the Valley of 
the Kander, amidst very attractive scenery, under 
the Niesen, with the snows of Blumlis Alp shining 
ahead. FrUtigen is a thorough Swiss village, 
with /««*, the Helvetia, Belle Vue, Adicr, where 
many i)ersons prefer to stop. It stands on the 
Kander and Engstligenbach, and has a good view 
at the Church. The village was completely burned 
to the ground in 1817, being built, like most 
Swiss villages, generally of coniferous wood. 
Diligence to Eggenschwand (vift Kandersteg) 
and to Splez. 

Kandersteg, 3,835 feet above the sea. 

Population, 1,052. 

Jnn*: Victoria; Bar; Qemml. 

The peasantry about Kandersteg are still In the 
habit of singing the national airs in chorus, Nnrlth 
the pecuWai ta\««Uo ««iled ySdling; and the 
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trareller will not soon forget the pleasant effect 
produced on his mind, on being awakened by a 
rery sweet harmony of voices under the inn 
windows. 

N.B. — Those who ride to the Gemmi, will do 
well to take a horse from here only to the Daube^ 
12 francs (guide not necessary ), Aie rest is too 
steep for horses. 

Kandersteg is a rery good c^itre for several 
excursions and ascents. 1. At the distance of 
2 hours 30 minutes you reach the little fairy lake 
of Oeschineo, a perfect gem, surrounded by awful 
precipices and ancient fir forests, reflecting in its 
deep, crystal-dear basin the magnificent snows of 
the Blumlis Alp, rising almost sheer out of the 
water. 

The Weisse Frau, a formidable pinnacle of this 
^rand Blumlis Alp Chain, has been ascended of 
late years JFrom Kandersteg, but it is a somewhat 
dangerous exploit, by no means to be recommended 
to those who are not very surefooted and ex- 
perienced in Alpine climbing. 

The summit of the Gemml PftSS, also known 
as the Daube, is 14^ miles (4^ leagues) from Kan- 
dersteg, under the Daubenhom (d,4fi0 feet). Near 
the summit is a solitary house, tite Schwarenbacb 
/mi; to which a wild, unfounded story of murder 
has been attadied, relating how, once upon a time, 
a too-confiding traveller, who passed the night 
thersi, disaf^fMared, and was.eventnally discovered 
to hava been plundered and put to death by the 
host. 

Near the mmmit of the pass (7,665 feet), is the 
dismal, solitary, little Danben See or Lake, with 
its still, inky waters, frozen most of the year, and, 
like Avemns, refusing all forms of life, contrastmg 
finely with the shining virgin snow slopes of the 
Altels and other airy peaks that seem to aspire to 
pierce the empyrean, and rise in their purity and 
beauty, like the pillars of faith and hope, in this 
great temple not made with hands. Near it is a 
small hotel, the Wildstmbel. 

The Altelfl (11,922 feet) may be ascended by 

cutting many steps on its steep, ley declivity ; and 

those who have pluck and strength to scale such 

airy buttresses, will be repaid by one of those 

views of the Oberland and Valais Chain, including 

many of the noblest peab) in the Alps, that baffle 
H 



all description. The rolling ocean of rocky battle* 
ments and icy minarets sweeps away from the eye 
till lost in the hazy distance; and around and 
below is all the majesty of f uch mountain solitudes, 
only broken by the occasional thunder of the 
avalanche, the distant roar of torrents, or the wild 
whistling blast of the wind sweeping over the 
snowfields. Guide, 25 francs. 

The Descent from the Oemmi to Lenk is 

one of the most striking in the Alps, the mule path 
having been carried by skilful engineering, zig-zag 
fashion, up one of the tremendous limestone preci- 
pices with which the western or calcareous wing 
of the Oberland Alps abounds. This beetling 
precipice rises 2,000 feet sheer above the narrow 
basin and valley in which the Leukerbad (or Bath 
of Leuk) is situated; and as the parapets are a 
very insufiicient guard, and the cliff overhangs in 
many places, it is now forbidden to ride down the 
descent, as the slightest interference with the 
mountain horses or mules may cause the traveHer 
to be precipitated from the path. A dreadful 
accident occurred in 1861 from a neglect of this pre- 
caution. A French lady, the Comtesse d'Arlincourt, 
was riding down this formidable descent, a little 
apart from her husband, who was also mounted, 
and on arriving at a certain part of the road, 
interfered with the movements of her horse. The 
consequence was that the animal lost its footing, 
and his precious burthen was thrown over the 
precipice and dashed to pieces. 

Leukerhad, or Lo^ohe-les-Bains, called 

*^Baden'^ in the neighbourhood. Motets.'— Vea 
Alpes; Maison Blanche, and its d^pendance, Grand 
Bain; De France; Union; Tell; Brunner, at the 
Baths. 

This bathing place and village (population 700) 
is 4^640 feet above sea, and 9 miles from Leilk, 
or Lou^che-Ville, mentioned below, to which there 
is an onmibus. It has been almost destro3*ed on 
several occasions by avalanches ; but as these occur 
generally in winter or early spring, and as mas- 
sive bulwarks have been erected to protect the 
village, the summer visitors haxe little to fear on 
this score. Tne place is much frequented in sum- 
mer on account of its hot StUphur Springs^ emanat- 
ing from twenty sources, and reckoned, with those 
of PfSffers, the most eflic«.c\a^» ^s^^ ^^f^^^^njseswssss.. 
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The temperature ii about 82*, and they are of 
g^eat OM in congestion, inflammatory- cases, con- 
sumption, haemorrhage, weak nerves, Ac. When 
the little BUntschi is low, you may visit the 
sjHrings, by a rough path over broken rocks and 
trees, which brings yon to their source in a savage 
hollow. 

Walks may be taken to the Leitem, or Ladders, 
which lead to a footpath to the Gumigelbad and to 
Thun ; and to the Seile, or rope bridge, by which 
the people slide across a hollow 500 feet deep. 
Between the Simme and the Saane, half way up 
Simmenthal, are two passes: SaanenmSser, 4,230 
feet, between Saanen and Zweisinunen; the Schwar- 
zenberg, 4,470 feet, between the village of Jaun and 
Weissenbach. 

Ascending the valley you come to 
BOLTiaSM, 
A village of 400 pop. (Intu, Im Obersteg; Biir), in 
Upper Simmenthal, where the cherries and other 
fruits begin to disappear. It is 2,725 feet above the 
sea. Lignite has been worked above a grorge called 
the Klus. The small romantic valley of Taaben 
opens out behind a rock at the back of the church. 
This buUding, at the foot of the Wallalp, 
stands close to the Simme, which flows through 
its deep bed beneath. Its windows are stained with 
curious paintings of a carnival, of which the sub- 
ject is a gift made by Christ to the Pope; they 
were done by the Banneret Nic. Manuel, about 
1522. Above this is the Laubeck Pass, in which a 
new road was made 1820 (signified by a plate let 
Into the cliff) round the Laubeggstalden rock, here 
surmounted by an old castle, which belonged to the 
Banneret Wendschats in 1346. 



Hotels: Krone; BSr; Simmenthal. 

A village at the junction of the two (zwei) heads 
of the Simmenthal, in a healthy bracing spot, 3,121 
feet above the sea. Population, 1,940. Near the 
school is an orphan asylum and hospital. Diligence 
to Lenk in 8 hours. 

[From here there is a way over the Rawyl Pass 
to Sion on the Rhdne, in 10 to 11 hours' walking, 
with scenery like that of the Gemmi. You ascend 
the OberSimmenthal,pastBlankenberg Castle, to 
Matten (where paths strike off to the Diemtiger- 
thai, on the east, and to Tnrbachbad). Then to 



An-dflr-LralC orL0ll]C(/im<: BXr; Krone), at 
the bottom of the pass where the car-road ends, 
3,580 feet above sea, in a circle of mountains. 
Sulphur Bath at the Kuranstalt. The Church was 
built in 1505; by custom, the women enter it first, 
to commemorate their bravery in a war with the 
Bernese. Paths strike off to the right and left} 
to the south-east the glaciers of the WiMttrubel 
(10,715 feet) are seen in the main chain of the 
Alps. At Seefluh you leave the Simme (which 
comes down from the Severn JTountaint of the 
R&sli, making several falls) and follow the defile 
of the Iffigen Yaliey; and in four or five hours, 
past Jffigtn^ a fall, and several chfilets, and by 
a series of sig-zags and difficult precipices, the 
tummit of the Bawyl PftM is reached, 7,943 feet 
above the sea. The view of the Alps across the 
Rhdne Valley is of the usual scale of gnrandeur. 

From this point the descent is tolerably easy, 
past the two falls at Rawyl, to Ayent; from which 
you can get to Slon, or Sierre, on the Rhdne.] 

Following the char-road from Zweisinunen, 
through Saanen Land, you come next to Maseweid, 
Reichenstein, Ac, to SaanenmSser, a marshy plain 
(as moser signifies) between the hills, half a league 
long, with a forest of firs in the middle and a small 
lake. 

SAANEN ; the French Gessenaj. 

Hotels: Gross-Landhaus; B&r. 

Chief place of the pleasant Alpine valley of the 
same name, on the Saane or Sarlne, where excellent 
cheese is made, 3,355 feet above the sea. Popu- 
lation, 3,73). The mountains around, as the Ho 
neck, Homberg, Riibli, Gumfluh, 5,000 to 8,000 feet 
high, are covered with rich pastures and Alpine 
plants. It contains about seventy large houses, 
built of dark wood, with galleries, dec, on which 
you read the names of the owner, his wife and 
the builder, and perhaps some wise sentence. The 
Church is one of the largest in this quarter. 
Fine prospect of the Lake of Geneva from the 
Qumjluh^ 8,070 feet high. 

Saanen Land is a pastoral district, 10 leagues long 
by 6 broad, partly in Cantons Berne and Vaud, 
and comprising thirteen valleys opening into it. 
In the upper or Berne part the people speak Ger-

ohMAw, is too soft to be elporled. AUaUdBChchEl 
is A little primitiTs spot, 4,M0 feet Above sea. 
"iTFrom this place there are Wayi by the Pastel 
Of Q«ltttn aAd 8aiiet0(Sli, into the Rhdne Valley. 
You ascend the Saane to 

QestiA or Am-Gestad (or Btaad), Whtfrv the 
Lanenbach joins the Sarine. This is a Tillage of 
thirty houses, 8,450 f^et above the sea. With a 
ehureh bttilt 1402 ; having, about 9 miles east of it, 
the Baths of Turbaeh, hardly ntied eteept by the 
^Msanti^. They are In a valley under the Gifl^- 
hom, across which is a pass to the Slmmenthal. 
The Trome Bath is near the Turbaeh. 

Three passes unite the Saane and the Simmen. 
1. The Rothhom ; 6,990 feet, by the Lauenen Lake. 
9. T^m Triittlisberg; 6,696 feet, by Lauenen and 
the valleys of Wallbaoh and Lenk. 9. Zwitseregg, 
6,810 feet, by the Turbaeh and St. Seffan. 

Follo>flng the Lauenbach, yon come to the village 
of that name, 4,090 feet above the sea, under the 
Triittlisberg, where the char-road ends. Prom this 
a ihule path leads to Gelten, and a fall at th6 foot 
of the glAciers which hAng do#n from theWildhom, 
and other peaks which flank the pasls, 10,B60 feet 
above the sea. The Gelten Pase Itself is 3,000 feet 
lower, and the descent is made by the Valley of the 
Sion, past Arbaz, SavieSe, and GrinciSois, making 
th6 time about 14 hours from Saaneh to Sion, 
on the Simplon Road. 

But the more usual route to Si(m (pAge 40) is by 
the BaaetSCh F^SSf 7,870 feet high. In this ease 
3^oU leave Gstad, and follow the main head of 
the Saane on the west, called the Valley of the 
Chftt^let. • This brings you to Ladi Bridge A^d 
Fetitersay (population, 800), at the mo«lth of the 
Seheraf s-thal. The next plaoe is

8 hoars' ride from Saaneh, numbers about 100 
cottages, spread over the valley; and has an old 
maAsiVe chmreh, and timber presbytery. The Alps 
to the eouth hide the sun for six months in 
the winter time, and the rtver which descends from 
the glaciers upon them often causes great injury 
by floods. Paths lead from this, east and west, to 
Ormond (see Route 1), and the Lake of Geneva, by 
the Pillon, and to Lauctaen, by the Briiehli. The Col 
du Pillon, by Qsteig and Ormond Dessus, is 5,090 
feet high. 

From Gstfeig a mule path (8 hours to Sion) 
leads up the paM by two falls, Ac. It is winding, 
and in some parts dfffioult^ tod the pass is a rugged 
And desolate spot, 6,8i0feet above the sea, between 
the Arbelle and another peak. It is the last and 
lowest of the western passes of the Bernese Alps, 
and commands a flki^ fiffr Of the Mont Blanc 
ehain. There are two ways to deseend to 8i<m, by 
Saviese or by Champagnol; the latter by -several 
sig-sagrs over the prebipieee near the M<»'ge.] 

After 1 eavlng SaAneh, i^h the Rfiblihom, or Dent 
do (yhamois to the left (7,569 feet high), you eome to 
the remains of An old fOrt of the Grny^res Counts; 
and tiien to Roiigemont, in Cakiton Vaud, which 
had A priory, fotaiMled 1115, by thcsame colmts. 
Flendtu or Flendroc is the hcxt plaee, where two 
little streams fall iifto the Sartne; one of wfaieh la 
suplilied by a lake cm the Mockausas Alp abcnre, 
periodicMly formed by the meltittg of the winter's 
snow.

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Tlie ralleys around are popaloa«i, and the eoa- 1 
tame of the women is pretty. From La Tour de 
TrSme, further on, there is a path to the top ot 
Mol^SOn (6,578ft.X in 3 hours. It goes by a Car- 
thusian Convent, founded 1807, by a Countess of 
Gruy^res, In a pretty tpoU including a church, farm, 
timber worlc, &c., dispersed about it; it was burnt 
in 1800. The name of the mountain is probably 
Ulcen from the Latin, Moles Summa. There is a 
splendid range of view from the top. The lalces of 
Genera, NeuchAtel, Morat, and Biennc or Biel, 
17 towns and villages and hamlets innumerable 
clustered round its base, the entire r^nge of the 
Jura and the snow-crowneJ summits of the distant 
Alps, complete a panorama which amply repays 
the small toil of the ascent. Beyond Tour de 
Trdme, you reach 

BULLS (Stat.), or BoU, 
On a branch of the Swiss Central, from Romont. 

Inns: Alpes; Union; De la Ville; Cheval Blanc. 

A little walled town on the Fribourg Road. It 
stands at the centre of the Charmey, Bellegarde, 
and the Saanen Valleys, most noted for the Gray- 
feres cheese, and is therefore their chief depdt. 
Population, 2,797. At the church is one of Moser's 
organs. There are also paper works and a convent. 

The mule road to Vevey here turns south, round 
the opposite side of the MoHson, leaving that to 
Fribourg to the north (about 16 miles, passing 
through Vuippens and its chAteau ; Avry, in a 
pretty part of the valley : Posicns, Ac.) Diligences 
to Fribourg, Charmey, Chftteau d'Oex, Rosslniferes, 
Saanen, and CliAtel St. Denis. 

The first places out of Bulle are Vauderent and 
Vau^ruz. From this you cross over the west 
shoulder of the Mol^son to Semsales, from which 
a path leads to the top of the mountain. Then a 
descent to 

Ch&tel St. DeniB (Inn: De la Ville), a pic- 
turesque town of "SfOOO souls, on the Vevey se, 
with a good trade in cheese, standing 600 feet 
higher than the Lalce of Geneva, of which there 
is a beautiful view from Meure Blanche, a little 
Vbjrw ^iftm.

Another way is by road to Murten (Morat), 15 
miles; thence by West SieUs Rail. From Morat 
this line ascends to Keners Fssschels, Aarberg 
(page 1G8X and Lyss (page 108X where it joins the 
line between Berne and Bienne. From Morat it 
decends to Avenchea (page 106), Dompierre, 
Corcelles, Payeme (junction for Fribourg and 
Yverdon), Grangos-Marmand, Lucens, Moudon 
(page 105), Chatillens, PaMzieux, and Lausanne, 
about 48 miles. Near Bttmplitl, on the Morat 
Road, Roman antiquities have been found. 

About halfway to Fribourg is Plamatt (Stat.), 
whence there is diligence to Laupen, vt'o Keuen- 
egg, a little village on the Sense, which divides 
it from the hamlet of Singine. Inn. — BHr. At the 
church a treaty of alliance was signed between the 
two cantons, 1371. With its villages the parish 
numbers over 3,000 souls. 

The Sense joins the Saane at the middle of Its 
course, at the Balisa Pass, 4,670 feet; and the 
united streams fall into the Aar at the Seelisbuhl 
Col, 5,315 feet. 

At 1} mile west, down the Sense, a monument 
was set up in 1829 on Bramberg Hill, the spot 
where the battle of Laupen was fought, 1389, when 
the Bernese and their confederates, under Rudolph 
von Erlach, were victorious over the Barons of the 
Empire, then besieghig Laupen, which is IJ 
stund lower, where the stream joins the Saane. 
At that time it was an imperial town, mailing part 
of Burgundy. Its ancient walls, with a castle and 
town house, remain. The anniversary of this 
battle is observed every fifth year. 

The rail, after leaving Flamatt, passes through 
two tunnels, and then over the fine bridge oter 
1 the Saane.

FBIBOOBO. 
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The country improves on entering the Catholic 
Canton of Fribourg, »nd the line passes Diidin- 
^'cn, which is built on a little stream. It is 
remarkable for a brotherhood, called the RSmer- 
bruderscbaft, composed of such as hare made the 
pilgrimage to Rome. They hare an annual f^te 
on a Sunday in July; and the arrival of pilgrims 
is celebrated by the ringing of the bells, and other 
marks of rejoicing. 

Tlie approach to the capital, which stands on a 
hill, 2,067 feet above the sea, is striking. 
FRDOUBO; German, FMylmrg, 

HoUU: Grand Hutel de Fribourg et Zahringen, 
well situated, comforuble, and very clean. 
(Divine Service). 

Bellevue. 

Caf^: Muller. 

Population, 12,289; of whom those in Upper Town 
speak French, those in Lower Town (who are 
mostly artisans), German. 

A fine old place, 2,100 feet above sea, capital of 
the canton, most picturesquely seated on the rapid 
Sarine or Soane; partly built on the river, partly 
on the steep sandstone cliffs, on both sides, and 
along the ravine which runs under many of the 
old-f ashloncd houses. Naked rocks, gardens, trees, 
fields, Ac, form a singular contrast with the 
ancient fortress-like appearance of the buildings, 
and the churches and convents which rise above 
them. The best spots for viewing it are the top of 
Schonenberg, a field near Bcwrguitton Gate, or 
Biirglenthor (between two cliffs), and another 
near the Romont Gate. A somewhat extended 
walk should be taken round the town, and in the 
environs, with the special object of enjoying the 
aniqne views. 

The high banks of the river are united by two 
stone bridges, as well as by a remarkable 
Suvpemton Bridge, it luu>f« on four wire 
ropes, is 810 feet long {U. UO feet longer than 



restisof nativeyield. Theeffectof this wonderfully 
light and elegant structure, in connection with the 
beautiful views up and down the river, of the Alps 
one way and the Jura Mountains the other, is most 
striking. Another narrow Bridge of this kind, 
opened 1840, crosses a deep hollow on one side of 
the own, called Valine de Gotteron, or Galtemthal, 
and is 747 feet long. There is a third bridge or 
Viaduct for the rail. A new cart road leads 
straight into the town by the Suspension Bridge, 
saving a road of 2 miles, by way of the<^d wooden 
bridge. 

In Upper Town stand the old Stadthaus and 
Raihhaus, built 1614, on the site of the Castle 
of the Dukes of ZiQuringen, who founded the 
town 117ft as a **free burgh," to strengthen them 
against the house of Burgundy, upon whose 
extinction it came to the Dukes of Austria. 
Near it is an andent Lime Tree, 14 feet round, 
planted 1476, after the Battle of Morat; on the 
spot where the wounded messenger, bearing the 
lime branch in his hand, died exhausted, crying 
'* Victory." St. Nicholas Church or Cathedral (for 
the Romish Bishop of Lausanne), near the bridge, 
and the cliffs, where they are 200 to aOO feet high, 
was begun 128S, and has a good Gothic Tower, 280 
feet high. In 1880, some shocks of earthquake 
(17-28 September) stopped the church bells. Near 
the portal are some curious carvings of the Judg- 
ment, representing the devil ajid his angels tum- 
bling four mortals into the flames ot hell. It 
contains two or three pictures, a good high altar, 
and a powerful organ by Moser, a rival to that of 
Haarlem, with 7,800 pipes, which may be heard 
daily; Ifr. each. The Vox Humana and Vox 
angelica stops are very flne. Tickets at the hotels. 

Some carvings are also noticed at the Franciscan 
and Augustine Churches. In the higher part of 
the town, and looking like a citadel, are St. Michael's 
Church and the Convents of the Jesuits, who had a

Tliere it a Roman inscription on the Pcim bridge, 
a little out of the place. The rood (or rail) from 
Berne, by way of Morat, joins here; and another 
strikes off to Stafis or Estayajrer, on the Lake of 
HeuchAtel. 

B8TAVA.TEB (Stat.), 
Five miles west-north-west, is a small Catholic 
town in Frlbourg Canton, charmingly seated on the 
lake, founded according to tradition by a Vandal 
leader, Stavius, in 512, and walled round by the 
Bnrg^ndian kings. An organ by the famous Moser 
is in the parish Church. The Dominican Convent 
containathe tomb of William d'EUtavayer, who in 
his life-time was a Canon of Lincoln Cathedral, and 
gave to his order a house which belonged to him 
here.. Tlaey continue to observe in this town a 
pretty custom, which was once general in the can- 
ton, of parties meeting to sing national and other 
airs, called caraoul^s (carols), in the public place. 
Tile burden of one of these describes a couple not 
blessed with many worldly goods, who comfort 
each other with 

" Qsn Ub aouiroa ncMi^ron no Toitenn

This will serve as a specimen of tlie patois (French).

The Roman Iftntdunuin, with old forts; ouc in tbc 
I market place, another (a square tower) in U{>])cr 
: Town on the Bourg, built, they say. by Popin le 
Bref. Population, 2,700. Its antiquity ih proved 
by an inscription on the waUs of the town-huuse, 
which was part of an altar raised by Quint us JEhns 
to Jupiter and Juno. Below the town walls runs 
the Broye, which rises in the Mol^son. There is a 
public Ifbrary of 3,000 volumes ; an ancient chureh 
dedicated to St. Stephen. A little outside the town, 
at Carouge, a road turns off to Yevey, past Rue or 
Ruw (3 mUes south-east), or Rotaviila. as it was 
called, which stands on a picturesque liill, 2,290 
feet above, and commands a noble view, ^hioli 
takes in nearly all the Geneva Lake, Mont Bluuc, 
the Jura Range, Ac. Further south is Kcublens, 
which gave name to a noble family, one uf whom 
was Bishop of Lausanne, 1321. 

From this you ascend the Jorat to (;iifilet-k- 
Gobet at the summit, 1,800 feet above the Lake of 
Qojsva; which now comes full into view; descend- 
ing thence for about 4 miles, you come to

By the other road from ^tXlie (pu<?e 102), you 
pass Frautti Kappel^ up to the field of Lauiten.

An industrious Protestant town, the only one in 
the Canton (Frlbourg), standing in a ftieKaKOiit 
spot, on a lake of the same name. That part of it 
nearest the lake is called Ryf eir Rive (bank). 
UpperTown eontains some lurcaded streets like tbos<> 
at Berne, and several fountains. At the modernised 
German Chnrch are aome carved stalls. The 
anoieot Castle was founded by Peter of Savoy, 
in the thirteenth ceatury, and ia G«thie in its btyle. 
There are also a Protestant CoUege, aod a Trades' 
inatitnte. From various remains ef buildings, 
miedals, inaeripUoiia(aomeof tbcasAreintJietastle)* 
whieh have heim foosd, it is psoliMhletbal k Ba0t^ 
station wa»nMX Vb&Si v^V ^^m^ ^^'^'i^ ^ 
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36 feet round, and above 600 yean old) commands 
a riew over the town and lake. 

Morat is remarkable for the Vletory of 33nd 
June, 1476, when the ** miserable peasants," whom 
he threatened to exterminate, defeated Charles 
the Bold, and abOTe 15,000 Burgondians perished. 
Their bodies were afterwards gathered into an 
ossuary or bone-house by the Swiss, with inscrip- 
tions upon it ; it stood here till the French Bnr- 
gundiani destroyed it, 1798, and was replaced, 1831, 
by an Obelisk, round which an annual fSte is held. 

Napoleon passed this way to the Congress of 
Rastadt, 1797, and after surreyhig the field, he said 
to an officer, "Capitaine, si Jamais nous, lirrons 
bataille en ees lieux, soyei persuade que nous 
ne prendrons pas le lac pour retraite,** — that lake in 
which great numbers were drowned in the battle, 
^me of the cannon used by the invaders, and the 
inscriptions (one of which by Haller b^ns— Stch 
still HoWetier ! Hier liegt das kUhne Heer) are in 
the old Rathhaus. Champ Ollyier bathing-place 
is near this. 

The KUBTENER SBB, or Lain of Morat, 

Called Uecht See in the middle ages, is an unhiter- 
esting piece of water, fi miles by 2 in extent, 1,430 
Ceet above the sea, 1^0 feet deep, with flat, marshy 
shores nearly all ronisd, and was, no doubt, formerly 
one with Lake Bid and Lake NenchAtel, from which 
it is only 3 miles distant, fihad and other fish are 
found in abundance. Its chief feeder is the Broye, 
which runs out at the bottom into NeuchAtcl Lake, 
and which the steamers to NeuchAtel ascend twice 
a week. Pieces of Burgundian armour are fre- 
-(luently brought up by the fishermen. To NeuchAtel 
by the road is about 12 miles. 

Leaving Morat for Payeme (by road or rail), 
you pass the battle-field (p. 109) under MMnehwyler 
Hill, into Fa»tig, a little village in Canton Vand, 
where they make tolerable wine. The next place, 
near the top of the lake, is AY6Dell6S (Stat., 
f>. 103) which the Germans call Wiflisburg-^/niw : 
Hotel de Ville; Couronne— and which takes its 
name from Avmtkum^ the ancient capital of Helve- 
tia, or West Switzerland, founded six centuries 
<»orare Christ, mad destroyed by the Barbarians. 
J^ e/roalt was apwMrd$ of m mile, now mostly 



Parts of the Roman walls are left, 13 feet thick, 16 
high ; und near the Morat Road stands a tower, and a 
single Corinthian Pillar, 40 feet high, called Cigog- 
niez by the people, because the storks built on it, 
supposed, from an inscription found IftSff, to have 
belonged to a temple of Vespasian. Remains of 
bath, altars, and bas-reliefs, are collected in a 
Museum, on the site of the Amphitheatre, which was 
snpidied with water by an aqueduct. Most of the 
antiquities are now in the museums at Berne and 
Lausanne. 

Diligence to Cudrefin, 6| miles. 

The road hence follows the Broye (and the rail 
p. 103) past Domdldltr where the Fribourg Road 
turns off, and CoroOUos to Pajorao, as above, 
thence to Laiuaimo.

By Road, the direct way lies through the Mttn- 
sterihal, via St. Jacob, Milnster, Biel (Bienne), 
NeuchAtel, Yverdon, Lausanne, and Geneva. 
This can now be done by Rail in 11 to 13 hours, 
via the Central Swiss line to Bienne (Routes 10, IS), 
and thence by the West Swiss lino to Geneva; but, 
as far as Bienne, the trip by road is the most inter- 
esting. 

The rail nearly follows the road through the 
gorges of Moutier (or Milnsterthal) and Tavannea , 
in the ]uTa1&otakU\a%.

The Daophln (Louis XL), made peace with them 
At Ensisheim. A red wine is called Schweizer-blat 
(Swiss blood) from this famous battle. Birscck 
Castlo is seeo across the Blrs. 

Donuudl (Stat.), further on, is another cele- 
brated spot, irhere the Swiss finally defeated the 
Austrians, SSnd July, 1499, and sealed their indepen- 
ilence. Angenstein, above the road, belongs to a citi- 
zen ofBaile. At AMeh (Stat.X the pass becomes 
more narrow and romantic, with tall cliffs rising 
over the trees on each side ; Church, boilt 1812. 
rfeffingen Castle is near it, on the Blauen, at the 
liomtdary of Borne Canton. Pass Zwingen Castle, 
to LauflRm (Stat.), where the Liisel falls into 
the Birs and forms a cascade. Then Saugem 
(4i leagues), or Soyhi^ (8tat.X with its castle, 
which once commanded the pass, and faces that of 

Vorburg. DtiBlMrg (Stat.), or DeUmont- 

Iloteit: Ours; Faucon; Cuenat— a walled town, 
with a Castle which belonged to the bishops of BAle. 

I At Pmntrnt or Porrentmy a railway junc- 
tion was made with DellO in France, 1872; from 
wliich excursions may be made (south) to the fine 
tinnks of the Doubs, and (north-east) to the castles 
of Morimont and Fcrette, commanding splendid 
views over the plains of Elsass and of the Vosges 
Mountains.] 

A little beyond Soybi^re, the wildest part 
^t the MHnsterthsl" begins, and brings you to 

the-iron->work of Coorrtiullln or Bennendoif 

(Stat.)— ir<»^: Hirseh (Cerf). Farther on is 
Roche In a tremendous cleft of the Jura llme- 
•tonea, through which the Birs tumbles. It opens 
again near Miinftar or MOUtlar. BoieU: Cou- 
ronne ; Hirsrb; Chernl. Here was a ruined HVie 



The M&nsterthal (French, Val MnMer), or Valley 
of the Birs is one of the finest passes of lowland 
Switxerland; sometimes broad and sl<9lng, tome* 
times deep and narrow, and both p(^ulous and 
well wooded. It was traversed by the Roman 
way from Avenches (Avtmiiemm) to Augst. 

From this there is an ascent to the 
gtelll in four hours (p. 79^ with one of the finest 
panoramic views in Switseriand. Through a wild 
gorge to 

Conrt (Stat) SoM: BSt (Ours). It is two 
hours over the Montos (4,000 feet high), with 
a prospect like that of the Weissensteln. 

The road strikes through the Hauftthat, by 
Malleray, to I>aellSfUd«ll or TaTSBllOB (Stat,) 
—Hota: Krone, or Crown— about 9,S00 feet high, 
near the head of the Birs. It belonged to Marshal 
de Tavannes. A short line to Tramelan. 



Beyond this our road passes under a sort of 
natural arch in the rock, 40 feet high, called Pitrre 
Pertuit (petra pertusa) which was on the boundary 
of the Ransacian and Helvetian Provinces, and 
later, of the bishoprics of Avenches, Lausanne, 
and B&le. A Roman inscription, imperfect, but 
restored (beginning Ifumini AugJ^ states that 
this road was made by Titus Dunnlus Fatemus, 
decemvir of the Helvetian colony. Btfl ft lSJ In 
this part, is noted for its cheese, and had a 
convent founded 1186. SOIIOelMNI (StatJ-/>M: 
Krone ; Buflfet-is in the beautiful ImHr-that (lead- 
ing to Chaux-de-F9mis and LoeU). The road to 
Blenne passes along the Scheuss to La Hutte, and 
other castle ruins, and the last declivity of the 
Jura, which opens a vast and beautiful prospect 
over the Aare, Emme, Ac, the Lake of Blenne, 
and an amphitheatre of hills 60 leagues round, 
with one of the finest distant views of the Alps. 
In the plain at the foot of the Jura is 

BIENNB (Stat.) ; German, BM (181 leaga«s). 
At the junction of the West Swiss and Swiss Cen- 
tral lines, near a Lake of the same name. A braiwK

A fine, old,walled town, and a free city from 1250 to 

1798, in a soft and pleasant spot, apiong vineyards, 

chettnuts, Ac. The town arms, two axes (beile), are 

still on the gatesL A little river, the Suze, from 

the Jura, falls into the Lake below the town, not 

far {ram where the Thible, or Zihl issues out of it 

towards the Aar. Population, 15,407, many of 

whom aro clockmakers. 

The Wildermatts have an excellent library of books 
and manuscripts. Col. Schwahe's Lacustrine Col- 
lection, open Sunday and Thursday afternoons. 
Though not a Roman station, many Roman coins 
haTe been found at the head of th« spring which

At Macolin, or Magglingen, is a Kurhaus 
(BngliBh Church service in tunmer) accessible by

S»Ul: Qran^ Hotel or Kurhaus, affording 
ererj eoxafort. Post, Telegraph, and Telephone 
in the hotel ; see AdTt. 

The Blenne Lake (Bielersee), is 10 miles 
by 3|, and 1,8S0 feet above the sea, with splendid 
trout. In the ndddle is St. IHerref* ItUmd^ or 
Peterinsel, covered with oak and fruit trees where 
Rouesean lived, 1765. His chamber is shown just 
as he left it The steamer passes it on the way 
up to St. Jean. Wyttenbach, who taught Zwingli 
and Leo JudsB, was a native. 

A little above Bienne is Maison Blanche where, 
without fatigue, you may enjoy a fine view of the 
Lakes, the Alps, the Oberland, Ac. A grander one 
is got from the Chasseral or QestldT (see below), 
4^ hours* ride to the south-west, one of the highest 
peaks of the Jura (5,227 feet.) It equals that from 
the Weissenstein. 

For Berne, by the Swiss Central rail, the sta- 
tions are Brilfl^, near the Zihl, Busswyl, 

LsTss, LubezKi Scbiipfon, *nd ZoUikofisn. 

By road* the first place is Nydan, and its old 

castle on the hill. Beyond Belmont, so qaUed from 

the view, is a pillar to the Swiss who fell in 1798.

A little place, under the Chasseral Ridge, on the 
west side of Bienne Lake. A ruin ealled the 
Seklossberg rises above it, built by a bishop of 
Basle, ISOl; passing this, the diaSBeral (Gestler, 
in German), may be ascended in 8 hours. It is 
A,278 feet above the sea, and produces many Alpine 
^ants, petrifaotioBS, and pastures yielding good 
oheese. Diligence to Lamboing (10 miles) and Nod s 
(8 miles). At the top of the lake are Eriaoh 
and St. Jean, near the month of the Thiclc. 
Under Joliment is Landeron, close to St. Jean 
(/mi: Hotel de Nemours), « Catholic village, 
(populatioM, 850), one of the very few in Canton 
Neuchatel. The next place, Cressier (population, 
800), is also Catholic, and has a quarry ef good 
stone sear it. Conxaux, further on, is worth notice 
for its old Church. 

Bt BUiae, on I^J^e Neuchfttel, where Roman 
antiqultieft hav« been picked up, stands among 
vineyards of good white wine, and commands a 
fine view.

near the town are to the pier and slmres of the 
lake, which are lined with pretty eountry houses, 
to the roeky hill Cr6t, and the seats of La Rochettei 
Chanet, and BeUermilX-- especially the last, 
where the view of the Alps from Mont Blanc to the 
Urner Alps, at evening light, is exceedingly fine ; 
Diligence twice daily to ChaiimOIlt, and the 
Signal. 3,845 feet above the sea, whence the pros- 
pect is equally grand. Grand Hotel du Chaumont. 
In ascending you pass the great granite boulder 
of the Pierre k Bot. The nearest granite rock is 
in the distant Alps. 60 to 80 miles off. The view 
embraces the three lakes of Neuch&tel, Morat, and 
Bicnne, with the whole range of the Alps, from 
Sentis to Mont Blanc, in the background. 

On the road to Chaux-de-Fonds, there is a 
height called Les L<«es (3 stnnden), with another 
extensive view of the Jura, Yosges, and Alpine 
Chains. Other points worth visiting are the 
Tablette and its rocky summit ; the Pass of Clu- 
sette, near some asphalte mines ; Rochefort Castle, 
in the narrow entrance to Vol Traver*, a pass, 
through which runs the Poutarlier line (page 112). 
The Castle is not far from La Toume, a point 
from which there is a fine view of the lake. 

LAKE OF KEUGHATSL 
{Natemhwifer aee^ in German), 
At the south foot of the Jnra, touches the Cantons 
of Berne, Fribonrg and Vaud, as well as Neuch&tel. 
The north shores are limestone, and rather mono- 
tonous; the south are chiefly sandstone, and are 
more beautiful than the other, from the vineyards 
and fertile districts, interspersed with fbrts and 
castles, which adorn them; but in general it is 
deficient in the great picturesque charms of the 
Swiss Lakes, though Its quiet character Is a relief 
after the overwhelming magnificence of grander 
scenes. Length about 23 miles, and breadth 2 to 5 ; 
It stands 1,420 feet above the sea, or about 200 above 
Lake Geneva, and is In aome parts 424 feet deep. 
Trout and other fish of excellent flavonr abound. 

It is fed chiefly by the Seyon, Orbe, Mantua, 
Reuse, and Broy«^the latter, after flowing through 
the Morat Uslat. Tte^ <Cs«B6i*.>wn*i«««^^>»^' 
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Canton, it called Vignoblet, from the wine It yields, 
some of which, at Cortaiilod, for instance, Is 
reckoned nearly as good as Borgandy. 

For-Blt a va y cr , a pretty little town on the 
lake (see page 106). 

Excursions by steam-boats may he made to 
Trerdon (at the top) ; to the Lake of Morat thrice 
weekly (ascending the Broye); and to Biel or 
Bienne, by the ThiMe and Bienne Lake, past St. 
Pierre's Island. 

The CaBtoa of Veach&tel covers about 250 
square miles, with an industrious population of 
109,037, most of whom are French Calyinists, well 
educated, and more CTdtiyated than those of any 
other canton. NeuchAtel is noted for its mag^nifi- 
cent charitable and educational institutions. It is 
made up of the parallel ridges and Talleys of the 
Jura, which run north-east and south-west. 
Through the French House of Longverille it was 
nominally a principality under the King of Prussia, 
who appointed the governor, and ten out of eighty- 
fire members of the legislature. Napoleon I. gave 
it to Marshal Berthier, but it came back to the 
king in 1814^ and was adopted as a Cant<m of Swit- 
zerland. Political changes were made in 1848, 
affecting the sovereign's rights, which he protested 
against; but an ill-planned outbreak of the 
king's partisans in 1857 completely severed his 
connexion with KcuchAtel, which is now closely 
united to the federal government. The king re- 
tained the nominal title of prince, but surrendered 
all other claims for a sum of money. 

The lines to Locle and the French border are 
described in Route 19a. 

Railway.— Trains run to Locle, Chaux-de- 
Fonds, Morteau, and Pontarlier, five times a day; 
also to Fribourg, Berne, and Besan^on (in France) 
via Pontarlier. 

The stations of the West Swiss line toTrerdon, 
are AUTemler (where the Pontarlier line Joins), 

B^valz, Gorgier, Condie, Onnexui, and 
Grandson.

Fnmi NeuchAtel. the road to Yverdon leads by 
the side of the lake to Serri^rot, a village in a 
hollow through which a short spring runs to the 
water, and is here carried by a stone bridge on 
arches 99 feet high, l>uilt by Marshal Berthier. 
Here the first French Bible was printed, 15S5. 
The Chftteau of Beauregard stands among vine- 
yards above it. 

AnTemler, Colombier, and Cortaillod ore 

noted for their wines, as is Bondry (popniation, 
1,500), a walled place near the mouth of the Reuse, 
where Marat was bom. Printed cottons are made 
about here. B^TalX (Stat.) (population 750) 
stands among country houses, and an old priory 
suppressed at the Reformation. At G<Mrgler 
(Stat.) there is a fine view over the lake from 
a chAteau above. It is near 

St. Anbin {Inn: Couronne), under the Creux 
du Vent and Montaubert ; the latter abounds with 
plants, and has traces of an ancient way, with two 
pyramids near it. 

VAUZMABCUS (Stat.), or Famerga, 
a village of 800 population, is the last in the Canton, 
and has a ChAteau, the siege of which preceded the 
Battle of Chrandson. La Lance Convent was 
founded 1320, by Otho de Grandson. Beyond this, 
among vineyards, are CondM (Stat.) and 

Grandaon (Stat.). 

Three granite Pillars stand near the site of 
this famous Battle, in which Charles the Bold 
(fighting on his own territory against the intrigues 
of Louis XL) and his army of 50,000 were utterly 
defeated by the Swiss Confederates, March, 1476. 

The Swiss, in compact squares, bristling with 
their long pikes, received the «iemy with cries of 
*' Grandson! Grandson I" the garrison of which 
Charles had massacred. He charged them at the 
head of his 6,000 cavalry, and his men-at-arms stood 
firm; but just then the Burgundians became dis- 
heartened by the loss of a champion (brother of 
Chateauguyon, the commander of Charles's horse, 
who, banner in hand, rushed at the Schwya 
standard-bearer, but was cut down by a Bernese, 
Jeanlndergroub); and the sudden arrival of men 
of the Forest Cantons on the heights of Bouvillars 
turned the day. The Burgundian men-at-arms 
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seqoaice of ft ^ow (made when he ww «t Ml 
cominiT from the cmtades) thfti he wonld build it 
*'ea water," orer-hai^s the stream. 

8iiil aaceadiag, the road leads by BoadevilUer, 
%vhere another road falls in from Goflh'aiM (south- 
west), wh^^ a battle was fought, iaOft,aBd whence 
a path strikes off directly for Lode, over the Tdte 
<lc Hmg. The next place is Haut»-0«liaT9ys 
(Stat.), from which there is a road to the beautiful 
Val de Rux and its pastures. Fontaine, near tills, 
in a delightful spot, is a seat of the watchmaking 
trade. At Conven (Stat.), which follows, a 
branch Urns off to Biexme (p- lOJ), pa«t St. Imitr 
(Stat.), population, 7,615. 

Cul des Logos, on the ridge of the TSte de Rang, 
is a fine point of view, 8,320 feet above the sea, 
with a prospect of the Jura Alps, and Vosges Moun- 
tains. Prom this the road descends to Bomot, and 
then over Mont Sagne to Chaux de Ponds. The 
rail reaches the latter by a tunnel. 

LA CHATJZ-DE-FONBB (Stat) 

Hotel* : Fleur de Lis; Lion d*Or. 

This is a town for watch and clock-making. 
Population, 2^836, dispersed over a bare highland 
valley, 3,266 feel above the sea; only oats are grown 
at this tietght. Each cottage has its patch of garden 
round it. A very large number of watches are 
produced annually; and, as at Clerkenwell, one 
man makes the sprtng, another the wheris, another 
the hands, and so on, l^ a very minute division of 
labour. There Is a good ehaxch. The celebrated 
automaton maker, Droy, was bom here; and at 
La Sagne (population 2,000), in the neighbour- 
hood, D. J. Richards, the founder of watch-maUng 
was \MTi\y 1666. Pleasant excursion to a ridge, 
called the Ponilleret, 960 feet above the ralley. 

Rail to Sonceboz (page 107) 17| miles, for Bid ; 
to Les Pouts (see below) vlA Sagne; and to 
Saignelegier. 

Passing from this, by Les Ssplatiirea (Stat.), 

and the hlUs of Le Cr^t, Vaillant (where 300 
men and women routed a force of Bnrgrundians 
in 1476), you come to 

LOCLE (Stat), or Le Lo<ae.

ham bean rebuilt aiuoe tha fire of 1838. It haa 
excelleat schools for the poor. The women nsdie 
lace. A little branch of the Doubs runs through it ; 
and there is a Tunnel also, 1,049 f eetlong, tturough the 
ridge on this side of the valley, for carryingoff tiie 
water which accumulates in winter, the town being 
3,020 feet above the sea. Going down the Bied, 
you c<n&e to the Cul des Roches, where the stream 
disim»pears in a cavern, about 100 feet down; and 
here, in the descent, are i4aced three water mills, 
one under another. A little further is the JUehe 
Fatdae (Split Rock), a deep ontting where yon get a 
view over tlie Doubs. About 3 miles south-west of 
thisisMorleau,ontheBeB«n90iiRead. Lowerdown 
ttie last-named river, and 8 milea north-east of Locle, 
is the famous Saut dU DoUlM, where it tumbles 
down a fall of 86 feet, in a rugged spot, the lime- 
stone strata being nearly horizontal. The people 
of Franche Cumt^ now Department Doubs, in 
France, and of th«)se on the Swiss aide, used to meet 
at this fall for an annual fete. At BrenotS (rail 
in 16 minutes) the broken fragments of rock have 
caused the river to spread out like a lake. 

From Neachfttd,threii|^ a natural depression of 
the Jura range, a picturesque route passes by 
Ooccelles to the rugged mountains of La Toume, 
near Rocbefort,i,120 feet above the tea; thence by 
La Platta, which is visited for iU points of view, to 
the barren valleys of Les FOUtS (10 miles) and La 
Sagne. (Diligence to Les Ponts). Next, across 
the pastures of La Jeax Mountain, yon come to the 
upland parish of La Ghauz dU GadiOt (3 mHes), 
where the watcfa-making trade is oarried on. Like 
many valleys here, the waters which come down, 
having no (Mztlet, render the soil very marshy. 
Locle is about i milee north and Morteau aliout 
6 miles west, cm the French side of the Doubs, and 
was connected in 1886 with Beaaa^on (France) by 
a line passing through Morteau. 

At Ckireelles (page 111), the high road to Fontar- 
liir, fan France parts off. The first place is 

ROCHEFORT, 

(6 miles) so called from the Old castle which used 
to guard the pass into the Valley of the Reuse. One 
of its Seigneurs, for amusing himself in shooting 
thepassersby, was executed in 1410; and in revenge 
his wife burnt the Tillage. Here the people of the 
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CAiiton met to concert meisurei) for surprising the 
old government of Neacb&tel, in 1831. Ascending 
the Rense yon come to a narrow door, as it were, 
in the pass, called Clusette; near which are a fall, 
and A mineral spring, and the romantic village of 
Brot. 

Noirague (Stat.) is a village of nail-makers 
and wood-cutters. Then comes TT9,Ytm (Stat.) 
{pop. 900), and a castle which gives name to the fine 
Vol de Travtjra, as the upper part of the Reuse is 
called. Above, on the south-east, is the Mountain 
of Bondoy, 4,780 feet above sea, with a curious 
hollow in the top, like a vast crater, 650 feet deep, 
And 3 miles across, called Ormx de Vmt^ because 
clouds and winds gather in it, no one knows how. 
But the same thing is observable in many other 
limestone rocks. On account of its shape it pro- 
duces a remarkable echo. 

Kail form Travers to Battes through Fleurier, 
nnd from Fleurier to St. Sulpice (below) . 

COUTet (10 milee), the largest village of Val 
Travers, stands in the finest part of it. Absinthe is 
manufactured here from wormwood. The Moulin de 
1 a Roche, over a deep gap, is worth notice. Berthoud, 
the astronomer and chronometer-maker, was a 



native of Couvet. The Val de Travers asphalta 
now in use for road-making is procured her®. 

lI6tl«rs-Tk«TeTa (/nn: La Maison Commune) 
has a house on the site of that in which Rousseau 
lived, and wrote his " Lettret de la Montaigne," 
when banished from Geneva. Watches, lace, Ac, 
are manufactured here. The mountains behind 
rise 4,000 to 5,000 feet high. 

8t Snlpiee (Stat.), at the tiead of the Rense. 
Above this is a narrow part of the pass, called La 
Chalne, ever since a chain was drawn across it to 
stop the guns of Charles this Bold, in 1476. In this 
neighbourhood are several grottoes, the largest of 
which is called the Temple aux F^es, in a fine spot 
among forests and pastures, which produce G my ire 
cheese. A short 1 ine runs to Travers, past Fleurier. 
There is an ascent to 

Verri^res de Suisse (9 miles) near Les Venires 
(Stat.), the last place, next the French frontier, 
which is crossed before yon come to Yerri^res de 
Joux. The donaniers are very strict in their ex- 
amination. From here it is about 8 miles to Pont- 
arller, at the bottom of the Jura, past the Castle 
of St. Pierre du Joux, where Toussaint I'Ouverture 
and Mirabeau were confined.— (See BracUhate* 
Tro9$lltr*' Hond-Book to Frante),

The railway follows the side of the lake to 
Sron^llllgOIl (Btatb), in Canton Thurgan, or 
ThnrgOTie, which has an agricultural school in an 
Angnstlne Abbey close to the water, on the site of 
a hospital founded by Conrad, Bishop of Constance, 
in the tenth century, of which a chapel remains, 
with some wall paintings. In the chapel is a 
Passion, with nearly a thousand fignres in wood, a 
foot high, carved by a Tyrolese, tnT^gliteen years ; 
also a mitre given to the abbot by Pope John XXII. 
' when he lodged here. Inn : Helvetia. 

Kttnsterllngen (Stat.), on the lake, has a 
Hospital in an old Benedictine Abbey, founded in 
the tenth century, and well endowed by Queen 
Agnes. Here the Emperor Sigismund made peace 
With Frederick of Austria, 1418; and here the 
Swedes took up their quarters at the siege of Cou- 
0t»ae^ In the Thirty Years' War. 

Otittin£0n (Stat,) is noted for its wine, and

Salmsach is the head of a parish of 2,000 souls. 
An abbey of canons was here in the tenth century. 

Egnacb (Stat.) is in the most fruitful part of 
Thurgovia, producing the Inselberg wine, which 
formerly belonged to the Bishop of Constance. A 
direct road turns off to St. Gall. 

Arbon (Stat.) Hotels: Bar; Kreuz; Engc). 
This place takes its name from the Roman Arbor 
Felix, which the Alemauni ruined in the fifth 
coitnry. A castle was built on the site, 1510. 
over the lake. It is a walled town of ],0CO 
population, on a tongue of land, with a churcli having 
a separate bell tower. Good baths at Horn, on 
the lake to the south of this. 

BOTMiiaOh (page 117), Jametlon for St. Oall. 

ST. GALL (Stat.); German, St GaUen. 
On the United Swiss line. 

HoteU: Hecht (Pike); Hotel Stleger; Schiff; 
Hirsch; Ochs. 
Batltt at \V\« LamuiHsbrunnen. 
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From St. Gall to Appenxell, the canton of which 
is entirely encircled by that of St. Oall, a rery 
picturesque diligence road goes by Tenfen. There 
is now a steam tramway (in li hoar) to Gait 
through Teufen and Biihler. 

Tvnfttl, or Tiifen. Inns: Hecht; Linde. A 
wealthy town of muslin weavers, Ac, in Canton 
Appenzell, 2,740 feet abore the sea, haring a large 
church, built 1777, and lately restored. 

BaMer, the next place, so called from the hills 
round it, which are rich in points of view. Popula- 
tion, 1,{>00. Also a thriving manufacturing place. 

0AI8. 

/niM; Ochs; Krone; Hirsch; Adler; Rothbach. 

This place, though standing on rather a bare 
spot, at the foot of the Giibris, is much frequented 
In summer for the purity of its air, its cold Springs^ 
and especially its Molkenkur, or whey-cure, the 
milk being drunk warm from the cow, and found 
excellent in cases of weak digestion and diseased 
lungrs. Living is rather dear. The milking songs 
of the peasantry are considered melodious. There 
are four mineral springs, the Griltbad, on the 
Appenzell side; the Scheussenmttble, in a narrow 
valley on the north side of the Gabris; Gaiserau, 
near the church ; and the im Rohr. The last two 
are used solely for domestic purposes. Am<xig the 
buildings there are a new Church, a Rathhaus, 
with an old painting, and a nunnery. 

Excursions may be made to the Stoss Chapel, 
where the Austrians were beaten, 1405; and the 
Gabris, a hill, 4,111 feet high, covered with forest 
and pastures. From the Haseltanne Signal on 
the top, there is a magnificent panorama. 

APPENZELL (Stat). 
Ihm: Hecht (Pike); LSwe (Lion). A rail is In 
progress from Herisau and Urnasch. (Route 93.) 
A market town and capital of the Canton, on the 
SHter, with 4^477 souls, where the Landesgraielnde 
or Assembly for the Catholic half of the Canton 
meet. It stands among mountains, in a green 
healthy hollow, 2,660 feet above the sea. 

The Canton, though little visited, well deserves 

notice. It is divided into two parts or republics, 

since 1597 (though they have but one voice at the 

dJet^^ called Inner Rhoden or Inner Rhode (popula- 

uata,is^ff04, Cathollca), ondAttaaerRhodeD or Outer 

MAatf0 CpopnlatSoa, 64,199, ProtestMtiU), difTerliig 



in religion, dress, manners, and occupation; the 
Protestant or east half, round Trogen, Ac, being 
the most enterprising and commercial, the Catholic 
half, agricultural. 

Appenzell is called by its people " Appenzeller 
Landli," the "little land of Appenzell," — an 
endearing diminutive. 

In the little capital, which takes its name from 
the Abtcnzell, or cell of the abbots of St. Gall, 
who had jurisdiction here, there are St. Mauriee's 
parish Church, founded 1064, and rebuilt 1836, with 
a chapel or bone house, full of skulls, labelled with 
the names of former owners; the very ancient 
chapel of Holy Cross, dating from 647; and a 
Rathhaus, with Its portraits of chief magistrates, 
collections of archives, and banners taken in battle. 
The town consists mainly of ancient wooden houses. 

The EnYlronf of Appeniell are beautiful 
and It or Welssbad (2^ miles off, see below) may be 
chosen as a good starting point for the tourist who 
enters Switzerland on this side. Excursions may 
be taken to the Wildkirchll, a chapel built In a 
natural limestone grotto. Rugged steps in the 
rock lead hence, over a hanging bridge, near ^eep 
precipices, to the Ebdnalp, (over 5,000 feet), 
which commands a splendid view. Gonten Bath is 
to the west: Weissbad to the soutbi both under the 
Sentis. To the north are the Hundwyl-hShe and 
Stein Hills, with Herisau, &c , behind. Rail 
from Appenzell to Winkeln through Herisau 
(see page 115). 

But the SiUltiS,a limestone mass, 8,318 feet high, 
is the great attraction here ; it is reached by mule i n 
6 to 7 hours. Following the upward course of the 
Sitter, with an extensive opening view to the north 
as you advance, you come to WeiSSlMUl (where 
there is an excellent Pulsion, and where good 
guides may be had), by the Schwandi Fall, Seealp 
Lakes, Meglisalp (night quarters), and then over 
glaciers to its summit, called Grand Messmer; 
another to the north takes the name of the Geiren- 
spltz. Under this side is the most beautiful alp 
(U., a pasture) in the Canton, called SdlWigalp, 
with its chUett and dairies, near which is the 
FlennlelnWatarfUl, 140 feet down. Towards the 
south are the Sentiser See, the FUhler Alp, and the 
Ftthler See, by which there it a path, in 6^ hours to 
WUdhatAf ttA\t\|(tk!M^^lM&% Vuthe Toggenberg (or 
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ridge at the bead of the Thnr), 3,630 feet abore the 
sea; and i ttonde from it is T.lriyii^w where 
Zmngli was bom, Ist January, 1484.

The First route is along the Lake of Constance, 
and is now done by the United Swiss Railway, 
to Chur, or Coirc (see Brad»hato'a Continental 
OttiCe\ past the principal stations above mentioned ; 
the Second is the most direct, though more 
mountainous. A pedestrian may shorten it by way 
of Appenzell, and the mountains around the 
Wildhaus to Buchs. 

(1)— By the First route, we come to 

RORSCHACH (Stat) 

Jniu: Anker; Hotel da Cerf ; Badhof ; Bodan; 
Schiff; Post; Griiner Baum, Ac. 

A port and corn-market on the Lake of Con- 
stance (population, 5,867). Tlio Market, on 
Thursday, is worth seeing. Mnch of the gmlik 



imported from Swabia for the north of Switzerland 
is deposited here in a large granary. There are 
manufactures of muRlin. On the Freudenberg 
abore 1^ the old palace of the abbots of St. Gall, 
ealled Statthalterei, or Marlaberg, now a school ; it 
has a good Tiewfrom the terrace; near it is the 
Castle of St. Anne or Annaschloss. The Rossbilliel 
and Meldegg are two other good points of view. A 
short branch rail (8 miles) was opened 1875, past 
Schwendl, to Helden (Stat), a healthy whey- 
cure, 2,465 ft. above sea, overlooking the Lake of 
Constance. Population, 3,453. Much of it is new 
since the fire of 1838. Inns: Freihof; Ltiwe. 
Diligences to Au, Rheineck, and Teufen. 

Steamers to Friedrlchshafcn on the Wiirttem- 
berg side; to Lindau in Bavaria; to Bregenz in the 
Vorarlberg; and to Constance. See Bradthaw'i 
Continental Guide. 

The road and line follow the coast round the 
Buchberg and across the marshy delta of the 
Rhine, to 

Rheineck (Stat), or Rhelnegg. Inn: Post. 
A village of 1,500 souls, near the mouth of the 
Rhine, with pretty country seats and two ruined 
forts on the hills around, which are covered with 
vineyards. One of these castles was destroyed 
by the Appenzellers, 1445. 

St. Kargarethen (Stat.), which stands among 
gardens and orchards, is the ferry to Hochst, on 
the Vorarlberg or Tyrolese (Austrian) side of the 
Rhine ; from whence there are roads to Bregenz, 
or up the side of the river to Feldkirch on the III, 
which is ascended to the Finstermunz and Innsbrttck 
(see Tyrolese Section). A Railway Junction was 
opened hereabouts in 1872-3, between the Swiss, 
Bavarian, and yorarll)erg lines ; vid Bregenz and 
Lindau ; v0 Buochs, Feldkirch, and Bludenz ; and 
vid Bregenz and Feldkirch. 

The banks of the Rhine as we follow it are 
marshy and unwholesome, but the neighbourhood 
is well cultivated, and fruitful in grain, and 
covered with timber. The stream itself is only 
navigable for rafts. 

Altstiitten (Stat), or Altstetten. Inns: Drei 
KSnige; Krone; Rabe; Zum Splttgen. A pretty

It stands at the foot of the G&bris (li hour), which 
offers a fine psnoramlc riew from its summit, 4,120 | 
feet above the sea. Among the buildings are the | 
church with its frescoes; theRathhans, where are ! 
portraits of the Landammanns, and where the 
archives are kept; the old prison and torture 
chamber; arsenal, built 1824; a handsome presby- 
tery or parsonage; the public library of 6,000 toI- 
umes ; and Zell weeper's historical library. There 
are also a cantonal institute, a reading society, and 
agricultural »chool. The Oeuette of Appenzell is 
published here. 

In a fine hollow of the Oofdflch is the bath of the 
Tobel, with a very striking view along it, opening 
glimpses of the Lake of Ceswtanee and 0wal)ia. 
Views on the Asi, Grand, Ac, de«erv« notiee. 

It is iU>oat 1 atvnde hence by Ruppen, over the 
hlUe to Altstfttten. 

From AltStifclten (Stat.), M Above, tiie read 
ttims af«in towards the river by Oberriet, through 
a pass to Bati (fttttt). where the lU laUs In, and 
theoce to 

BtB&wald (Inn: Post), in the church of whleh 
is the mummified body of a baron of Hohen Sax, 
who was murdered by his nephew, after eseaping 
the massa<»« of -St. Bartholomew. Though a Pro- 
testant, his relics are held in «r«at respect. The 
family possessions lay in this part of the Rhine, 
guarded by castles which yet remain on the heights. 
This place is convenient for as««iidiag that part of 
the Sentis Ridge -ealled the Karaor (£,760 feet), 
and another peak, caUed the Hohe Kastcn (see 
y»iitre U7).

Across the Rhine is VadOS, the capital of 
Liechtcnstoin, a mere strip of land next to 
Yorsrlberg, about 66 miles square, but forming 
a sovereign principality, and giving origin to one 
of the most ancient titles in Europe. The old 
Castle is here. To the south-east, It Is bounded 
by the Rhnttc Alps (9,7S8 feet high at Scesaplana), 
the Falkniss, and the Grisons; while on the south- 
west, the Mountains of Glarus appear. 

Passing BllOllB (Stat.), a little beyond Werd- 
enberg (where the junction for Fcldkirch is 
made) ; Sevelen, In a fine spot, near Wartau and 
Guttenberg Castles; and Trttbbach, on the Rhine; 
you come to 

flaSgasa <8tat.), where you fall into the road 
from Ziirich and the Wallenstatten. (See Route 34.) 
Diligence Crom Sargans to "^^ten for the Uiiter 
Snrfall, a fine cascade. 

BaKati nnd PfXffers Baths are described in the 
same route. 

From Ragatz, the road, passing tlie Taborberg, 
crosses the Rhine at Unter-ZoUbriieke, to the 
Grisons Canton; leaves Malans, where the Com- 
puter wine Is grown, and the road up the Landquart 
to the left of LandOOart (Stat), see page 146: 
and goes on to "UfiM, in a fertile coontr}-, but 
afflicted with goitre. The town was rebuilt after 
a fire in 1747, except the old church, which con- 
tains moniraaents of the Salis family. Above it 
are the four towers of Marschlins Castle, built 755. 
The'Falzeinenberg behind it, 4,770 feet high, hides 
the sun for some hours in the day. This ridge 
separates the Rheinthal from the Piilttigau, which 
is traversed by the Landqoart.

Bemains of more 
ttian 140 feudal Castle* are seen, i^hich formerly 
uled over erery one of its sixty or seventy ralley s ; 
now peopled by a race of simple republicans, among 
whom uniTcrsal suiRrage is carried out to its 
^tmost practicable bounds. 

They form twenty-six jurisdictions or independent 
republics, originating in a confederacy of the 
people in the fifteenth century, against the tyranny 
of their feudal lords. One league of eight repnb-» 
lies, now called the Ober Grauebund, or Upper 
Grey League (whence the German name of Orau- 
bUrukn as above), was made under a maple tree 
at Trons, 1434, up the Vorder-Khein ; it took its 
name from the Grey coats of the peasantry; and 
the very maple was standing till the French cut it 
down, 1798. Another league (of 11 republics) was 
formed, 1896, of the people about Coire, which 
being under the bishop, was named Casa Dei, Ca 
D^ in Romansch, or Gotteshaus (God*s House). 
A third, called Zehngerichte or Ten Jurisdictions 
(now seven), about Davos, Mayenfeld, &c., was 
formed, 1436. AH these comprise the Canton of 
the Grisons, as the French call it (Origioni in 
Italian), which remained in league with the rest 
of Switzerland, till it became a regular member of 
the Helvetian republic, 1808. It is represented at 
Coire by a Grand Council, the members of which 
are styled Euer Weisheit or Your Wisdom, as an 
Alderman of London is styled Tour Worship. 
The French overran this canton, 1799, but were 
driven out by Suwarrow. 

As to the language, called the RomailBCll, it 
is a corruption of the Latin ; in common with the 
Langua d'Oc, the language of the Troubadours, 
once spoken in Provence, and nearly all the 
south of France; the dialects of Catalonia and 
Aragon in Spain; the Waldenslan in Piedmont, 
and the languages of other countries over which 
the Roman language and influence prevailed ; all 
of which the Germans call Wftischland. Some pre- 
tend that it is derived from a band of Etruscans, 
who settled here as far back as 600 B.C., in their 
flight firom the power of the Latin kings ; but it is 
so like other forms of corrupted Latin, that it is 
absurd to look for a more ancient beginning. In 
^if nu/ejr of the Engadin, it it called the Ladin. 
^^frmraJ MSS^ about eight or nine centnrfet old, are 



deposited in the old abbey of Disentis; and books 
are written in the language down to this day. It 
is spoken at liana, in several villages of Dom- 
lesehg, in the south of Lens, &c. The first book 
was published at Bonadutz, in the early part of 
the last century. A dictionary was publislicd by 
If. Conradi, at Ziirich, in 1823. Several news- 
papers are now brought out in it.

Coaches daily to Belliii- 
zona, by the Bemardin, in 16 hours; to Chiavcnna.

From Realt to Zillls the xoad k» About 4| miles. 
It isenly wide enough for OBe-esrrjage, «ad tehes 
first one side and then the other, ^year Outee 
briilges. ** The workmen >CBaplosred were aJUnost 
entirely Italian. The OtanbuBders (who are 
averse to ntuch manual Labour) would mot, eogage 
iu any such perilous work, «Ten for double pay. 
A great many lives were lost. The men were 
oUiged to work at the blasting of tiie r«cka,.s»s- 
pendod by cords from the t<^ of the eliifs orer the 
£«Arfal aJUyvs below;" into which they «ei««oiBe- 
tiMft^ pluaged, when the eords w«re cut by ]deoes 
of rock 4ent flying about by the explosion of the 
xkiLiies. 

LAavinjT the farm of Ronghelln «nd Obertagstein 
iJasAle to tlie right, you pass through the tunnel* 
snUkry, ealled Verloroies Loch (after the old name 
<4f the paas, signifying the Gulf of the Lost), 916 
feet k>ttg, thento the first bridge of 170 feet, then 
<m to ftisecood or middle bridge, more bold than the 
first, being a single arch 44 feet span, and4Mf«et 
Hbove the impetuous river beneath . Beyond this is 
a fall, amNis which an iris may be eeen mhtta the 
mmatiMes into the gorge. The pass widens at the 
thhrd bri^ (1| mile further), near the Chapel of 
Ht. Amboise; and you emerge on the cheerful- 
laakiag raltey of Schams, at 

Ztllis, or Cirawiy in Eomansch, which is sur- 
rounded by good pastures, and has an old church, 
dating from 9-fO. Population, 403, Protest- 
ants, and Romansch-speaking. There are paths 
frtrai this over the Oberbalbstein ridge into 
the Valley of the Albula. The ruins of jArdiin 
and other feudal strongholds are seen.

Tht valley nanvws again at tb« Castle of BSren- 
burg, which was built to conunand the Rofua or 
Rofeln Pass above it. It belonged, in the fifteenth 
century, to Henry of Werdenburg, founder of the 
Black League ior <^i»-essing the peasantry. His 
bailiff having bitterly insulted one of them,, a war 
ensued which pot an end to feudality here, and 
Barenburg and Fardiin were the first castles 
destroyed. 

The Rhine as it issues out of the Bofna Schlucht 
and the forest around it, forms two good Falls, the 
lower one being the fijnest. The send ascends by 
zig-zags through the pass itself, which is far less 
savage than the Via Mnla. 

On the left, the terrent of the Aven pours In from

(8,225 foet), past the Pit Tamily to PUtz-in-Vals 
in St. Peter-thai (6 to 7 •tonden). 

From the village tho roAd winds up to the summit 
of the.8lflage]I Fai8, which marks the bouudAry 
of the Orisons and Italy. Passports (which must be 
vise by an Italian Official) may therefore be aaked 
fur. As usual the road is carried up in zig-zags 
to the number of 16; and ia one part is a gallery, 
288 feet long, tunnelled through the rock. The pass, 
6,945 feet high, and about2,000 feet above the village, 
is one of the oldest in the Alps, having been used in 
Roman times ; but it is since the thirteenth century 
tliat ttie traffic has been most coasiderable, chiedy 
with pilgrims and traders. An old watch tower 
still remains. In 1818-22 it was converted by the 
Austrian and Grison GovemnMote into an excellent 
carriage road ; which having suffered greatly in the 
floods of August 1834, was repaired and improved 
in 1835. Macdonald croeaed it in Kov«mber and 
December of 1800, with bis sumpy, in atorm aad 
snow, under circumstances of great difficdlty and 
danger, second only to these which Benaparte 
endured on the St. Bernard, In the aane year, l^e 
Peaks of Sorette with its glaeiers, oad theoteep 
Tambohom (11,043 feet) b«ni4 It en the east and 
west. About 5,^ moles and tk0O% carts of sn-- 
ehandise pass along it yearly. Ob the Swiaa side 
the width is 15 feet, which is kieroaaed on the 
Italian side, where it U heticr aoaatraeted, with 
a more gentle slope. 

Upon descending the latter, -hftto BL Jokobos- 
thal, or Val Bt. Giacomo, you e^BetotbefirstCosa 
Cuiitoniera, or house of reftige, w4iere the jpoor 
traveller may get adriee and aseietasiee in oaeeof 
danger. The old mule fotli throagh the «loDmy 
and <i«agerotts abyss of tiie QaritoeU (dangwrens 
from .the avalanches whichiall), which Miifiiitiald 
tra veraed, is now given op for the new rood. After 
tho Cantoniera, a series of well planned tonni- 
qucts or zi :.sags brings yea to the ItoUon 
(foi-merly Austrian) HogMttA, or Costem H«iise,:in 
a-dosolate apot, where UnggagA is exauined.

A t 
Prestone an ineription records that Carlo Done- 
ganl (the engineer), in the Emperor Francis IL's 
time, made this road ; which hereabouts traverses 
a steep tract covered with blocks fallen from the 
heights. Another fall of the Llro suecoeds ; then 
Sta. Maria Gallivaggio Church (among chestnuts) 
and Giacomo, the last at tho mouth of Val Graasa. 
In half an hour the valley improves as you reach

The Roman dttnemut, a walled town tn themidst of 
Italian ^^egetatkm, at ^e foot of the mountains, 
on the Maira or Brega^a, nearwiiere joined byxhe 
Bt. Giacomo Population, 4,160; many silk and 
cotton spinners. It belonged to the Dvke of HStei, 
whoseeld Oostle, standing on a hctgl^ «anMf anpon 
the conqaest of tiae coontry by the Grisens, Inivthe 
Salis family. It affords a goed-riew. St. Lerenso's 
(Church (1638), ins an old baptismal font, -with 
bas-relief sof the thirteenth oentury.

Bereral pi c t ur e squ e sites aromd «re 
covered with eonntry iKmses, one of the best 
being the Prato Giano. There is a monument -to 
CaatoWetro, an nnfiortanate sefaolarviniiBVtt-den 
of Signer- Bt IMPS A^>eBloa, nf which fiM^pwof 
artishes are nuMle, is fisond in the mrighsfhasd.

Railway to Colleo, by NoTaie, 16f atfles, in about 
an hour. 

The ro«d descends the Maira, past Prada, and 
Alia Bmga, leaTing the Fall of the Gardona on the 
opposite side of the rirer. Then Sommiaggia and 
fthra, all in a marshy track; the last at the 
north head of Lago di Riva or L. Meziola. La 
KITE is, on the whole, well built, with a good 
•hureh and a trade in silks and oil ; its trout are 
capital. The Lake is shut in by high dark 
mountains, and is about 6 miles long. It may be 
descended by steamer at times; but the road 
follows the east side past Yerecia and Motta, near 
the bottom. 

Here the Adda falls in from the Val Tellina or Val- 
telline, depositing sediment, which in course of 
time has separated the lakes of L. di Rira and L. 
di Como (originally united) by a pestilential marsh, 
about 1 mile wide. The road crosses the Adda 
near Monastero Conyent, and reaches the head of 
lAke Como at Fuentes Castle; thence on to 
ColtCO (Stat.), a town on the lake, where the road 
up the Adda turns off. Here the lake steamer may 
be taken for Lecco (22 miles), or Como (28 miles), 
at the bottom. Following the road downwards 
we come to 

Fiona, on the picturesque shores of the lake, at 
the foot of the majestic Jlonte Legnone^ the highest 
part of which is 8,620 feet above the sea. Another 
hour to I>ervio, and then through a fine gallery 
cut la the marble cliffs, to 

BeUanO, and is under Monte Grigna (7,256ft.) 
at the mouth of Val Sassina. The Fioverna forms 
here a very fine waterfall. 

Beyond this are sereral tunnels in the rock, 
especially near Varenna, and between Liema and 
Oleic ; four in succession are passed before reach- 
ing the last place, with port holes in them, admit- 
ting beautiful glimpses of the lake. The next 
place is MandelloAbbadia; and then 

LecOO, a tovm on the Adda, where it issues out 
of the Lecco branch of Lake (3omo. lUlan may 
be reached from hence by ascending the river as 
far as Treszo, where the Martesana Canal falls in; 
but though picturesque, it is a long and tedious 
jrfiuad. Tbe direct road taUa into the Como Rail-

route to Milan is through the delightful country 
of the Brianxa, by way of Erba to Como ; whence

FirHRMiU^ by Swiss North Eastern Railway, the 
stations being Oorlikon, near a long tunnel, 
WaUlaellOIl (near the junction for BappOTB- 
chwyl)f BfBratikoii. and KemptliaL [From 
Effretikon, a branch rail of 21 miles passes off 
towards Rapperschwyl, via ninaa, Pf&llUcoil* 
near a small lake, Kempton, Wetxikon (tor 
the Rapperschwyl line), under the Bacbtcl, 
and Hlnweil or Hinwyl.] Passing Obcrstrass 
and its population of 700 souls you come to 
Schwammendingen and its vineyards. In the 
ninth century it was given to the Chapter of 
Zfirich. At the next place, 

Basientorf (Stat), hemp is grown, and 
there is a population of 2,000 (in the parish). 

TtfM is reached by a covered bridge over the 
T8ss(or Stein), and is noted for the defeat sustained 
by the Zttrichers in 1292 from Albert of Austria. 
His daughter Agnes here founded or enlarged a 
Dominican house, which in turn with KUnlgnf ol- 
den became the residence of herself and her stcp- 
daughieir ElVaa\M\)ki.

One of the pleasantest and neatest towns in the 
Canton, with a population of 15,968,and many country 
houses round it. Manufactures of thread and cotton, 
and much cotton printing and dyeing with some 
ironfounding, are carried on. There are a lai^ 
two-towered church, with an organ by Moser, a 
town-house, college, library (in which are coins 
found in this part), public and orphan hospitals, 
and several old towers used as belfries. Here the 
Tosti/tal Rail, 29| miles long, parts off up the ralley 
to Bauma, Wald, and RutL See Route 24. 

The old Castle of Kyburg on the Toss (near 
Scnnhof Station) formerly belonging to the 
Hapsburgs offers good points of view. 

Rail to Waldahut, 31} miles, see page 78. 

Ober-Winterthur (Stat.), U mile to the east, 

is the site of the Roman Vitvdorum, of which the 
modem name is a corruption. From here a line 
passes OsslngeXL to Btiwellen, where the lines 
to Constance and Singcn divide. 

The line from Ziirich to Romanshom runs 
through Winterthur in a north-easterly direction. 

The stations are Frauexifeld, FellMn, Wein- 

felden, Snlgen (branch, through BlBChofiiell, 
to GtoSSail, on the line from Winterthur to 

8^ Gaiien), Biirglen, Brlen, Amriswyl, and 
Romansliom.

Chief town of Thurgaa or Thurgovia, on the 
Murg, with a population of 6,087. Most of the 
houses have been rebuilt since the fires of 1771-88. 

Among the most noticeable thingrs are the old 
Castle of the bailiflfs, one of the best in the canton; 
the Ratiihaus or government house, where the Diet 
used to meet ; two churches for Protestants and 
Catholics ; and the Arsenal. An action took place 
here, 1799, between the French and Austriana, 
when General Wiber on the French side was killed. 

In the environs, which are highly cultivated, are 
the JunghoU Baths, a convent, and the old Carthu- 
sian House of Ittingen, on the Thur, founded before 
1461, and rebuilt after the Reformation. 

The Canton of Tlmrgan contains 965 square 
mileii, and a population of 105,131, (^whom 97,000 
are Catholics, and all are Oennan-speaUng. It to 



hilly, but not mountainous; and is noted for its ex> 
treme fertility and the extent of its orchards, corn- 
fields, vineyards, Ac., there being little pasture. 

Rail from Frauenfeld through Mazingen and 
Rosenthal to Wyl (below). 

The road from Frauenfeld to Constance passes 
Felben (Stat.), with a population of 500, in a 
fertile part of the canton. Traces of a Roman way 
across the Thur, to the station Ad Fines are still 
to be seen near Pfxn, which takes its present name 
from that station, and is on the borders of ancient 
Bhaetia. 

B1irglon(Stat.),mustnot be confounded with the 
birthplace of William Tell, near Altorf (page 132). 

From Wintertbor to St. Gall by raU (see 
Route 22) you paas Bigg (Stat), at a little town of 
the fifteenth century, with remains of its walls and 
ditch, and a Roman aqueduct. It suffered from 
defeat and fire in the wars of that age. Veins of 
coal are worked near this. It has, on a hill, a 
modem-built Castle, on the site of one as old as 
the ninth century, the birth-place of Nolker, who 
afterwards retired to St. GalFs Convent. He was 
the author of several poems and histories, and 
counsellor to Charlee le Gros. Pope Julius canon- 
ised him in 1513. 

Wyl (Stat.), or Weil, near a village, with 3,500 
population, in Canton St. Gall, on a hill, among 
vineyards and fruit gardens. Here is a parish 
church with two convents. From the station is a 
fine view of the S&ntis and the singularly jagged 
Churfirsten ranges. 

It is near a bend of the Thur, where it turns south 
up the narrow valley of Toggonburg to the Rhein- 
thai, a distance of 15 stunden ; now accessible by a 
branch rail from Wyl, past Batzonbeid and other 
stations as below. 

|The scenery in the uj^er part is very attractive 
and the people (about 4,000, all Protestants) 
work muslins, Ac. It was once the head of a 
county, which after a time came to the Abbots of 
St. Gall, but not without a protracted "Toggen- 
burger war^* between the Cantons, ^hich cost 
altogether the lives of 150,000 men.

Railway Restaurant. A little village, seated 
under the mountainous cliffs of the WaXUn 
See, from which steamers go to Wallenstadt ; a 
branch railway goes to Olams (Route 25); and 
Excursions may be made to the SpeOT, about 
^^,4l8 feet above sea, to the Toggenburg (by way of 
Amdcn,5 stunden), Biberlikopf, Hirzli (6,370 feet), 
and other peaks. 

The Lake, usually called Wallenstadt, or Wallen 
See, and Lago della Riva (and to be distinguished 
from the Vierwaldstatter See or Lake of Lucerne), 
is 10 miles long by 1 to 2 broad, 1,400 feet above the 
sea, and 400 to 500 feet deep. The north side is lined 
with naked walls of rock, 3,000 feet high in some 
parts, and so steep that there is no place for a road, 
and no village, except at Quinten. It abounds with 
salmon, scarcely ever freezes, and offers a particu- 
larly fine view when the sun happens to shine along 
its surface through a gap in the top of theM&rttdien- 
stock, a peak (8,015 feet) behind Mnrg, accessible 
only to the chamois and eagle. This is on the south 
shore, where the cliffs leave room near HflUellOni 
(Stat.), for a few villages and meadows, command- 
ing magnificent views. Their names, PrSmsch 
(prima), Sigons, or Gunz (secunda), Terzen, Quar- 
ten, Quinten, are derived from the Latin, perhaps 
from the Romans then in this part. 

Near Wesen Mountain is an old convent; further 
up is Amden village (near Strahleck ruins, a 
good point of view), from which neighbourhood 
the two Falls of Beyerbach and Serenbach tumble 
down over the cliffs from the heights of 1,300 
and 600 feet; but with little water in summer. 
Winter congeals them into glittering pillars of 
ice. From Murf (Stat.X on the south side, and 
Murg Alp (pasture), you get fine views of 
Krenzen, of the Mtthlethal, and a way to the 
narrow Semf , or Kleinthal, past the three Murg- 
jSifoa, or Margr Lakes, and a waterfall. Towards the

Ochsenkamm and Siehelkamm, or Kur/irsten 
range, 7,000 to 7,550 feet above the sea; under 
which lies 

Wallenstadt (Stat.) or Wallenstatt. Inns: 
Hirsch; Churfirsten, at the SUtion. A small 
well-built but dull town, in a marshy spot, 
where the Seez falls into the lake. Two-oared 
boats may be hired, but dangerous gusts are apt to 
blow suddenly. A footpath over the Siehelkamm, 
the Tscblerler Niedere, &c., to Wildhaus (5 stun- 
den), in the Toggenburg, offers fine views of the 
Bernese Oberland, the Cantons of St. Gall aiid 
Appenzell, and of Vorarlberg, in Tyrol. 

The railway runs from Wallenstadt, up the 
pleasant Sees-thal, past Mels (Stat.), the Graplan 
Castle and Berehis, in Canton St. Gall, to 

Sargans (Stat.), where the Constance and 
Rheinthal Roads, and the Swiss North Eastern 
Railway from St. Gall, fall In. Inns: Krone ; LSwe; 
Thoma, at the Station. A place, with 760 popu- 
lation, and a mineral spring, at the foot of the 
Ctonzen range (6,018 feet), in great part rebuilt of 
stone since the fire of 1811. Above it is its old 
Landrogt's Castle. It is not far (2i miles) from 
the Blline, the bed of which lies so high, that 
in 1618, after long rains, it was only by great 
exertions prevented from overfiowing into the 
basin of the Seez. A rise of 20 feet would suffice 
to make its superabundant waters take this course, 
through the Wallen See and Ziirich Lake, or 
perhaps make the whole river turn this way, out 
of its present direction to (instance Lake. 

Leaving Flasch-bad and Maienfeld on the other 
side of the Rhine, with the Falknis beyond (8,340 
feet), we come to

A f aTOurite bathing-pUceon theTamina, with two 
chorehM, and 1,982 population, among woody hills, 
at the mouth of the deeptgorgeof the Tamina, dowB 
which the waters of Pfaffcrt Sulphur spring* are 
brought in pipes, 12,500 feet long, to supply the 
Dorfbad near the Tamina Hotel, on the weft aida 
of the river; and the Miihle, New, and Helen Baths, 
on the east side, at Hof Ragatz (the Abbot's old 
seat). There are a Cursaal and weU-laid-oat 
grounds, lawn tennis, kc 

Temperature of the waters, 97*; they are useful 
in weaknesA, rheumatism, gout, paralysis, and skin 
diseases. They are drunk and bathed in; in the 
latter way for an hour, until copious perspiration 
or an eruption appears. Season— June to Sep- 
tember. In winter the waters cease to flow. The 
source is at Pfaffers Ba6L, up the winding gorge, 
in a striking spot, 2| miles to 3 miles from 
Kagatz, 2,240 feet above sea, where the old Bath 
Houseoccnpies a gloomy cliff of the limestone rocks, 
i mile long, and 290 feet deep, but so narrow that 
there is just room for the stream and a planking 
above it for the visitor. A natural Bridge over 
one part is 540 feet high. From th^s it is 4 to 5 
miles to Ragatz, by way of PfaiTers Borf (village) 
and thci old Abbey, now used as an Asylum. 

Some magnificent views of the wild scenery 
around are obtained from the old Abbey, and the 
Oraue HSmer (9,340 feet) near Ragatz; Arom 
Piz Alun (4,860 feet); also at the Solitude on the 
colossal Calanda Mountain (9,212 feet), and the 
Feldklrch, which are towards the head* of the 
Pass; whence there is a way by Wattis, or VStis 
Fall, to Tamins, on the Vorder-Rhein. 

The ascent of the Calanda (8 hours fi'om Coire) 
is best made from Haldenstein, near Coire; a 



yon aseead the Rhine ptat Marschlio, Zizers, Klein

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g^uide must be taken, otherwise the descent is not 
without danger. It is necessary to sleep at Hal- 
denstein (where a guide can be obtained), so as to 
start at daybreak.

From Ragatz the Railway runs direct to Chur, 
but the Road passes under Taborberg (a fine point 
of view) to the Untere Zoll-Briicke, or toll bridga, 
over the Rliine, which brings you into Canton 
Orisons, at the junction of the char-road up the 
LMtdquart wUeh also falls in cloae by.

In thelow valley of the Linth, aUUliable to injary 
iwoi Its floodinga, and those of tha Banti^ whieh 
joins here. It is the chiel town (population, 1,600) 
of the Catholic part of Canton Glanu, having a fino 
church, and the Marienbeiy Convent, on the site 
of an <M castle. Near itlstheRautibachFall,and 
the famona BauHf^da^ or field *A Rauti, where in 
the Battle of Niifels, of 9th April, 1388, the men of 
Glarus, helped by some from Schwyx, and headed 
by Matthias and Buhl, defeated an Auatrian army 
five times their number. Eleveastonea placed about 
on diflSsrent parts of the field, mark as many attaoks 
made on the enemy's horse. The annivectaiy ia 
still kept as a aoiemn fdte. It was here also that 
an action was fought between the French and 
Auatriana, in 1799.

The capital of Canton Glarus, and a cheerful and 
industrious town of S,401 souls to about 430 houses, 
1,490 feet above the sea, in a narrow part of the 
Linththal, here crossed by two bridges. In 1861, 
a great pari of it was destroyed by fire, to repair 
which misfortune, subscriptions were collected 
in England and elsewhere. It takes its name from 
a St. Hilarius, who fixed his hermitage here. 
Afterwards it became subject to the Abbots of 
Seckingen and to Austria, but joined the league of 
the Forest Cantons in 185'i. The Battle of N'dfels 
confirmed its independence. 

There are several good buildings in this secluded 

spot. The old Gothic Church, of which Zwingli was 

curate for ten years before he was transferred 

to Zttrich, is replaced by one which is used by both 

creeds. At the Law-Courts is a collection of 

antiquities, fossils, and the horns of Steinbocks — 

a species quite exterminated in this district There 

are also a large new school with a library for Canton 

schoolmasters; a hospital and library; an insurance 

company and savings' bank; with several cotton- 
spinning and print-works, and places for pre- 
paring a cheese fbr which the Canton is noted, 

called "Ziegcr," (goars-milk-whey) or"Grtiner 

Krauterkitse ** i.e. green herb cheese. This is a 

herb cheese, made from the curd worked into a 

paste when it begins to turn, and mixed with the 

powder of the tieger-traut (curd-herb) or meli- 

Jotna officinale, or honey lotus, an aromatic flower 

grratrii^ AerwL.

Among the men this town has produced I» 
Tschudi, the historian. It was occupied by Suwar- 
row in his retreat, 1799. 

Mountain excursions may be made to the 
Burg Kapelle or Chapel of St. Felix, commanding 
a fine view of the valley. To the Frohnalpstock 
(6,983 feet), and Jbdi (11,886 feet). To the Bellilt 
(4 stunden), which is 7,600 feet high, and has a 
still better prospect of the Valleys of Glarus and 
the peaks around; such as the QBUnilfeb and its 
glaciers (9,584 feet); and theWlgglf (7,498 feet). 
The summit is reached after crossing the Emmel- 
berg, theHeuboden,and Frohnalp; and from thence 
it is 3 leagues downtoKerenxenontheWallenstiitter 
See. Both Wiggis and GlUmisch offer mountain 
views of great extent. A bridge and alley of 
trees lead over the river to the opposite village of 
Knnenda, a flourishing place of 2,900 souls, many 
being very wealthy manufacturers. The vine will 
be noticed growing. 

Up the Valley of Kliinthal, a trip can be made to 
the Xltfn &•• in 2hours. After passing the romantic 
village of Riedem and its covered bridge, over the 
gorge below, you ascend the stream, and all at 
once open upon one of the most pleasant valleys 
of the Alps, a charming Lake, 3 mllc>l ong, lying at 
the foot of the Wiggis and Glamisch (on the east 
and west), the wild and rugged masses of which 
present a ^ne contrast to the attractive spectacle 
below. On its south side, under the Glamisch, in 
the Teufcn-Winkel meadow, is an iuecriptiou in 
honour of Solomon Gessner (who wrote '*The 
Death of Abel"), carved by two of his countrymen 
on an enormous stone block. Some trees and a 
waterfall also serve to mark the spot. The path 
continues past the lake, over the Reichesau and 
Prasel passes, to Ifuottathal (S hours from 
Glarus). It was by this path that Suwarrow 
made his celebrated retreat from Altorf, 1799. 

The Canton of CUarui deserves more atten. 
tion from travellers than It usually receives. 
It consists mainly of the basin of the Linth, 
and its two or throe tributaries, all taking 
their rise within its borders, under the high and 
snowy circle of mountaina, which are at the rim: 
This eftoctuaW'Sf tft'^siXKA Mltovi^JbA Cantons of • 
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St. Gall, Schwyz, UrI, and the GrlMms, to which 
there is no access except by difficnlt passes among 
monntains 6,000 to 10,000 feet. It is a pastoral 
country, rich in cows, sheep, and goats, and haying 
scarcely one-fifth of its area (470 square miles) 
arable. Besides stock and the green Schabsieger 
cheese, it produces slate, marble, iron, and manu- 
factures of cotton, prints, muslins, silk, paper, Ac. 
Ornaments in walnut and other woods, and little 
cabinets of minerals are also prepared for sale by 
the TiUagers. Population, 88,7S4, of whom about 
one-fifth are Catholics; all are Qerman-speaking, 
though the dialect is extremely rude; and all the 
young men above 16 or 17 have a rote in the 
Landsgemeinde, or general assembly, which meets 
yearly and passes laws, Ac, by show of hands. 

LeaTing Glams for the ascent of Linth you 
come to MitHfaH^ with a large cotton manufactory, 
and where many well-to-do cattle breeders lire. 
The views of the snowy mountains are mag-- 
nificent Here the first glimpse of the huge TUdi 
is obtained. A path crosses the Liiith direct to 
Sool, on the Semft, a branch of the main stream, 
which turns off at 

Sebwandeil (/»» .* Adler ; Railway Restaurant), 
a large village, with large cotton factories, 1,750 feet 
above the sea, under the south side of the Glim- 
isch. A covered bridge is laid over the river for 
the roads upthe Semf t-thal, and that up Linththal, 
which now follows the east bank. This part of the 
valley is about i leagues long, and in the various 
forms of its tall mountains, its magnificent forests, 
its meadows covered with flocks and chAlets, and 
its numberless waterfalls, it offers a succession of 
most striking prospects. Melchior Thut, a giant 
nearly 8 feet higii, was bom here: his skeleton is 
preserved at Vienna. 

LudUlngm* * village opposite Leuggelbach, 
once the seat of the Stiissi family, and the birth 
place of Wala, who in the Swabian war, killed 
twenty cavaliers with his own hand. HMtsingen 
(opposite Luchsingen) is surrounded by beautiful 
pastures, and manufactures a few prints. Diesbach 
or Bettschwanden is near a fall, at the mouth of a 
valley of the Freyberg River, which divides the 
Linth and Semft Vallejrs, and the heights rise at 
one point 8.500 feet. There is a path o^er U \o 



Matt. The Skuulberg (6,530 feetX above the village^ 
commands a fine prospect. Slate is found in the 
Eggbergen, but not worked. 

At DoBXHACt Is the inretty fall of Domhans-bach, 
or Diesthaler-bach. A little further up on the 
opposite side of the valley la 

StacdltflMrg Batll, eeated in a tmly Alpine 
spot, among mountains, glaciers, falls, pastures, 
and forests, at the foot of the Braunwaldbefg, 2,180 
feet above the sea. An excellent, well-built hotel, 
commanding a eplendid vie# from the balcony, 
communicates with a bbth-house, in a i^tto, where 
the sulphur SfHings ooxe out of the rock. Th^ 
are strong and efficacious, more used for drinking- 
than bathing: and are largely exported. 

Excursions may be made from here to Altorf, 
over the Klausen (11 hours, guide not needed), and 
by Glattenalp, into Muotta-thal; to the Panten- 
briicke, up the valley (see page 133), and into 
Seraftthal, Ac. 

Crossing the broken bridge again, you come to 
the village of Unthtlud, where the rail and road 
end. /mm: BHr; Rabe; Klausen. The chief place 
of the valley, having 150 houses, and 2,200 popu- 
lation, with a Protestant and Catholic Church, 
the Utter old. Except a little fruit and barle)', 
it is all pasture here. The village <q>po6ite to it, 
called Ennetlinth, was almost entirely carried 
away by the fioods In 1764. 

Frran Linththal a path strikes east over the 
Freyberg, and round the Hau$$tcek (10,884 feet), to 
the head of Semf ttbal. Another goes west over 
the Klatuen^ to Altorf. It Is a sa,fe mule path 
of about 10 hours. You ascend in xig-aagt, by the 
Fatsch Fall, up the Kluss Valley, anaong tumbling 
cascades, and snowy ridges, to Umtrbodm, a pas- 
toral village, 4,290 feet high, in Canton Uri. Here 
a path goes off, by the Glattenalp, down the Bisi and 
Muottathals, to Schwyz (about 18 hours). The 
main path continues up to the chapel on the top of 
the maHlOT or CUlUeil PmiS, which is 6,436 
feet high, and composed of grauwacke slate ; it in 
rich In plants. Descending from it down the pictu-

This route was 
taken by Snwarrow in his retreat, October, 1799, 
and hence he descended the Rhine to Constance.

Leaving CoirO by the bridge over the Plessur 
(where the road to the Jolier parts off) you come 
to Sma, sometimes called Wilschenems, on the 
south bank of the Rhine, with two churches, one 
being on the heights above. 

BatOhioail, 1,988 feet above sea, is on a bend of 
the road where it crosses the river twice at the 
point where the Hinter or Lower Rhtoe (of a blue 
colour) unites with the Vorder or Upper Rhine (a 
prray). One of those bridges was rebuilt after the 
Freucii burnt the former one 1799, and is 340 feet 
long and 90 feet high, the other, of iron, replaces a 
wooden one destroyed by fire, 1880. The Castle 
in the fourteenth century belonged to the Counts 
of Wcnienberg-Heiligonberg, one of whom, Hugh, 
joined the Trons League of 1434. A Chftteau has 
been built on part of its site by M. de Planta. 

There was a school in the old part of the castle 
in the early part of the last century, and which 
had aauNig its masters, H. Zschokke, and Louis 
Philippe, when an exile in the first Revolution, in 
J7Ml Here the latter remained some months 
mmtter the nmme of Cbmbot, teaehlng French and 
r/ Mad tbej gtlll aftow hf « room almefl 



as he left it. This was one of the nest remarkable 
passages in his eventful life. 

The road to the tplttgOB and Bcnardin 

Paasot turns off to the south by Thusis, Ac. 

An interesting road follows the south side oi the 
Rhine, and Joins the main road on the other bank 
at liana. It first passes Bonadutz (page 131), and 
at Versam (8 miles), it turns up in the Sivien 
Valley, under the Hersenberg; passing Agia, 
Egesen, Neukirch (7 miles), to Plaz (3 milexX 
where there is a path over the Stege to Thusis. 
Above Plax you come to Thalkirch (4 miles), and 
beyond this, the path strikes over the LSchliberg 
(8,890 feet) into the Hinter-Rheinthal at NttfeBOn 
(8 miles) near the Bemardin Pass. 

From Reichenan, a path goes over the KunkeU 
Pass to Vattis, at the head of the Pfiffera ravine: 
leaving this path on the road at 

Tamlna, which has a fine view from the church. 
Beyond this the Vorder Rhein ceases to be pic« 
turesqne. .. Barley, and a few apples and pears are 
grown ; several ruined castles, however, are visible 
along the cliffs on both sides of the valley. 

Trim, on the rock, near a small lake, with a 
church, whence there is a splendid prospeet. The 
soil is tolerably fertile. Hohentrins (High Trins) 
Castle was built, they say, by Pepin, In one of his 
expeditions into Italy; the ruins of Bovis and 
Bellemont Castles are near. The road now turns 
the Flimserstein Ridge, which has a beautiful alp, 
i.e^ pasture, <m it, up the WaldhMuser Valley, to 

Fllmi(/Ra«.* Acola*8; Bcllevue), 3,815 feet above 
sea, with 800 population, who are Protestants, 
speaking Roman sch; a strong and vigorous race. 
The name signifies " flowing water.** Of its two 
churches, the oldest one stands over the village. 
The forest of the Flimserwald serves to divide the 
parts, Ob dem Wald. (Sur Selva) and 0nter dem 
Wald (Snot Selva), f.e.. Above and Below Wood, 
from each other. It is watered by the' Blaun 
and other mountain streams, which commit great 
ravages at times. From Films there is a way up 
it, fatiguing and difficult, past Lake Cauma and 
waterfalls and landriips, over the snows of the 
Segnas or Martins)och Pass, 8,980 feet above the 
I Ma, to 13m ^¥«iEe t89) in Semf-thal. in GUrus. 
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^awarrow crotted It bi 1799. Another nime for 
it is the JStxiichlnnd. The mountalat which divide 
ih« canton from the Bhein Vallef are from 7,000 
to 8,000 feet high. Laaz, in a small basin, is a 
Oatliolic Tillage, of 200 population, which belonged 
to the lords of Vaz and Werdenberg in the fifteenth 
century. Ilotel Seehof is close to Laaser Seei and 
Is frequented by invalids. 

SchlAlllg, or Lauenberg, another Catholic vil- 
lage, nearly (^posite Ilanz, not far from Spielberg 
and Wildenl>erg Castles. 

UailZ, or Olion, in Romansch, which is spolcen 
here. Hotel*: Oberalp; Rhoetia; Lulcmanler; 
OrauenbuBd. Alitile fortified place,S,850foet above 
Ma, with ruined walls; but, asa **town," the highest 
up th« Bhine, and therefore carrying a crown in its 
shield. It stands on the bank under I*it JtfiifidSaint, 
or the Karliberg (6,776 feet), at the opening of Val 
I^ugnetjc. Goitre is comsmoa. Population, 770, 
Protestants. Here, after a discoision in 1526, 
religious liberty was guaranteed to both parties, 
And here the archives of the Grauenbund are kept. 
Snwarrow descended to tliin place trom G larus, when 
retreating from the French in 1799. At Griineck 
Castle near this, two horns were found in 1841, 
under a rock, with more than 60 silver coins of 
the time of Lambert and Barcngar. 

A path up Val Lugnftx leads directly over the 
mountains to the BemhardlB Pftll (about 90 
miles). It follows the char-road to Heiden, shortly 
iifter which you cross to the east bank of the 
Atream, thence past Furth, Tersnaus,to St. Martin's 
Mont ; thence (8 miles) to Yals am Plats, or Plaz 
St. Peter (4,020 feet above the sea), where, leaving 
^t. Petersthal on the ri^ht, we cross the Valserberg 
to Hinterrhohi (8 miles), close to the Bemardin 
Pass, 6,770 feet high. 

From St. Peter, a way strikes up that thai, past 
Alvcrsch and the waterfalls near it, over the Plat- 
teoberg, down to Ghirone and Olivone (16 miles) in 
Val Blesno. 

Near Heiden (see alwve) the Vrintlial joins, up 
which thechar-road.is carried to Vrin and Buzasch 
(9 miles) ; thence.a path strikes into the head of 
Sumnix Valley ; and from there the passes may be 
iwirmounted (6,800 to 7,600 feet high), which lead 
into Val Blegno at Ghiron« : wheaae a char-ro«d 
runs down to the Ticino to Bellinxooa. 



FrtHn liana to Trons the pats ia narrow, and two 
or three old castles are aeen; especially that at 

Waltenberg^ before which, at BaTil (Catholic 
village, with iron and c<^per works), the road 
crosses to the south bank of the Rhine. At Tavan- 
a*a^ about 2,620 feet above the sea, the last walnuts 
are left. Above this is the snow-^covered Piz 
Miezdl (9,580 feet), easily ascended froi» Trons. 
A party of French were destroyed here, 1799. 
After crossing the river yon come to 

71*0111, or rrm, in Romansch, in the Orisons 
Oberland. /iiii«: Krone; Zum TSdi. A Catholic 
village, of 800 souls, 2,810 feet high, in a pictur- 
esque spot, among good points of view, where the 
Confederation of the Orauenbund first met, 1426, 
in a building now called St. Anna Kapelle, which 
belonged to Dissoitis Abbey. It contains the arms 
of the members of the league, with interesting 
pistures relating to that event. Similar pictures 
are also in the Rathhaiu. Near St. Anne's Chapel is 
a sycamore or maple, under which they used to 
assemble, and which was cut down in the French 
invasion of 1799. Of five castles which guarded 
it, three only are left : Biuzenberg, Freiberg, and 
another. 

Up the wild gorge ot the Puntaiglias many 
peculiar minerals are found; it is entered by the 
Ferrera torrent, which springs out of the glacier» 
at its head. 

BoniTlX stands among green meadows and 
forests, and has mines of copper and silver, with 
the old castle of Hohenbalken. On the opposite 
side of the Rhine is Surrhdn, at the month of the 
Somvix Valley; which maybe ascended by several 
waterfalls and glaciers, over the Greina Pass into 
Val Bl^no, and thence down to Ticino. One of 
the highest peaks near the pass is called the Piz 
Medelser, and serves to show when tt is mid-day. 
Leaving Somvix, you come to Disla, whence there 
is a path to the north, up the Barknns Valley, over 
the glaciers of the Piz Rusein and DOdi, down to 
the head of Lbiththal. The next place is

Seyeral interesting BxeunUMIl may be made 
from Dissentis; as, up the Barlcuns Viriley into 
Glarus Canton ; up the Medds, by the Lnkmanier, 
into Yal Blegno ; and Pix Cacen and Canton Uri. 
These are trips for hardy mountain climbers, in the 
company of experienced guides. 

To «scend the .Barkims, yon return to Disla, 
^ere.that yalley falls in, the head of which diiddes 
int9 the Valleys of Kavreento the north-west, and 
Husein to the north. At the upper extremity of 
tbe lafter are the peaks of Knip ]^l(rana (Stone of 
Qlaris) and the Colossal Piz. Rosin or Rusein, 
• wlUch the Glarus men call the T8di {Fix is the same 
as Puif or peak). South of Rusein are the Piz Bqt, 
Piz Helen, and the Stockgrmu separated by rest 
mountains of snow.

In 4 or 5 
hours, a rather dangerous path leads down to Iht 
LInththal and Canton Giants. 

To Biaiea by tlie Lukmtolw Pkm, 

in about 8| hours; diligence daily in summer. 
The Valley of Models, i.e^ of < the Middle 
Rhine, Is narrow, wild, and romantic, and 
5 to 6 leagues in length. Leaving Dissentis 
you come to a fine waterfall, in a close part of 
the pass, obscured by rocks and pine forests, 
with the rlrer foaming at the bottom. In 
half an hour it widens Into the pleasaht Valley 
of the Models, at Carag^ia. Then Platta (8 hours 
from Dissentis), and Its church, the only one 
in the valley, 9^990 feet above the sea. Parde, or 
St. Roeco, is the next place. After Poo, comes 
Perdatsch, whero the Val Crist allina opens on the 
left hand, which towards its top divides into Val 
n-Ufiem (or Hell) and Val Casaca, under the v»t 
Glaciers of the Scopi. From Perdatsch the road 
ascends by the Hospice of St. Jean to that 
of St. Gall (If hours from Platta, 0,81^ feet 
above the sea).

6,390 feet high; whero throe ways part to 
Ollvone, Fald, and Airolo, in the Valley of the 
TIclno. The hospice was built hi 1974, by an abbot 
of Dissentis, to succour travelers. Two more, ou 
the Olivone Road (iHiich was used by P^pin and 
his family In the Sth century), wero founded by the 
excellent St. Carlo BomHueo. Lnkmanier is tlie 
Latin Mon$ Lucumanius^ or Loknu^in'Qmtm Sta. 
JfaHa^ hi Romansch ; and forms one of the best 
secondary routes over this part of the Alps. The 
Alpine railway fnmi Chur, which has been 
planned to connect the Swiss and Italitn IfmsR 
by the Lnkmanier Tunnel, 18 nUee long, hatt 
not yet been commenced. From €ta. ' Maria, 
the- Beopl, to the east of Lnkmanier, may be 
ascended for the fine prospect it oomnande. Tt 
takes 4 or 5 houn to reach the top, and 2 to get 
down again. 

The summit of the Lukmanlef looks upon the 
natifer, or Plottino, to the sooth.

f ul and beautiful Alpine Valley of tlie Tavetsch (as 
the head of the Vorder Rhoin it called), the road 
lea d s on toMenpetaTettch, where rye, oats, flex, and 
potatoet are grown. 

8t4nui is en Ahlll at the month of the Striem 
Valley, which maj beatoendcd for a way oTtr into 
Btalithal in Canton Uri, and to down to the Beast. 
The patt is 7,420 feet abore the sea ; above it it 
the Pis CHcea, a noble peak, 19,810 feet high, 
covered with glaciers and blocks of granite and 
gneitt. It commands a fine mountain prospect. 

f>»lBllCtlK>lag, or St Anne, a small place, which 
wat nearly all burnt down in 1822. 

BaHTMr thougkhigh, showt signt of cultivation. 
It snffMred from an avalanche in. IMA, whtak Ml 
from the Critpalt (2 leagues north), and over- 
whelmed sixty or sevoity buildings, and about 100 
souls. Iti8S|hoursf!romDissentis,andflhoursfrom 
Andermatt. There is a short road hence to the top 
of the Oberalp. 

. 4tftV«i» A|SM feet above the Bea,.has a church, and 
grows hemp and a few cereals ; like other places in 
this part of the valley it is subject to damage from 
the neighbouring avalanches. 

4MaaiOt» or TKkamfUt, is the last rUlage in Ibe 
pass, 2M feet above. Selva, and having a cbnfch. 
The springs of the Bhine take their senrqe hk the 
glaciers around; as the Cri^Milt, SixmadDn (or 
Oima de Badna), and Comera. Following one of 
these you reach in about an hour the top of the 
Oberalp Pass (e,7M feet above the sea). It lies

tee Route 22. Thence up the Rheinwald, past 
Medels (i.e., middle), Nyf enen, or Niifenen (i.e^ Vo 
Oats), to the VUlage of BJiat«r»^B]|«iB (MOO feet 
high), where the road turns up south to the pass, 
while a path may be followed in the opposite 
direction, over Valserberg into St Peters-thai. 

[From here aa excurtion of 6 or 0^ miles may be 
made tothegUcierftronndth^HMMMtkBBmno, 
a scene of desolate magnifleance, junpng moun- 
tains above 10,000 feet high. Zi^porthom is 10,500 
feet; Marscholhom is 0,520 feet; but the Pin 
ValrRhein, or Vogelbetg, is 11,U0 feet. The path 
(which requires a guide), foUows a valley at the 
foot of the Zapport Alp, which is separated from 
the Paradiet (or Paradise), by a d^^ ravine called 
HOlle or Hell. After gaining the ch*Iett of Bergam- 
atque thepherdt, on the Zapport Alp« ft fatiguing 
path leadt to a batin formed by the rocks of the 
Gtlferiiom and Rheinwaldhom, from the ridge 
of which above a dosen torrents fa|1 down. Here 
rests the QlMlftr of the Hinter or l«owe'r Head of 
the Rhine, wtiich in summer fofms a vast arich as it 
melts, and from which issiies the source of the 
Bhine.] 

The ascent to theBornliar<|lB fBMB from the vil- 
lage takes about li hour. The inn at the top, near 
LakeHo8sola,isO,770f^tabovethesfla; sothatof 
the Alpine passes into Italy it is the lowest, except 
the Maloya and the Simplon. A ehapel near the 
inn is dedicated to a St Benard-of Sienna (Bem- 
harditt, in German ; BemardinOf in ItaUan), who 
glres name to the pass— not the 6t- Bernard of 
Mont Blanc. Bcfora his day It was called Vegel- 
btig (Bfad Menntaln), and a n«igl»b««rlBg Peak is 
stffi known as Pis Ceeello. It- w i nd s n boi rt httwtcn 
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«ftfy aad free from danger im mnuncr; in winter 
the nmuX precautiona are taken for the traTeller^s 
nafetj. The i>eit time i* laid to be aboat the end 
of June, thoofh the snow hat not quite gone. 

Part of tlie Frwicfa turmy nnder Laeonrbe crossed 
lh% old BMile path in March, 1799. The present 
carriage road was made 1819-34^ by Pooobelli, a 
Tieineee eoi^ieiUor, at a eoet of £60,000; to which 
the then King of Sardinia contributed about 
£19;000. It is 18 to U feet broad, and includes 
Aftj-two bridges in Its total length; the fall i« 
>cradttal and easy, especially on the Italian side, 
down the Val di Mieocco, or Mesdcina, or Misox- 
Th»l, through which the MoiSea flows: It Is the 
most southern of the G risen ralleys, fertile and 
]Mctaresque, with an Italian climate. 

About I mile below the pass, is the Victor 
Kromanuel Bridge, so called from the King of 
Italy, 190 feet long, with an arch of 70 feet, span- 
ning the MoSsa. Near it is a fine waterfall. Fur- 
ther down, by a 9teq> path, and over two more 
bridires, you eome to 

St. Banuurdln, or BemliardliL HoHs: 

<<rand Hotel Victoria, first-class hotel, well {situ- 
ated, with fine Tiew; Ravizza ; Brocco. A village 
on the south flank of the Alps, 5,885 feet abore 
the sea, with a parish church, and about twenty 
houses, and a fall of the MoSsa near it. It is a 
little noted, aince 1822, for a mineral Sprimg^ 
which is rec(mmiended for robust people, with a 
4itsposltion to hiemorrhage, diseases of the stomach, 
and indigestion ; temperature, 49*. 

Further down the Misox-thal, by several zig- 
7!ags in the road, with the prospect of Italy im- 
jtroTtng at every turn, you come to 

St. CUaeomO, A Grlson Tillage, in a picturesque 
»pot, among several Waterfalls, one of which almost 
equals the Staubbach for height. The views about 
this part of the road are splendid. 

Crtiaaa, or MISOCCO is 2,560 feet above the sea, 
■amdiig chestnut, walnut, and fruit gardens, and 
beautiful mountain scenery. Two Falls, the Kiale di 
Verbio and Croitera, are worth notice; indeed, the 
whole of tills road is one of the richest in Switzer- 
land in WftttrfUlS. One of the finest Castles in 
^Aa ooaatrjr iB mt hand, noMr BL Mary's Church, 
^ M AW ia the rnlleyt the wjdli, chapel, and 



comer towMv remain. It belonged to the Counts 
of Sax, and was destrojred by the Orisons, 1521. 
A path turns off to the right to Anglo, In the 
Calanca, and over the Ghimdia Paso into Val 
Blegno, 12 miles. The next place is 



a village of 350 inhabitants, on the 
Molfsa, which in the flood of August, 1884, carried 
away about 10 com stores, and did a vast deal of 
injury to the valley. It is 2,070 feet above the sea ; 
here the mulberry begins to flourish. .A path to 
the left leads over the Foscula Pass to Chiavcnna, 
about 14 miles. 

A mile further is the beautilui fall of Bafft' 
ton, 210 feet. 

From Cabbiolo and Lostallo, which sueeeed, the 
vegetation becomes more richly Italian ; the former 
place offers a good church and three waterfalls. 

From CiJnS (near Leggia, 1,200 feet high), a path 
strikes over the Forcellina, into Val Boggia, and 
Val Mairo, below Chiavenna. 



GronO, where Val Calanca fallt In, H tOt^ feet 
above the sea, and ha^ besides • pletoresque 
chureli, the ruins of Grono and Calanca Cnetles. 
Thei« is a path up the Calanca to Arrlgo and 
Anglo. 

KowndO contains about 200 houses on both 
sides of the MoSsa, which was crossed by a stone 
bridge of three arches, before the flooda of 1884 
carried it away. The little torrent of the Tra- 
versagua falls in here from under Mont Teneino, 
which lies to the south, 8,970 feet high. At the 
valley's mouth are the Madonna Church, and the 
old castle of Boggiano. Tovedo, St. Roch, Ac^ 
make part <tf the parish. Mente GidvoeoHmands 
a noble view of the two valleys of the TIeiiio and 
MoKsa. Suwarrow descended the MoSsa, in 1799, 
when part of his army was neariy ©verwhrtmed 
by a landslip from the hills fas this quarter. 

San YlttOM, the last Grison village, is 880 feet 
above the sea, in a rich country. It has a college 
founded by Henry of Misox. After Lumtoo mnd 
Castiglione, in Canton Ticino, a journey of ft miles 
brings you to the picturesque town of BtlHmniH, 
(He Rout« \%\ <A ^« St. QoUutfd Bond. 
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Colr0, OTvr tlie Jnner or tepttmtr Paiiei, 
to Bt Hortti la fM Ingatflno.

Hotel at Chur. The Valtelline wine is good. 

From Colro, or Chnr, the first place reached is 
Mails OH^mlatioB, S50), near the finely . seated 
ruins of Strassberg Cattle. Then come* Ghlir- 
Wllden (i.e., forest of Coire), 3,976 feet above the 
«ca, with a whey-cure and two ruined convents. 
In the church is the toiyb of Donat do Vatz (1833), 
a seigneur of this part, buried in full armour, who 
burnt down one of the convents, on account of the 
vicious practices of nuna with the monks in the 
other, which was burnt 1476. 

Ttaj^OL is on a hillt 4,680 fect.high, between the 
tall peak« of the Statzerhom (8,451 feet) and of 
the Rothhom Ac, (9,512 fee*)* Some of the stone 
houses have carved balconies. The top of the pass 
is 5,090 feet. The road. then descends and runs for 
some distance over a barren heath to 

LOBI (Inn : Krmae). Here the road op the Davos 
Pass, and over the Albula Pass to E^adfaie, turns 
off to the left. (Uoutea 31 and 32.) To the rigiit, 
towards Tbusis and the Via Mala (Route 22), there 
iA a way through tliu Bcliyn Pftll (or MUras in 
Romansch), a picturesque raTinc 3 miles long. This 
and the Via Mala may lie taken by following the 
Splligen Road from Coire to Tliusis. 

Vaiorola in an agreeable spot, wm formerly 
called Scholar, and has near U remaioi of. An old 
f.irm house, whore the dq;>tttlof of the QrlavM 



league concluded their treaty ot alliance, 1471-2. 
Across the Albula is 

Ttofonltagton, or Ctuii in Romansch (the com- 
mon language here), hi a deq> hollow among rocky 
moantaina, at the month of the Oberfaalbatein Yul- 
le>-. /»fi«: Julier; Albnla; Krenz. Here the Romans 
built a castle to eommaitd the bridge and the road up 
the Julier, which wa«,tiU the fifteentb century the 
ttaool highway between Genmmy' and Italy. .The 
road runs op the Valley of the Taller, and haa 
several pictareaqne ea^lea disperaad along it, 
leading on through the wild defile of the Matten 
Stein, and thence to Brudn and 

OOBton, 8,730 feet above the sea, a Catholic and 
Romansch villagro oi 250 aouia, tome afilicted with 
the goitre. It is aubject to innndations from the 
torrents. Two copper boxee of Roman coins, Ac. 
were found here 1766. Near it is Reams Castle. 
SaTOgnln, or Schwcinlgen,. further on, is close to 
Padna Castle. Paths to the right and left, 
interaeeted by springs from the g^iera aloft, up 
Val Bevera, and hito Yal Ferrera. ' 

At Tllimi or Tinnicnng, in a wild spot, 4,230 
feet high, the road ascends in curves to 

Bomia, which overlooks a deep gorge of the 
river Jnlia. 

HfLhlOBt or Holons, on the west bank of the 
stream, in another gorge watered by springs from 
the neighbouring giaoiers, Is iueoeeded by Splii- 
datsch Castle and Sur, on the opposite side. 
Cima de Flie Peak stands to the left. Marmels, or 
Marmorera, is near the Castles of Weiss and 
Schwartz-marmels, the latter being oa an almost 
inaccessible rock. It belonged to a family who 
were hereditary marshals to the Bistiop of Coire. 

Stalla, or BItIo (Roman Bivium^ two waysX at 
the north foot of the Jnlier and Septimcr, 2 miles 
from each, where those roads part otl, is in a 
rather desolate hollow, at the head of the Ober- 
halbstein Valley, 5,830 feet above tlie sea. Snow 
lies on the ground all the year, except July to 
September. There la a church for each confession . 

The Path over tllO BOPtlmor (SetUmo) to 
CasaoolaCpago 148) in.Val Bregaglia is an^easy 
bridle-path of abont 4 hours ; no guide required. It 
.waa wmi by UMBenawk but bM. Vmir^^vsq.-^ 
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Continuing from Samiden the Dttocnt Of tl)« 
TBBgtuOatf we eome to Angias aud 

Ponte, which hat two tolerable /am, among 
peaks 10,000 to 11,000 feet high. Here the road 
from Coire, oTer the Albula Pass, falls in. Across 
the rirer is Camogask, at the mouth of Val 
Chiamuera, np which there is a direct path of 
6 miles to Uviifno and Bormio, on the Stelvio Road. 

HadnlOlll stands at the bridge on the rircr, 
commanded in former times by the old Castle of 
Gnardarall, abore it. Zttts, or Suoz, the Latin 
Tutium^ is one of the most agreeable villages in the 
▼alley, having near it the old castle of the Planta 
family, once the feudal lords (since 1189) of the 
Engadine, and still existing (see Reichenan) 

Seanfi, or SeamfUa, has a population of 500, 
some picturesque sites round it, and traces of an 
earth-work, called Drusus's Ditch. A little further 
on, at Capella, a path turns off west, by the Val 
Livino (within the Austrian bounds), which the 
Prince of Rohan penetrated with the French army 
in 1685. 

Clmitehol, or T»ehinw>»edl^ is a naked and 
uninteresting part of the Engadine, where paths 
strike off, right and left, to Scaletta and Bormio. 

At PuntailftR* or Pontaito^ a picturesque bridge 
over a deep part of the Inn, with mills round 
it, the Lower Engadine begins. Cross the bridge 
to Brail Church, where the valley becomes so 
narrow that the road is carried along the face 
of the rocks, a part called the Puntailas. This 
brings you to 

2emetX (/aas: Bitr;L8we), a village of the 
Lower Engadine, with about 550 souls, in a hollow 
on the SpSI, at its Junction with the River Inn, 4,910 
feet high. Its ISO houses were nearly all burnt 5th 
September, 1873. One of the best churches here was 
built by the Planta family, 1633; a tower of theirs, 
called Wildenberg, is still inhabited; another is 
turned into a prison and arsenal. There are as 
many as six bridges on both rivers. 

[A car-road leads up the SpUl, or Val del Fomo, 

to Olurno, on the Bormio Road, in about 8 hours. 

It passes Ofen Inn (6 miles) at the month of Val 

P/»sj>Sl, by which you reach Bormio or Livigno; 

iJbetace over titeje^-MM^oi the Bi^aUtra Pau (6,685 

^eetAiffiij down to Tacbiertor Cierta, (6 miles) and 

ni7aera, w/tere the qw-nrnd /nm Schuoli (in the 



Engadine) down the Val Joata Johis. Descending 
the Ram, in Miinster-thal, you come to Valcava, 
Sta. Maria, and Mttnster Convent (7 miles); and 
over the border, by Taufers, to Glums, 5 miles.] 

The next place in the Lower Engadine is 

Sftl, at the mouth of Sttserthal, np which there 
is a path over the FluSla to Davos. It is one of the 
prettiest villages in the valley, the honsa being 
large and frequently ornamented with carving, and 
the dress of the women gay and cheerful. Remains 
of Zeznina, and another castle crown the heights, 
from which avalanches sometimes fall. For the 
preservation of the traveller the road is protected 
here by strong rooMike projections, to break the 
descent of the ice. 

LftTin. the Roman Lavinium^ is a plain at the 
month of the Lavinuoz, with three Hotels, 4,690 
feet above sea. Piz Linardy 11,307 feet high, a 
very beautiful peak. Guide required. 

Gnarda, (away from the road), under the Silv> 
retta Pass, on a high rock at the entrance of the Val 
Tuol, 3 leagues long, by which you may get to the 
Sardasca in the PrSttigau, and to Ochsenthal in 
Tyrol. Guarda contains about 100 houses and 800 
persons, many of whom, like their neighbonrs, 
emig^te for a living. The village Inn is 5,415 
feet above the sea. At Giarsan, on the opposite or 
south side of the river, are several fmit gardens. 
From Guarda by Boscia, or Bosca, to 

ArdOtif or Stein^terg in German, and the Roman 
Ardea^ a village (/an, Sonne) in a fertile spot, 
noted for honey. It possesses a good church and 
an old tower, still inhabited. The Castle of Steins- 
berg is near at hand. Here the Lower Engkdine 
divides into two parts, the upper, which we have 
travelled, being called **SurMont Fallnm," and 
the lower "Tot Mont Fallum.** Across the river 
is Surun, at the mouth of Val Ssmpuoir. Diligence 
to Fettan, 8f miles. 

|A little beyond Ardetz is the deep valley of the 
Tasna, which falls into the Inn, near Tarup, a 
pretty spot, 4,180 feet above sea, with a Castle, iu 
Val Plafna, on the opposite side to Ardetz. 

Tarasp, and the neighbouring village VUpfat^ 

are now mudi noted for their mineral Springs;, 

chiefly sulphur, something like Carlsbad and 

Klssingen. EagUsikCMtfreAiSsrv/eeattheKnrhaus. 

' To the w)u\Vi\«PV*'^^«wt ^aA\X%1g^a«^Ktv■^S»^V^St«ftt 
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high; Fix LiMhan !■ 10,1M '«et; Pit CbUmpatscb, 
9,580 feet. Every j^tit these iprlngt are more 
visited. There is very good aoeommodetion both 
at Vttlpera and Tarasp. Invalids coming from 
England generally alight at Landquart station, 
(see Route 88), and take diligence down the 
PriittigAa, sleeping at Davos DSrfli. 

SchulS ilnnt: Belvedere; Post; Koni; Krone; 
Helvetia; Pension Schuls), in a picturesque spot, 
4,000 feet above sea. It has a population of 
1,000, and is the most agricultural village in the 
Engadine; the soil being carefully irrigated by a 
canal 8 leagues long. Avalanches fall down now 
and thea from the Mnotta. Two mineral springs 
are in the neighbourhood. The Porta family had 
their origin here. A car-road of about 12 miles 
turns off south up the Searl Pass into Val Joata 
and the MUnsterthal. Diligence to Tarasp, and to 
Landeck vli Nauders. 

Stni, (4,700 feet above sea) is another large vil- 
lage of 800 houses, with a fruitful soil. It was 
burnt entirely, 1623, by the Austrians, and again 
in part 1828. In a brook at some distance they used 
to drown sorcerers in old times. Passing hence to 
Crusch and Val d'Uina, you reach SaoilUl, at a 
wooden bridge over a dark gorge, in Val 8ines« 
tra. Thence by Suraplana and Strada (near 
Schleins) to 

lIartilUltirft(A(AonMmscA, PomartinoX so called 
from the bridge of St. Martin, by which the road 
crosses the Inn (near an old castle) to Nauders. 
There is a custom-house at the bridge, this being 
the frontier of Tyrol. There is a fine view at the 
top of the hill leading up from the bridge. 

VaudOirB (4,470 feet above sea). Jnns: Pott: 
Liiwe. The first town in Austrian Tyrul, with 
the interesting old cattle of Naudersberg. Hence, 
4 miles to the Finstermfini PftM on the Inns- 
bruck Road (see Route 85).

This is a good carriage road, in the direction of 
the old Roman way over the Julier. It is about 11 
stunden to St. Morltx, where it joins Route 29. 
Many of the people oi this valley, like those of 
D(Mno d^Ossola, emigrate to the great towns as 
chimney-sweepen. ObiMfmOUk (p. 128) Is on Ui« 



Italian tide, with a Cuttom Hoote. The first place 
from it, up the Maira, or Val Bregaglia, near the 
pretty Aequa Fnggia Fall, is Santa Croce, oppotite 
the site of the town of Flvn, or /Vurt, a Swise 
Pompeii, which, with its population of t;480, wat 
entirely overwhelmed by a great landslip from 
Monte (Donto, 4th Septranber, 1618. The spot it 
marked by a chestnut grove, 60 or 70 feet below 
which is the unfortunate town, from which not » 
trace of its inhabitants was ever recovered. After 
Villa oomet the cuttom house. Then 

fflitlltgni, the first place in the Swiss CantOD 
of Grisous, where silk is produced. It was com- 
manded by the Castelmur fort, on the opposite 
bank, at the Val di Codera. The next place it 
Bpino, whence a short road crosses the Maini 
to Bonda^ south of which are several peaks ol 
the Bemina Range, bounded by the krfty libi^ie 
DellA DiiCraila behind, 12,078 feet high. The 
shadows of the various pealct terve to indicate the 
time. From Spino also a xig-xag path to the 
north leads up to Soglio^ the ancient scat of the 
Sails family, under Monte Soglio (6,714 feet high)L 

Beyond Spluo the road crosses to the south tide 
of the river to PromoiLtOffllO (/im), near Porta 
Castle. Then on by Stampa and Borgonuovo (ov 
Bomov) to VioOiOIirailO, or Vespran (Pension), 
a village of 860 souls, 8,565 feet above the tea, 
shut in among high mountains, tome of which to 
the touth, as Monto d'Oro and Fix Muretto in the 
Bemina Range, are 10,000 to 11,000 feet high. 
Ruins of Castel-Sur are near; once the seat of the 
Prevosti family, who derived their origin, ac<jording 
to tradition, from that of Fabian at Rome. Ex- 
cursion to the Albigna Glacier. 

CMaoeU(/m*), the next place, is 4,790 feet higb^ 
and at the foot of the Maloya and Septimer Passes. 
The latter was the highway from Italy in Augus- 
tus's time, and for many ages after. Near the 
village are traces <^ St..Gaudenxio(Gaudentius) 
chapel, so called after a preacher of the Goq)el here 
in the foufth century. 

Since 1885 a new xig-xag road in place of the 
Roman path has been made over the Pftai of 
lUlOya or Maloggla (i.e^ Rough Road), the top 
of which (about 5,940 feet) fiommasaA!*. ^.^om.-^ —

Tlic main route from Coire (Stat.) is up Schalfik- 
thal, or Valley of the Plessnr, high np the moan- 
tains, whore the Tillages arc all perched, following 
each other in quick succession. The first is 

Haladtn, a Protestant village, hanging as it 
wore on the precipice, which is washed by the 
I'lessur far below. Calfreiscn or Kalfrelzan the 
next, is p:irt of Maladers parish, and commands a 
fine view. 

Pasticl, St. Peter, and Pelst, are next passed, 
with the road over the Julier in view to the south. 

LangWlM, in the pastures, 3,990 feet high, 
at the foot of the Strela, having 400 population, 
nnd a parish church, near which two fairs are held, 
for the people of this and the neighbouring Valley 
«f Fundoy, which turns off into the PrXttigau. 

From Langwies the diligence goes to ATOM, a 
»mall but favourite health resort. The hotels are 
often full in summer. 

Passing the three villages of Sapttn, you reach 
the Btma Pats, 7,800 feet above the sea, com- 
manding a fine prospect; and thence descend to 

DaTM Plats, Ta/aas^ or Tavan in Romansch, a 

winter and summer resort for invalids, among 

pastures and healthy pine woods, on the Land- 

wasscr (one of the head streams of the Khine), 

S,105 feet high. Hotels: Kurhaus; Hotel and 

Pension Belvedere, first-class ; Hotel and Pension 

Buol, first-clais, open all the year; Hotel d'Angle- 

terre, first-class family hotel, very well situated; 

Hotel Victoria; Schwcizerhof. Church S&rvice {see 

liradthaw't CmUineiUal Oulde), Its Town house, 

now used as a Refreshment room, contains a large 

room set off with the arms, Ac, of the old families 

of this quarter. DaTOS Dttrfli ; li mUei distant, 

with a Kurhaus, prettily tltuated, and a good 

centre for excursions. This primitive mountain 

valley is watered by the Landwastor, flowing 

Ajetwem the Orison Alpa and the Sohanfik Range. 

It was first p«o|ded In tha thirteenth cantury, and 

contains an agricultural popnlatlon noted for their 

stature and cheerful hnmow; com and cattle ate 

iheir chief moeera.

A car-road deteemdi the Landwasser, by Fraa« 
enkirch to fflarff^ which has a mineral Spring. 
Here, a way (a path up the Sertlg-thal) conducts to 
the south side of the river, to the Schmelaboden 
iron works, and Jenisberg, to FUisur ; but the main 
road passes on to Wiesen, where a path turns off 
over a pletureaque wooden bridge to Jeniaberg; 
and from Wiesen, by Schmitten to the Alveneu 
Springs, on the road to Coire, and up the Albula by 
FiUsur. 

From Davos, there is now a rail to Davos-DSrfli 
at the foot of the Schlahom, near the Dovosen See, 
which lies under the Seehom. From this It rites 
to Lower and Upper Laret, and the Black Lake; 
and thence over the Stuti Pass to Brttck and 
Klosters, on the Landquart and the Meyenfeld 
Road. . > - 

The above line is the latter part of the new rail 
from laadQUart, past Klosters and Davoa-DOrfll 
to Davos PlatK, which is always now used -by 
invalids. 

From Davos up the Scaletta, to 

I>lirreBl>Odmi ('. «.« I>it Bottom, from the 
barren nature of the soil), with an /an, 0,641^ feet 
above the sea, near the source of the Dischma which 
waters the valley, and in view of the 8<Awars- 
bom, 10,386 feet high, with a remarkably fine 
prospect from the top. The Pail Of Xh» 8ea- 
lotta is 8,595 feet high; steep on one side, but 
presenting a gentle slope on the other. From the 
summit, a path strikes down to Sulsanna and 
thence to Scanf s or to Cinuschel in the Eng^adind 

From Davos again, over the Pluela Pass, there 
is a mule path of 4 hours. It is a wild and dreary 
heap of rocks and glaciers, at the head of a valley 
which is parallel to the Dischma. It turns off at 
DavOS-Ddrfll, the lower part being dotted with 
forests. Above these brambles grow to the edge of 
the ice. At a point, <,350 feet high, stands the 
hospice of Tschnggen, with some pasture near it. 
Above this, among masses <rf rocks' which hare 
been thrown down by avalanches, is a refuge for 
travellers. Others are placed on the Qfth«.'»iAsb.'«»^ 
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Great St Bernard. It lies between the Schwarz- 
hom (Black Peak), and the ridge of the SilTrctta. 
Many iey peaka are Tlsible; bat the air oi deeo- 
latlon is.axtreme. A; path deseends from thence 
through flUser-thal to SiU, in the Eugadlne.

From LamlUlliart Btatton, on the United 
Swiss Rail, there is a car-road to KlostiMrs and

The Pr&ttlgan (or Rlnetlun Vale) is a broad, 
gieei,«Ml fertile trough iu the mountains, watered 
by Iha {jandfluartf and bordered oh the north by the 
ft^Ht^n Chain on the Tyrol border. Length, 8 
leagues; width 2 to 3 leagues ; but in some parts 
it narrows so as to leave only room for the riyer. 
Its name is derived frQm th^ ancient fihKfia, by 
ft slight change; in Rpmansch, it is called Vol Par- 
tenje. The people (10,500) are German-speaking, 
PjOQtfistanta, and breeders qf cattle and sheep. Ex- 
pedient wood and honey are prodpced, with a little 
fruit ivud ooni in the warmer 4ivl«ion of the valley. 
It was .part of the Austrian dpmiuions. in the 
sii^teent}) century. In the Thirty Tears* War, it 
was QYOr-run by l)oth parties. The Confederates, 
with Frepch assistance, drove out the Austrians, 
;L623, and it became part of the Grriso^s Canton, by 
Us union with the Zehn-Gcrichte.

You 
pass Solavers X^astle, which belqnged to the last 
Count of Toggenburg; whose death .was tb« signal 
of the independence of the Ten Jurisdictions. Jibeve 
this is Seeuii and its Castle; in 1| .boor, the 
Garey, or Ganey mineral spring; then the obftlets 
of the feewU Alp, in 11 hour beyond. I^eaving 
these you proceed along the edge of the ravine^ 
to a plain covered with snow, near a glacier. 
This snowy plain is often covered with -great 
numbers of illsect^ blown this way by the wind. 
Cossing a rQugh patch, am4>ng. broken rocks, yoq 
reach the summit of (he mpuntain; a conipal peak, 
the highest in the Priittigau, 9,760 /eet above tlie 
sea, and commanding a splendid . prospect. Tq 
the north are seen the Rhine, Constance Xjake, the 
8wabian Hills, as far as Ulm, the Appenzell, and 
Tt)ggcnburg Mountains, Lakes of Zttrich and 
^allenstadt, Mout Albi;i and part of the Jura 
Range. Towards the east are the Vorarlherg in 
Tyrol, the Mountains of Tyrol andCarhttbia, as far 
as the Gross Glockner, and Salzburg, incladlng 
the Peaks of the Brenner, Femer, Ac. On the 
south, the mountains about Tarasp in the lower 
Engadhie, the Silvrctta Pass, and others In the 
Grisons. And to the west, those <rf St. GotlunI, 
the Uri and Claris Cantons, Ac. 

A descent may be made from it, on the Tyrol 
sidti down to Bludenz, passing the l^Uner See; 
which is sliut in by high mountahis, e^ c^t at one 
gap, through which thcuorth winds blow with such 
violence at times that the noise is heard 3 miles off.] 

From Griisch to.Schiers the valley is oovered 
with sand and broken stones, brenght down by the 
Landquart.

Eallway.— Tb« Arlbtrf line, about 113 milM 
Ivnig^ WM opened October 31 tt, 1884, on the comple- 
tion of the Arlberg tunnd (6 mile* 3M yards long), 
eMttOMOced In 1860. There is now through com- 
mnnlentlon between Uadau (Lake ConstaneeX 
BrtfOBIf And iBDiliniOk. There are about 35 
•tatlone (see Bradsfuue's (Hmtinental OuideJ. On 
both sides of the Arlberg tunnel the line rises for 
about 18 miles each way, attaining an altitude of 
4,800 feet aboye the sea, and it was here that the 
main engineering difllcultles were enc^ntered. 
The most interekthig part, from this point of riew 
Is from Brats to Langen; after Lsndeck the line 
mainly follows the ralley of the Inn, occasionally 
crossing the tributaries of that river, with fine 
scenery round about. Between Brats and Langen 
there are 15 large bridges and viaducts, two aque- 
ducts, and 6 smaller tunnels and galleries as a 
protection against aralanches. The gradients are 
often 8 in 100 metres. The railway f r<nn Zttrich, 
or Coire, Joins this line at Foldklrch.

is constantly traversed by steamers running 
between the chief towns, Constance, Friedrfchs- 
hafen, Bomanshom, Borschach, Ludwigshafen, 
Lindan, Bregenx, Ac. Between them all thete is 
at least one daily serriee, and between the principal 
places 8 or 4 times daily. From Lindau to 
Br^penv, 6 or 7 times daily in summer, lesa fre- 
quently in winter. The passage takes about lialf- 
an-hour, and the 1st and tod class fares are 54 kr. 
and 27 kr. respectively. 

BBSOSirz (Stat) 

Motel*: D'Antrlche; Europe; Montfort ; Weisses 
Kreuz; Schweizerhof ; L$we. Peculation, 4,700. 
The capital of Vorarlberg circle (Austrian), seated 
on a hill at the east end of Lake Constance (Bod<»i 
See), where the Aoch falls In. It Is very old, and is 
well built, especially the modem part on the shores 
of the lake. The church Is a fine building, and 
the tower is ancient. Museum of local an- 
tiquities and natural history interesting. The 
old Castle shows traces of Boman work; and is 
supposed to partly occupy the site of the Boman 
Briffontium. Bemains of Montfort Castle stand on 
the Gebhardsberg, or Schlossberg, hard by, near 
the Church, which commands a fine view of the 
Hoho Siintis and the whole of the Lake 
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Conttance. A splendid Ti«w is also obtained from 
the Pfander (8,480 feet), li hour from Bregenz, 
where there is a commodious and well-mana|Fed 
hotel. The road is not at all difficult. 

The Abcrcr family here have some early paint- 
ings of Angelica Kanfmann, who was bom at 
Schwarzenbcrg, in the Forest of Brcgcnznear this, 
the inhabitants of which have a peculiar dialect 
and dress. Cotton and flax are spun ; and ready- 
made huts or chftlets are manufactured for the 
Alpine parts of Switzerland. 

- Steamerf on the lake about 4 times a-day to 
Lindau, in Bavaria, Fredrichshafen, in Wiirttem- 
berg, where the railway from Stuttgart terminates, 
Rorschach in Switzerland (on the road to Con- 
stance, St. Gall, Coire, Ac.); and to Constance at 
the other end of the lake. TThe Zilrich and St. Gall 
Railway, via Rorschach, is carried on to Bregenz 
and Lindau. 

There is an upper road to Innsbruck through the 
Bregenzer Wald and Lechthal. 

DomlllnL (Stat.) a market town, with as 
many as 10,000 inhabitantfl, who make muslin and 
cotton goods, and carry on an important cattle 
trade. 

Hohenems (Stat.) A small place of 5,000 
population, of whom a considerable number are 
Jews. It has a sulphur Spring, frequented by 
invalids, and commands a fine view from the ruins 
of the Alt and Neu Hohenems Castles. At Gdtlis 
(Stat.), further on, a village of 1,500 population, 
are remains of two more castles, which belonged 
to the Counts of Montfort. 

Next, RankWtll (Stat), at the entrance of the 
Latemserttaal. 

FeUUdrclKStat.) /fMS.-Engliscl.erhof ; Lowe; 
SchSfle. Population,3,800. On the 111, notedforthe 
actions between the French and Austrians, 1790 
and 1800. Schattenburg belonged also to the 
Montfort family; the Pfriindnerhans (hospital) 
was built 1218. The Kurhaus, in a pretty spot, 
with fine gardens; its waters are saline and 
alkaline, and it is useful in lymphatic complainta, 
mucous discharges, Ac.

|A road f r<nn here goes off by Vaduz, Baljccrs, 
and Coire in the Grisoos (see Route 23), fdlowing 
the rail which here makes a junction with the 
Coire line at Bocbl, ti& Seliaail-Vadlll (Stat.) 
The Coire road turns off here, up the east bank of 
the Rhine to Mayenfeld, in the Grisons territory. 
It passes Neudein and Schaan, to Vaduz (8 hours), 
in the principality of Uchtenstein; then in 8 
hours to 

KayWifUd {Innt: Rbssli: Sonne; Zum Falkniss), 
the Booian Lupintun, with a population of 900. 
Much com and wine are produced here. The church 
is good ; the best houses are in the suburbs. From 
Salenech tower, one of those belonging to its 
ancient castle (supposed to be (^ French origin), 
is a good view of the Rhine. Ragatz and the 
Pf lifters Baths are on the <rther side (see Route 24). 
In the neighbourhood are the beautiful Valley of 
Mayenfeld, among limestone hills; Falkniss, a 
peak of the Rhatikon C8,418 feet high) ; and Flesch, 
or FlSsch, with its had or mineral water, close te 
the Rhine.] 

The rail passes through a tunnel of 850 feet 
under the Schattenberg- and crosses the lU to 

Frastam (StatX then by Neniiiiff (Stat.) 

and Straaaenhans (Stat.)^ with fine prospects to 

Bludeni (Stat.) Inm: Post; Kreuz; Krone; 
Bludenzerhof; Sccsaplana; Arlbergerliof. A dull 
town of 2,000 population, in the Valley of the HI. 
The environs are more pleasant; a turn to the 
south-east leads up from the III into the populous 
Mont«ifuMr Valley, which is cultivated with cherry 
orchards, for kirschwasser (cherry brandy). The 
inhabitants differ In many respects from their near 
neighbours, and are evidently remains of one of 
the border nations, whose former boundary was 
the Arlberg. It is divided from the Prattigau and 
Engadine in Switzerland by the RhiitlkOIl, a 
ridge forming part of the Rhatic Alps, 9,788 feet 
high at Scesaplana. From Schruns, the largest 
place in it, there is a fine view at Bartolomausbcrg, 
and you may follow it round through the Paz- 
nauner-tbal to Landeck.

It was 
repeatedly taken and retaken by the BaViHans, 
French, or the Tyrdeie, in the memonMa yaftr 
1800; and was especially the scene of Hofar's 
triumphant entry 15th August, after defefttlflg'

(by Schaller), whose earthly remains were brought 
here from Mantua in 1828; and a monument to 
those who fell in the rarious struggles against the 
French. The Silrer Chapel on the right from the 
entrance contains a Silrer Virgin, and lias, over a 
staircase, the tomb of Archduke Ferdinand and his 
wife, the beautiful Philippine Wdser, a merchant's 
daughter of Augsburg, also by Colin ; in the niche 
under the corered staircase is the tomb of her 
gOTcmess, Philippine of Lorraine. Near It are 
twenty-three bronze statues, half the size of life, 
mostly saints of the houses of Burgundy and 
Brabant. In this church Christina of Sweden nsade 
a profession of the Catholic faith. 

Other churches are, the Stadtpfarrkirche (St. 
James), which lias, on the handsome high altar, a 
good image of the Virgin, by Lucas Cranach, and 
many fresco pahit ings; the beautiful Jesuitcnkirche 
is built in somewhat barooco style, with a hand- 
some cupola and fine altar-piece of the school of 
Rubens; Johanniskirche with fresco paintings; 
Nicolaikirche; the Kapuzbierkirche (1698), with 
the cell of the Archduke Maximilian. At the old 
palace (Bofburg) is the Riesensaal (giants' room) in 
which are family portraits and pictures of the life of 
Charles VI., and a beautiful chapel built by Maria 
Theresa out of the room In which her husband the 
Emperor Franz I. died suddenly 1766. Before It 
is the handsome and spacious Rennweg (race- 
course), with the equestrian statue of Leopold V. 
by Rheiuard, near the triumphal arch, and beautiful 
garden laid out in the English style. The Old 
Fort with its golden roof (copper gilt) over the 
balcony of the exchequer, wldch originated with 
Frederick mit der Leeren Tasche (Empty Pocket), 
was once the residence of the Counts of Tyrol. 
Theatre, erected 1846; Town Hall. The Ferdin- 
andeum has the Lcmde§-Muteitm (daily, from 9 to 5; 
entrance, 60 kr. ; catalogue, 20 kr.), with works of 
art hy native artists, memorials of Hofer, collection

1672, and restored 1826, with various ooUectioiiir.

Prcmenadei and Amtuemants.-^The Rennweg;

which is famous for three actions in 1809, when 
the Tyrolese, under Hofer and Speckbacher, utterly 
routed the Bavarians and French; much visited, 
especially on Sundays. SchUnberg, from whence 
the picturesque VaUeif of Stuba^, with its h^li 
mountains and glaciers, may be visited. Patselicr • 
kof el, 7,800 feet high, with a fine view, 6 miles front 
Innsbruck.

Opposite the Hof stands the large Palace called 
the Neubau^ used for Goremment and post and 
telegraph offices; opposite is the main-gnard-house. 
In MIchaeKs, or Mozart's Plata, is a bronae Stutue 
to Mozart (bom at No. 225, opposite the Golden 
Crown Hotel), erected by his townsmen in 1842, 
modelled and cast by Schwanthaler and Stiegel- 
mayr. The Mozart Muteum is at No. 7 getreide- 
gasse ; entrance, 50kr. Hours->8 to 11 and 1 to 4, 
on week days ; Sundays and festivals, 10 to 12. 
It contains a collection of relics of Moaart. Mozart's 
House is in Makart Platz. Beautiful mosaic pare- 
ments were found when digging the foundation 
for the statue; one is in the Museum, but the 
finer was taken to Vienna. 

The Domkirche, or CathedraJ, was built 1614-(>8, 
by S. Solari, of Como, on the plan of St. Peter's. 
It has a front of white marble ; many statues and 
altars of marUe in the interior, which is noble and 
simple; paintings, by Sandrart, Ac; a large organ, 
and some relics and books in the Schatz Kammer 
or Treasury. A gallery connects it with the gar- 
den and new summer palace of the archbishop, 
called Mirabel, which has been rebuilt since the 
fire of 1618. It now belongs to the town. Here 
Otho, the late King of Greece was bom, in 1815. 

St. Peter''* CAnrcA is a fine building, containing 
the tombs of St. Rupert, and Michael Haydn, 1806, 
a composer, and brother to the great musician, 
Joseph. There is here an old curious Leichenhof or 
corpse house, where the body rests, as it used to 
do at the lichgate in some church-yards in Eng- 
land (Beckenham for instance); also many ancient 
tombs as far back as the fourteenth century, and 
the bones of St. Maxlmus. This church is on the 
site of one built, they say, by St. Rupert From 
the church-yard, a staircase in the rock leads up to 
the former dwelling of St. Maximus, with a rude 
chapel which he excavated with the help of his 
fifty disciples. 

The famous Benedictine Abbey of St. Peter has

stained window, done 1480. St. Margaret's Church 
was built 1485. That of the University, now 
styled the Xycaum Churchy on Universitiitt Plats, 
was built 1097-1707, in the Classic style, from de- 
signs of Fischer von Erlach. St. Sebastian's 
has been rebuilt since the great fire of 1818. It 
contains some handsome torabs, and the monu- 
ment of the celebrated physician, Theophrastms 
ParaeeUua of Hohenstein, who lived at a comer 
house. No. 897, near the bridge, where they show 
his figure or portrait, and an inscription statlag 
that he lived and died there, anno 1541. There are 
altogether twenty-four churches, only one beteg 
Protestant. That of Holy Trinity waa destroyed 
in the fire. St. George's, in the court of the 
Hohen Salzburg, has statues in red marble of the 
twelve Apostles. 

A former Marstall, or stable of the archblBhop^ 
is now a cavalry barrack. The Sommerreitacbulet 
or Summer Riding School, has three.galleri«8 cut 
in the rock, shaped like an amphithttitre, tor spec- 
tators. The rock is of white marble, and a small 
river runs through it. A Winter Riding-School 
is also attached. 

Among other buildings are the KUnstlerhaui^ 
for picture exhibitions ; tlie Knrhaus and Badhaus 
in the Stadt Park. The Carol ino-Augnateun 
Muieum (Fr. Josef squai) offers several attractions; 
such as a cabinet of antiquities, another of middle- 
age objects, a pinacothek, or picture gallery; a 
collection of natural history, minerals, birda, and 
insects a herbarium, library, and collection of 
coins. Almost all are of Salzburg origin, and 
mostly gathered together by the former curator, 
Herr Leihhausvcrwaltcr Fiiss. 

The views and EnvlronB Of SallbUTS are of 
great beauty and interest. Among the best points 
of view close to the town arc the MSnchsberg, 
Franzisci-Schlossl, Kapuzinerberg, and ih% NodE* 
stein. To reach the Kapuzinerbcrg you leave the 
Kapuzinerkloster to the right, and pats through 
a gateway (closed) by ringing a bell. A small 
donation is expected by the porter. Alfftn OatUe^ 
belonging to Prince Schwarzenbcrg, Is at the foot 
of the Gaisberg, and commands an unequalled 
view of the Salzach Valley in the mominn^ light. 
The best point is the Kanze^ which may be reached 
1 by takVng lYie uv^«x<i^\.\iltQm V&^U'^r««hm«Bt- 
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h Ktse, following the brook to the upper waterfall 
and then taming to the right to the Kanzcl. T!ie 
OoMerg itself, about 4,300 feet high, is best 
ascended from Pancll (a station on the Hallein 
railway) by a mountain railway 2{ miles in length, 
From the top (Hotel Gaisbergspltze) there is an 
enchanting view over the Alps and the Hochge- 
birge. Further away, at the foot of the Unten- 
berg, are the Kugelmiilen, or Shot Mills, the 
celebrated FUrstenqnelle, and the marble quarry, 
which, yields such excellent marble for the town 
buildings. Schloss H^lbrunn, an Imperial pleasure 
Castle (tramway from Salzburg), has many beau- 
tiful fountains, and all sorts of amusements for 
holidays, besides a theatre cut in the rock, and the 
Monatsschlossen. At ^ stunde from tliis is Glaneck 
Castle. Untersberg, a large mountain, at the base 
of which is an immense bog, may be ascended from 
Glaneck, which is 4 miles from Salzburg. There 
are three peaks: the Geiereck, the Salzburger 
Hochthron (each about 6,000 feet), and the Berch- 
tesgadener Hochthron (6,500 feet). Guide not 
necessary in clear weather. 

A railway (12 hours) connects Salzburg with 
Linz and Vienna. From here, if not from Reichen- 
hall, the Bavarian salt town of Berchteagadoi 
(5 stunden) may be visited, as well as the beautiful 
XdnUPM6e» or Lake (1| stunde farther). The 
passport will be called for. 

An excellent road runs to the town, passing the 
narrow ravine between the Untersberg and GS11, 
ap the course of the Albe. Not far from GiiMUg, 
you pass St. Leonard's Chapel ; Gartenau Castle, 
and two or three defiles, where the Bararlan 
territory commences. Schellenberg is a salt village, 
in a dangerous part of the Aim, which may one 
day overwhelm it, if a landslip from the hills 
above should stop its course. One of these falls 
occurred in 1830. 

BBBOHTBSOADSir, 

Hotels: Belleme; Post, Population, 3,000. Stands 
on a pleasant height over the Aim, and has the 
castles of Lustheim and Adel, and other country 
Meats round it, with the double-headed Watzmaan 
rising behind. The Sait works, its chief attraction, 
may be visited by leave of the Inspector. The 
^itrance is under the Llebf rauenbeiy Hill. 



This is a much-frequented summer resort, the 
neighbourhood being very beautiful. There are 
numerous pensions, and an endless variety of 
charming excursions, the KtJnigssee being the 
great attraction. 

Limestone mountains compose the beautiful 
country in the neighbourhood, rising at the icy 
peaks of Gobel to 8,600 feet and Watzmann, 8,990 
feet high, and circling the XlfiBlffMee. Many 
small rivers water this charming tract; as the 
Schrainbach, which passes a natural bridge before 
it tumbles into the Lake; the Albe, or Ache, and 
others; besides six lakes. Cattle, honey, salt, 
chamois, and deer are the chief products. The 
King of Bavaria used to come regularly to hunt 
here, near the KSnigssee, which is also called St. 
Bartholomew Lake, It is about 6 miles by 1|, and 
lies deep in the mountains. On the north side the 
Konigsbach falls into it from a height of several 
hundred feet. A good restaurant is found at the 
hunting lodge of St. Bartholomew. About 1 league 
from it is the Ice Chapel, as a sort of vaulted arch 
of ice stretching over the Eisbach is called. To the 
west of it, in the valley formed by the Hackelhopf 
and Simetberg, flows the Schrainbach ; it oiTers a 
fine spray-like fall, and other attractions. 

About 10 minutes further is the OberSM, a 
lak^ about a mOe long, at the bottom of vast 
mountahis, from which the RSthbach and other 
streams pour down. A difficult path conducts you 
hence to Bliihnbach hunting lodge, and, should time 
be favourable, the Rossf eld may be surmounted for 
the view it commands. At the summit of one of 
the peaks of the Watzmann there is another fine 
prospect to be had, from the Rothe Chapel, of the 
Steineme Meer, Ac. 

Two other beautiful but smaller lakes are within 
3 or 4 leagues. Ramsan and its salt waters should 
also be visited, as well as the Hlntersee, the Kalten- 
brunn, Diesbach, and Wimbachthal in its neigh- 
bourhood.

From IschI, by Rcitcmdorf and Pemegg, to the 
Saltberg or Saltmine, is Ij^ stnnde. It was first dis- 
<roTercd in 1562, and has been worked ever since, by 
means of galleries driven into the sides of the moun- 
tains, of which there are now 1 8, one over the other. 
The rock is chiefly argillaceonn gypsnm. Having 
obtained permission from the salt officer at Pemegg, 
yon find a guide and mining dresses at the salt 
works. The horizontal gallery or tunnel by which 
the visitors enter in the Maria Ludovica (Louisa), 
at the mouth of which are two granite pillars, 
placed there as a memorial of the two emperors* 
visit in 1808. By successively walking and sliding, 
and a little ixmting as well, in the dark recesses of 
the mountain, you at length reach the salt caves. 
The mountain itself is 8,000 feet high. The galleries 
are illuminated once a week. Permit must be 
obtained at the Salinenamt, Ischl. 

More distant excursions in the Sahkammergut are 
mentioned below. The district bearing this name, 
«ignirying literally the Salt-chamber-good, or pri- 
Tate salt estates of the Austrian Kaiser, is not only 
rich in salt works but in natural beauties ; being an 
epitome of whatever is striking or magnificent in 
Switxerland, while in the simplicity and upright- 
ness of its inhabitants, yon are reminded of the 
Tyrolese. Within an area of 12 square German 
miles, no country in Germany offers more worth 
seeing in proportion to its size than this diMtrict ; 
lakes, forests, waterfalls, moxmtatais, glaciers, all 
are here concentrated in profusion. Its population 
may be 18,000, of whom &,000 and upwards are 
Protestants, chiefly settled at Goisem and Ober- 
traun. Hallstadt, Ischl, Ebensee, Laufen, and 
Gmiinden are the principal towns, and, for the 
most part, are seats of salt works. 

This beautiful territory may be reached by three 
routes : namely, from Miinich, or from Switzer- 
land through Salzburg, by way of St. Gilgen ; from 
Gratx by Anssee (by rail) ; and from Vienna and 
Line, by way of Lambacta and Gmiinden (by rail) ;

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The excursions most recommended are the 
Yellowing :—Fira. By Laof en in the WelssenlMush- 
thai to the Ohorlnsky Klanse, which is a large 
embankment or dam with flood gates, within

tains above, are allowed to rush out, carrying 
^everything with them down to the Traun. This is

nt Ischl. 

Second. From Ischl, by rail, past Laufen, where 
la a short fall of the Traun, 18 feet high, tcGoisem 
(Stat); Stes (Btat.) opposite, and Hallstatt, 
on the HallBt&tfeer See. Here an boats 
which traverse the lake in 3 hours. It is sur- 
rounded by mountains, most of their names 
ending in Kogl (kugel, a ball), and rising nearly 
10,000 feet above sea, close to the shore. There 
Is no human habitation or footpath round the lake, 
which presents a scene equally gloomy and im- 
l)08ing. 

HALL8TATT (Stat.) 

Hotels; 8eetLVLex\ fieUevue. 

From Ischl by carriage to Steg, then boat to 
Ilallstatt; or by rail from Ischl to HallsUtt 
station, thence steamer to the town. 

This is a salt town, of 3,400 inhabitants, many 
of whom are Protestants. It stands on the west 
side of the lake, at the south border of the 
Salskammergnt, and is romantically placed at the 
ioot of the Salzberg Mountain. There are three 
«buiches (besides a Protestant Chapak), the best 
«f which, lately restored, contains a good altar- 
piece of wood-work. Notice also the Salt-works 
And Orphan Asylum. The streets lie close to the 
shore, and are built on an amphitheatre-shaped 
rock, at so steep an in^UiMtioii tbftt th^y •¥» oon- 
nected by stapa inrttad of cross str«etff.

From Hallstatt the snowy SadUileilll, 0,84ft 
feet above sea, is best visited. With a guide, 
whose fee is 10 florins, yon set out fbr the glaciers 
towards evening, at the best time, sleep in the 
Simony Hut, about 6| miles from the town, 
whence you ascend in the morning to the Karls Eis- 
field. This is an immense glacier, surrounded by 
bare marble rocks. The lofty peaks of the GJaid- 
stein, H<^e Kreuz, and the magnificent double 
peak of the Dach- (or Thor-) stein are seen shining 
through the mist. A new road and special 
facilitiei^ for climbing have made the ascent easy, 
but 8 hours are required to reach the summit. 
In returning, you can pass the WaldlN|idUltnitl^ 
in the very beautiful Echemthal, the most con- 
siderable fall in the Salakammergut, «ia»ii<ng 
down in three leaps over a steep cliff. One view 
of it may be got from steps out in the rock above 
it; another from a projection below. TheSchleier- 
fall is almost as high. 

The Echemthal (Independently of the Dach- 
stein ascent), Hinchbrunnen, and the Kessel, in 
the. immediate neighbourhood, deserve a visit for 
their picturesque find charming scenery. 

Third, In returning to Ischl it is as well to 
make an excursion into the Gosauthal, as you 
may go by the lake to GKMiau-Mflhl, or walk by a 
fine footpath along the celebrated Oosauzwang. 
A way for the brine troughs, 4(K> flset long, is 
carried over the entire valley on seven squaro 
stone pillars, 140 feet high in one fall. Tlie CK>san 
Valley itself is a pleasant ifop4ed hollow, 4 stnn- 
den long, wldeoiog somewhat in the middle, fit

Hum the hills begin to sink 
down into vast plains, wbile the clinatevad ioil 
iiDimyve. St. JofaMU it « fmry soiteble eentre for 
excnnions. The £4aAi9mt9in KkmmMn, eztr»- 
ordinarily wild defilee- '«vitb wttteTfaUs, Ac, aw 
well worth ft t1^ and oan be leen hi 8 hoars 
by taking a vehicle from the station (3 fl. 20 kr, 
tliereand baefc>to Plankenau. Overclotbing and 
au nmbrella should be taken. 

The road from Badstadt, by way of Wagiein, 
falls in -at this point. This part of the valley is 
called the Bmgan, and Johns the Unter Pinxgau 
at Lend. 

Passing on up the Salza, the road and rail go 
through gdiwanadtl (StatA ^Wch has become 
memorable In history aa the place of meeting of the 
Protestant -peasantry in I7dtt, when they resolved 
to abandMi their country rather than give up their 
faith. At the Inn, where they concluded the Sabs- 
bundt or Covenant of Bait, is still preserved a table 
on which, the Lutheran peasants ratified the 
league by the anoient custom of dipping their 
fingers in and U^Mmg salt. On this account Arch- 
bishop Firmian, after the ill auceess of hia over- 
seoloua missionaries in bringing them back -to 
Romanism, ordered the expulsion of 23,000 of 
them, and thereby inflicted an incurable blow on 
the proaperity-of his large posaeaaions. 

Lesid (Stat.)— /mi— on tlie Ache, which here 
forms an exMedtngly beautiful fall a» It emptias 
itself into the Salza. Several picturtsqne bridges 
cross the rJtver. There is a fine fall of the 
Gasteiner Ache near Ita function wifh 4he Salsach. 
This part was formerly a tract -of fovest infested 
by robbers. The TJnter Pinzgau begins here ; but 
the road Ie«re8 It to aseend the Gastein Valley. 
To Hof'Gattein (17 miles) 10 fl.; 'Wfldbad Qasteita 
(I(^ihile8)rl9 fl.; Mntumanytlslng past the Kfaunm- 
hOhe, which Is 1| stunde long. DIllgenclB to Wfld- 
bad, thrice dally In 4 hours.

Inhabitants called /aatmn, the Somaaa styled 
GastutWy whence tiie modvn nane k deadved. Its 
principal foaahi whidh la wvtacadbgrthe Ache a*d 
its branohea, is about ftmilea hmg, and covers the 
aame number <rf aqaare mllea. Ttaa-aoll>it a Mix- 
ture of Ume, day, andfpran1to,of whkhlaattite 
his^iest peaks are composed; bnttfaerDckalBSSMffal 
preaemt a great vaorletyof miBtntl A^naAkais and 
are covered with pinea, Urs, aad other eaoifaiowi 
trees. A few chamois, lyBzea,wiU'eat8,ba«B, and 
w<dves, are found; game li acMree. 

The population may number abotrt iiiOOO eoula, 
poor but hcneat, robnsti and attached toold custopia, 
and living chiefly by eattle breeding, -as the 
climate is unfavourable to agricaltnie. At the 
Reformation it supported agteat waher of iaiMbi- 
tants, but many having been ooaq^aUed to 4iBigrate 
on account of persecution for conscieare aake,.the 
valley has been much depopulated. Trace8.of a 
Roman way are left. At a recent epoch, three 
" s tr anger s appeared In the vaUeyyiad attonlsheff its 
simple people so much by their riches and Itbemnty 
that a memorial is still pteaerred in the name of 
a chapel between Klammstebi and Bivenk^gtl, 
dedicated to the DrdWaUer or Three' Trardlert. 
Gold and other metals were foiynerly extracted In 
large qiAntlties. lU mlneial. springs, for whkh 
alone it Is now rbnttCrkiible, wet^a^dlscovered in the 
reign of Tiberius. The cMef j^a^e of the valley is 
HDF, or lUr CMMMiL 

EHfU: Ho8er;'1fini6r;'BIitd»'?rhiube. 
' A bathing place of about 100 %i&od^ h6u«N, 
irtcludlng some andent onea which beloqgsed to 
4he proprietors of the deeayied gold adnes,-^ who 
resided here from the eleventh century, when th« 
place was first founded. It atandal,000 feet above 
the sea, on each aide of the'KireUMAh. A Ifuqge 
stone hOtfse was converted by: the.Btahop of Erhga 
Into a bath-house, the ITidASMAa^ Theaean^lso 
others, the JUKtimbtti^'CHmkhwmwhMii, Ac The 
sources are higher Bptha-vaUtj, at WUdbad, hut a 
supply ia brought down by wooden |rfpMkft«baabAMc^ 
long, made by a V>toVito^ mwB ^ wff ^>airv«|^7^ 
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Fahr. at its ontbnrst, falls to a little over 90* at 
the Bath-honset. Tlie Qamtkahrkogl^ and lereral 
«ther peak* here, are about 8,000 feet high. 

LeaTing Hof, the new carriage road, called the 
fiirstenweg, foltowe the Ache, and crouea a bridge 
to the weet bank. Hnntdorf Castle, a min to the 
right, waa the teat of the Weitmoser, a family of 
rich miners who often entertained their sorereigns 
here. A later prt^rietor, John Leykofer, was 
obliged to fly in the religions perseentlons of the 
•ereateenth century. The Tillages of Lietersdorf 
and Larem are also here; and paths which lead into 
the Valley of Kauris, by way of Bncheben, and into 
the Groesarl Valley. With the assistance of guides 
acquainted with the mountains and short cuts, 
a most interesting series of excursions may be 
made in a few daya . 

The ralley on each side of the Filrstenw^ 
■expands as you continue to ascend, and opens up 
many charming sites and points of rlew. After 
pasring the He81bad torrent, you reach 

BAD QASTEnr, or WildlMul GasteiiL 

Hotela: Badeschloss; Straublnger's; Flink; 
Orabenwirtb; Welsmayr; and many Pensions. 

It consists chiefly of a number of lodging- 
houses (several having baths) besides villas, 3,400 
feet above the sea, on the slant of the Graukogel, 
above a narrow defile between this mountain, which 
is 9,840 feet high, and the Schneeberg, which is 
6,580 feet. 

It was the limited space here which induced 
the making of the pipes to Hof Gastein, as 
above-mentioned; there the situation is more open 
and agreeable; but it is away from the fine moun- 
tain trips in which the Wlldbad abounds. There 
are a new Catholic Church, a small Protestant 
Church (built by the Emperor William), and a 
Hospital (founded 1489, by Strochner, a rich minerX 
Close to the Castle, built 1794, by Archbishop 
Hieronymus, and now appropriated to bathers, are 
the fine FalU of the Ache, which tumble down 210 
feet and 390 feet in two principal leaps, from a 
fissure of the Graukogl. 

Those famous Rot SfningB were known to the 

Romans, as ** Ga&tuna tantum una.'* There «re 

aeren springs in all. The F&rsten and Doctws- 

guellea mpply the FUrBtenhAdt which ccnti^iilis 

p^m for are, mtM charge of 1 to ^Horixif ^mUy, 



Vollbad contains room for fifteen; the Castle or 
Bade-Schloss, room for twenty at 8 to 6 florins; 
others fewer. Such is the number of visitors in the 
season (May to September) that it is necessary to 
bespeak lodgings beforehind, of the bath director, 
and sometimes ertm to supply yourself with pro- 
visions. Warm clothing should be taken. 

The Springs, as they issue from the Graukogl, 
are as high as 88* Keaumur, or 117* Fahrenheit; 
which cools down to 86* Keaumur, in the evening, 
and by 5 o'clock in the morning is reduced to 38* 
Keaumur (94* Fahrenheit), the d^ree of heat at 
which they are usually taken. All the Springs 
are of remarkable purity and softness, so that 
they are valuable for their cosmetic properties, as 
well as for their more important uses, in cases of 
weak nerves, debility, rheumatic affections and 
lameness, suppressed secretions of the skin and 
kidneys. Elderly persons, whose habit of body hax 
grown sluggish, find great advantage from these 
waters. The Emperor William I. always declared 
that they " set him up and made him young again.*' 
The central points are the Schloss Plata between 
8traubinger*s Hotel and the Badeschloss, and the 
Wandelbahn^ a long glass gallery, with a Caf^ 
and reading-room, which serves as a pronenade 
in bad weather. 

BxenniOIUI over the mountains are numerous, 
and the splended Alpine scenery of the Hoehgrebiige 
may be here enjoyed in its full extent. Horses and 
mules^at fixed tariff, including trinkgeld. 

St. Nicholas Church, built 1889, Is Sn the 
AnUnfyial, a charming defile, watered by a 
branch of the Ache, at BSkstein. Above it, the 
HSekerbach tumbles over a precipice. 

The KdtSCliadbthal, a fatiguing path, but very 
interesting, passing the Schreckbrflcke (Terrible 
Bridge), the Kesselalpel and Rauchzagel Falls, 
and other scenes of savage sublimity. One vast 
precipice rises 8,000 feet on the face of the Ankogel, 
which is 10,675 feet above the sea. It was as- 
cended by M. Thurweiser, in 7 hours; and a peak 
callea Hocktauem was reached, commanding a 
q;>lendid prospect, as far as the conflfiM of Carln- 
thia, and Italy, Ac. 

To Bttckstein. in passing the Sdirekbriicke^, 
the other side, you reach a pretty path into iSm 
VaWey oi Hinlerbaden, and by this to BVckateia. 
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which hM ft good Hotel and Kurhaiu. From 
this go over to the Nassfeld (1) stondeX or Wet 
Field, « fine ralley, lo called from the great 
nnmber of picturesqne torrents and springs wliich 
abound in it. Here is the Nassfddbans, erected by 
the German Alpine Clnb, where the interesting 
part ends. From Nassfeld, the Pockhart may 
be visited, to the two lakes on its plateaux, 
which are peopled, not by fish, bat by salamanders 
and lixards. Out of the larger one, the Unter- 
Pockhart See, the Schelier-Fall Cascade tumbles 
down. The yiew is extensive and magnificent. 

The OroMkogl and the Oanukarkoaf^ each over 
8,000 feet, are the favourite mountain ascents, 
guide required for both. The latter is peiiiaps 
better ascended from Hof-Gastein, and in the 
former case the glaciers lie somewhat nearer and 
more accessible and the scenery is more varied, 
though the views are similar. On the southern 
side lie the interesting small lakes, the Reedsee 
and the Palf nersee. 

AiMnt of the Flugkosl. near the Wild- 
toad, and of the TlMh, near Bdeketein.— 

These two mountains, though comparatively low, 
offer a superb panorama to the eye. From Wild- 
bad, in 8 to 4 hours, you gain, by an easy path, the 
upper part of the Zitrauer Alp, and the Thnmegg, 
on that part of the mountain whioh is nearest the 
Tof emkogl, called the Fimgkogl, Ilience the eye 
ranges over an immense field of alps and rocks, 
and takes in the Grossarl Valley to the north; 
Lueg defile to the north-west ; the Schmittenstein, 
and the Little Gaisberg, near Hallein, to the north- 
west; the long chain of Lungau, the AnkogI, 
above the Qletseher-Ttsehelker, to the south-east. 
Not far from this glacier are the small Lakes of 
the Elendscharte. On the south and south- 
west may be seen the Platteakogl, Stuhlkogl, 
Radhausberg, Mdttnitter TtetMrn, the Duke-Ernest 
andTauris; beyond which and further south, is 
the Bluttanem; and further west the Sonnenblick 
and Hohe-aar. Nearer are the Valleys of BSck- 
stein and Gastein; while the Grossglockner and 
Weissbaehbom here appear like two brilliant 
pyramids of ice; the Valley of Angerthal and 
the Tisch are near BSckstein. 



attractive way. The prospect from it is as grand 
as that just described; and it has the advantage- 
of being, beyond all others, the most accessible- 
point for obtaining a comprdiensive view of all 
the objects of notice in this quarter. 

To HeUigeiMut in the Rauriserthal, the Fuscher- 
thai, the Kapunerthal, Ac., also deserve notice as 
objects for longer excursions from the baths. 

The path up the Ache, above BCckstein, leads 
up the Nassfeld and over the Glaciers of the 
Mallnitzer Tauem to Mallnitz at the head of the 
Drave; and thence down to Ober VellACh 
(Stat., 8 stunden) and Spital, in Carinthia.

th« upper p*rt on each tide of RIt* bdongs to 
Anstriaii Tjrol. Mw^ BaldQ, coinp«ntiTely bare 
(<,810 ft.)t haogs over theoMt tide; the west U the 
moet pictnreiqne. In the middle is the pretty 
Island of Trimelone, with Coont Leochrs house 
and gardois. Among the spots worth notice, are 
(on the west shore) the Ledro Water/all, behind 
Ponale, 200 feet down; Limone, and its citron 
grores ; Gargnago ; GftrdOlld-BlTian (hotel and 
pensions) a faronrite winter resort for delicate 
inralids; ialo (population, S,000), among orange 
grores, one of the most delightful parts of the 
lake; Manerba, which had a Temple of Minerva. 

Beyond this, at the south end, is Deieniano 
(Statw), noted for its wines and situation, with 
4,400 population. From this the road and rail 
strike oflT west to BreioUk (13 miles), on the Milan 
line. On Sermione Point, which comes next, are 
remains of the villa of Catullus. Pesdliiera is a 
fortified town where the Mincio flows out ; it is 
15 miles hence to Verona, 20 to Mantua. Then (up 
the east side) Lasise; Bardolino Harbour and Villa 
Gianfilippi ; Garda, with an old fort, and Villas 
Albertini and Bozza; St. Vigilio Point, covered 
with olives and fig trees ; Torri, with its old castle, 
gardens, and quarries; and Malcesina Fort, built 
by the Venetians, under Mont Baldo. Wurmser 
marched down both sides of this lake to meet 
Bonaparte, in the campaign of 1796]. 

Continuing from Roveredo, down the valley of 
the Adlge, you come to Moil (Stat.) near that 
part of the road called the Stony Lake, strewn with 
fragments of rock, the remains of a landdip. The 
next places are Serravalle, Merani, and Ala 
(StatJ, a seat of silk velvet manufacture, on the 
Adige. Population, S,900. After passing Avio, the 
last station in Austrian Italy, and Borghetto, you 
reach Ossenigo, the first place in Lombardy or 
Italy proper. Near it are Fort Guardara and 
Virgara Forest. Monte Baldo is seen on the right 
over the Garda Lake. 

Perl (Stat.) is the first Italian railway station. 
At CJeralnO (Stat), the rail enters the CStiiua 
di Verona, hemmed in by lofty cliiTs. Just 
before Cerains, on the other side of the Adige, 
is BlTOU, where Bonaparte defeated the Austrians 
"nder AJviasi, 24ib Janiiaiy, 1707, after a hard

By Railway.— Part of the German BxllUUgl 
Route ; the line runs, for the most part close 
to the road, past the stations indicated below. 
Distance by Rail, to the Brenner, about 28i miles; 
thence to Botzen, 67, or 81 miles in all. Time from 
4 (exp.) to 6 hours. By road it is 82 mil^. The 
description (of the carriage road) applies almost 
equally to the rail. 

From XmulinidC, passing up the hill by Wilten 
Abbey, near the site of the Roman VeUdidenmy you 
come to Berg Isel, a spot marked by a mcmument 
to the memory of Hofer and Speckbacher, the 
patriot leaders of the Tyrolese; who here, 20th May, 
1809, defeated the French and Bavarians in three 
actions. The first station is PattClL Further 
on, on the other side of the river is 

Schonberg (/«»: Post), whore the Stubai- 
thai falls in, leading up to Ncustift and the 
Stubayer Peaks through fine wooded scenery. 
In ascoiding it you pass Telfs, Vulpmes, Ncustift, 
Kressbach, Ranalt; beyond which a path may 
be followed over the side of the Stubayer to 
SSlden. From this, a difficult way brings you to 
the great Oetzthal Glacier. 

Katrol (Stat.), the first place after Schunberg-, 
c<nnmand8 another fine view over the Stubai Pass. 

Steinach (Statw) inns: Post; Steinbock. 
The room in which Hofer slept before the battle of 
Berg Isel was destroyed by fire in 1853. The 
Church has three altar-pieces in fresco, by Martin 
Von Knoller, bom here, 1726, the son of a poor 
painter. The beautiful Otchnitxthal opens here 
out to the west; and a little further on there is a 
path to the east, into Duxerthal and Zillerthal. 
Before reaching OrlOl (Statw) the line forms m 
wide curve, and running close to the Brenner See, 
you come to Bronner (Stat), on the

above sea, the lowest mountain road in the Alps, 
and the most frequented passage from. Germany 
into Italy.

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mounUins around, it affords no extensire yiewt. 
The Sill and Ei-iack rise near, on opposite sides of 
the ridge, one flowing north to the Inn, the other 
fionth to the Adige; and at BrOBXierbad, «re 
warm baths, similar to those of Oastein. The road 
mn^ along thb Elsack past Oossensass, to

The rail forms a long loop to the east before 
reaching Gossensass. 

A small place (2,000 popolaticm), composed of 
curious old carved houses with a parish Church, in 
which are monuments of wealthy mining families 
who once flouriiihed here. Stentinger Moos (or 
Moss) was once the scene of a bloody fight, 1809, 
with the foreign inrader, when i,000 of the French 
adranced guard were destroyed, chiefly in a gorge 
near this, where stones and trees were rolled down 
on them, or they were picked off with the rifle. 

Sereral roads strike off here, as the Ridnaunthal, 
to the north-west, leading to the Tyrolese Schnee- 
"berg, more than 7,900 feet above the sea, where 
there are mines and a grand view; another to the 
south-west, oyer the Jaufen, to the Passeyerthal 
find Meran ; another, by Kematen, north-east. Into 
Pfltscherthal, past hollows, waterfalls, and ice- 
fields, oyer the Pfitscher Joch, 7,000 feet aboye the 
sea, and through Zemmtbal into the Zillerthal. 

The road from Stersing passes on by Stilfs 
(whence a path tnms west, through Samthal, to 
Botaen), and Mauls, to Mittewald. The line passes 
the stations of Orasstein and Mittewald. Beyond 
this, near FnUlieilSfefte (Stat.) Is Obemn. 
:<)trdhg fortifications at Franzensfeste command 
the Brenner route and the Pnsterthal road. This 
Is the Junction of the rail which leads to Vlllach, 
Ac. (Route 41.) The next plaee is Neustlft Church 
and Conyent ; then Yahm-bad, and through the 
Brisener Klause to

An ill-built town, in the lUliaa style, at the 

foot of the Brenner, in a pleasant hollow of the 

Elsak where the Riens from the Posterthal Joins 
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whose palace is situated not far from St. Julian's 
handsome CathednUy which has frescoes by Troger 
and KnoUer, with carred woric, Ac. There are 
also four churches, town hall in the old castle, Ac. 
Fine yiew from Krakofel. It was here that the 
Council called by the Emperor Henry IV. elected 
the anti-pope Guibert in 1080 (who rrtgned for a 
short time by the nominal title of Clement III.) in 
opposition to Hildebrand. A path to the east leads 
into Abteythal attd Ennebergthal. 

Still following the descending course of the 
Eiaak, the road and line enter the narrow part of 
the Eisak Valley known as the Klaosener Klamn. 
Here the VillnSssthal runs off eastward. 

KlailMll (8tatw) it has a Capuchin monastery, 
with some paintings by Murillo or his followers. 

KoLUfAmr (by road) stands at the entrance to the 
GrSdenerthal, guarded by the old castle of Trost- 
burg, and leading round to Brunecken. By the 
railway, Waldlirlick is the nearest station to the 
entrance of the Grbdenerthal. After this the road 
is cut through miles of porphyry rocks called the 
Kuntersweg, past Atnnuid (8tat.)> Kardaun, 
Ac, into the fertile BoUcener Boduty and to 

BatMn (Statw) on the way to Verona as in 

Route 88. See iXradiAais's Band-Book to Italy. .

Comnxil, or Seren Towns, consisting of the 
descendants of German settlers, numbering about 
80,000, who, in the midst of Italians, preserve a 
peculiar dress, and, to some extent, language. 
They are cattle breeders and straw plaiters. They 
are plausibly conjectured to be descendents of 
some Alemanni, who came here about 500, b.c. 
Monte Novigho, over Asiago, is 6,570 feet above 
the sea. 

From Borgo the road runs by Castelnuovo (where 
a road turns off to the fine castle of Strigno), then 
by Ospidaletto, where a battle was fought in the 
French wars, on to Grigno. Here the barren 
Val Tcsino turns off to the Cima d'Asta (9,20C feet), 
from which you get by the Cima di Lagorei, into the 
Freimsthal, at Fanchia. Its inhabitants migrate 
as pedlars, and deal in prints of saints, &c., all 
over Europe. The next place down the Breuta, 
and the last in Tyrol, is Le Tezze, with the Aus- 
trian Custom House ; 1 mile further is the Italian 
Dogana, and then 

Prixnolano (17 miles), in the Province of Vici- 
neno, where Napoleon beat part of the Austrian 
forces in 1796. The river then rushes through the 
fine FaSB Of CovalO (so called from a fort hollowed 
out in the rocks above it), the road being carried 
along the face of the cliffs and commanding fine 
prospects. Further down, past Cismonb (where a 
branch of the Brenta falls in), Carpane, and Solagna 
(where the architect Terracino is buried), it is 
richly cultivated all the way to 

BASSANO (Stat.), 19 miles. 
Population, 14,000. 
Hotels: Mondo; St. Antonio. 

A walled town, archbishop's see, Ac, on the 
Brenta, en a beautiful slope at the foot of the Alps. 
It belonged to the Ezzelino family, one of whom, 
born at Romano (to the north-east), and notorious 
for his cruelty, built a tower, which is part of th« 
archbishop's Palace. After being held by Venice 
from 1404, it was given to Austria, 1797, by Bona- 
parte, who defeated Wurmser here in August, 1796. 
The theatre is a good building. The bridge was 
rebuilt by Casarotti, on the site of Palladio's; and 
several of its thirty-five Churches are decorated 
with paintings by Giacomo da Ponte, a native 
(1510X commonly called BaaaoM^ and bit iotu^

especially Francesco, also a native. The best is 
in the Oratorio San Giuseppe. The Museum has 
pictures by Bassano and casts of Canova's works. 
The father died here in his own house. Fine view 
from the Piazza del Terraglio. 

Some of the best prospects are had from the Villa 
Rczzonica which has a work, the Death of Socrates, 
by Canova; who was bom at FOBSagnO (12 miles 
east north-east, beyond Romano), where they show 
a round church built by him, like the Pantheon 
at Rome, and casts of his statuary at the family 
house. In the church is his tomb, and an altar- 
piece by him, also a good bronze relief. Napoleon 
made Murat Duke of Bassano. Manufactures of 
woollens, straw hats (like Leghorn), silk, leather, 
&c. ; and a trade in these, with wine and fruit. 

Rail to Vicenza, Padua, and Treviso on the 
branch railway to Venice. 

From Primolano (above), on the way to Belluno, 
you pass across the Cismone, up which is a why 
to Primiero, and Into Fassathal, to 

Feltre (is miles), where a direct road, down the 
Piave, turns off to Treviso. A rather antiquated 
place, with an old castle, the new Guarneri Palace, 
and 12,000 inhabiUnts. It is one of the towns of 
the Bellunese Province. Railway from Feltre to 
Belluno, 19^ miles. Passing hence by road to 
St. Giustina and Brebano (where the Agordo, from 
its copper mines at its head, joins the Piave), you 
come to the chief town of the Dolomite country. 

Belluno. Hotel: Grand Hotel des Alpes (all 
modern conveniences). Seat of the governor, 
bishop, Ac., in a fine spot, on a hill, commanding 
a Hoble prospect. Population, 10,000 (the province, 
182,000). Among the buildings are the governor's 
house, containing marbles, Ac; the town's 
house, the cathedral, Palladio's designs; a good 
clock tower, a large public library, gjrmnasium, 
and hospital. Most of these suffered greatly 
from an earthquake, June, 1878. The cathedral 
(restored) was half destroyed. An aqueduct also 
supplies several marble fountains. Mauro Capel- 
lari, who became Pope Gregory XVI., in 1832, was 
bom here. Marshal Victor was Duke of Belluno.
